Tuesday,  May  29,  1894. 

The  Fifty-seventh  Annual  Convention  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  of 
Chicago  assembled  in  the  Cathedral  Church  on  Tuesday,  the  twenty-ninth 
day  of  May,  A.  D.  1894. 

Morning  prayer  was  said  at  nine  o'clock  by  the  Rev.  George  S.  Todd. 

At  10  130  A.  M.,  the  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  by  the  Right 
Reverend  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  assisted  by  the  Reverends  D.  S. 
Phillips,  S.  T.  D.,  and  G.  D.  Wright. 

The  Convention  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  W.  E.  Toll,  rector 
of  Christ  Church,  Waukegan. 

Divine  service  having  been  concluded,  the  Convention  was  called  to- 
gether for  organization  and  business,  the  Right  Reverend  William  Edward 
McLaren,  D.  D.,  D.  C.  L.,  Bishop  of  Chicago,  in  the  chair. 

The  Secretary  called  the  names  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  entitled  to 
seats  in  the  Convention,  in  all  eighty-five,  of  whom  seventy  were  present. 

The  certificates  of  Lay  Delegates  were,  on  call,  presented,  and  referred 
to  a  Committee  consisting  of  the  Secretary,  Mr.  C.  E.  Field,  and  Mr.  C. 
D.  Dana. 

The  Committee  reported  that  certificates  from  twenty-eight  Parishes 
and  eleven  Missions,  reported  by  the  Treasurer  as  entitled  to  representation, 
having  paid  the  Diocesan  Assessment,  were  presented  and  found  correct, 
and  one  was  defective,  lacking  a  necessary  signature. 

On  motion  this  certificate  was  received,  on  its  being  shown  that  the 
signature  could  not  be  had. 

The  Secretary  called  the  names  of  Lay  Delegates  from  these  Parishes  and 
Missions,  and  it  was  found  that  twenty-five  Parishes  and  nine  Missions  were 
represented. 

A  quorum  of  both  orders  being  present,  the  Convention  was  declared 
duly  organized  and  ready  for  business. 
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On  motion,  the  reading  of  the  Rules  of  Order  was  dispensed  with. 
On  motion,  the  ballot  was  dispensed  with,  and  the  Rev.  Luther  Pardee 
was  elected  Secretary  of  the  Diocese. 

The  nomination  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Rev.  F.  W.  Keator  a*?  Assistant 
Secretary  was  confirmed  by  the  Convention. 

The  Bishop  appointed  the  Rev.  A.  L.  Williams  as  Bishop's  Secretary. 
The  Bishop  notified  the  Convention  of  the  sickness  and  subsequent 
resignation  of  Mr.  W.  Kelsey  Reed,  the  former  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese, 
and  of  the  action  of  the  Standing  Committee  in  electing  the  Rev.   Luther 
Pardee  Treasurer,  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  office. 

On  motion  the  ballot  was  dispensed  with,  and  Mr.  Harry  T.  Pardee 
was  elected  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

On  motion  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  : 

Resoixtdt  That  clergymen  present,  not  entitled  to  seats  in  this  Convention, 
clergymen  from  other  Dioceses,  candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  and  lay  members  of 
other  Diocesan  Conventions,  be  admitted  to  the  floor  of  this  Convention,  and  that 
they  be  requested  to  hand  their  names  to  the  Secretary. 

The  Convention  took  a  recess  to  2:30  o'clock.

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The  Committee  on  Credentials  reported  further  Parishes  and  Missions 
entitled  to  representation  in  this  Convention.  The  names  of  the  delegates 
were  called,  and  those  present  were  admitted  to  seats  in  the  house. 

The  Papers  of  Incorporation  of  St.  Chrysostom's  Church,  Chicago, 
and  its  application  for  admission  into  union  with  this  Convention  were  pre- 
sented by  the  Secretary,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Incorporation 
of  Churches. 

The  Bishop  proceeded  to  read  his  Annual  Address. 

On  motion  the  copy  of  the  Standard  Prayer  Book  referred  to  in  the 
Bishop's  address,  was  placed  in  the  custody  of  the  Registrar  of  the  Diocese, 
and  he  was  instructed  to  procure  a  suitable  glass  case  with  lock  and  key,  in 
which  to  keep  it  in  the  Cathedral,  access  to  it  to  be  had  only  on  applica- 
tion to  him. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  was  presented  and  read,  as  fol- 
lows: 

Report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  to  the  Fifty-seventh  Annual  Conven- 
tion OF  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Chicago. 

It  is  fitting  that  in  making  this  annual  report  to  the  Convention,  the  Board  of 
Missions  should  note  the  absence  of  one  who  was  foremost  in  effort  to  bring  about 
that  order  in  our  missionary  work  which  is  now  its  normal  mode.  To  the  late 
Archdeacon,  the  Rev.  E.  R.  Bishop,  present  for  a  little  time  at  our  last  Convention, 
now  in  the  rest  of  Paradise,  is  larj^ely  due,  under  God,  the  credit  of  inciting  what 
mav  well  be  called  the  Missionary  Renaissance  of  the  Diocese  of  Chicago. 
'♦  Blessed  are  the  dead  who  die  in  the  "Lord.  Even  so,  saith  the  Spirit;  for  they  rest 
from  their  labors,  and  their  works  do  follow  them." 

It  is  the  feeling  of  your  Board  that  in  making  this  report  there  is  no  occasion  to 
regard  the  accomplishments  of  the  past  three  years  in  any  other  light  than  that  of 
the  present  and  of  the  future.  Let  us  forget  that  there  ever  was  a  time  when  the 
Church  in  this  diocese  was  less  mindful  of  her  opportunities  and  obligations. 

During  the  past  year,  the  majority  of  our  mission  churches  have  been  doing 
just  what  nature  dees  under  best  and  healthiest  conditions — they  have  been  grow- 
ing quietly,  gaining  strength  giadually,  some  more,  some  lesp,  according  to  their 
environment  and  opportunities.  An  exception  now  and  then  realized  should  not 
form  the  rule  of  our  expectations.  We  have  entered  late  upon  a  long  campaign 
against  a  well  entrenched  and  active  enemy.  We  cannot  expect  to  carry  every 
point  at  the  first  assault.  Some  of  the  besi  work  in  the  diocese  is  being  done  by 
faithful  missionary  clergy  without  noise,  all  but  unknown,  save  to  those  in  immedi- 
ate relation  to  them,  laboring  uncomplainingly  under  difficulties  that  would  be  dis- 
heartening to  men  of  weaker  faith  and  lesser  courage;  and  some  receive  no  assistance 
whatever  from  the  Board.  It  is  not  infrequently  the  case — should  it  not  be  more 
frequent? — that  the  call  to  missionary  work  emanates  not  from  them  that  love  the 
Church  and  her  Lord,  but  from  them  that  oppose  both.  It  may  require  more  time 
lor  the  Church  to  establish  herself  under  such  conditions,  more  self-consecration, 
more  labor,  more  hardship,  more  love  on  the  part  of  lier  missionaries,  than  to  ac- 
complish visible  and  audible  wonders  in  other  well-favored  fields.  Let  us  guard 
against  the  disease  of  itching  ears  in  our  missionary  work;  let  us  not  measure  ulti- 
mate success  bv  the  standard  of  annual  realizations. 
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Yet  it  is  with  great  pleasure  tiiat  your  Board  can  report  a  field  of  almost  un- 
exceptional  evident  thrift.  To  the  wise  and  discriminating  judgment  of  our  honored 
Bishop,  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  is  due  the  fact  that  our  missionary 
clergy  as  a  body,  are  well  educated,  active  and  devoted  men,  whollv  given  to  their 
divine  calling.  In  many  instances  the  Church  of  Christ  is  not  honored  bv  the 
small  incomes  of  these  her  priests.  Let  us  remember  that  the  income  of  a  consci- 
entious missionary,  as  well  as  that  of  a  Parish  Priest,  bears  the  same  relation  to  his 
work  as  the  income  of  a  business  man  to  his  business.  We  can  not  expect  large  re- 
turns in  any  sphere  of  life  from  a  small  investment.  Even  the  farmer  must  have 
implements  and  machines  to  work  the  richest  soil,  or  he  will  have  neither  crops  nor 
farm  in  a  few  years.  Let  us  give  our  Missionary  Clergy  in  every  instance  the 
means  to  accomplish  what  is  expected  of  them. 

During  the  year  past  the  fund  of  $10,600,  which  was  placed  at  the  disposal  of 
the  Board  by  the  pledges  of  the  last  convention  (less  some  unpaid  pledges,  and  plus 
8ome  payments  unpledged),  has  assisted  in  maintaining  about  forty-five  missions 
and  thirty  .Missionaries.  With  the  exception  of  one  appropriation  of  $'3,00X  one  of 
|1 ,500  and  one  of  551,000,  the  Board  has  been  unable  to  make  any  appropri  itif)n 
exceeding  $400,  while  in  most  instances  the  amounts  range  from  $200  to  $300. 
Your  Board  of  Missions  heartily  concurs  in  the  idea  often  expressed  and  justified 
bj  results,  that  it  is  better  to  give  larger  sums  to  establish  strongly  a  few  enter- 
prises, than  to  give  less  than  is  needed  to  many.  But  the  practical  difiicultyin  evinc- 
ing this  conviction  lies  in  the  fact  that  all  the  missionary  stations  at  present  under 
its  management,  are  in  the  number  of  the  few.  There  are  no  supernumeraries. 
Except  in  one  case,  and  th«it  recommended  by  the  vote  of  the  Convention,  in  the 
instance  of  the  Swedish  Mission,  there  has  been  no  experimenting.  We  have  had 
no  funds  to  experiment  with.  We  can  not  feel  it  right  to  withhold  assistance  from 
ten  important  stations,  in  which  more  than  can  be  reasonably  expected  is  being  ac- 
complished, in  order  to  build  up  one  strong  work  elsewhere.  This  would  not  be 
robbing  Peter  to  pay  Paul ;  but  it  would  be  robbing  all  the  equally  devoted  but  less 
well-known  members  ot  the  Apostolic  College.  We  must  maintain  what  work  we 
have  under  way,  and  look  for  larger  resources  for  larger  special  enterprise*. 

A  glance  over  the  missionary  field  shows  some  encouraging  visible  results. 
The  work  in  the  resuscitated  parish  of  St.  Stephen's  continues  to  thrive  as  from  the 
beginning  of  the  Rev.  C.  N.  Moller's  administration.  It  has  been  a  very  hard  and 
trying  year  for  this  mission.  The  actual  poverty  of  the  people  is  worse  than  that 
which  we  hear  of  in  some  of  our  large  churches.  A  large  proportion  of  the  sup- 
porters have  been  out  of  work  much  of  the  time  tor  twelve  months,  and  a  consider- 
able part  of  the  field  has  long  been  under  small-pox  quarantine.  While  the  work 
goes  on,  the  number  of  baptisms,  confirmations,  communicants  increasing,  in  spite 
of  the  devotion  of  the  faithtul  missionary  priest,  paying  himself  a  considerable  por- 
tion of  the  obligations  of  the  mission,  the  income  has  fallen  off  this  year  some  $(jOO. 
In  face  of  these  tacts  we  sav  there  is  being  done  here  a  splendid,  a  glorious  work. 
Situated  as  it  is  St.  Stephens's  will  never  be  a  rich  church.  It  will  require  time  and 
better  times  to  enable  it  to  support  itself.  But  what  better  work  can  this  Church  of 
ours  do  than  to  establish  and  maintain  herself  in  such  a  field  .»*  While  we  must  not 
overlook  the  waiting  opportunities  in  such  fields  as  that  between  Western  avenue 
and  Garfield  Park,  from  Indiana  street  to  Morton  Park,  yet  we  must  not  forget 
that  one  of  the  most  blessed  missions  of  the  Church  of  Christ  is  like  that  of  Christ 
Himself,  to  preach  the  Gospel  to  the  poor.  And  when  this  Church  of  ours  can  show 
that  effectual Iv  done,  let  her  be  content  to  leave  the  material  results  with  God. 

St  Luke^s  Mission  on  Western  avenue  is  transformed  into  a  center  of  thor- 
ough, devout,  consecrated  Christian  work,  under  the  care  of  the  Rev.  C.  E.  Bowles, 
assisted  by  the  Rev.  E.  B.  Streator.  Here  the  congregations  are  largely  increased, 
Ihe  class  confirmed  this  spring  numbering  thirty-nine,  and  the  income  showing  sub- 
stantial strength.  It  surely  will  not  be  long  before  this  mission  will  be  self-sup- 
porting. But  it  must  be  remembered  that  there  remains  one  heritage  from  former 
times  in  the  shape  of  a  mortgage  of  $G,500. 
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The  mission  of  the  Holy  Nativity  on  Indiana  street,  near  Robey,  under  the  care 
of  the  Rev.  Geo.  B.  Pratt,  assisted  by  students  from  the  seminary,  has  been  largely 
helped  in  its  endeavor  to  secure  property  for  the  building  of  a  church*  by  a  bequest 
of  perhaps  $1,000  from  a  deceased  member  of  its  congregation.  A  small  sum  has 
been  raised  by  subscription;  but  the  work  is  at  a  stand-still  for  the  present  on  ac- 
count of  the  times.  The  Board  should  be  in  a  position  to  render  material  assistance 
here  when  called  upon. 

St.  George^s  church.  Grand  Crossing,  affords  an  instance  of  zeal  and  devotion  on 
the  part  of  a  faithful  priest  and  poor  congregation.  We  all  know  of  the  years  of 
hard  and  courageous  work  on  the  part  of  the  Rev.  T.  Cory -Thomas,  and  his  devoted 
people — most  of  them  mechanics — in  the  effort  to  build  a  church.  We  have  heard  the 
short  story  of  the  building  finally  finished  and  furnished  on  a  Saturday,  opened  on 
Sunday,  and  burned  to  the  ground  on  Monday,  with  a  loss  of  $10,000.  We  know 
how  bravely  that  loss  was  sustained,  and  the  efforts,  almost  against  hope,  to  begin 
again.  We  have  heard  of  the  complete  prostration  of  the  missionary  and  his  com- 
pulsory retirement  for  a  time  from  the  field.  But  $1,700  stands  to  the  credit  of 
St.  George's  building  fund  in  the  treasury  of  the  Board.  Cannot  this  diocese  do 
something  more  for  this  noble  little  mission  this  year?  Through  the  energy  of  Dean 
Peabody,  the  church  in  Belvidere,  fallen  into  ruins  both  as  to  building  and  congre- 
gation, has  been  restored  to  usefulness.  A  small  appropriation  by  your  Board  has 
insured  the  permanency  of  the  church's  work  in  this,  one  of  the  most  enterprising 
of  inland  towns. 

Time  fails  to  speak  of  the  thriving  work  under  the  Rev.  John  C.  Sage,  thus  far 
without  financial  assistance  from  the  Board,  at  the  three  missions  of  Morton  Park, 
Berwyn  and  Clyde — too  large  a  field  for  any  one  man;  of  the  work  of  the  Rev.  J. 
Wynne  Jones  and  new  building  under  way  at  Lawndale;  of  the  promising  outlook  at 
Downer's  Grove;  of  the  faithful  services  of  Rev.  J.  M.  McGralh  at  Morgan  Park  and 
at  Pullman ;  of  Rev.  Edward  W.  Averill  at  Fairbury ;  likewise  of  many  Other  stations 
full  of  interest  to  those  to  whom  missionary  work  is  interesting;  and  we  are  forced 
to  come  to  a  brief  report  concerning  the  proposed  work  at  Humboldt  Park.  For 
three  years  this  mission  has  been  in  process  of  establishment.  The  title  to  two  lots 
is  secured,  and  a  building  fund  of  $2,(KK)  stands  to  the  credit  of  the  mission.  Strongly 
convinced  that  in  this  district  a  building  costing  less  than  $5,000  or  $0,000  would  be 
inadequate,  and  not  being  able  to  make  the  necessary  appropriation,  or  to  secure  a 
loan  under  satisfactory  conditions,  no  result  has  followed  the  efforts  of  the  Board 
during  the  past  year  in  this  direction.  It  is  of  great  importance  that  the  work  in 
this  field  should  not  be  further  delayed.  Shall  we  have  the  means  to  go  forward 
with  it  this  year  .J* 

The  wisdom  of  establishing  and  maintaining  missions  for  years,  even  under  dis- 
couraging conditions,  is  well  illustrated  in  the  case  of  St.  Chrysostom's.  Two  years 
ago  this  mission  was  no  more  than  just  alive.  To-day  it  is  a  parish  holding  title  to 
a  valuable  site,  and  ready  to  break  ground  for  a  temporary  $10,000  building.  It  is 
granted,  however,  that  a  Rev.  T.  A.  Snively  is  not  always  at  hand. 

In  speaking  of  the  work  of  missions  associated  with  the  Cathedral,  we  ask  your 
careful  attention.  We  are  free  to  say  that  the  work  done  by  the  Cathedal  staflf,  the 
Sisters  and  Associates,  has  never  received  a  tithe  of  the  support  that  it  merits.  Your 
Board  appropriated  $1,500  last  year  to  this  work.  Twice  that  amount  would  be  in- 
adequate to  the  just  claim  which  the  opportunities  and  demands  of  the  field,  the 
almost  unparalleled  consecration  of  its  workers,  and  the  results  of  their  work  make 
upon  us.  It  is  the  strong  conviction  of  your  Board  that  here,  in  the  center  of  a  dis- 
trict all  but  surrendered  unconditionally  to  vice  of  every  form,  and  to  unmitigated 
poverty,  with  many  worthy  people  compelled  through  lack  of  means  to  live  in  this 
district,  the  work  so  splendidly  begun  which  has  now  arrived  at  the  stage  of  dem- 
onstrated success,  should  be  so  supported  that  no  call  for  money  or  for  workers 
should  go  unheard  or  practically  unheeded.  Let  it  be  the  policy  of  the  Diocese  to 
make  this  Cathedral  plant,  not  only  a  center  of  missionary  work  of  the  ordinary 
sort,  but  the  center  of  all  that  peculiar  form  of  missionary  effort  in  this  city,  which 
is  or  may  be  demanded  by  similar  localities.  Let  us  have  here  a  plant  in  which 
may  be  educated,  and  from  which  may  go  out  into  other  districts,  workers  fitted  to 
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grapple  with  the  hardest  and  most  desperate  conditions  oi'  human  society.  Let  it  be 
a  model  as  well  as  a  mother  institution.  Let  it  stand  as  a  living  witness — one 
needed  by  our  Church  in  Chicago — that  she  is  not  only  trying,  but  that  she  is  com- 
petent, to  reach  the  poor,  the  miserable,  the  degraded,  and  to  save  them.  Here  is  an 
object  to  which  this  convention  might  safely  and  wisely  pledge  the  whole  sum  given 
to  diocesan  missions  last  year.  At  least  enable  your  Board  to  increase  their  appro- 
priation for  temporarily  sustaining  and  increasing  this  noble  work. 

The  City  Mission  has  made  an  excellent  start,  represented  by  the  solitary  person 
of  the  Rev.  Joseph  Rushton.  How  long  are  we  going  to  allow  him  to  do  the  work, 
or  attempt  to  do  the  work,  that  can  not  be  well  done  by  less  than  three  men?  His 
parish  is  the  City  of  Chicago;  and  every  criminal,  every  pauper,  every  helpless 
creature  in  its  prisons,  asylums,  refuges,  and  hospitals  is  a  parishioner  of  his  (and 
a  large  proportion  of  them  are  coming  to  recognize  the  fact  when  they  get  out). 
He  is  doing  the  best  that  any  one  man  can  do;  but  regular  services  should  be  es- 
tablished in  many  places  now  unprovided  for,  and  clergymen  should  be  within  call 
and  response  when  needed.  Of  course  our  work  in  this  line  can  not  be  largely  in- 
fluential until  this  is  the  case.  The  City  Missionary  should  also  have  a  considerable 
charity  fund  at  his  disposal.  Shall  your  Board  be  able  to  do  anything  more  in  this 
direction  this  year? 

To  the  Church  Club  the  Board  of  Missions  desires  to  make  public  acknowledg- 
ment of  most  efficient  services  during  the  past  year,  as  heretofore.  Apart  from  the 
continual  service  of  furnishing  quarters  for  its  meetings  at  the  Club  rooms,  the 
Board  desires  to  express  its  appreciation  of  the  action  of  the  Club's  committee  on 
Church  Extension,  in  the  instance  of  the  recent  dinner  at  the  Grand  Pacific.  On 
that  occasion  the  topics  discussed  were  directly  related  and  confined  to  the  mission- 
ary work  of  the  Church  in  this  diocese.  No  greater  service  to  this  cause  could 
well  have  been  rendered  by  the  club.  If  the  Vestrymen  and  influential  laymen  of 
the  diocese  had  all  been  present,  we  have  no  doubt  that  $50,000  would  not  cover  the 
amount  of  pledges  to  be  made  here  to-day. 

Nearing  the  conclusion  of  this  report,  let  a  word  be  said  in  behalf  of  the 
Treasury  Department.  Last  May  f  16,633  were  pledged  in  Convention.  The  first 
quarterly  payments  on  stipends  to  missionaries  were  due  July  Ist;  the  second,  Octo- 
ber 1st.  The  balance  on  hand  from  1892,  together  with  small  receipts,  met  the  first 
call.  In  October,  almost  the  whole  amount  then  due  had  to  be  borrowed;  and  as 
late  as  November  1st,  six  months  after  Convention,  $785  were  still  due  on  pledges 
of  the  previous  year,  and  only  $285  had  been  received  on  pledges  of  the  current 
year.  Only  within  the  past  month  has  the  Board  been  able  to  liquidate.  It  is  evi- 
dent that  the  interests  of  our  mission  work  will  be  enhanced  by  prompt  remittances^ 
though  partial,  as  early  as  possible  in  the  year. 

However,  it  is  with  great  gratification  that  your  Board  of  Missions  is  able  to  re- 
port, notwithstanding  the  apprehensions  of  some  to  the  contrary,  at  the  close  of  a 
vcar  of  great  financial  depression  and  uncertainty,  that  the  actual  receipts  of  our 
Treasury  have  been  $18,304.64.  There  are  outstanding  resources  available  shortly, 
of  $2,204,  making  the  total  amount  raised  for  diocesan  missions  during  the  past  vear 
120,508.  Surely,  with  such  a  financial  exhibit,  we  may  well  project  larger  plans  in 
increased  confidence.  For  it  has  been  well  determined  that  the  Spirit  of  Christ, 
which  is  the  Spirit  of  Missions,  is  effectually  working  amongst  our  people.  It  is  a 
demonstrated  fact  that  they  are  ready  and  glad  to  give  liberally  in  proportion  to 
their  knowledge  of  the  opportunities  and  necessity  of  the  work.  At  last  we  are  all 
awakened  to  a  practical  realization  of  the  fact  that  parishes  as  well  as  individuals  are 
amenable  to  God  for  their  stewardship,  and  that  possession  and  the  right  of  posses- 
lion  are  two  different  things.  The  lesson  of  the  widow  and  her  two  mites  has  been 
interpreted  by  our  parishes  and  missions  as  well  as  by  individuals.  The  blessedness 
of  giving  is  each  year  being  experienced  amongst  us  more  and  more,  as  God  has 
given  us  to  see  to  some  extent,  the  fruits  of  labor,  of  self-sacrifice  and  love  for  His 
Name*8  sake.

The  Committee  on  Church  Extension  presented  and  read  the  following 
report: 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Church  Extension. 

The  Committee  on  Church  Extension  desires  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Con- 
vention to  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's  Address  that  deals  with  this  branch  ot 
Church  work.  From  this  and  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  it  appears  that 
activity,  zeal  and  earnestness  iiave  been  exhibited  to  a  marked  degree  during  the 
past  year.  Your  Committee  think  it  unnecessary  to  take  up  the  time  of  the  Con- 
vention with  a  repetition  of  the  progress  made  in  parishes  and  missions,  and  the 
time  at  our  disposal  is  too  short  to  summarize  the  parochial  reports  in  a  suitable 
manner. 

Your  Committee  therefore  desires  to  suggest  to  the  Convention  possible  ways 
and  openings  for  active  and  aggressive  work  in  the  immediate  future.f 

1.  The  great  importance  of  the  Sunday  School  as  the  nursery  of  the  Church 
was  admirably  illustrated  by  our  honored  Bishop  in  a  recent  number  of  the  Diocese^ 
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and  its  usefulness  eloquently  extolled  in  the  Convention  Sermon  by  the  Rev.  W.  E . 
Toll.  It  18  well  known  to  all  interested  in  the  growth  ot*  the  Church  that  many  of 
our  flourishins^  parishes  and  missions  had  their  origin  in  a  Sunday  School.  There 
are  many  "  fields  white  to  harvest "  in  our  metropolis  and  elsewliere  in  the  Diocese 
where,  by  the  establishment  of  Sunday  Schools,  the  nuclei  of  future  Churches  might 
be  formed.  Your  Committee  therefore  beg  leave  to  suggest  that  this  subject  be 
pven  more  earnest  attention  and  thought  than  it  has  received  in  the  past.  With 
the  working  forces  we  have,  as  represented  in  our  devoted  laymen  and  lay  women, 
foundations  could  be  laid  under  the  supervision  of  the  Bishop  and  clergy;  and  the 
privilege  of  teaching  the  wandering  lambs  of  the  Church  would  give  useful  employ- 
ment to   many  who  are  continually  asking  for  work  of  this   nature. 

2.  The  past  history  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  shows  conclusively  that  we 
have  been  delinquent  in  the  matter  of  securing  Church  lots  in  new  suburbs  and  set- 
tlements. Wherever  an  effort  has  been  made  in  this  direction  it  has  proved  the 
wisdom  of  the  action.  There  are  large,  growing  communities  within  a  narrow  ra- 
dius of  Chicago,  where  the  Church  has  not  yet  had  a  lot  staked  out.  To  men- 
tion a  few — Lake  Forest,  Glencoe,  Grose  {*ark,  Avondale,  and  numerous 
others  on  the  North  and  West  sides;  the  populous  portion  between 
St  Alban's  and  St.  Bartholomew's  on  the  South  side,  with  Pullman,  Roseland, 
Kensington,  Gano,  West  Pullman  and  Riverside  on  the  same  side.  Is  it  not  possi- 
ble to  take  some  immediate  steps  for  the  Church*s  advance  in  these  suburbs.^  In 
the  city  itself  there  are  large  districts  where  our  own  people  are  crying  for  bread,, 
and  we  heed  not  their  cry. 

3.  Outside  the  city,  in  the  Diocese  at  large,  while  there  has  been  a  revival   of 
work  in  some  neglected  portions,  there  are   many  towns  and  villages   where    more 
might  be  done  if  the  Church  awoke  to  her  duly. 

We  have  neither  Parish,  Mission  nor  Sunday  School  between  Pullman  and  Kan- 
kakee, a  distance  of  twenty-five  miles.  Our  Bishop  tells  us  we  have  only  one  mis- 
sion on  the  line  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway.  There  are  few  of  the  other  trunk 
lines  on  which  we  have  more  than  a  mere  outpost.  All  over  the  Diocese  the  cry  is^ 
continually  being  re-echoed,  "Come  over  and  help  us."  How  soon  shall  we  have 
the  full  strength  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  enlisted  to  the  help  of  the  Lord 
against  the  hosts  of  sin,  indifference  and  ignorance,  which  are  too  abundant  on  all- 
sides.^  Your  committee  hop>es  the  members  of  the  Church  will  not  be  content 
with  the  "  well  done"  of  the  past,  but  use  that  as  an  incentive  to  greater  effort  irw 
the  future.

The  report  of  the  Local  Treasurer  of  the  Clergymen's  Retiring  Fund 
Society,  was  presented  and  read  (see  Appendix  B.) 

A  report  on  behalf  of  the  Church  Club  of  Chicago,  was  presented,  and,, 
on  motion,  was  read,  as  follows: 

To  the  Right  Reverend  the  Bishop  of  Chicago: 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Church  Club  desire  to  present  to  vou,  and  through 
you  to  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  a  report  for  the  past  year.  This  establishes  a 
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new  precedent,  bot  such  action  teems  to  be  justified  br  the  Ikct  that  the  Club  is  an 
AMOciation  of  the  hijmen,  with  agoodlr  representation  of  the  clergj,  for  the  fur- 
therance of  the  highest  and  b£st  interests  o€  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  in  ererjr 
possible  waj. 

It  is  organized  somewhat  upon  the  plan  of  the  Church  Club  of  New  York,  but 
•differs  from  it  in  attempting  a  larger  work  in  response  to  the  different  situations 
which  it  (aces.  Here  we  hare  our  Church  in  a  formatire  state;  new  parishes  are 
coming  into  existence  with  great  rapiditr;  new  names  appear  upon  our  records; 
Che  vast  influx  of  people  into  this  manrelous  citr  sends  a  ware  of  new  material  into 
the  Church  also.  Ever/  possible  agencj  is  needed  to  help  in  assimilating  this  new 
life  with  the  organic  life  of  the  Church.  The  Church  Club  is  one  of  these  agencies. 
A«  stated  in  the  Episcopal  Address  to  this  Convention,  the  Church  Club  took  birth 
in  the  energy  and  wise  planning  of  its  founder,  the  lamented  and  greatlj  missed 
Archdeacon,  the  Rev.  Edwin  R.  Bishop.  But  the  work  must  go  on.  Laymen  must 
t>e  brought  into  close  contact  with  the  Bishop  and  Clergj,  and  a  growing  feeling  of 
interest  and  harmony  must  characterize  the  Church  in  meeting  the  great  work  be- 
fore her  in  this  Diocese.  We  desire  the  Church  Qub  to  be  a  means  towards  this 
end,  and  for  that  reason  appeal  for  a  larger  membership  and  deeper  interest  on  the 
part  of  the  lajmen  of  the  Diocese.  It  would  seem  either  that  the  existence  of  the 
Church  Club  is  unknown  to  many  of  the  Churchmen  of  Chicago,  or  that  its 
churchly  work  and  aim  is  swallowed  up  by  its  title  of  Club. 

It  furnishes  an  office  for  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  as  well  as  a  meeting  place  for 
the  .Standing  Committee,  the  Board  of  Missions,  the  Woman *s  Auxiliary,  and  the 
numberless  voluntary  societies  and  organizations  engag^  in  the  work  of  the 
Church.  The  dinners  of  the  Club  are  the  means  of  bringing  the  Churchmen  of 
the  Diocese  into  closer  personal  acquaintance,  and  are  intended  to  deepen  interest  in 
the  Diocesan  work. 

Wc  therefore  appeal  for  a  larger  membership.  We  can  only  offer  the  privilege  of 
helping  in  a  good  work.  It  is  a  club  that  asks  its  members  to  give  more  than  they 
personally  receive,  as  the  world  measures  gains. 

The  Club  is  financially  on  a  sound  basis,  a  number  of  earnest  and  generous  men 
having  recently  provided  a  fund  that  has  materially  increased  its  assets. 

We  have  at  the  present  time  206  resident  members,  23  non-resident,  26  associate 
and  1  life,  making 256  in  good  standing,  besides  some  15  or  20  who  have  perhaps 
inadvertently  neglected  the  payment  of  their  dues. 

Our  income  equals  our  expenditures.  It  is  not,  therefore,  for  the  money  value,  but 
for  the  moral  value  of  your  membership,  that  we  would  have  every  delegate  to  this 
Convention  who  is  not  already  a  Church  Club  member  apply  for  membership, 
without  delay. 

The  Club  stands  for  unity  and  fellowship  in  Church  work  in  this  Diocese;  it 
buildn  up  Diocesan  ties,  and  breaks  down  parochial  barriers.  It  informs  men  how, 
when,  and  where,  they  can  effectually  engage  in  Church  work.  It  enlightens  and 
inntruclH  its  members  on  the  value  of  membership  in  the  Church.  It  stands  for 
active,  working,  interested  Churchmanship.  For  these  and  other  reasons,  it  com- 
mendft  itself  to  all  those  who  have  the  best  interests  of  our  beloved  Church  at  heart, 
and  who  desire  to  see  the  men  of  the  nineteenth  century  actively  engaged  in  the 
strife  against  all  that  is  evil. 

The  men  of  our  City  and  State  are  actively  associated  and  engaged  in  political 
social  and  business  organizations;  they  are  no  sluggards  in  advancing  their  material 
interests.  Wc  cordially  invite  their  co-operation  in  the  advancement  of  the  spirit- 
ual work  of  our  Church,  and  to  that  end  we  urge  that  the  loyal  laymen  of  the  Dio- 
<:csc  enroll  thcmnelves  as  members  of  the  Church  Club  of  Chicago.

The  Reports  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Church  Home  for  Orphans,  and  of 
the  Treasurers  of  this  Institution,  were  presented  and  read  (see  Appendix  B). 
The  Committee  on  Finance  presented  and  read  the  following  report : 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

The  CommUtee  on  Finance  begs  to  report:  That,  in  accordance  with  the  resolu- 
tion passed  by  the  Fifty-sixlh  Annual  Convention  (see  page  80  of  Journal),  Messrs. 
Harrison,  Kelley  and  George  O.  Pratt  were  appointed  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  President  to 
audit  all  books,  accounts  and  securities  of  the  various  Treasurers  of  Funds  of  the 
Diocese,  and  to  report  to  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Convention.  Said  Auditing 
Committee  has  reported  as  follows : 

To  the  Rev.  Wm.  C.  De  Witty  CbairfnaH  Finance  Committee: 

We  have  examined  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese, 
and  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  and  find  them  to  be  correct,  as 
reported  to  date.

George  O.  Pratt, 
Chicago,  May  80, 1894.  Auditors. 

Your  Committee  on  Finance  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following 
resolution: 

Whereas,  it  is  of  great  importance  that  all  reports  of  treasurers  of  funds  of  the 
Diocese  should  be  made  fully  and  accurately  to  the  Annual  Convention;  and 
^whereas,  it  is  impossible  for  treasurers  of  any  funds  to  make  satisfactory  reports 
"with  accounts  open ;  and  whereas,  the  final  auditing  of  said  accounts  cannot  be 
properly  effected  without  a  balance  sheet,  be  it 

Resolved^  That  the  respective  treasurers  of  all  funds  belonging  to  or  controlled 
by  this  diocese  through  its  Annual  Convention,  be,  and  hereby  are,  directed  to  close 
their  accounts  annually  on  the  evening  of  the  30th  day  of  April,  and  to  make  their 
reports  to  Convention  annually  under  the  date  of  May  1st. 

Your  Committee  recommend  the  enactment  of  the  following  Article  of  Con- 
stitution, and  Canons: 

Article  9.    CTo  precede  present  Art.  9.) 

The  fiscal  year  of  this  Diocese  shall  begin  May  the  first,  and  close  with  April 
the  thirtieth. 

Title  I,  Canon  4,  §  i.     (To  precede  present  Canon  4.) 

The  accounts  of  each  and  every  treasurer  of  funds  belonging  to  or  controlled  by 
this  Diocese,  through  its  Convention,  shall  be  opened  May  the  first  and  closed  April 
the  thirtieth  of  each  year.  All  official  reports  made  by  said  treasurers  to  Conven- 
tion, or  to  any  of  its  committees,  shall  be  under  date  of  May  the  first. 

Proviso,  This  Canon  shall  not  prohibit  the  offering  of  information  to  the  Con- 
vention concerning  transactions  occurring  between  May  1st  and  the  time  of  pre- 
senting said  reports. 

Title  1,  Canon  4,  §  ii.     (To  follow  niter  above  ) 

The  President  shall  appoint  annually,  during  the  session  of  Convention,  two 
Auditors,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  audit  in  a  thorough  and  systematic  manner  all 
books,  accounts  and  securities  of  each  of  the  treasurers  of  funds  belonging  to  or  con- 
trolled by  the  Diocese  through  its  Convention.  Said  Auditors  shall  have  access  to 
the  books,  accounts  and  securities  of  each  of  the  said  treasurers  during  the  interval 
between  May  the  first  and  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention  next  thereafter 
following,  and  at  any  other  times  mutually  agreeable  to  the  Treasurers  respectively 
-and  the  Auditors. 
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It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Auditors  to  present  a  written  report  of  their  action 
and  findings  to  the  Committee  on  Finance,  on  the  first  day  of  the  Annual  Conven- 
tion next  following  their  appointment. 

In  view  of  the  impossibility  of  enactinj;  these  Canons  at  this  Convention,  your 
Committee  recommend  that  the  proposed  Article  of  Constitution  and  the  proposed 
Canons  just  presented  be  passed  as  resolutions  of  this  Convention,  and  to  have  the 
effect  of  resolutions  until  rescinded.* 

Your  Committee  further  recommends  the  passage  of  the  following  resolution: 

Whereas,  This  Convention  nas  no  legal  control  over  the  books,  accounts  or 
funds  of  Corporations  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  be  it 

Resolved^  That  this  Convention  requests  all  Corporations  within  the  control  of 
the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  holding  funds  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  the  Diocese  of 
Chicago,  or  of  any  of  its  Institutions,  to  amend  their  By-Laws,  so  that  the  Conven- 
tion shall  have  auditing  power  over  their  accounts.

On  motion,  the  additions  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  proposed  by 
the  Committee  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legislation. 

On  motion,  the  last  resolution  recommended  by  the  Committee  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legislation. 

The  Committee  on  Episcopal  Residence  presented  and  read  the  folj 
lowing  Report : 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  an  Episcopal  Residence. 

The  Committee  on  the  purchase  of  an  "  Episcopal  Residence  "  beg  leave  to  re- 
port that  It  has  been  deemed  inexpedient,  on  account  of  the  depression  of  business^ 
to  make  any  effort  this  year  to  purchase  an  Episcopal  Residence.  At  the  same  time, 
your  Committee  arc  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that  a  fund  should  be  created  for 
this  purpose,  and  would  call  the  attention  of  the  Convention  to  the  fact  that 
the  Diocese  owns  the  property  on  Ontario  street,  now  worth  about  twelve 
thousand  dollars,  and  yielding  a  net  income  to  the  Diocese  of  about  nine  hundred 
dollars  per  annum.  Your  Committee  think  it  would  be  wise  to  add  this  amount,  or 
more,  to  our  capital,  and  would  recommend  the  Investment  of  at  least  one  thousand 
dollars  yearly;  principal  and  interest,  to  be  held  in  trust  for  this  fund.  In  a  few 
years  the  property  on  Ontario  street  will  have  advanced  in  value,  and,  with  a  revival 
of  business,  the  additional  amount  necessary  to  purchase  a  suitable  residence  for  the 
Bishop  of  Chicago  can  be  easily  secured. 

Your  Committee  would,  therefore,  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  reso- 
lution : 


*Thi8  recommendation  followed  the  forepcoinK  because  of  a  change  in  the  conteinplated  ac- 
tion of  the  Committee  on  Legislation.    Was  made  verbally. 
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Resolved^  That  the  Board  of  Equalization  be  and  they  are  hereby  instructed  to 
add  one  thousand  dollars  to  the  estimate  of  expenses  for  the  Convention  year  of 
1894-5,  and  assess  said  amount  on  the  Parishes  in  union  with  the  Convention. 

Resoli>ed^  That  the  Treasurer  shall,  during  the  Conventional  year  1894-5,  at  such 
time  as  he  may  have  the  money  in  hand  and  thinks  that  he  can  do  so  without  detri- 
ment to  the  prompt  payment  of  other  claims,  turn  over  to  the  "  Trustees  of  the  En- 
dowment Fund    of  the  Diocese   of  Chicago  "  for  investment,  to   be  held,  principal 
and  interest,    in  trust  for  an  Episcopal  Residence,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars. 
Your  Committee  is   also   of  the  opinion  that,  while  it  is  unwise  at  the  present 
time,  to  attempt  to  raise  any  large  sum  of  money,  and  while  they  regret  that  more 
hap  not  been  accomplished,  it  is  desirable  that  there  should  be  a  Comniiitee  on  this 
subject  in  order   that   prompt  action    may  be  taken  in  case  any  opportunity  occurs 
for  furthering  a  most  important  purpose  of  the  Diocese. 

They,  therefore,  ask   a   continuance  of  the   Committee,  with  power  to  act,  for 
another  year.

Section  i.  It  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  duty  of  every  rector,  officiating^ 
clergyman  and  missionary  to  take  an  offering  in  liis  respective  congregation  on  a 
day  to  be  annually  appointed  by  the  Bishop  for  that  purpose,  or  as  soon  as  practi- 
cable thereafter,  on  behalf  of  and  to  be  appropriated  to  the  Clergymen's  Retiring 
Fund  Society. 

Section  ii.  The  offering  shall  be  sent  immediately  to  the  Local  Treasurer  of 
the  Clergymen's  Retiring  Fund  Society. 

Amending  Title  V.,  Canon  4,  by  striking  out  the  word  "  and  "  after  the  words 
'*  Diocesan  Missions,"  and  by  inserting  after  the  words  "  aged  and  infirm  clergy," 
the  words  "  for  the  Society  for  the  Relief  of  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Clergymen  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Chicago,  and  for  the  Clergy-- 
men's  Retiring  Fund  Society." 

To  this  proposed  amendment  are  appended  the  following  preamble  and  reso- 
lutions : 

Whereas,  The  income  and  funds  of  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy  Fund  in  this 
Diocese  have  been  of  slow  growth,  and  its  invested  assets  are  merely  nominal  in 
amount,  and 

Whereas,  It  is  the  duty  and  privilege  of  the  laity  to  care  for  church  financial 
matters,  more  especially  those  that  affect  the  material  welfare  of  the  clergy  of  the 
Diocese  and  their  families,  be  it 

Resolved,  First,  That  the  Chairman  be  authorized  to  appoint  five  laymen  and 
two  women  on  behalf  of  this  Convention,  and  at  its  request,  to  legally  incorporate  a 
Society  for  the  Relief  of  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergymen  in  this  Diocese,  and  to  ope- 
rate and  conduct  the  same,  substantially  upon  the  lines  that  have  been  so  successful 
in  the  Society  for  the  Relief  of  Widows  and  Orphans. 

Second,  That  when  said  Society  has  been  incorporated,  and  its  officers  duly  ap- 
pointed, the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  and  the  President  and  Treasurer  of  the  Trus- 
tees of  the  Endowment  Fund  of  the  Diocese  of  Chicago  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  in- 
structed to  transfer  to  the  Society's  Treasurer  all  invested  funds  and  other  assets  of 
the  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergymen's  Fund  then  in  their  keeping, 

Third,  That  the  Bisho'p  of  Chicago  shall  be  ex-offlcio  a  Director  of  the  Society, 
and  no  moneys  shall  be  paid  to  the  beneficiaries  of  the  society  without  his  approval 
having  first  been  obtained.     Be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  Section  iii,  Canon  3,  Title  V,  be  repealed;  that  Section  ii  be 
amended  to  read :  "  The  offering  shall  be  sent  immediately  to  the  Treasurer  of  this 
Society,  to  be  appropriated  in  conformity  with  its  constitution  and  by-laws. 

IV.     Amending   Title   I,   Can.   3,    Section   iv,  by  inserting   after   the   words 
"  Standing  Committee   of  the  Diocese,"  the  words,   »'  the  Board  of  Equalization.'*' 

Amending  Section  ii,  by  striking  out  the  words,  ♦*  and  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese,  ex  officio. ^^ 

Adding  to  Title  IV,  Canon  3,  a  section  to  be  numbered  Section  iv,  to  read  as 
follows:  "After  the  first  day  of  May,  and  previous  to  the  meeting  of  Convention  ia 
each  year,  the  Board  shall  audit  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  and 
of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  and  shall  make  report  thereon  to  the  Con- 
vention  through  the  Committee  on  Finance." 
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With  regard  to  these  several  additions  and  amendments,  your  Com- 
mittee beg  leave  to  recommend : 

1.  That  the  amendment  numbered  I,  above,  be  adopted  by  the  Convention. 

2.  That  the  amendment  numbered  II,  above,  be  adopted  by  this   Convention^ 

3.  Your  Committee  regard  the  additions  and  amendments  numbered  III,, 
above,  as  of  such  importance  that,  after  careful  consideration,  they  recommend  that 
the  same  be  referred  to  a  special  committee,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  to  con- 
sider the  same,  and  to  report  thereon  to  the  next  Convention. 

4.  With  regard  to  the  amendments  numbered  IV,  above,  your  Committee  con- 
sider that  further  time  should  be  given  to  their  conbideration ;  and  as  other  propo- 
sitions on  the  same  subject  are  before  the  Convention  (see  report  of  Com- 
mittee on  Finance,  p.  27),  we  recommend  that  this  and  all  similar  legislation  (in- 
cluding the  subject-matter  of  the  Report  of  tne  Committee  on  Finance  to  the  Con- 
vention of  1893,  (see  Journal  1893,  p.  29J,  be  referred  to  a  special  committee  to  consist 
of  five  persons,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  who  shall  consider  and  report  to  the 
next  Convention  what  legislation,  if  any,  is  needed  in  relation  to  the  subject-matter 
involved.

On  motion  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  respecting  the 
amendment  numbered  I  in  the  report  was  concurred  in,  and  the  amend- 
ment was  adopted  by  a  two-thirds  majority  of  those  present  and  voting. 

On  motion  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  respecting  the  amend- 
ments numbered  II  in  the  report  was  concurred  in,  and  the  amendments 
were  adopted  by  a  two-thirds  majority  of  those  present  and  voting  by  orders.. 

On  motion  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  regarding  the 
amendments  numbered  III,  was  not  concurred  in. 

On  motion,  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  respecting  the 
amendments  numbered  IV  in  their  report  was  concurred  in,  and  the  chair 
subsequently  appointed,  as  the  Committee  called  for,  Revs.  D.  F.  Smith,, 
A.  W.  Little,  F.  W.  Keator,  S.  C.  Edsall  and  Mr.  D.  B.  Lyman. 

The  hour  of  i  o'clock  having  arrived,  on  motion,  a  recess  was  taken  ta 
2  o'clock. 

The  Convention  having  reassembled,  the  President  of  the  Convention 
announced  as  his  ruling  in  the  interpretation  of  Tit.  VII,  Can.  4,  that  the 
concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  both  orders,  present  and  voting  in  Convention, 
was  required,  and  thereupon  declared  the  amendment  to  Tit.  VII,  Can.  2, 
adopted. 

The  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  was  presented  and  read,  as 
follows: 
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Report  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

To  the  Diocesan  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Chicago: 

The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  makes  its  annual  report  to  the  Con- 
vention as  follows: 

The  Standinjj  Committee  elected  at  the  annual  Convention  of  1893,  met  for  the 
purpose  of  organization,  at  the  rooms  of  the  Church  Club,  on  the  14th  day  of  June, 
1893.  The  Rev.  I).  S.  Phillips,  S.T.D.,  was  elected  President,  and  the  Rev.  T.  N. 
Morrison,  Secretary.  The  Rev.  William  E.  Toll  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Stand- 
ing Committee,  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  death  of  the  Rev.  Edwin  R. 
Bishop. 

Consent  was  given  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Ellison  Capers,  D.D.,  as  As- 
liistant  Bishop  of  South  Carolina.  Mr.  Edward  L.  Bradley  and  Mr.  Charles  M.  Kirk 
were  recommended  to  the  Bishop  for   admission  as  candidates  for  Holy  Orders. 

At  a  meeting  held  September  4th,  the  resignation  of  the  Treasurer,  Mr.  W.  K. 
Reed,  was  received,  and  the  Rev.  Luther  Pardee  was  requested  to  take  possession 
of  all  books  and  papers  and  make  a  report  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  Diocese 
lo  the  Standing  Committee. 

The  Rev.  Luther  Pardee  submitted  such  report  at  a  meeting:  of  the  Comtnittee 
held  September  lltlj.  The  resignation  of  the  Treasurer,  Mr.  VV.  K.  Reed,  was  ac- 
cepted with  expressions  of  appreciation,  and  regret  at  his  resignation.  The  Rev. 
Luther  Pardee  was  appointed  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  of  Chicago,  to  fill  the  unex- 
pired term  of  Mr.  Reed.  One  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  annum  was  voted  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  for  clerk  hire. 

Consent  was  given  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Joseph  Blount  Cheshire,  D. 
D.,  as  Assistant  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina.  Mr.  Edward  Roland  was 
recommended  to  the  Bishop  for  admission  as  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders. 

At  a  meeting  held  October  JJOth,  consent  was  given  to  the  consecration  of  the 
Rev.  Arthur  C.  A.  Hall,  M.  A.  (Oxon.),  of  Oxford,  England,  as  Bishop 
of  V^ermont.  Mr.  N.  Bayard  Clinch  was  recommended  to  the  Bishop  for  admission 
as  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders.  One  hundred  dollars  per  annum  was  appropriated 
to  the  Church  Club,  of  Chicago,  in  consideration  of  privileges  given  officers  of  the 
Diocese  in  the  rooms  of  the  Club. 

At  a  meeting  held  February  8th,  consent  was  given  to  the  ordination  to  the 
Priesthood  of  the  Rev.  Edward  Wilson  Averill,  and  ho  was  recommended  to  the 
Bishop.  Mr.  L.  M.  Jones  was  recommended  to  the  Bishop  for  admission  as  a  can- 
ilidate  for  Holy  Orders. 

The  Bishop  was  authorized  to  rent  No.  64  Astor  street,  for  another  year,  to  be 
used  as  an  Episcopal  Residence. 

At  a  meeting  held  April  30th,  consent  was  given  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev. 
J.  B.  Newton,  as  Bishop  of  Virginia.  Mr.  J.  H.  Dennis  was  recommended  to  the 
Bishop  for  admission  as  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders.  Messrs.  N.  B.  Clinch,  A.  B. 
Whitcomb,  and  E.  M.  Thompson  were  recommended  to  the  Bishop  for  ordination 
to  the  Diaconate.  The  Rev.  J.  A.  O'Meara  was  recommended  for  ordination  to 
the  Priesthood. 

At  a  meeting  held  May  28th,  bills  amounting  to  $392.61  were  audited  and  or- 
dered paid  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

Mr.  Alvah  VV.  Doran  and  Mr.  Edwin  J.  Randall  were  recommended  to  the 
Bishop  for  admission  as  candidates  for  Holy  Orders.  The  Rev.  Anders  Frederick 
Schultzberg  was  recommended  to  the  Bishop  for  advancement  to  the  Priesthood.

On  motion,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  was  instructed  to  pay  over 
to  the  Trustees  of  the  Endowment  Fund  for  investment,  the  sum  of  one 
thousand  dollars,  ($1,000)  to  the  credit  of  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy 
Fund. 

The  Special  Committee  on  the  Orphanage  of  the  Holy  Child,  Spring- 
field, presented  and  read  the  following  report : 

Report  of   the    CoMMixrEE    on   the    Debt  of    the    Orphanage  of    the 

Holy    Child. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  solicit  contributions  for  the  payment  of  the  debt  on 
the  Orphanage  of  the  Holy  Child,  Springfield,  begs  to  report  as  follows: 

The  Orphanage  of  the  Holy  Child  is  an  institution  of  the  Province  of  Illinois. 
Some  four  or  five  years  ago,  the  Provincial  Synod  made  an  equitable  apportion- 
ment of  the  debt  of  the  Orphanage,  (which  was  then  $2,500)  among  the  three 
Dioceses  of  the  Province.  Springfield  and  Quincy  promptly  raised  their  quotas, 
viz:  $000  and  $400  respectively.  Our  richer  Diocese  of  Chicago,  up  to  last'December 
had  not  contributed  enough  to  pay  the  interest  of  our  share  of  the  debt,  our  share 
being  originally  $1,500. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Province,  the  Rev.  G.  M.  C.  Fulton,  S.  T.  D.,  advised  your 
Committee  that  the  amount  due  from  the  Diocese  of  Chicago,  last  December,  was, 
in  round  numbers  $1,700.  Without  claiming  that  this  debt  is  a  leg^al  obliga- 
tion on  this  Convention,  we  are  convinced  that  it  is  a  moral  obligation  which  ought 
to  have  been  discharged  long  ago;  that  the  Institution  is  an  excellent  charity,  and 
well  managed;  and  that,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  this  Diocese  always  has  its  share  of 
orphan  girls  as  beneficiaries  in  the  said  Orphanage,  our  neglect  to  pay  our  share  of 
the  debt  is  not  generous  nor  honorable. 

Your  committee  therefore,  sent  an  earnest  appeal,  with  a  weighty  endorsement 
from  the  Bishop,  to  every  Priest  having  the  care  of  souls  in  this  Diocese.  We  have 
received  in  response  and  have  transmitted  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Province  the  fol- 
lowing sums:

We  beg  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  less  than  one-tenth  of  the  parishes  and 
missions  of  this  Diocese  (and  these  not  the  richest)  have  made  any  response  to  the 
appeal.  Had  the  others  responded  in  like  proportion  to  their  means,  the  amount 
received  would  have  been  more  than  twice  the  indebtedness. 

Your  committee  begs  to  suggest  that  a  new  committee  be  appointed  to  con- 
tinue the  work.

Resolved^  That  this  Convention  desires  to  extend  its  sincere  sympathy  to  our 
beloved  brother,  in  this  his  hour  of  affliction,  and  to  express  its  great  regret  that  he 
is  not  able  to  be  with  us  to  aid  us  with  his  wise  counsel.

On  the  recommendation  of  the  President,  the  Convention  gave  its  con- 
sent that  the  Financial  Report  of  the  Chicago  Prayer  Book  Society  be 
printed  in  the  Journal.     (See  Appendix  D.) 

On  motion  the  sum  of  Fifty  (50)  Dollars  was  appropriated  for  the  use 
of  the  Registrar. 

On  motion  the  resolution  instructing  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  to 
provide  cards  indicating  the  location  of  the  various  delegations  to  Conven- 
tion, and  to  apportion  them  by  lot,  was  laid  upon  the  table. 

The  Rev.  Luther  Pardee  presented  his  reports  as  follows : 
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Reports  of  thr  Rrv.  Luther  Pardee. 

As  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  of  Chicago,  I  have  to  report  that  in  addition  to 
performing  the  customary  duties  of  my  office,  I  have  received  communications 
from  the  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  of  the  General 
Convention,  TtOtifying  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese  of  proposed  amendments,  to 
Article  8  of  the  Constitution  of  the  General  Church,  (said  amendment  having 
reference  to  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer),  and  inserting  the  words  •*  Bishop  Coad- 
jutor "  in  the  place  of  the  words  **  Assistant  Bishop,"  wherever  they  occur  in  the 
Constitution.  Notification  has  also  been  received  regarding  the  appointment  of 
a  clerical  and  lay  deputy  to  the  General  Missionary  Council  of  the  Church. 

As  Registrar  of  the  Diocese,  I  have  been  unable  to  do  more  than  to  receive  and 
hold  the  Journals  of  Conventions,  and  other  documents  and  papers  that  came  into 
my  hands  during  the  year.    I  ask  a  continuance  of  the  appropriation. 

The  term  for  which  I  was  elected  having  expired,  and  my  other  duties  making  it 
impossible  for  me  to  attend  properly  to  the  duties  of  the  office,  I  "beg  leave  to  urge 
the  election  as  Registrar  of  the  Rev.  Francis  J.  Hall,  whose  circumstances  and 
tastes  fit  him  admirably  for  this  important  work. 

As  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  to  which  office  I  was  elected  by  the'Standing  Com- 
mittee on  September  7,  last,  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by;  the  resignation  of  Mr.  W. 
K.  Reed,  I  have  first  to  acknowledge  with  deep  gratitude  the  courtesy  and  consider- 
ation with  which  my  efforts  to  keep  the  balance  in  the  treasury  on  the  right  side 
have  been  met.  To  the  Treasurers  of  Parishes  and  to  the  President  of  the  Trustees 
of  the  Endowment  Fund,  it  is  due  that  money  has  always  been  in  hand  to  meet  the 
diocesan  obligations  as  they  fell  due,  and  it  is  safe  to  say  that  never  in  the  history  of 
the  Diocese  has  the  Treasurer  had  so  little  official  work  to  transact  after  the  open- 
ing of  tlie  Convention. 

To  my  brother,  the  recently  elected  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  without  whose 
freely  given  and  skillful  aid  I  could  not  have  dared  undertake  the  responsibilities  of 
the  office,  I  make  public  acknowledgment  of  my  obligation,  for  to  him  alone  be- 
longs the  credit  of  a  perfect  balance  sheet  and  report,  and  the  opening  of  a  new  set 
of  books  that  are  complete  in  every  respect. 

The  resolution,  re-affirmed  by  the  last  Convention,  charging  interest  on  overdue 
payments,  has  been  abundantly  justified  in  practice,  and  should  stand  as  a  constant 
order  of  the  Convention.  It  encourages  prompt  payment  of  dues,  and  places  the 
penalty  for  neglect  where  it  belongs. 

The  list  and  amount  of  delinquencies  is  somewhat  larger  than  usual,  and  it  seems 
undesirable  to  recommend  the  transfer  of  any  money  this  year  to  the  Endowment 
Fund  of  the  Episcopate. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

ResoHygdy  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  be  authorized  to  pay  the  bill  of  the 
Priest  in  charge  of  the  Cathedral, for  lunches  served  to  this  Convention,  when  it  is 
presented,  properly  endorsed  by  th  e  Secretary  of  the  Convention. 
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Resolved^  That  tho  Secretary  cause  to  be  printed  twelve  hundred  copies 
of  the  Journal,  including  the  Bishop^s  Address  and  Appendices,  and  send  one  copy 
of  the  same  to  each  member  of  this  Convention  actually  attending  the  same;  re- 
taining a  sufficient  number  of  copies  for  use  at  the  next  Convention;  and  that  he 
distribute  the  remainder  to  the  Parishes  and  Missions  pro  rata^  according  to  the 
numberof  communicants  in  each; and  that  he  also  furnish  the  usual  copies  to  the 
Bishops,  Secretaries  of  Conventions,  and  publishers  of  Church  periodicals. 

Resolved,  That  the  minutes  be  committed  to  the  Bishop  and  the  Secretary,  to  be 
duly  made  up  for  publication. 

Resolzfed,  That  after  the  usual  devotions,  the  Convention  adjourn  sine  die. 

The  Bishop  made  a  brief  closing  address,   the  "  Gloria  in  Excelsis" 
was  sung,    and  after  the  concluding  prayers  and  Benediction  were  said, 

the  Convention  was  declared  adjourned  sine  die.

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Nineteenth  Annual  Address 

OF  THE 

Rt.  Rev.  William  Edward  McLaren,  D.  D.,  D.  C.  L 

BISHOP  OF  CHICAGO. 


We  give  hearty  welcome  to  the  members  of  our  Fifty-seventh  Annual 
Convention! 

This  is,  also,  the  eighteenth,  over  which  it  has  been  my  privilege  and 
honor  to  preside,  and,  therefore,  as  you  will  notice,  my  episcopate  (if  my 
life  continues  for  another  year),  will  have  covered  one-third  of  the  organ- 
ized life  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese. 

The  flight  of  time  suggests  a  conscientious  inquiry  as  to  progress. 
There  has  been  progress;  but  we  think  it  may  fairly  be  claimed  that  our 
growth  has  been  upon  a  scale  which  justifies  the  utmost  gratitude  to  God. 

Comparative  statistical  tables  might  be  prepared  and  presented,  but 
these,  while  exhibiting  results,  would  not  be  specially  instructive  as  to 
causes.     Let  us,  then,  look,  by  preference,  at  the  latter. 

1.  The  Diocese  has  grown  with  the  natural  growth  of  the  state,  and, 
particularly,  of  this  city.  There  are  now  four  bishops  holding  jurisdiction 
within  the  territory  where  Bishops  Chase  and  Whitehouse  labored,  with 
such  signal  ability,  and  where  I,  with  my  poor  capacity,  began  my  work  in 
1875.  The  spirit  of  enterprise  in  the  secular  order  would  naturally  tell 
upon  the  spiritual  order.  The  great  and  rapid  increase  of  population  would 
inevitably  bring  with  it  an  increase  of  people  attached  to  the  Church. 

2.  The  Diocese,  conscious  of  rapid  development  has  been  inspired 
with  hopefulness.  There  have  been  times  when  growth  was  impeded  by 
discouragement.  I  can  point  out  defunct  parishes,  which  were  killed 
by  the  lugubrious  wails  of  disloyal  men,  who  were  ever  predicting  that  the 
Church  was  going  wrong,  and  could  not  live  .long.  Those  times  have  long 
been  only  an  unpleasant  memory.  The  feeling,  now,  is  one  of  courage  and 
expectation.  Our  people  believe  that  the  Church  of  the  Prayer  Book  rep- 
resents truths  and  an  atmosphere,  for  which  there  is  a  call  and  a  mission ; 
and  this,  coupled  with  the  stimulus  of  visible  results,  animates  them  with 
well-grounded  hope. 

3.  Another  potent  force  which  has  promoted  growth  has  been  a  marvel- 
lous increase  of  conviction  that  the  Church  must  be  true  to  herself,  and  that 
she  can  work  out  her  own  triumphs  only  along  the  line  of  her  own  distinct- 
ive principles.  With  what  amazing  folly  and  dogged  persistence  has  it  been 
urged  that  we  should  adopt  the  ways  of  other  and  different  systems !  There 
has  even  been  a  disposition  to  imitate  measures  which  have  become  dis- 
credited in  those  systems.     Whereas,  the  Church's  true  policy  and  interest, 
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to  say  nothing  of  principle  and  conscience,  is  to  manage  her  affairs,  to  push 
her  mission,  and  to  preach  the  Gospel,  acccording  to  her  own  spirit,  and  by 
her  own  methods.  She  simply  asks  the  freedom  which  she  accords  to 
others.  She  makes  no  protest  against  their  use  of  such  means  as  they  may 
elect.  She  protests  only  against  the  denial  of  her  right  to  do  the  same. 
Her  methods  are,  distinctively,  her  own,  but  they  can  never  be  productive 
of  the  best  results,  if  we  are  honeycombed  with  the  suspicion  that  some 
one  else  has  better  methods.  That  suspicion  is  passing,  and  our  people  are 
more  and  more  convinced  that  our  system  contains  within  itself  all  that  is 
needed,  if  loyally  worked,  to  secure,  with  God's  blessing,  the  highest  prac- 
ticable measure  of  effectiveness. 

4.  Dur  prosperous  advances  have  been  largely  due  to  the  increased 
ability  for,  and  devotion  to,  their  work,  on  the  part  of  the  ordained  ministry 
of  the  Church.  It  is  not  a  reflection  on  the  men  of  other  days  to  claini  that 
such  an  increase  is  perceptible.  The  training  is  better,  the  demand  is 
greater,  the  work  is  more  taxing,  the  spiritual  stimulus  is  stronger,  the  en- 
ergies are  more  developed  as  the  necessities  are  more  emphatic. 

5.  Still  further,  we  have  learned  the  needed  lesson  that  a  Church,  which 
constantly  proclaims  the  catholicity  of  her  character  and  mission,  must  be 
actuated  by  a  broad  and  tolerant  spirit.  Breadth  of  sympathy  is  a  character- 
istic of  the  west,  growing  out  of  the  commixture  of  many  men  of  many 
minds.  All  the  ends  of  the  earth  have  contributed  to  swell  our  population. 
Men  have  learned  to  give  other  kinds  of  men  sufficient  elbow-room.  Ca- 
henslyism,  as  standing  for  the  attempt  to  prevent  the  assimilation  of  other 
peoples  with  the  American  type,  will  be  a  failure,  as  it  ought  to  be.  But, 
this  characteristic  tolerance  does  not  imply  absence  of  conviction,  nor  sug- 
gest indifference  towards  positive  beliefs.  Men  who  hold  their  own  opin- 
ions allow  freedom  to  their  neighbors,  because  they  want  freedom  for  them- 
selves. Nowhere  in  the  world  is  there  more  individualism  of  action  in  all 
departments  of  business  and  thought;  and  nowhere,  less  intolerance.  This 
is  quite  as  true  in  religion,  as  in  secular  matters.  You  find  in  the  west 
much  loyalty  to  conviction,  but  little  or  no  religious  controversy.  All 
this  tells  upon  ourselves.  While  we  have  one  Faith,  there  are  varying 
shades  of  opinion;  but  these  do  not  prevent  a  wonderful  breadth  of  fraternal 
sympathy  and  harmony  of  practical  co-operation.  Narrow  men  cannot  ap- 
preciate this  large  life,  and  sometimes  show  their  narrowness  to  their  discredit 
and  discomfiture;  but  it  exists  nevertheless,  and  has  much  to  do  with  our 
growth.  **  Peace  be  within  thy  walls,  and  prosperity  within  thy  palaces." 
Peace  is  the  prophesy  and  assurance  of  prosperity. 

6.  Our  progress  has  also  been  accentuated  by  the  development  of  lay 
co-operation.  This  Diocese  has  reason  to  be  proud  of  the  hundreds  of  men 
and  women  who  have  devoted  themselves  to  the  extension  of  the  Church  in 
and  around  this  great  city, — now  these  many  years.  No  one  can  know  the 
story  as  I  do,  save  God;  and  mine  is  the  human  tongue  best  qualified  to 
speak  of  them.  As  my  mind  recalls  the  earlier  years  of  my  work  here, 
name  after  name  suggests  itself;  and  I  know,  too,  that  God  will  not  be 
unmindful  of  their  work  and  labor  of  love.  The  volume  of  lay  effort  has 
gone  on  increasing,  year  after  year,  and  has  made  our  Diocese  an  example 
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which  others  are  quoting  and  imitating.  But  truth  compels  me  to  say  that 
this  rich  development  of  zeal  in  work  and  liberality  in  giving  has  been  mostly 
confined  to  those  whose  temporal  circumstances  are  moderate.  We  have  not 
yet  begun  to  touch  the  hearts  of  our  very  wealthy  men.  They  do  not  give 
as  they  ought.  Most  of  them  give  as  they  ought  not.  If  the  means  which 
men  attached  to  this  Church  have  lavished  on  other  bodies  had  been  devoted 
to  the  cause  which  they  nominally  espoused,  we  should  occupy  a  more  com- 
manding position,  to-day,  in  this  metropolis.  Our  strength  might  have  been 
doubled.  Let  us  pray  for  that  mightiec-  approach  of  the  Spirit  of  God 
which  shall  emancipate  men  of  wealth  from  the  deceitfulness  of  riches,  and 
reveal  to  them  the  awful  trusteeship  to  which  God  has  called  them ! 

On  the  whole,  then,  we  have  good  reason  to  be  grateful  for  the  steady 
and  healthful  growth  of  our  Diocese,  and  I  think  that  there  is  some  force  in 
the  causes  which  have  been  enumerated.  But  we  must  not  flatter  ourselves, 
nor  ascribe  the  glory  to  any  save  to  Him  Who  giveth  the  increase. 

On  the  contrary,  I  would  challenge  the  Diocese  to  apply  the  principle 
of  forgetting  the  things  that  are  behind,  and  to  press  forward  on  the  pathway 
of  our  duty  to  Christ  and  humanity. 

Necrology. 

The  Church  mourns  the  loss  of  four  venerable  bishops  during  the  past 
year. 

The  Right  Rev.  Alexander  Gregg,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Texas,  fell  asleep 
in  Jesus,  in  July,  1893,  after  a  useful  and  honored  service  in  the  Episco- 
pate of  thirty-four  years.  His  character  was  modeled  after  the  likeness  of 
his  Lord,  and  his  labors  were  apostolic,  not  only  in  name,  but  in  absorbed 
devotion  to  the  Church. 

The  Right  Rev.  Theodore  Benedict  Lyman,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  D.  C. 
L.,  Bishop  of  North  Carolina,  died  in  December  last,  after  twenty  years 
effective  service  in  the  apostolic  office.  He  had  just  completed  his  seventy- 
eighth  year.  Many  will  remember  his  venerable  form  in  the  Missionary 
Council,  which  met  here  last  autumn. 

The  Right  Rev.  Dr.  Paddock,  Missionary  Bishop  at  Olympia,  has  also 
entered  into  his  rest,  after  fourteen  years  service  in  Washington  Territory. 
His  was  a  life  of  great  consecration  in  a  pioneer  field. 

The  death  of  Bishop  Southgate,  consecrated  in  1844,  removes  a  historic 
figure.  He  was  made  a  bishop  for  work  in  the  dominion  of  the  Sultan, 
with  reference  to  Mohammedans.     The  Bishop  of  Missouri  says: 

**  In  that  field  were  branches  of  the  Oriental  Catholic  Church,  Greek, 
Armenian,  Syrian  and  others.  His  plan  was  '  to  cultivate  brotherly  rela- 
tions with  these  Christians;  scrupulously  to  avoid  all  offensive  intrusion 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  his  Episcopal  brethren;  to  promote  a  friendly  in- 
tercourse between  the  two  branches,  Eastern  and  Western,  of  the  One, 
Catholic  and  Apostolic  Church;  to  impart  to  the  brethren  in  that  country 
any  knowledge  of  the  Scriptures  and  of  the  doctrine  of  Christ  which 
through  the  Lord's  goodness  we  may  have  obtained,  and  gladly  to  receive 
any  such  light  from  them.'     The  American  Church  charged  him  to  go  forth 
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to  the  prosecution  of  his  work  in  this  spirit,  and  with  this  aim.  But  in  the 
board  of  managers  of  foreign  missions  in  New  York,  demands  voiced  them- 
selves that  the  Bishop  at  Constantinople  should  bring  converts  of  the  Orien- 
tal Churches  out  from  the  errors  of  Greek  Catholicity,  and  make  them, 
equally  with  regenerated  Mohammedans,  to  be  fixed  and  formal  members 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.  So,  dissensionsjwaxing  loud  as  to  the 
true  and  wise  line  of  direction  of  his  missionary  work.  Bishop  Southgate 
resigned  in  1850." 

Within  the  diocese,  we  have  been  bereaved  of  our  beloved  Archdeacon, 
the  Rev.  Edwin  Ruthven  Bishop,  who  was  taken  from  us  only  a  few  days  after 
our  last  convention,  at  which  he  was  present,  for  a  few  hours,  in  great 
feebleness.  Literally  true  was  it  that  he  rose  from  a  dying  bed  to  be  with 
us  for  the  last  time.  On  his  return  to  his  home,  he  immediately  sank  and 
died. 

Mr.  Bishop  came  to  Chicago,  on  my  invitation,  to  accept  the  work 
which  the  title  Archdeacon  designates  in  a  certain  general  sense.  He  came 
conscious  of  fitness  for  this  peculiar  line  of  duty,  and  entered  upon  it 
with  enthusiasm.  He  was  implicitly  trusted  because  his  loyalty  was  not 
an  uncertain  quantity,  and  his  labors  soon  won  for  him  from  the  diocese  at 
large,  the  confidence  which  his  Bishop  reposed  in  him,  from  the  first.  His 
relation  to  the  Church  Club  may  be  said  to  be  paternal.  The  club  idea 
was  new  in  these  parts,  and  was  not  well  understood,  but,  by  dint  of  explana- 
tion and  laborious  solicitation,  he  secured  a  membership  of  nearly  2^0,  and 
the  experimental  had  before  his  death  become  the  permanent  institution. 
Personally  I  must  bear  witness  to  the  exceeding  value  of  the  club  in  en- 
abling me  to  come  into  closer  touch  with  the  lay  members  of  the  Church, 
in  the  city.  My  visitations  in  and  out  of  Chicago  were  differenced  in  that 
the  latter  brought  me  into  contact  with  the  laymen,  and  the  former  did  not. 
I  need  only  add,  that  I  am  thankful  that  this  state  of  things  has  passed 
away,  and  that  I  now  know  the  laymen  of  the  city,  and  do  most  highly  ap- 
preciate their  loyal  co-operation,  as  never  before,  thanks  to  the  efforts  of 
Mr.  Bishop,  who  at  the  very  first  discerned  this  as  the  missing  link  in  our 
diocesan  life. 

In  addition  to  the  multitudinous  cares  of  his  office,  the  Archdeacon 
was  honored  with  places  on  the  Standing  Committee  and  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions, and  was  twice  sent  as  a  deputy  to  the  General  Convention.  It  be- 
came evident,  however,  in  '91  that  his  physical  strength  was  waning,  and 
from  that  time  hb  decline  was  constant.  It  is  a  great  loss  to  the  diocese, 
and  to  all  of  us,  individually,  a  loss  deeply  realized;  but  one  which  minis- 
ters the  exceeding  comfort  that  he  has  gained  infinitely  more  than  we 
could  have  given  him,  if  he  had  been  longer  spared  to  us.  He  has  been 
translated  from  these  phantasms  which  we  call  life,  from  the  apparent 
realities,  to  the  scenes  that  are  truly  real,  where  God  is  God,  and  service  is 
absolute  worship  and  consecration ;  where  human  souls  are  in  joy  and  felic- 
ity because  they  have  been  emancipated  from  the  servitude  of  this  world.

The  whole  number  for  the  year  is  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the 
^ocese.  Probably  no  diocese  west  of  the  sea-board  has  ever  equalled  it. 
^or  this  token  of  God*s  blessing  upon  the  labors  of  our  clergy,  let  us  be, 
from  the  depths  of  our  hearts,  thankful. 
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I  must  express  my  gratification  that  the  Right  Rev.  Dr.  Ferguson 
Missionary  Bishop  in  Africa,  was  able  to  be  in  Chicago  in  August  last,  anc 
confinn  a  number  of  persons  of  his  race  in  S.  Thomas ,JChurch. 

The  Bishop  of  Minnesota,  with  my  permission,  confirmed  one  in  Grac< 
Church,  Chicago,  in  the  same  month.  I  am  again  under  sincere  obligation! 
to  the  Bishop  of  Springfield,  who,  while  at  the  Seminary  engaged  in  in 
struction,  in  January,  confirmed  for  me  at  Maywood,  5  ;  at  W.  40th  street 
4 ;  at  Clyde,  5  ;    and  at  Lawndale,  6  ;  total,  20. 

The  State  of  the  Diocese. 

The  spiritual  blessings  which  the  Holy  Ghost  has  vouchsafed  are  re 
fleeted  in  our  temporal  conditions.  Notwithstanding  the  unprecedente< 
stringency  of  the  times,  we  have  had  a  good  year  financially.  The  Diocesai 
dues  and  the  Missionary  pledges  have  been  paid  with  unusual  promptness 
and  we  reach  the  end  of  the  year  with  healthy  balances.  The  Easter  offer 
ings  were  large,  beyond  expectation.  We  have  not  been  able  to  realize  ou 
plans  in  regard  to  several  projected  new  churches,  it  is  true,  but  in  thest 
cases  there  has  been  prudential  postponement,  only;  all  will  in  due  time  b 
carried  forward  to  completion. 

At  some  points,  we  are  grieved  to  say,  our  interests  have  languished,  o 
suffered  from  disaster.  The  fine  new  church  of  S.  George,  at  Grand  Cross 
ing,  was  totally  destroyed  by  fire,  in  September  last,  involving  a  heavy  los 
with  only  $2,800  insurance.  Contributions  reaching  nearly  $1,800  haw 
been  received  towards  another  building,  which  we  hope  to  see  complete( 
before  the  next  Convention.  I'o  inform  myself  and  the  Diocese  on  thi 
subject,  I  have  issued  letters  of  inquiry  in  regard  to  this  matter  of  insurance 
addressed  to  all  our  parishes  and  missions,  and  I  hope  to  receive  full  return 
of  information  at  this  Convention. 

The  churches  at  Wilmington,  Lee  Center,  Amboy,  East  Grove,  Gran( 
Detour,  and  Spring  Grove,  are  not  in  use;  due  in  each  case  to  the  dc 
cadence  of  these  places. 

The  mission  for  the  Swedes,  on  the  South  side,  (known  as  S.  Sigfrid 
has  not  proved  successful,  nor  can  we  expect  better  results,  until  propert] 
is  secured. 

On  the  other  hand,  we  have  many  signs  of  encouraging  growth.  Th( 
feeble  mission,  formerly  known  as  All  Saints,  at  Lincoln  Park,  has  grown  t 
large  proportions  under  the  ministry  of  the  Rev.  T.  A.  Snively.  Its  nam( 
has  been  changed  to  S.  Chrysostom,  and  a  lot  on  Dearborn  avenue  nea 
Schiller  street,  purchased  for  $28,000,  upon  which  a  temporary  building 
costing  $10,000,  will  be  erected  this  summer.  The  mission  has  developec 
into  a  parish,  which  will  soon  take  its  place  in  the  front  rank  of  our  stronj 
churches. 

S.  Peter's  church,  Belmont  avenue,  has  become  too  small  for  the  con 
gregation,  and  a  new  and  commodious  edifice  is  soon  to  be  erected. 

Christ  church,  Woodlawn  Park,  does  not  furnish  room  for  the  growth  0 
the  parish.  With  lots  of  a  present  value  of  $11,000  nearly  paid  for,  it  i 
proposed  to  enlarge  the  present  structure,  and  build  a  rectory,  at  a  cost  c 
$10,000,  during  the  present  year. 
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S.  Luke,  Evanston,  is  aDother  church,  which,  although  twice  enlarged, 
IS  overcrowded,  and  must  soon  be  rebuilt.  A  fine  pipe  organ  has  just  been 
built. 

Another  church  needing  enlargement  is  S.  Paul,  Austin.  The  old 
church  has  been  removed  to  the  rear  of  the  lots,  a  choir-room  added,  and, 
as  soon  as  possible,  a  fine  stone  church  will  be  erected. 

The  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd  (Lawndale),  Chicago,  has  reached 
the  point  of  growth  which  necessitates  a  new  edifice.  The  old  church  has 
been  removed  to  the  rear  of  the  lot,  and  work  has  begun  on  a  more  roomy 
and  handsome  stone  church. 

At  South  Waukegan  lots  have  been  purchased  by  the  vestry  of  Christ 
Church,  Waukegan,  and  a  mission  church  is  contemplated  shortly. 

At  Sterling,  Grace  Church,  which  has  been  in  a  dormant  state,  is  re- 
vived, and  extensive  improvements  Are  now  in  progress.  A  pipe  organ  is 
forthcoming. 

The  parish  of  S.  Paul,  at  Riverside,  is  taking  steps  to  build  a  rectory, 
much  needed,  and  long  desired. 

At  Downer's  Grove,  a  lot  has  been  bought  and  paid  for  at  an  expense 
of  $600,  and  some  of  the  materials  for  the  church  are  on  the  ground. 

The  church  at  Freeport  has  been  relieved  of  indebtedness,  and  I  had 
the  pleasure  of  consecrating  this  beautiful  stone  edifice  on  the  seventeenth 
instant     The  name  6f  the  church  has  been  changed  from  Zion  to  Grace. 

A  fine  rectory  has  been  provided  at  Highland  Park  by  the  members  of 
Trinity  Church. 

The  generous  Mrs.  Fairfield  has  given  $7,000  for  the  maintenance  of 
the  parish-house  at  Rockford,  which  was  built  by  her  at  a  cost  of  over 
$30,000. 

At  Clyde  and  Berwyn,  on  the  "  Q."  road,  near  the  city,  progress  cheers 
us.  At  Clyde,  a  church  has  been  built  which  must  be  enlarged  this  year. 
At  Berwyn,  a  parish -house  and  rectory  approach  completion. 

The  Church  of  the  Annunciation  (Auburn  Park),  Chicago,  has  a  lot 
paid  for,  and  a  fine  parish-house  with  chapel  has  been  built  on  the  rear  of  it. 

At  Windsor  Park,  a  "  World's  Fair  "  building  has  been  donated  by  Mr. 
E-C.  Barker,  and  we  hope  soon  to  place  it  on  a  lot  which  the  church 
will  own. 

Emmanuel  Church,  La  Grange,  has  made  rapid  strides  during  the  year. 
^D  July  last  I  laid  the  corner-stone  of  a  large  new  church.  The  exterior 
has  since  been  completed  in  a  very  substantial  manner,  and  the  interior  will 
^  pushed  to  completion.  There  is  no  parish  in  the  Diocese  with  as  fine  a 
S^oup  of  buildings,  and  all  of  stone. 

The  church  at  Dixon  has  been  handsomely  decorated. 

A  new  mission  has  been  established  at  Chicago  Lawn,  a  suburb,  ten 
"^iles  out  on  the  Grand  Trunk  R.  R. 

The  services  of  the  Church  have  been  resumed  at  S.  Luke's  Church, 
Western  avenue,  by  the  appointment  of  the  Revs.  C.  E.  Bowles  and  E.  B. 
Streator  as  priests  in  charge.     The  results  have  been  most  gratifying. 

S.  John's  Church,  Lacon,  has  been  happily  revived.  The  building  dates 
^ck  to  i860,  and  was  in  a  condition  as  dilapidated  as  the  parish,  but  it  has 
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been  repaired  and  made  respectable.     The  services  are  conducted  by  the 
Rev.  P.  K.  Hammond,  and  there  is  a  good  outlook  for  the  future. 

A  new  Mission — S.  Augustine — has  been  established  at  Wilmette*  Mr. 
H.  T.  Young  is  the  lay  reader,  with  qualities  which  seem  to  mark  him  for 
the  ministry.  A  lot  has  been  purchased  and  a  church  will  be  erected  this 
year. 

I  might  speak  of  the  cancellation  of  debts,  repairs  and  enlargements, 
and  other  improvements  of  property,  but  the  statistical  tables  will  exhibit 
most  of  these.  On  the  whole,  the  year  has  been  marked  by  decided  pro- 
gress. 

Our  Charitable  Institutions. 

These  are  S.  Luke*s  Hospital,  the  Church  Home  for  Aged  Person s> 
the  Church  Home  for  Orphans,  the  Mission  House  and  Free  Dispensary 
at  the  Cathedral.  All  are  doing  much  good  and  deserve  our  warmest  sup- 
port. The  work  of  the  Sisters  of  S.  Mary  has  developed  the  imperious 
necessity  for  a  Home  for  Friendless  Children.  Property  must  be  purchased. 
There  are  in  hand  about  $8,000,  and  several  thousand  are  still  needed.     ' 

Several  of  the  parishes  have  charitable  works  in  hand,  notably  the 
Day  Nursery  of  S.  James  Church.  The  Brotherhood  of  S.  Andrew,  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary,  the  Girls'  Friendly  Society,  the  Ministering  Childrens^ 
League,  the  Iron  Cross,  and  various  other  Societies  continue  their  benevo- 
lent work. 

Institutions  for  Education. 

Within  the  Diocese  are  the  Western  Theological  Seminary,  now  in  its 
tenth  year,  from  which  five  men  have  just  been  graduated,  and  which  has 
eighteen  representatives  in  the  clergy  of  this  Diocese;  and  the  school  for 
girls,  known  as  Waterman  Hall,  which  has  been  so  successful  from  the  start. 
Although  in  another  jurisdiction,  we  may  include  S.  Mary's  at  Knoxville, 
which  is  our  provincial  school  for  girls. 

This  Church  is  shamefully  weak  in  the  matter  of  the  education  of  boys 
and  young  men.  Our  people  show  little  favor  to  this  cause.  Parents  send 
their  sons  to  secular  institutions  or  to  those  conducted  underithe  auspices  of 
other  religious  bodies.  Even  postulants  for  her  orders  cannot  get  classical 
training  under  the  Church's  guidance.  There  are  colleges  at  Ann  Arbor^ 
Princeton,  New  Haven,  Cambridge,  Cornell,  and  other  places,  where  hun- 
dreds of  our  youth  are  being  trained.  We  have  had  many  failures,  and  not 
one  great  success. 

There  are  no  self-supporting  institutions,  of  any  name.  The  state 
schools  are  supported  by  taxation.  The  universities  are  sustained  by  im- 
mense endowments.  Colleges  cannot  be  sustained  without  the  benefactions 
of  generous  donors. 

This  Church  has  not  been  so  blessed,  has  not  reached  the  rich  man's 
nerve  of  impartation,  has  not  even  been  able  to  command  the  gifts  which 
some  of  her  own  sons  have  lavished  on  institutions  under  other  control.  I 
am  unable  to  account  for  this  singular  phenomenon.'  I  only  know  the  fact. 
Well  endowed  halls  of  learning  are  here,  in  the  hands  of  Baptists,  Congrega- 
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tionalists,  Roman  Catholics,  Presbyterians,  Methodists,  and  others  of  smalle'* 
note.  We  have  nothing.  Even  our  neighboring  Racine  College,  for  lack  of 
endowment,  has  dwindled  to  a  grammar  school.  If  we  had  no  men  of  large 
wealth,  the  problem  of  our  disgrace  might  be  solved,  and  our  shame  miti- 
gated. But  there  is  no  relief  in  that  direction,  for  there  are  immense  treas- 
ures held  in  trust  by  men  who  profess  to  be  of  our  faith.  The  knotty  ques- 
tion remains,  why,  when  every  prominent  religious  body  has  planted  itself 
strongly  in  Chicago  for  male  education  through  the  large  liberality  of  men 
of  large  means,  are  all  our  doings  represented  by  a  cipher? 

The  Standard  Prayer  Book. 

I  have  received  and  given  receipt  for  a  superbly  printed  and  bound 
Book  of  Common  Prayer  of  the  standard  of  1892,  which  I  am  prepared  to 
hand  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Diocese,  as  its  custodian.  I  would  suggest 
that  that  officer  be  authorized  to  procure  a  suitable  case,  with  glass  cover, 
in  which  the  Book  may  be  deposited,  under  lock  and  key,  the  whole  to  have 
an  honorable  place  in  the  Cathedral,  access  to  it  being  allowed  by  applica- 
tion to  him. 

Our  Missionary  Work. 

This  has  gone  forward  with  quiet  sincerity  and  palpable  blessing  from 
Above,  as  in  the  past  years.  The  increased  support  has  given  increased 
permanence  tb  our  missionary  priesthood,  and  thus  remedied  in  part  one  of 
the  most  discouraging  features  of  the  work,  for  short  terms  of  service  are 
even  more  to  be  deprecated  here  than  in  the  self-sustaining  parishes.  I 
need  not  enlarge  on  the  subject  of  Church  Extension.  It  is  as  necessary  as 
it  once  was  that  the  Bishop  should  passionately  implore  greater  interest  and 
larger  giving.  The  Diocese  has  gradually  ascended  to  a  better  discharge 
of  its  duty,  and  now  feels  its  obligations  in  some  measure  as  it  ought.  The 
report  of  the  Board  will  be  read  in  your  hearing,  and  the  forthcoming 
Journal  of  this  Convention  will  demonstrate  to  the  careful  student  of  our 
diocesan  statistics  the  substantial  progress  we  are  making  in  this  holy  cause. 

I  have  but  one  suggestion  to  make. 

In  order  that  we  may  assure  permanence  of  interest,  it  is  a  press- 
ingly  important  matter  that  we  shall  interest  our  children  more  in  Diocesan 
Missions.  We  should  devise  and  set  in  operation  such  methods  as  will 
educate  them  to  know  and  love  this  work,  and  give  generally  to  its  sup- 
port.

REPORTS   OF  THE   RURAL   DEANS. 
Northeastern  Deanery. 

To  ike  Right  Reverend ^  the  Bishop  of  Chicago: 

Previous  to  the  departure  of  the  Dean,  the  Rev.  Clinton  Locke,  D.  D.,  for 
Europe,  two  meetings  of  the  Deanery  were  held,  one  June  19,  1898,  at  the  rooms  of 
the  Church  Club,  to  take  action  on  the  death  of  the  late  Archdeacon ;  the  other,  the 
regular  meeting  at  Grace  Church,  Chicago,  November  8,  1893.  Since  that  time  two 
meetings  have  been  held,  one  at  Grace  Church,  Oak  Park,  January  80, 1894;  the 
other,  at  Christ  Church,  Waukegan,  May  15,  1894.  The  attendance  at  these  meetings 
has  been  good ;  the  papers  read  instructive,  and  the  meetings  helpful,  both  to  the 
clergy  in  attendance  and  the  parishes  visited. 

The  daily  Lenten  Service,  under  the  care  of  this  Deanery,  was  maintained  at 
Lincoln  Hall,  Adams  street,  near  State,  and  was  well  attended. 

No  Missionary  offerings  have  been  made  this  year,  but  the  Deanery  has  main* 
tained  a  scholarship  at  Waterman  Hall.

Southern  Deanery. 

To  the  Right  Reverend^  the  Bishop  of  Chicago  : 

The  Southern  Deanery  has  held  two  Convocations  the  past  year,  at  Joliet  and 
New  Lenox  in  September,  and  at  Lacon  in  January. 

I  have  visited  and  held  services  at  the  following  parishes  and  missions :  Mo- 
mence,  Joliet,  Pontiac,  Fairbury  and  Streator. 

Mission  Services  have  been  held  by  various  of  our  Deanery  Clergy  at  Dwight, 
Odell,  Wilmington,  Seneca  and  Marseilles,  besides  the  established  missions. 

Young  and  enthusiastic  clergymen  have  come  within  the  year  to  Momence  and 
Streator,  at  both  of  which  points  there  has  been  a  veritable  revival  in  Church  life 
and  interest.  Lacon  has  opened  a  house  of  worship  where  regular  services  are  held 
by  a  faithful  missionary.  Pontiac  was  never  so  prosperous  as  now;  and  so  far  as 
the  Dean  can  judge,  good  work  is  being  done  throughout  the  Deanery,  with 
encouraging  indications  of  advance  all  along  the  line.

Northern  Deanery. 

To  the  Right  Reverend ^  the  Bishop  of  Chicago: 

Only  two  Chapter  meetings  have  been  held  in  the  Northern  Deanery  during 
the  past  year.  One  at  Trinity  Mission,  Belvidere,  in  November,  and  the  other  at 
Grace  Church,  Freeport,  in  May. 

It  is  cause  for  great  thankfulness  that  the  work,  begun  last  July,  in  so  humble 
a  way  by  the  Dean,  at  Belvidere,  has  turned  out  so  well,  under  the  Deacon  in- charge. 
This  could  not  have  been  done,  had  not  the  people  been  so  earnest  in  the  matter. 

All  along  the  line,  in  this  Northwestern  tier  of  counties,  our  work  is  slowly 
but  gradually  growing  stronger,  and  more  churchly. 

Amboy  is  the  exception  to  this  rule;  because  of  the  removal  of  the  car  shops, 
the  people  are  gradually  moving  away ;  and  the  Church  is  gradually  growing  weaker 
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and  weaker;  80,  that  all  thej'  can  hope  for  now  is  a  monthly  service.  It  was  thought 
best  at  our  last  business  meeting  not  to  attempt  any  new  work ;  but  to  try  and  reach 
all  the  children  of  the  Church,  hy  special  visitation  and  ministration,  as  occasion 
should  require. 

Our  meetings  are  always  well  attended  by  both  the  Clergy  and  the  people,  and 
the  expenses  are  cheerfully  and  fully  met.  In  view  of  this  fact,  the  Northern 
Deanery  will  not  ask  for  a  special  appropriation  from  the  Board  of  Missions,  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

One  very  bright  spot,  in  my  own  work,  and  which  I  know,  I  shall  be  pardoned 
In  thus  making  mention  of  in  my  Deanery  report,  is  the  gift  of  Mrs.  Eleanor 
G.  Fairfield  of  a  permanent  endowment  of  $7,000,  for  the  "  Fairfield  Memorial 
Parish  House,"  built  last  year.  This  endowment  is  held  by  the  Trustees  of  the 
Diocese.

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During  our  four  years  of  work  we  have  paid  out  directly  to  the  beneficiaries  of 
this  Society,  $2,455.00.  We  are  at  present  relieving  three  widows  and  three  minor 
children,  and  we  must  naturally  expect,  as  time  goes  on,  that  there  will  be  an  in- 
crease in  the  demands  upon  our  treasury.  The  urgent  need,  therefore,  of  increasing 
our  funds  to  meet  these  demands  must  be  apparent  to  all. 

In  view  of  the  repeated  endorsements  and  commendations  that  have  been  given 
to  the  work  of  our  Society  by  the  Bishop  and  the  Committee  on  Church  Extension 
at  each  of  the  last  three  annual  Diocesan  Conventions,  we  had  anticipated  a  grati- 
fying increase  in  the  number  of  Parishes  and  Missions  that  would  rally  to  our  sup- 
port in  the  year  just  closed.  It  is  with  no  slight  disappointment,  therefore, 
that  we  are  obliged  to  report  that  the  contributing  Parishes   and   Missions    number

During  the  four  years  of  our  existence  we  have  received  support  from  only  58 
Churches  in  the  entire  Diocese. 

Of  these  19  have  contributed  once, 
10    "  ♦*  twice, 

10    "  "  thrice, 

and  only  13  have  stood  by  us  through  good  years  and  bad. 

We  regret  to  say  that  among  those  contributing  only  once  or  twice  are  some 
of  our  largest  Parishes. 

It  is  also  worthy  of  note  that  for  some  inscrutable  reason  the  clergj-  of  our 
Church,  whose  families  we  seek  to  benefit,  are  willing  that  72  per  cent,  of  the 
money  raised  for  this  Society  by  Church  offerings  should  be  drawn  from  three 
Parishes  in  this  city.  We  do  not  believe  that  the  laity  at  large  are  in  accord  with 
this  method,  and  again  we  earnestly  and  respectfully  urge  that  an  appeal  on  behalf 
of  the  widows  and  orphans  be  made  in  the  coming  year  from  every  chancel  in  the 
Diocese. 

To  those  who  have  cheerfully  given  in  support  of  our  cause  we  tender  our 
heartfeli  thanks.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  ST.  LUKE'S  FREE  HOSPITAL. 

To  the  Right  Reverend^  the  Bishop  of  Chicago: 

The  Tnistees  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital  present  herewith  their  annual  report 
as  provided  by  the  Constitution  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Hospital  year  closes  October  15th,  so  that  statistical  items  must  be 
given  as  of  that  date  past.  The  last  hospital  year  saw  a  great  increase  in 
the  work  of  the  institution,  due  chiefly  to  the  World's  Fair  and  its  inflow  of 
population. 

The  number  of  in-patients  treated  was  1,862,  as  against  1,504  the  preced- 
ing year.     Of  dispensary  patients,  5,531,  as  compared  with  4,409  the  pre- 
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ceding  year.  The  number  of  days  of  care  of  absolutely  free  patients  was 
19,818,  being  535  more  than  during  the  preceding  year.  Adding  to  this 
some  6,500  days  of  free  care  of  patients  paying  partial  rates,  shows  a  total 
of  24,818  days  of  free  work.  The  cost  of  this  per  diem  was  $1.56,  making 
$41,455.08  expended  in  charity.  This,  it  is  believed,  was  expended  in  the 
best  possible  way,  so  as  never  to  pauperize  nor  degrade  the  recipient.  The 
total  expenses  of  the  hospital  for  the  year  were  $64,559.78  or,  adding  re- 
pairs, interest  and  insurance,  171,162.26.  For  the  first  time  in  many  years 
the  income  exceeded  expenses,  being  as  follows :

A  little  analysis  of  these  receipts  will  be  interesting. 

The  total  of  donations  (including  church  offerings,  individual  subscrip- 
tions, beds  annually  supported,  and  the  charity  ball)  amounting  to 
$24,311.82. 

The  income  from  invested  endowment  property  was  $16,920.20.  These 
two  items  together  amount  to  $41,232.02.  As  the  amount  expended  in 
charity  heretofore  shown  was  $41,455.08,  it  will  readily  be  seen  that  every 
dollar  received  for  the  care  of  the  destitute  and  sick  poor,  was  applied  to 
that  purpose. 

If  any  churchman  desires  to  see  his  church  hospital  do  more  charitable 
work  let  him  or  her  give  it  more  means,  and  the  trustees  will  instantly  ap- 
ply them  to  that  use.  As  our  bishop  wisely  counseled  some  years  ago, 
the  trustees  limit,  and  only  limit,  the  free  work  of  the  hospital  by  the  money 
at  hand  for  that  work.  They  will  not  do  charity  by  running  in  debt.  We 
turn  away  many  poor  sufferers  daily  for  lack  of  means  to   care   for   them. 

The  amount  contributed  through  our  churches  generally  towards  the  sup- 
port of  the  hospital  was  $3,041.21,  being  only  about  four  per  cent,  of  our 
whole  income.  About  twenty-five  or  thirty  churchmen  and  churchwomen 
gave  liberally  to  the  hospital,  chiefly  by  the  support  of  beds,  but  throughout 
the  diocese  at  large  only  nineteen  parishes  out  of  ninety-one  followed  the 
directions  of  the  convention  by  observing  Hospital  Sunday.  It  is  esti- 
mated that  less  than  200  of  their  members  contributed  at  all  to  the  hospital, 
and  that  out  of  some  15,000  communicants  and    over  35,000  souls  in  this 
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Diocese.     Brethren,  is  this  fair  to  your  fellow  churchmen  who  are  laboring 
under  a  heavy  burden  for  Christ  and  His  church? 

In  spite  of  these  facts  nine-tenths  of  our  free  patients  are  ^nt  us 
through  our  parishes,  and  from  our  church  people.  We  receive  them  so 
far  as  we  have  means  to  care  for  them,  making  no  difference  as  to  receiv- 
ing a  patient  between  a  contributory  and  non-contributory  parish. 

The  only  complaint  that  goes  to  the  trustees'  hearts  is  the  one  **  That 
St.  Luke's  is  not  a  free  hospital,"  coming  usually  from  those  who  do  noth- 
ing to  help  make  it  free.  If  our  clergy  will  be  the  medium  of  having  every 
communicant  make  his  or  her  annual  offering  to  the  hospital  we  promise 
you  that  every  dollar,  yes,  every  dime,  shall  do  its  share.  How  shall  we 
churchmen  give  account  of  our  responsibility  for  this  great  hospital  now 
grown  to  be  one  of  the  institutions  of  this  city?  What  answer  shall  the 
14,800  communicants  of  this  diocese  who  do  nothing  for  their  church's 
hospital,  make  to  those  awful  words  of  the  judgment  day :  "  I  was  sick  and 
in  prison,  and  ye  visited  me  not." 

The  medical  work  and  nursing  of  St.  Luke's  need  no  encomium.  They 
are  ^*  facile  princepsy  Such  work  is  expensive,  as  our  per  diem  of  J1.56 
shows.  However,  the  per  diem  of  the  New  York  hospital  exceeds  $2  for  no 
better  results.  We  are  constantly  economizing  in  our  methods.  Our  pay 
patients  pay  for  themselves  and  help  to  pay  for  others,  and  keep  the  hos- 
pital going  generally.  These  patients  are  almost  exclusively  in  private 
rooms,  and  that  department  is  a  blessing  to  travelers  stricken  down  away  from 
home  as  well  as  to  many  requiring  operations  better  performed  at  a  hos- 
pital than  at  their  own  houses. 

Space  forbids  any  detailed  chronicle  of  the  year.  The  death  of  Miss 
Katherine  Lett,  our  late  head  nurse,  which  occurred  last  November,  was  a 
great  loss  to  the  institution  and  to  the  church,  whose  devoted  daughter  she 
was. 

During  the  year  the  support  of  beds  has  been  undertaken  by  Mrs.  H.  O. 
Stone  (two  beds),  Mrs.  Lambert  Tree,  Messrs.  C.  W.  Brega,  Watson  F. 
Blair,  R.  L.  Jones,  J.  W.  Doane  and  the  St.  Luke's  Women's  Auxiliary 
Board  (two  beds). 

A  donation  of  15,000  for  our  endowment  was  received  from  W^  G  .  Hib- 
bard,  Esq.  Our  debt  has  been  still  further  reduced  some  {7,000  during  the 
past  year,  being  now  about  $33,000  as  against  about  $40,000  last  year,  and 
some  $50,000  in  1892. 

The  sum  of  $25,000  has  been  received  from  a  legacy  of  the  late  Mrs.  E. 
H.  Hadduck.  At  the  request  of  Mrs.  Hadduck's  estate  and  by  the  wish  ot 
the  board,  this  amount  has  been  used  in  the  purchase  of  fifty  feet  of  land  on 
Indiana  avenue,  adjoining  the  hospital  on  the  north. 

Upon  this  lot  it  is  proposed  to  erect  our  "  Nurses'  Home."  This  is  the 
great  present  need  of  the  hospital — a  safe  and  comfortable  home  for  the 
forty  or  more  young  women  whose  lives  are  spent  in  caring  for  the  sick,  and 
who  now  are  crowded  into  small  attic  rooms  in  the  hospital  building.  The 
land  stands  ready.  May  God  put  it  into  the  hearts  of  those  to  whom  He 
has  entrusted  wealth  to  give  us  the  $30,000  needed  to  erect  the  building. 
The  nurses  themselves  have  subscribed  $5,000  towards  it. 
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A  word  in  closing,  as  to  the  future.  It  is  somewhat  dark,  with  the  times. 
Our  income  from  invested  endowments  has  been  cut  in  two.  Instead  of 
nearly  |i 7,000  as  last  year  it  will  hardly  reach  j8,ooo  this.  Everything  is 
falling  off,  but  expenses  cannot  be  reduced  so  rapidly  or  in  the  same 
degree,  and  the  pressure  of  free  patients  increases.  During  the  past  winter 
sixty-six  per  cent,  of  our  work  has  been  free.  Is  it  not  a  time  for  self-de- 
nial on  the  part  of  the  friends  of  the  poor  and  the  sick?  Is  it  not  a  time  for 
the  churchmen  of  this  diocese  to  recognize  more  than  ever  before  their  duty 
towards  their  hospital  and  to  do  it?

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  LADY  MANAGERS  OF  CHURCH  HOME  FOR 

AGED  PERSONS. 


To  the  Ritrht  Reverend ^  the  Bishop  of  Chicago: 

The  following  report  of  the  Church  Home  for  Aged  Persons  is  respectfuU y  sub- 
mitted by  the  Board  of  Lady  Managers. 

There  have  been  but  few  changes  in  our  quiet  peaceful  *' Home  "during  the 
last  twelve  months.  One  aged  member  of  the  household,  a  Church  clergyman's 
widow,  has  gone  to  her  long  home,  receiving  during  her  last  days,  the  most  tender 
care,  and  when  the  summons  •*  to  come  up  higher  "  came,  having  no  near  relative 
whose  duty  it  was  to  follow  her  remains  to  their  last  resting  place,  Dr.  Delafield, 
president  of  our  Board  of  Trustees,  took  upon  himself  the  sad  duty  of  going  east 
with  the  body  and  seeing  that  everything  was  properly  attended  to.  He  performed 
the  last  solemn  rites  at  the  grave,  where  she  was  laid  b_v  the  side  of  one  whom  she 
had  loved  in  life.  One  beneficiary,  the  oldebt  in  the  house,  and  one  whose  hold  on 
life  seems  frail  at  all  times,  was  nursed  through  a  long  illness,  which  we  all  felt 
must  be  her  last,  she  recovered  however  and  gives  evidence  of  the  care  which  was 
bestowed  upon  her. 

There  have  been  three  admissions  on  probation,  the  six  months  term  having 
expired  in  neither  case.  Kind  friends  have  ministered  to  the  pleasure  of  the  in- 
mates at  different  times,  by  providing  them  with  music  and  readings,  by  bringing 
them  flowers,  and  otherwise  contributing  to  their  happiness;  and  the  very  atmos- 
phere of  the  house  is  gentle  and  refined.  The  Board  of  Lady  Managers  have  found 
the  necessity  of  constant  work  to  keep  ahead  of  the  current  expenses,  but  have  never 
failed  to  pay  them  as  they  have  presented  themselves,  and  have  not  been   without  a 
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balance  in  the  treasury.  Our  balance  on  hand  for  our  summer's  work,  when  we 
can  expect  little  or  no  help,  is  not  what  we  would  like  to  have  it,  but  we  shall 
struggle  to  keep  out  of  debt  The  ladies  would  like  to  make  an  earnest  appeal  to 
the  clergy,  and  through  them  to  the  churches  in  the  diocese,  to  help  us  in  our  efforts 
to  sustain  this  interesting  church  charity.  If  one  do^  could  be  set  apart  through- 
out the  diocese  as  **  Church  Home  Day/*  and  the  ofl^rtories  all  devoted  to  that  pur- 
pose, it  would  materially  aid  us  in  our  work.  We  would  also  ask  the  prayers  of  the 
Church  for  the  permanent  success  of  this  good  work.

The  Trustees  of  this  Charitable  Institution  beg  to  report  that  it  is  now  caring 
for  fifteen  old  ladies,  twelve  of  whom  have  been  formally  received  as  permanent 
beneficiaries,  the  remaining  three  being  now  on  probation.  Every  room  of  the 
Home  is  now  occupied.  By  the  will  of  Mrs.  Reuben  Taylor,ydeceased,  we  have 
been  the  recipient  of  about  $6,000,  and  have  thereby  been  enabled  so  to  reduce  our 
indebtedness  that  we  now  owe  only  f4,000  on  a  property  valued  at  $25,000.  As  an 
evidence  of  gratitude  for  the  legacy,  the  Trustees  have  set  aside  a  room  to  be  called 
the  Mrs.  Reuben  Taylor  Room.  A  chapel  is  now  much  needed,  and  as  we  have 
ample  room  to  build  upon,  we  trust  that  the  means  therefor  will  soon  be  forthcoming^

The  Trustees  of  the  Church  Home  for  Orphans  would  respectfully  report  that 
by  the  blessing  of  Almighty  God  they  have  been  enabled  to  shelter  fifty  children  dur- 
ing the  past  year  (some  ot  whom  have  been  eventually  placed  with  relatives),  and 
all  of  whom  had  sad  stories  connected  with  their  lives.

REPORT  OF  WATERMAN  HALL. 

To  the  Right  Reverend^  the  Bishop  of  Chicago: 

1  lieg  leave  to  report  that  during  the  conventional  year,  as  Rector  of  Waterman 
Hall,  T  have  discharged  as  best  I  could  my  duty. 

At  another  time  and  place  I  will  take  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  the  financial 
statement  of  the  school,  merely  recording  here  the  fact  that  it  is  very  encouraging. 

During  the  academic  year,  now  almost  ended,  we  have  averaged  sixtv  (60) 
boarding  pupils,  while  19  others  have  been  enrolled  in  the  day  and  special  depart- 
ments. 

The  curriculum  has  been  lived  up  to,  and  a  class  of  seven  will  graduate  in  June, 
part  from  the  classical,  and  the  rest  from  other  courses. 

The  good  will  of  our  patrons  continues  to  be  our  main  advertisement,  and  the 
prospects  for  next  year  are  very  encouraging 

During  the  year  we  have  purchased  a  valuable  lot,  82  by  200  feet,  adjoining  our 
school  grounds  on  the  South.  The  money  to  pay  for  the  same  was  given  mostly  by 
members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  It  is  our  prayer  that  God  will  put  it  into  the  hearts 
of  some  of  our  wealthy  laymen  to  contribute  the  means  to  erect  a  suitable  Chapel 
on  this  lot,  and  to  add  other  buildings. 

The  judicious  expenditure  of  our  building  fund,  and  the  careful  management 
of  our  endowments  should  encourage  others  to  commit  larger  trusts  to  our  care, 
while  the  assured  success  of  the  school  points  out  a  most  useful  channel  for  such 
gifts. 

The  Morning  and  Evening  ofHces  authorized  by  you  have  been  said  on  Sundays 
and  other  days  and  the  Holy  Communion  administered  every  Sunday,  and  on  other 
Holy  Days. 

Each  Sunday  from  9:30  a.  m.  to  10  a.  m.  the  entire  school  is  required  to  meet 
in  the  Study  Hall  to  learn  the  Collect  for  the  Sunday  and  part  of  the  Catechisrm. 
From  5:30  P.  m.  to  6  P.  M.  all  meet  again  in  the  same  place  for  my  instruction  in 
Bible  and  Church  History. 
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I  have  baptized  four  pupils,  and  presented  twelve  for  confirmation. 

The  number  of  Communicants  is  forty-three,  the  average  attendance  at  the 
weekly  celebrations  seven,  and  at  the  monthly  celebration  twenty. 

A  well  organized  and  efficient  Guild  greatly  assists  In  all  good  works,  cares  for 
the  altar  and  chancel,  and  devises  ways  and  means  for  raising  funds  for  various  pur- 
poses.

I  with  that  everr  deaf  mute  in  the  diocese  could  have  a  copy  of  this  blessed  b(K)k, 
bj  means  of  which  they  can  worship  with  their  hearing  brethren,  I  wish  that  rec- 
tors of  parishes  that  have  not  been  giving  services  for  deaf  mutes  could  visit  these 
people  at  their  homes  and  lead  them  to  the  regular  services,  and  ask  church  people 
to  show  them  the  places  in  the  service.  Owing  to  the  great  extent  of  my  mission* 
arjrBeld  I  am  unable  to  do  the  work  of  a  settled  pastor  in  house  to  house  visitation. 
The  few  rectors  who  have  done  as  indicated  have  been  the  means  of  bringing  several 
deaf  mutes  and  their  hearing  children  to  baptism  and  confirmation. 

In  July,  1893,  I  was  chairman  of  a  conference  of  Church  Workers  among  the 
deaf  held  at  All  Angels  Mission.  The  presence  of  workers  from  England  and  Ire- 
land gave  it  an  international  character.  I  presented  a  paper  on  Church  Ihiity  and 
the  Deaf,  showing  the  mischievous  effects  of  denominationalism.  In  the  following 
^eek,  a  Congress  of  deaf-mutes  Irom  all  parts  of  the  civiliied  world  was  held  In  the 
^ermsnent  Art  Building.  I  opened  the  first  session  with  prayer  and  at\erwi\rdK 
presented  a  paf>er  on  Church  Work  among  the  deaf  of  the  Uniied  Stales. 

Twdith  Sunday  after  Trinity  offerings  are  needed  to  meet  the  expenses  of  this 
^ork,  and  supplement  an  insufficient  stipend.

Tuesday,  May  28,  1895. 

The  Fifty-eighth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese 
of  Chicago  aHsembled  in  the  Cathedral  Church  on  Tuesday,  the  twenty- 
eighth  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1805. 

Morning  Prayer  was  said  at  nine  o'clock  by  the  Rev.  George 
S.  Todd. 

At  10:30  A.  M.,  the  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  by  the  Right 
Reverend  the  BiKhop  of  the  Diocese,  assisted  by  the  Reverends  B.  F. 
Fleetwood,  S.  T.  D.,  and  G.  D.  Wright, 

An  Episcopal  'Charge  was  preached  by  the  Right  Reverend 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

Divine  service  having  boen  concluded,  the  Convention  was  called 
together  for  organization  and  business,  the  Right  Reverend  William 
Edward  McLaren,  D.  D.,  D.  C.  L.,  Bishop  of  Chicago,  in  the  chair. 

The  Secretary  called  tlie  names  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese 
entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  in  all  ninety,  of  whom  seven ty- 
five  >vere  present. 

The  certiiicates  of  Lay  Delegates  were,  on  call,  presented,  and 
n^forred  to  a  Committee  consisting  of  the  Secretary,  Mr.  A.  W.  Giles, 
and  Mr.  Joseph  Jelly  man. 

The  Committee  reported  that  certiiicates  from  forty- five  Parishes 
and  <Mghteen  Missions,  reported  by  the  Treasurer  as  entitled  to  repre- 
sentation, having  paid  the  Diocesan  Assessment,  were  presented  and 
found  correct. 

The  Secrt^tary  called  the  names  of  Lay  Delegates  from  these 
Parishi's  and  Missions,  and  it  was  found  that  twenty-eight  Parishes 
and  s«'ven  Missions  were  represented. 

A  (pioruni  of  both  orders  being  pn»sent,  the  Convention  was 
doohiri*d  dniv  orj'anized  and  readv  for  business. 
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On  motion,  the  reading  of  the  Kales  of  Order  was  dispensed 
with. 

On  motion,  the  ballot  was  dispensed  with,  and  the  Key.  Luther 
Pardee  was  elected  Secretary  of  the  Diocese. 

The  nomination  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Rev.  F.  W.  Keator  as 
Assistant  Secretary  was  confirmed  by  the  Convention. 

The  Bishop  appointed  the  Rev.  A.  L.  Williams  as  Bishop's 
Secretary. 

On  motion  the  ballot  was  dispensed  with,  and  Mr.  H.  T.  Pardee 
was  elected  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

On  motion  the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  cler^men  present,  not  entitled  to  seats  in  this  Convention, 
clergymen  from  other  Dioceses,  candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  and  lay  members 
of  other  Diocesan  Conventions,  be  admitted  to  the  iloor  of  this  Convention,  and 
that  they  be  requested  to  hand  their  names  to  the  Secrettir}'.

The  Rev.  A.  W.  Little.  Mr.  E.  H.  Buehler. 
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The  Coiivenlioa  took  a  recess  to  half -past  two  o'clock. 

On  roassembling,  tho  Cominittoo  on  Credeiitiiils  reported  the 
names  of  additional  Parishes  and  Missions  entitled  to  representation 
in  this  Convention.  The  names  of  the  Delegates  were  called,  and 
those  present  were  admitted  to  seats  in  the  House. 

The  Bishop  proceeded  to  read  his  Annual  Address. 

On  motion^  the  following  Resolution  was  adopted,  by  the  House: 

Untoh'ftJ,  That  that  part  of  the  Hi8ho]>'8  Address  referring  to  his  own  need 
of  assistanrii  in  tin*  disoliari^c  of  his  ever-increasing  diocifsan  thities.  Le  referred 
to  a  Committee  of  five  persons,  to  he  api»ointed  by  the  President. 

The  President  appointed  as  such  Committee  the  Committee  on 

Finance  (see  p.   15),  with  the  name  of  the    Kev.  A.  W.  Little  added. 

On  motion,  tho  following  llesolution  was  adopted: 

liesofraf,  Tliat  tliat  part  of  tlie  Bishop's  Adtiress  referring  to  the  decrease 
of  popuhition,  and  conse(|neul  weakening  of  the  Church  in  ihe  rural  districts, 
be  referred  lo  the  Con)miliee  on  the  Kxleusiou  of  the  Church. 

The  lieport  of  tho  Board  of  Missions  was  presented  and  read  as 

follows: 

The  Hoard  of  Missions  rejoices  in  heinir  a])le  to  report  another  year  of  ear- 
nest effort  and  suhstaniiai  pmnressin  the  missionary  work  of  ihe  iJiocese. 

Owin;^  to  the  hard  times,  and  the  uncertain  slate  of  some  of  our  richest 
parish(?s  a  year  a;?o,  the  total  pledges  made  at  the  Convention  of  li<y4  showed 
a  fallin*:  off  of  about  SO, 0(0,  of  which,  however,  about  i^3,000  has  been 
made  U|>. 

It  is  the  fahhion  in  some  quarters  to  calculate  the  average  relative  cost  iu 
dollars  and  cents  of  convertinir  individual  heathen  to  the  various  Christian 
Churches  and  denominati<»ns.  Imu*  example,  that  it  costs  so  much  to  make  a 
Chinaman  into  a  Methodist,  or  a  Japanese  intn  a  Presbyterian:  so  much  lo  con- 
vert a  Hindoo  to  Christ's  Catholic  religion,  or  so  much  per  napifn  lo  win  back 
Knglirih-speakint^'  Nonconformisrls  to  tlie  Mother  Church.  Your  Board  does 
not  care  to  compute  the  mont-y  cost  of  salvation,  believing,  with  our  Blessed 
Lord,  that  tlie  material  wealth  of  the  world  is  not  to  be  weighed  against  the 
value  of  one  human  soul. 

The  (iliar.L'e  however  is  made  that  it  costs  more  to  make  a  Christian  in 
Cliicago  than  in  any  other  city.  While  we  are  di.sjmsed  to  deny  this  point  blank 
— at  least  so  far  as  the  (  hurcli.  with  her  Kpiscopal  system,  her  wise  business 
methotN.  and  her  th(»ri)UL'h  work,  is  concerned — we  are  nevertheless  of  the 
opinion  that  whether  it  ro.sfM  nion*  or  n'>t.  it  is  in  one  sense  wort/t  more.  Chicago 
in  the  utratffit'  point  in  the  (li urchin  wnvfare  /o-daj/.  Upon  it  her  artillery 
should  lie  trained.  Tin*  Cliurch  here  wa'^  handicapped  at  the  start.  She  has 
arrears  t<»  make  up.  She  is  making  them  up.  But  her  position  and  influence 
here  are  Niill  iMoportionately  far  interior  i(» her  ])ositionand  intluence  in  the  chief 
cities  of  the  Kast.  and  espe<'iall\'  in  New  York. 

The  work  of  (.'hurch  e.vlension  everywhere  ih  open  to  us.  We  rejoice  in 
the  Hwakenrd  cneri^irs  of  the  ancient  Church  in  Eriirland.  and  the  still  more 
ancjcMi  -j»er>i'('ule(l  but  living — ('hun*,h  in  Wahs.  We  rejoic'C  in  all  tlie  success 
which  is  crnwniMt:  ihe  e van «;eli-tic  efforts  of  the  Anglican  (;ommunion  through- 
out \\iv  whnle  IJritish  empire  and  in  heathen  lands.  We  rejoice  in  the  preach- 
ing; (^f  ihe  (losjic.  nf  .Icsus  ('hn^t  to  the  nations  that  sit  in  darkness,  by  the 
ollii  r  portjiiM-  of  the  (Mtlioljc  Church  and  by  lh«'  Protestant  bodies.  We  rejoice 
p:ir;icu;arl\  in  the  w  i-rk  i.»f  our  lu-lovcd  Church  in  our  own  beloved  land — from 
Maine  to  the  .M«'\ican  biirdt-r.  fn»m  Florida  to  Alaska.  But  we  are  of  the  opin- 
ion thai  there  is  no  great  center  of  population  where  the  Church  is  so  tremen- 
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dously  needed,  in  her  purity  of  faith  and  morals,  her  charity,  her  beauty,  her 
conserratism,  her  salutary  and  beneficent  grace,  as  in  this  city.  The  ever  grow- 
ine  commercial,  political,  social  and  intellectual  supremacy  of  Chicago  malce 
it  imjperatiTe  that  the  Church  should  advance  here  with  at  least  equal  steps. 

We  believe  that  every  devout,  loyal,  well-instructed  Churchman  in  Chicago 
can  wield  an  influence  for  good  greater  in  its  immediate  and  in  its  far-reaching 
effects,  and  in  some  respects  more  needed,  than  in  the  other  cities. 

Furthermore,  not  only  in  our  See-city  and  its  suburbs,  but  in  the  scattered 
cities  and  towns  of  the  Diocese  (which  covers  15,000  square  miles,)  *'a  great 
door  and  effectual "  is  opened  for  aggressive  missionary  work.  As  multitudes 
are  constantly  moving  thence  into  the  city,  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that 
they  be  identified  with  the  Church  before  leaving  their  country  homes,  that 
thev  may  find  the  welcome,  the  safeguards,  the  fellowship  of  the  Church, 
and  may  add  their  own  strength  to  the  Church,  when  they  are  absorbed  in  the 
metropolis. 

It  is  also  in  accordance  with  the  spirit  of  the  Church  that  in  the  small  and 
decaying  villages  the  Cross  of  Christ  once  reared  shall  never  be  taken  down;  that 
even  where  only  a  few  souls  are  left  who  love  the  Church  of  the  Living  God, 
the  Church's  ministrations  shall  be  maintained.    This  is  a  Christ-like  work. 

It  is  the  duty  of  your  Board  to  receive  and  disburse  the  missionary  offer- 
ings, under  the  spiritUHl  oversight  of  the  Bishop.  The  Board  appeals  for 
liberal  contributions  and  for  detinite  pledges.  It  begs  to  call  attention  to  the 
canon  requiring  quarterly  collections  for  Diocesan  MissiouF.  Your  Board  ven- 
tures to  suggest  that  once  a  year,  preferably  in  Lent  or  Eastertide,  there  be 
an  enthusiastic  missionary  service  m  every  Church,  with  practical  elementary 
ioitruction  as  to  the  need,  the  claims,  the  success  of  the  work  That  pledges 
for  one  year  be  taken  then  and  there,  and  pledge-cards  .«icnt  by  the  Treasurer 
to  all  absent  members  of  the  congregation,  payable  in  four  installments  ut  the 
canonical  dates.  We  suguest  also,  that  the  Treasurer  of  each  Church  send  out 
envelopes  or  reminders  the  week  before  the  collection  day.  In  this  way  large 
and  widely  distributed  pledges  will  be  made  which  can  be  definitely  announced 
at  Convention,  and  promptly  paid  at  every  quarter. 

Your  Board  deprecates  conditional  pledges.  We  cannot  base  appropria- 
tions on  them.  They  are  not  available  assets.  We  beg  the  clergy,  ve.^itries,  and 
finance-committees  to  secure  pledges,  in  advance  of  Convention,  from  all  niem- 
hers  of  their  respective  congregations,  and  the  delegation  to  pledge  definite 
sums  at  Convention.  If  the  sum  can  be  increased  during  the  year,  well  and 
good.    The  Board  can  use  it  all. 

Also  as  to  promptness  in  (juarterly  payments  to  the  Board,  the  Board  feels 
that  it  must  speak  most  urgently.  Four  times  a  year  our  Treasurer  is  called 
upon  to  pay  the  stipends  of  the  Missionary  Clergy.  The  treasury  is  often  full 
of  pledges  but  empty  of  cash.  What  shall  he  do?  He  must  either  borrow 
money  at  the  bank,  furnishing  security  and  paying  interest,  or  he  must  keep 
these  faithful  workers  waiting,  which  is  equivalent  to  exacting  a  forced  loan 
from  those  who  are  of  all  the  least  able  to  stand  it.  and  who  merit  not  such 
treatment  at  our  hands.  That  this  may  be  remedied  is  the  earnest  prayer  of 
your  Board. 

A  full  statement  of  the  work  of  the  Board  is  impossible  in  the  limits  of  this 
report.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  the  Board  maintainK  Missions  at  thirty-three 
points,  besides  supporting  the  City  Missionary,  who  cares  for  the  vast  andcrying 
needs  of  sinning  and  suffering  souls  and  bodies  in  the  penal  and  charitable  insti- 
tutions of  the  city  and  county. 

Of  these  stations  five  or  six  will  probably  become  self-supporting  this 
year,  while  a  score  of  new  fields  are  white  to  the  harvest,  and  ought  t(»  be 
occupied. 

Without  disparaging  the  work  in  any  of  the  Missions,  we  beg  to  call  ])articu- 
lar  attention  to  the  encouraging  news  from  Grand  Crossing,  where  the  once 
aflflicted  Church  of  St.  George  is  rising  to  newness  of  life.  An  exchange  of  lots 
has  been  effected  so  that  the  Mission  gets  a  frontage  of  one  hundred  instead  of 
fifty  feet;  the  Church  is  almost  flnishea,  and  a  much  needed  parish-house  is  near- 
ing  completion.     The  Mission  at  Park  Hidge  is  full  of  promise;  and  so  is  the 
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Mission  recently  started  at  Glencoe,  where  a  large  class  has  just  been  confirmed* 
and  arrangements  have  been  already  made  for  buying  a  lot.  At  Windsor  Park 
the  little  Church  has  been  enlarged  by  the  addition  of  transepts,  choir  and  sanc- 
tuary, which  give  the  building  a  churchly  appearance.  At  Humboldt  Park  a 
Mission  was  begun  last  February  in  a  hall  and  under  the  care  of  a  lay  reader. 
It  now  numbers  one  hundred  regular  attendants,  and  over  one  hundred  Sunday- 
school  scholars.  By  the  exchange  of  a  fifty  foot  lot,  which  the  Bishop  has  been 
holding  for  this  work,  we  have  now  a  hundred  and  twenty-five  foot  lot  in  a 
more  promising  neighborhood,  and  also  a  small  rectory.  A  parish  house  will 
be  built  within  a  few  weeks.  The  Mission  at  Bcrwyn,  with  the  help  of  $325 
from  the  Board,  has  erected  a  commodious  parsonage  and  parish  house.  And 
the  enterprising  little  Mission  at  Wilmette  has  secured  a  lot  at  a  cost  of  $1,000 
without  any  help  from  the  Board. 

On  the  whole  we  thank  God  and  take  courage,  commending  the  cause  of 
Diocesan  Missions  to  the  careful  inspection,  the  intelligent  interest,  the  prayers, 
the  alms  and  the  loving  co-operation  of  the  faithful.

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The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions  for  the 
eleTen  moDths,  ending  May  1,  was  presented  and  read  (See  Appendix 
D),  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  for  the  eleven  months, 
ending  May  1,  was  presented  and  read  (See  Appendix  D.),  and 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

On  motion  the  Convention  took  a  recess  to  the  honr  of  ten  a.  h. 
to-morrow.

The   Convention  met,  pursuant  to   adjournment,  at  ten  o'clock 

A.    U. 

Morning  prayer  was  said  at  nine  o'clock  by  the  Rev.  George  S. 
Todd. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  Right  Reverend  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese.  The  roll  of  clerical  and  lay  delegates  was 
called  and  a  quorum  of  both  orders  was  found  present.  The  minutes 
of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Committee  on  Credentials  presented  the  names  of  additional 
parishes  and  missions  entitled  to  representation  in  this  Convention. 
Delegates  from  these  organizations  were  thereupon,  on  motion,  ad- 
mitted to  seats  in  the  house. 

The   Secretary  of   the  Convention  reported   that  the   supply  of 

blank  forms  for  Parochial  Reports  that  have  been  in  use  in  the  Diocese 

was  about  exhausted,  and  presented  the  following  resolution: 

Re,9olted,  That  the  President  appoint  a  Committee  of  live,  consisting  of 
three  clergymen  and  two  laymen,  to  prepare  a  new  form  of  Parochial  Ue]>ort 
for  the  use  of  the  parishes  and  missions  in  this  Diocese. 

On  motion  this  resolution  was  adopted,  and  the  President  subse- 
quently appointed  the  following  as  the  Committee  called  for:  The 
Reverends  L.  Pardee,  A.  L.  Williams  and  T.  N.  Morrison,  and 
Messrs.  C.  D.  Dana  and  T.  S.  Rattle. 

The  report  of  the  Standing  Committee  was  presented  and  read 
as  follows: 
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The  Standing  Committee  makes  its  report  to  the  Convention  as  follows: 

The  Standing  Committee  elected  at  the  annual  Diocesan  Convention  of  1894 
met  at  the  Church  Club  Rooms  for  organization,  on  Monday,  September  17, 
1894,  electing  Revs.  D.  S.  Pliillips.  President,  and  William  E.  Toll.  Secretary. 

Approval  was  given  of  the  action  of  Mr.C.  R.  Larrabee  reducing  the  rental  of 
the  old  Episcopal  residence  on  Ontario  street  from  $100  to  $75  per  month. 

The  shortage  in  taxes  paid  by  Mr.  Pardee  was  ordered  to  be  refunded. 

The  application  of  Mr.  Walter  H.  Avers  for  recommendation  to  the  Bishop 
for  admission  as  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders  was  received,  and  on  motion  he 
was  so  recommended. 

Application  for  consent  to  the  election  of  an  assistant  Bishop  for  the  Dio- 
cese of  Iowa,  was  on  motion  laid  on  the  table. 

At  a  meeting  held  November  19,  1894.  Mr.  Carlton  M.  Hitchcock  was 
recommended  to  the  Bishop  as  a  Candidate  for  Priest's  orders. 

The  application  presented  by  Rev.  C.  P.  Anderson,  on  behalf  of  the  Vestry 
of  Grace  Church.  Oak  Park,  asking  permission  to  remove  from  their  present 
Church  building  site  to  another  and  more  suitable  one,  was  approved,  and  recom- 
mendation was  made  to  this  effect  to  the  Bishop. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Standing  Committee  held  December  22.  1894,  in  pur- 
suance of  a  request  from  the  Bishop  to  meet  as  his  Council  of  Advice,  consent 
was  given  for  the  expenditure  of  a  sum  of  money,  not  to  exceed  twelve  hun- 
dred dollars,  to  provide  for  such  priestly  assistance  to  the  City  Missionary  as 
the  exigency  called  for. 

At  a  meeting  held  January  8, 1895. the  Rev.  Albert  B.  Whitcomb  was  recom- 
mended to  the  Bishop  for  admission  to  the  Sacred  Order  of  Priests,  as  were 
also  the  Revs.  Nicholas  Bayard  Clinch  and  Edgar  M.  Thompson. 

At  a  meeting  held  January  14  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee 
was  authorized  to  prepare  a  set  of  papers  to  be  filled  out  by  persons  applying 
for  admission  as  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders. 

Mr.  Walter  H.  Ayers  was  recommended  to  the  Bishop  for  admission  to  the 
Sacred  Order  of  I)ea(;ons.  Mr.  Walter  S.  Howard  was  recommended  for  admis- 
sion as  a  Candidate  for  Priest's  Orders,  as  was  also  Mr.  John  Addams  Linn. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Standing  Committee  held  February  18, 1895, consent  was 
given  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  ,lohn  Hazen  White,  D.D..  as  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese  of  Indiana,  and  Mr.  John  Cole  was  recommended  to  the  Bishop  for 
admission  as  a  Candidate  for  Priest's  orders. 

At  a  meeting  of  tlie  Standing  Committee  held  May  20,  1895,  a  number  of 
bills  presented  by  the  Treasurer  were  examined  and  approved. 

Messrs.  Thomas  J.  O.  Curran,  John  M.  Chattin  and  Edward  L.  Roland 
were  recommentied  to  the  Bishop  for  admission  to  the  Sacred  Order  of  Deacons; 
and  the  Rev.  Waller  H.  Ayers  was  recommended  for  advancement  to  the  Priest- 
hood. 

The  Bishop  was  authorized  to  rent  No.  64  Astor  Street  as  the  Episcopal

The  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal    Church 
iu  the  Diocese  of  Illiuois  was  presented  and  read  as  follows: 

Chicago,  May  27,  1895. 
The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  Illinois  report  that  no  property  or  assets 
have  come  into  their  hands  since  the  last  Convention.  No  proceedings  in 
Court  have  been  commenced  to  determine  the  legal  status  of  the  Bishop  as 
Corporation  Sole,  and  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  Illinois.  It  was  first 
thought  that  quo  warrantf>  proceedings  should  be  adopted,  but  careful  examin- 
ation has  changed  the  opinion  of  the  Trustees  as  to  the  best  legal  remedy. 
When  a  sale  of  property  can  be  made  which  will  present  these  questions,  it  Is 
probable  that  the  purchaser  will  decline  to  take  the  title  until  the  questioQ 
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under  coDsideration  has  been  decided.  When  such  a  contingency  arises,  a  suit 
will  be  brought  co  settle  the  questions,  and  carried  to  the  court  of  final  resort. 
They  ask  that  the  appropriation  made  at  the  last  Annual  Convention  be  con- 
tinued to  be  used  at  the  discretion  of  this  Board.

The  Committee  on  Chan/^es  in  Canons  as  proposed  by  Mr.  W.  R.  Stirling  in 
the  Convention  of  1894,  beg  leave  to  report. 

First,  unfavorably  to  the  amendment  to  Canon  4,  Title  V.  of  the  Digest, 
making  it  by  law  obligatory  on  all  Parishes  and  Missions,  to  take  up  an  annual 
offcriog  for  the  Society  for  the  Relief  of  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Clergymen  in 
the  Diocese  of  Chicago,  and  also  for  the  Clergymens'  Retiring  Fund  Society. 

Second,  the  Committee  recommend  for  adoption  by  this  C'onvention  the 
third  amendment,  with  such  changes  as  are  herein  reported;  as  follows: — 

Jiesolved.  That  the  President  be  authorized  to  appoint  seven  commun- 
icants of  this  Church,  on  behalf  of  this  Convention,  and  at  its  request,  to  pre- 
pare a  plan,  including  the  proposed  by-laws  and  all  papers  necessary,  to  incor- 
porate legally  a  iSociety  for  the  Relief  of  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergymen  in  the 
Diocese  of  Chicago,  and  to  operate  and  conduct  the  same  substantially  upon 
the  lines  that  have  been  so  successful  in  the  Society  for  the  Relief  of  Widows 
and  Orphans  of  Clergymen,  and  to  report  the  same  to  the  next  Annual  Conven- 
tion for  its  approval  before  final  action.  [This  Committee  will  be  appointed 
hereafter.]

report: 

The  Committee  on  Legislation  begs  leave  to  report  as  follows: 
In  relation  to  the  amendment  to  Article  3.  Sec.  i.  of  the  Constitution, 
providing  for  the  striking  out  of  the  word  "May"  wherever  it  occurs  in  said 
Article,  and,  inserting  in  its  place  the  word  "  November;"  the  Committee 
would  report  that,  while  they  are  not  aware  of  any  great  dissatisfaction  with 
the  month  of  May  as  the  time  for  the  meeting  of  Convention,  they  have  re- 
ceived information  that  the  Bishop  would  like  some  change  to  a  later  date,  and 
that  Buch  change  would  greatly  lessen  his  labors  in  the  busy  spring  months. 
November,  however,  comes  too  late,  and  they  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
following  Resolution: 
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(A)  Resolred,  That  this  Conyeotion  approve  a  proposition  to  Hlter  and 
amend  Article  8,  Sec.  i  of  the  Constitutioo,  by  strikinji;  out  the  word  "May" 
and  inserting  the  word  "  September"  in  its  place. 

The  Committee  on  Legislation  also  reported  on   the  report  of  the 

Special  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Convention,  which  report  is  as 

follows: 

The  Special  Committee  appointed  by  the  Bishop  at  the  Ck)nvention  of 
1894, to  consider  the  recommendations  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  of  the  Con- 
vention of  1898,  and  subjects  of  similar  character,  report  that  they  recommend 
action  by  this  Convention  as  follows: 

(B)  Resolved,  That  the  Constitution  be  amended  by  inserting  before  present 
Article  17  a  new  article,  viz. : 

*',  Article  17.  The  fiscal  year  of  this  Diocese  shall  begin  with  May  l,and  end 
with  April  80." 

(C)  Resolved,  That  the  numbering  of  the  present  Articles  17, 18  and  19  be 
changed  to  agree  with  such  insertion. 

(D)  The  Committee  also  recommends  amendment  of  the  Canons  as  follows: 
The  addition  to  Title  1.  Canon  8,  of  two  sections,  to  be  numbered  Sections 

V  and  vi  respectively,  as  follows: 

Section  v. — The  accounts  of  each  and  every  Treasurer  of  funds  belonging  to 
this  Diocese,  or  controlled  by  this  Diocese  through  its  Convention,  shall  be 
opened  May  1  and  closed  April  80  of  each  year.  All  official  reports  made  by 
said  treasurers  to  the  Convention,  or  to  any  of  its  Committees,  shall  be  under 
date  of  May  1; 

Provided  That  this  Canon  shall  not  prohibit  the  offering  of  information  to 
the  Convention  concerning  transactions  occurring  between  May  1  and  the  time 
of  presenting  said  reports. 

Section  vi.— The  President  shall  appoint  annually  during  the  session  of  the 
Convention,  two  Auditors,  to  hold  ofnce  until  their  successors  are  appointed, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  audit  in  a  thorough  and  systematic  manner,  at  some 
time  between  May  1  and  the  meeting  of  the  Convention,  all  books,  accounts  and 
securities  of  each  of  the  Treasurers  of  funds  belonging  to  this  Diocese,  or  con- 
trolled by  this  Dioces«  through  its  Convention,  and  report  the  result  of  their  in- 
vestigations to  the  ('onvention.

The  Committee  reported  favorably  also  on  the  proposed  addition, 
marked  ''  D  ",  of  two  sections  to  Title  I,  Canon  3,  to  be  numbered, 
respectively,  Sections  v  and  vi.

On  motion  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  was  con- 
curred in  by  the  Convention. 

The  Committee   on   Church  Extension   presented   and   read   the 

following  Beport: 

The  Committee  on  Church  Extension  has  received  that  part  of  the  Bishop's 
Address  relating  to  the  development  of  Church  work  during  the  past  year,  and 
the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  containing  an  account  of  the  extension  of 
missionary  effort  since  the  last  convention. 

Your  Committee  wishes  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Convention  to  the  im- 
portant fact  that  notwithstanding  the  cry  of  "  hard  times  "  the  work  of  the 
Church  throughout  the  Diocese  has  made  great  progress.  Among  the  larger 
parishes  of  the  City  of  Chicago  there  have  been  such  generous  offerings  for  the 
payment  of  Church  debts  and  the  enlargement  and  addition  of  Church  build- 
ings, that  tbecoufidence  in  the  future  prosperity  of  our  city  and  Diocese,  which 
was  somewhat  shaken  last  year  is  fully  restored.  The  erection  of  the  Churches 
of  S.  Chrysostom  and  8.  Peter,  and  the  generous  gift  for  a  rectory  at  8.  James, 
indicate  a  growing  love  for  our  Holy  Church  on  the  North  Side  of  the  city 
that  gives  great  promise  for  the  future.  The  pa^^ment  on  the  debt  on  the 
Epiphany  and  8.  Andrew's,  with  the  consecration  of  the  former,  indicate  a 
larger  offering  from  both  places  in  the  near  future  for  Church  Extension,  while 
the  noble  work  of  the  Cathedral  and  the  consummation  and  purchase*  of  the 
Children's  Home  by  the  8i8ters  of  S.  Mary,  tell  of  securely  laid  foundations  on 
which  the  Diocese  in  the  future  will  build  the  spiritual  fabric  of  souls  saved  as 
brands  from  the  surrounding  fires  of  sin  and  temptation.  The  safe  passing  of 
Grace  Church  through  the  trying  ordeal  of  the  last  eighteen  mouths,  the  assured 
future  of  the  continuance  of  its  usefulness;  the  splendid  achievement  of 
Trinity's  well -equipped  Parish  House,  the  erection  of  the  Parish  Houses  at 
Woodlawn  and  Brighton,  and  the  promise  of  greater  enlargement  and  growth 
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of  the  other  parishes  of  the  South  Side  give  cause  for  gratitude  and  fill  our 
heartH  with  buoyant  hopes  for  the  years  that  are  to  come. 

The  Mission  fields  of  the  city  and  its  suburbs  are  alive  with  active  workers 
who  are  straining  every  nerve  to  purchase  land,  erect  Churches,  and  rear^b  out 
the  hand  of  welcome  to  those  still  outside  the  fold.  The  enumeration  of 
individual  Missions  is  unnecessary,  as  both  the  Bishop's  Address  and  the  Re- 
port of  the  Board  of  Missions  call  special  attention  to  them.  But  your  Com- 
mittee 8609  the  day  fast  approaching  when  the  city  shall  be  girded  about  with 
spires  pointing  heavenward,  and  altars  dispensing  the  Bread  of  Life  to  hungry 
souls  « 

Outside  the  city  limits,  Evanston.  LaGrange,  Oak  Park.  Austin,  High- 
land Park  and  other  parishes  and  missions  tell  of  generous  gifts,  noble  self- 
sacrifice  and  devotion  to  the  Church,  which  like  the  leaven  will  eventually  per- 
meate and  give  life  and  increase  to  the  spirit  of  religion  among  their  people. 
To  ^o  further  afield  is  to  find  the  sad  decadence  of  township  and  village  in  pop- 
ulation, but  a  spirit  of  more  earnest  activity  in  Church  work  this  year  than  for 
some  time  past.  Sterling,  not  long  ago  almost  despaired  of,  now  rejoices  in  a 
consecrated  Church  and  more  vigorous  life.  Savanna,  Dixon,  Galena,  Rock- 
ford  and  VN^'aukegan,  keep  up  the  past  record,  and  develop  a  more  lively  interest 
in  the  Church.  Joliet.Ottawa  and  Kankakee,  so  far  from  succumbing  to  the  finan- 
cial distress,  retain  the  fire  and  vigor  of  youth,  and  the  determination  to  keep  the 
stronghold  of  the  Church  firm  and  well  defended  against  the  attacks  of  heresy, 
decay  and  lukewarmness.  In  the  smaller  Parishes  and  Missions  of  the  country 
there  is  still  left  a  tire  of  love  for  the  Church  which  will  not  be  quenched,  and 
the  almost  dying  embers  of  the  ('hurch  in  such  places  as  Belvidere  and  Streator 
will  3'et,  we  believe,  be  fanned  into  the  bright  blaze  of  living  tire. 

In  view  of  these  facts  your  Committee  urge  upon  all  Churchmen  and 
Churchwomen  in  the  Diocese  a  more  living  active  interest  in  Church  Extension, 
a  fuller  knowledge  of  the  needs  of  the  Mission  Field,  and  earnest  pra^'ers  to  the 
Lord  of  the  Harvest  that  He  would  send  forth  more  laborers  into  His  Harvest, 
and  quicken  more  hearts  with  love  for  Himself,  and  more  generous  giving  for 
the  support  of  this  great  work.  Joseph  Rushton. 

Chairman  of  the  Committee. 

The  Committee  on   Finance  presented  and  read   the   following 
report: 

Your  Committee  have  had  submitted  to  them  the  reports  of  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Diocese,  and  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions.  They  have  care- 
fully examined  these  reports,  and  find  that  in  accordance  with  a  resolution 
passed  at  the  last  Convention  the  books  were  closed  on  May  1st,  and  submitted 
to  the  auditors  appointed  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese.  Mr.  Harrison  Kelley, 
and  Mr.  Geo.  O.  Pratt,  the  said  auditors,  have  returned  the  report  of  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Diocese,  and  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  with 
their  written  statement  appended,  that  they  have  examined  and  audited  the 
accounts  and  find  them  correct. 

Your  Committee,  having  examined  these  accounts,  wish  to  state  to  the  Con- 
vention that  in  their  opinion  the  financial  condition  of  the  Diocese  is  most  satis- 
factory. The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  shows  that  all  salaries 
have  been  paid  and  all  bills  met,  and  one  thousand  dollars  has  been  turned  over 
to  the  Trustees  of  the  Endowment  Fund  to  be  held  in  trust  for  the  purchase  of 
an  Episcopal  Residence.  In  addition  to  the  amounts  reported  by  the  Treasurer, 
the  income  of  the  Endowment  Fund,  amounting  to  f  934.  has  been  added  by 
the  Trustees  to  the  principal.  A  balance  of  $1,764.36  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
Treasurer,  which  will  meet  the  payment  of  the  Bishop's  salary  in  July. 

The  reiM)n  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions  shows  that  at  this 
date  he  has  on  hand  $4,214.82.  Taking  out  the  amount  held  in  trust  for  the 
work  at  Ilumbolt  Park,  his  cash  balance  is  $1,676.38.  There  are  unpaid  of  last 
year's  pledges  $2,543.53.  Of  this  amount  the  Treasurer  thinks  that  $2,000  will 
be  paia.  The  cash  on  hand  and  pledges  represent,  therefore.  $8,676.88.  Against 
this  amount  is  to  be  charged  the  stipends  payable  in  July  of  $8,101.26.  It  will 
be  seen,  therefore,  that  the  Board  has  kept  within  its  resources,  and,  were  the 
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Tiledges  paid,  would  have  on  hand  a  balance.  To  meet  the  July  payment  the 
Treasurer  will  need  $1,424.87.  Your  Committee  urges  all  parishes  to  make  an 
effort  to  pay  arrearages,  and  to  send  promptly  the  collection  made  on  the  third 
Sunday  in  June. 

To  your  Committee  was  referred  so  much  of  the  Bishop's  address  as  had 
reference  to  some  method  of  relief  from  the  burden  of  detail  which  the  increas- 
ing work  of  this  large  Diocese  lays  upon  the  Bishop.  Your  Committee  feel 
that  they  voice  the  unanimous  opinion  of  all  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Dio- 
cese, when  they  assure  the  Bishop  of  their  gratitude  at  his  restoration  to 
health,  and  that  he  must  have  ttome  adequate  relief  from  the  detail,  particularly 
in  the  Missionary  work.  The  temporary  arrangement  made  by  the  Standing 
Committee  has  been  so  very  satisfactory,  that  in  the  opinion  of  your  Committee, 
it  ought  to  be  permanent.  Your  Committee  proposes,  therefore,  the  following 
resolution: 

Resolred,  That  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Chicago  recommend  to  the 
Bishop  the  appointment  of  some  Priest,  with  such  title  as  he  may  select,  to  act 
under  the  immediate  direction  of  the  Bishop,  and  to  perform  such  duties  as  the 
Bishop  may  assign. 

JUwlced,  That  an  appropriation  of  twelve  hundred  dollars  per  annum  be, 
and  is  hereby,  made  toward  the  payment  of  the  salary  of  the  Priest  so  appointed. 

In  case  these  resolutions  are  passed  by  this  Convention,  it  will  be  necessary 
tf)  increase  the  income  of  the  Diocese  by  this  amount.  The  assessment  on  the 
parishes  is  already  as  heavy  as  it  ought  to  be,  and  your  Committee,  Laving  care- 
fully considered  the  matter,  recommend  that  the  resolution  passed  at  the  Annual 
Convention,  May  30  and  81, 189*^,  instructing  the  Trustees  of  the  Endowment 
Fund  to  add  the  interest  of  the  Endowment  Fund  to  the  principal,  be  repealed. 
and  that  for  the  present  said  interest  be  turned  over  to  the  Treasurer  and  ))aid 
by  him  on  current  demands.     Last  year  the  interest  amounted  to  $934. 

The  estimated  expenses  of  the  Diocese  for  the  year  1895  and  1896  will  be 
$9,577. 

Our  estimated  income  is:  Interest  on  Endowment  Fund  $1)84;  Rent  of  pro- 
perty. 255  Ontario  St.,  $750;  Assessment  on  parishes  and  missions  $8,075;  Total 
19,759. 

This  estimate  will  leave  a  small  balance  of  $182.  Your  Committee,  there- 
fore, recommend  the  passage  of  the  following'  resolutions: 

Resolred,  That  the  resolution  passed  at  the  Convention  of  1898  to  the  effect 
"that  the  income  of  the  Jindowment  Fund  be  added  each  year  to  the  principal, 
and  invested  from  time  to  time,  instead  of  being  paid  over  as  formerly  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,"  be  and  is  hereby  repealed. 

Eesoloed,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Endowment  Fund  be  requested  to  pay 
the  interest  on  the  Endowment  Fund  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  and  that 
he  be  instructed  to  use  it  in  payment  of  the  expenses  of  the  Diocese. 

Your  Committee  also  recommend  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions: 
Whereas,  By  the  action  of  this  Convention,  the  Treasurer  of  tlie  Diocese  and 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions  are  required  to  close  their  reports  as  of 
date  May  1st,  before  the  Convention,  hut  said  Treasurers  are  permitted  to  file 
supplementary  reports  showing  receipts  up  to  the  date  of  the  Convention,  there- 
fore be  it 

Resolved,  That  said  Treasurers  are  requested  in  said  supplementary  reports 
to  show  in  detail  the  list  of  Parishes  Missions.  Sunday  Schools  and  individuals, 
that  have  paid  assessments  or  pledges  between  May  1st  and  the  time  of  the 
Convention;  and  that  such  supplementary  reports  be  tabulated  in  similar  form 
to  the  regular  report  on  these  subjects,  and  be  printed  next  thereafter  in  the 
Journal.

The  Committee  on  Education  hefrs  leave  to  present  the  following  report 
concerning:  the  educatiouul  institutions  of  the  Church  in  and  near  the  city  of 
Chicago: 

The  scrhool  for  .ij:irls  at  Wiitermau  Hall,  under  the  care  of  Dr.  Fleetwood,  is 
in  a  i)rosp(;rous  condition,  having  about  sixty  boarders  and  twenty-five  day- 
scholars. 

St.  Mary's  School,  Knoxville,  Avhich  is  located  in  this  province,  is  also  pros- 
perinir  und«*r  the  headship  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Leftingwell.  Both  of  these  institu- 
tions aj'coinplish  excellent  work  and  deserve   the  patronage  of  Church  people. 

Uacini?  (^ramniHr  School  has  had  an  unusually  .successful  year  and  an  in- 
(ircast'd  number  of  students.  Dr.  Piper  and  those  under  him  deserve  the  high- 
est commendation  for  the  earnest  and  successful  efforts  to  realize  practically  the 
lofty  educjitional  ideals  which  were  ni^ntaiued  bv  the  lamented  Dr.  DeEoven. 
This  scliool  has  every  modern  appliauce,a  beautiful  and  healthy  location  on  the 
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shore  of  Lake  Michigan,  and  ample  grounds.  The  dipcipline  is  most  excellent* 
the  intellectual  standard  high,  and  the  religious  and  moral  tone  what  it  should 
be.  The  Grammar  School  ought  to  be  filled  to  overflowing,  and  the  collegiate 
department,  once  such  a  glory  to  this  part  of  the  Church,  should  be  endowed 
and  reopened.  The  Church  in  this  part  of  the  world  has  no  distinctively 
Church  College. 

A  great  university  is  growing  up  in  this  city,  in  which  hundreds  of  sons  and 
daughters  of  the  Church  will  pursue  their  studies  as  the  years  go  by.  The 
Church  is  doing  nothing  for  their  welfare.  A  Church  Hall  should  be  built, 
equipped  and  endowed  near  the  University, where  lectures  can  be  delivered  and 
Church  literature  provided,  where  the  services  of  the  Church  and  other  relig- 
ious privileges  ana  influences  can  be  maintained. 

The  Western  Theological  Seminary  continues  the  work  which  has  given 
the  Diocese  so  many  earnest  and  successful  Priests  and  Pastors  during  the  past 
ten  years.  While  this  seminary  is  not,  properly  speaking,  a  Diocesan  institu- 
tion, since  it  belongs  to  the  Church  at  large,  the  benefits  of  its  work  are  felt 
chiefly  in  the  Diocese  of  Chicago,  and  by  its  Board  of  Missions.  It  must  look  to 
the  wealthy  members  of  this  Diocese,  therefore,  for  means  to  sustain  and  de- 
velop what  has  been  begun.  Noble  gifts  have  been  received,  but  more  are 
needed.  The  number  of  instructors  needs  enlargement,  and  the  preeent  Instruct- 
ors need  more  adequate  support.  Scholarships  are  essential.unlcss  men  of  prom- 
ise are  to  be  turned  away  from  the  ministiy  through  lack  of  means  to  pur- 
sue the  necessary  preliminary  studies.  The  Seminary  assumes  the  broadest 
ground,  and  aims,  in  the  language  of  its  charter,  to  educate  "flt  persons  in  the 
Catholic  Faith  in  its  purity  and  integrity,  as  taught  in  the  Holy  Scriptures, 
held  by  the  Primitive  Church,  summed  up  in  the  Creeds,  and  affirmed  by  the 
undisputed  General  Councils."' 

This  Committee  is  convinced  that  those  who  are  rich  in  this  world's  goods 
should  consider  the  needs  of  the  Church's  educational  institutions,  and,  in  par- 
ticular, we  commend  to  the  attention  of  the  wealthy  members  of  this  Diocese 
the  needs  of  Racine  College,  of  the  members  of  the  Church  who  pursue  their 
studies  in  the  University  of  Chicago,  and  of  the  Western  Theological  Seminary. 

The  Sunday  Schoolis  doing  a  work  of  vital  importance  in  <his  Diocese. 
It  needs  and  receives  the  most  careful  attention  from  the  clergy,  who  are  helped 
in  their  endeavors  by  earnest  lay  men  and  women.  The  problem  of  the  Sunday 
School  is  to  make  good  in  a  short  session  on  Sunday  the  almost  entire  absence 
of  home  training  and  instruction  in  the  truths  of  our  holy  religion. 

We  believe  that  the  clergy  and  laity  engaged  in  thiswork  will  derive  much 
helpful  suggestion  from  studying  the  pages  of  Dupanloup's  "Ministry  of  Cate- 
chising." The  principles  of  this  remarkable  book  have  been  adai)ted  to  Angli- 
can needs  and  simplified,  in  a  work  entitled  "The  Clergy  and  the  Catechism," 
by  Spencer  Jones,  published  by  Skeffingtons,  London,  and  for  sale  in  all  our 
Church  book  stores. 

This  Committee  would  also  commend  to  the  attention  of  all  interested  in 
Sunday  School  work,  "The  American  Church  Sunday  School  Magazine,"  a 
publication  which  has  received  the  approval  of  nearly  all  of  the  Bishops  and 
Dioceses  of  the  Church,  and  has  been  found  helpful  both  to  teachers  and 
scholars. 

We  cannot  close  without  emphasizing  the  peril  to  which  the  children  of  the 
Church  are  exposed  in  this  land  of  many  conflicting  faiths,  b}'  reason  of  the 
lack  of  home  instruction.  The  mother's  knee  is  the  true  primary  department 
of  religious  education.  Alas,  many  a  mother  shrinks  from  speaking  where 
silence  is  fatal.  We  would  urge  most  solemnly  upon  the  clergy  the  duty  of 
plain  speech  in  this  matter.  We  are  convinced  that  it  is  their  duty  to  labor  for 
a  revival  of  home  religion,  family  prayers,  and  a  due  sense  of  responsibility  on 
the  part  of  parents  and  sponsors.  The  deadly  fallacy  of  regarding  religion  and 
secular  training  as  independent  of  each  other  needs  to  be  pointed  out,  and  if 
we  would  not  have  a  pagan  generation  grow  up  about  us,  we  need  to  put  in  our 
choicest  work  for  the  welfare  of  the  little  children  of  the  Church.

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A   CHARGE 


To  THE  Fifty-Eighth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Church  in  the 

Diocese  of  Chicago. 


Psalm  lx.  4.  "  Thou  liast  given  a  banner  to  them  that  fear  Thee,  that  it  may 
be  displayed  because  of  the  truth." 

It  is  my  desire  to  present  a  view  of  the  religions  situation  of  the 
present  day  which  has  been  strongly  influential  upon  my  own  mind 
for  many  years,  and  which,  when  intelligently  grasped  by  an  unpre- 
judiced person,  will,  I  think,  clear  up  many  difficulties,  and  minister 
serenity  and  courage  to  those  who  steadfastly  hold  the  historic  creeds 
as  interpreted  by  the  consensus  of  the  historic  Church. 

No  one  can  doubt  that  we  are  living  in  a  time  of  great  religious 
agitation.  The  scene  needs  not  to  be  depicted.  It  reveals  itself. 
Everywhere  there  is  mental  unrest  and  dissatisfaction,  and  multitudes 
Seem  to  have  grown  weary  of  Christianity.  We  are  living  in  an  epoch 
of  rebellion  against  Christianity.  There  has  not  been  a  greater  con- 
flict in  the  annals  of  three  centuries. 

But  there  is  great  need  of  a  wise  dincrimination  in  our  study  of 
the  present  conditions  of  the  religious  world. 

I  maintain  that  a  close  analysis  of  the  situation  will  reveal  the 
existence  of  two  rebellions,  two  lines  of  assault,  and  two  very  different 
points  of  attack. 

First, there  is  a  rebellion  against  all  Christian  truth,  especially  as 
it  involves  the  supernatural  postulate.     It  is  a  fierce  attack  upon  what 
Las  always  been  held  to  be  fundamental  to  the  religion  of  Jesus  Christ, 
viz.,  that  it  can  be  accounted  for  only  by  the  operation  of  causes  that 
do  not  inhere  in  the  ordinary  scheme  of  nature,  causes  that  originated 
in  a  power  above  nature,  and  that  have  let  down  into  the  realm  of  na- 
ture, without  contradicting  nature,  a  system,  of  which  the  Incarnation 
is  the  supreme  fact,  and  of  which  the  Word,  the  Sacraments,  the  Min- 
Lstry  and  the  Church  are  subsidiary   and   resultant   facts.   One  gen- 
eral term,  Naturalism,  designates  the  character  of  this  attack;  but  the 
allied  forces  which  are  included  in  it,  differ  materially  in    their  meth- 
ods of  warfare  and  in  the  weapons  which  they  employ.     Some  of  them 
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carry  the  banner  of  materialism;  others,  of  idealism;  others,  of  social 
secularism;  others,  of  agnosticism;  others,  of  pantheism;  others,  of 
political  nihilism.  Their  only  agreement  is  the  direction  of  their 
lines  of  attack  towards  the  common  enemy. 

This  rebellion  is  gaining  its  victories.  It  has  relaxed  the  grasp 
of  religion  on  the  conscience  of  the  land.  Naturalism  reveals  its  pres- 
ence in  our  legislatures,  our  educational  system,  our  press,  our  litera- 
ture and  art.  The  age  threatens  to  degenerate  into  a  religious  chaos. 
In  its  worst  development  it  seeks  to  dynamite  everything  that  per- 
tains to  God  and  immortality.  The  moral  restraints  which  flow  from 
faith  in  God  are  weakening.  Monstrous  wrongs  justify  themselves  by 
their  success.  The  old  vices  no  longer  blush.  The  only  thing  that 
makes  sin  sin,  is  discovery. 

A  movement  such  as  this  must  not  be  depreciated  or  ignored,  for 
its  influence  passes  beyond  the  lx)undaries  of  the  world's  affairs,  and 
has  shown  itself  capable  of  intruding  itself  with  confident  tone  and 
deadly  aim  into  the  very  midst  of  those  who  might  be  presumed  to  be 
its  staunchest  opponents.  Any  observer  can  perceive  how  far  it  has 
inoculated  modern  denominatioualism.  It  would  be  difiicult  to  desig- 
nate a  religious  body  which  does  not  feel  the  poison  in  its  veins;  it  is 
easy  to  indicate  some  which  have  succumbed  to  the  virus.  Even  in 
the  Roman  Catholic  communion  there  are  signs  of  its  presence.  Its 
existence  in  our  own  communion  can  be  doubted  only  by  those  who 
justify  a  vigorous  protest  against  it,  as  a  lullaby  to  quiet  scared  chil- 
dren. The  pastoral  letter  of  the  Bishops  issued  a  few  months  since 
was  amply  accounted  for  by  the  open  profession  of  naturalistic  opin- 
ions in  the  Church.  That  document  not  only  declared  the  presence 
of  an  enemy,  it  has  since  unmasked  the  concealed  batteries.  Hereafter 
the  conflict  will  be  in  open  field. 

But  my  present  purpose  does  not  invite  me  to  a  further  con- 
sideration of  this  vast  and  tragic  contest  between  the  old  faith  and 
modern  naturalism.  There  is  another  rebellion,  the  inner  nature' 
of  which  is  less  clearly  perceived  by  many.  The  rebellion  which 
stands  out  in  boldest  relief  is  the  revolt  against  Christianity  as  a 
revoaled  or  8U])ernatural  religion.  This  rebellion  is  not  that.  It  is 
less  easy  to  detect  and  more  difficult  to  define,  because  it  is  directed 
against  errors  that  are  braided  in  with  truths.  I  incline  to  the  belief, 
further,  that  it  has  not  been  distinctively  pointed  out,  from  motives  of 
regard  for  those  who,  while  adhering  to  these  errors,  are  very  devoted 
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to  the  truths  they  hold,  a  consideration  which  ought  to  have  much 
weight  with  every  kindly  heart.  But,  at  the  same  time,  it  remains 
to  be  considered  whether  the  questiou  which  is  raised  is  not  one  of 
duty  rather  than  of  feeling.  Sentiment  should  never  crowd  obligation 
to  the  wall.  The  utmost  gentleness  toward  those  who  are  in  error  is 
quite  consistent  with  rock- like  resistance  of  the  error.  Otherwise, 
truth  must  ever  be  the  victim  upon  the  altar  of  sentiment. 

I  proceed,  then,  to  describe  this  rebellion  as  a  revolt,  existing  at 
the  present  time,  and  nowhere  more  positive  than  in  our  land,  against 
ideas,  teachings,  methods,  and  doctrines  that  have  been  so  intimately 
associated  with  religion   in  the  Protestant  world  since  the  sixteenth 
century,  that  they  have  been  made  to  appear  to  be  of  the  very  essence 
of  Christianity.     Thousands  of  thinking  minds  and  thousands  of  gen- 
tle hearts  have  rejected  certain  conceptions  of  the  nature  of   God,  of 
the  scheme  of  redemption,  of  the  condition  of  fallen  human  nature,  of 
the  principle  of  authority,  of  the  future  life,  of  the  methods  of  saving 
nien  from  sin  unto  holiness,  with  the  result  of  a  diminution  of  emphasis 
pat  upon  these  conceptions  by  those  who  teach  them,  or  of   positive 
x*epudiation  by  many  who  have  presumably  engaged  to   teach  them. 
Now,  if  these  are  not  integral  to  Christianity,  if,  on  the  contrary,  they 
^re  rank  growths  that  bear  the  relation  to  truth  which  weeds  bear  to 
vintilled  corn,  we  may  not  condemn,  but  must  justify  the    rebellion, 
^or  it  is  directed  not  against  the  corn,  but  against  the  weeds.     So  long 
snd  so  strenuously  have  we  been  drilled  to  associate  the  idea  of  doc- 
'^rinal  error  in  Christianity  with  the  Latin  Church,  that  it   is  dil^cult 
'for  us  to  conceive  the  possibility  of  error  that  is  not  Koman;  and  yei 
'this  is  the  conclusion  which  thousands  have   reached,  and  this  great 
modern  revolt  of  which  I  am  speaking,  and  which  at  first  sight  appears 
to  some  to  be  a  rebellion  against  Christianity,    is  in  reality   directed 
against  the  misconceptions,   half-truths,    and  errors  of  modern   the- 
ologies. 

Some  of  the  immediate  results  of  this  revolt  are  sad  enough* 
Individual  Protestants,  conscious  of  this  process  of  decadence  in  which 
what  they  have  been  taught  to  regard  as  essential  truth  is  involved,  are 
giving  up  all  faith,  and  surrender  to  indifference,  or  to  agnosticism, 
by  which  latter  term  they  really  mean,  *^  in  all  this  confusion  and 
chaos,  I  cannot  tell  what  is  the  truth ;  therefore  I  retire  and  will  do 
the  best  I  can  without  faith;  or,"  "the  old  doctrines  are  gone,  they 
can  no  longer  be  imposed  on  the  intelligence  of   the  new  age,  their 
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power  is  broken  forever,  and  it  is  a  question  whether  what  is  left  of 
Christianity  is  worth  saving."  Sometimes  these  things  are  said  with 
outbursts  of  indignation  against  ideas  that  held  them  in  thrall  for  so 
many  years;  and  sometimes  with  great  sadness  of  tone,  as  though 
they  would  that  it  had  been  otherwise,  reminding  one  of  that  pathetic 
word  of  Cleopas  and  his  companion  before  they  recognized  the  risen 
Lord,  '  *  We  trusted  that  it  had  been  he  which  should  have  redeemed 
Israel."  But  these  conditions  of  mind,  natural  though  they  may 
fairly  be  considered  under  the  circumstances,  are  transitional  in  most 
cases.  Such  persons  are  not  to  be  anathematized.  They  are  entitled 
to  the  tenderest  measures  of  sympathy.  They  have  come  to  the  fullest 
knowledge  of  the  rapid  decay  of  beliefs  which  they  had  from  earliest 
years  been  taught  to  identify  with  the  very  essence  of  Christianity,  and 
it  seems  to  them  that  Christianity  is  in  the  way  of  perishing.  Many 
of  these  persons  will  doubtless  come  to  a  better  mind  as  soon  as  they 
arrive  at  a  more  correct  diagnosis  of  the  religious  situation  of  the  day. 

It  must  be  acknowledged,  however,  that  this  process  of  enlighten- 
ment moves  at  a  very  measured  pace.  I  have  read  books  and  articles 
by  intelligent  men  who  wholly  failed  to  grasp  the  situation.  Thus, 
for  instance,  I  remember  a  labored  article  in  one  of  the  rationalistic 
monthlies,  written  by  a  clergyman,  which  was  entitled  "  The  De- 
cline of  Theology.''  The  title  was  an  absolute  misnomer,  and 
should  have  read  **  The  Decline  of  Calvinistic  Theology."  He  ap- 
peared to  be  blissfully  ignorant  of  his  blunder.  Others  have  fallen 
into  a  similar  error  in  speaking  of  the  decadence  of  Christianity,  when, 
in  point  of  fact,  what  they  were  trying  to  say  was  that  certain  systems 
of  theological  belief  of  comparatively  modern  origin,  which  have  been 
largely  dominant,  have  lost  their  hold,  and  strive  in  vain  against 
inevitable  decay. 

It  may  appear  to  some  that  our  hearty  desires  for  the  final 
triumph  of  this  rebellion  create  a  suspicion  of  disloyalty  to  the 
system  of  belief,  worship,  government  and  discipline,  which  is  pro- 
fessed, believed  and  practiced  by  this  Church,  and  their  suspicion 
will  occur,  more  naturally  than  to  others,  to  the  minds  of  those  who 
have  been  trained  to  regard  modern  errors  with  lenient  and  almost 
approving  eyes,  and  of  those,  more  distinctly  still,  who  have  identified 
these  errors  with  the  essence  of  the  Gospel.  I  think  it  will  not  be 
difiicult  to  show,  although  in  this  brief  space  it  must  be  cursorily 
and   therefore    imperfectly  done,  that  the  Anglican  communion    is 
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not  the  source  nor  maker  of  these  errors,  neither  the  custodian  nor 
champion  of  them,  and  to  that  large  extent  not  responsible  for  the 
current  revolt  against  them.  But  that,  on  the  other  hand,  rightly  in- 
terpreted, her  voice  has  been  lifted  in  protest  against  them,  and  her 
nature  has  been  shown  to  be  through  and  through  incongenial  with 
them. 

We  need  a  philosophy  of  the  history  of  the  Anglican  Church 
since  1586.  I  may  be  so  bold  as  to  suggest  a  contribution  in  that 
direction.  That  history  has  been  a  turbulent  one.  Intestinal  dissension 
has  marked  it  from  first  to  last,  and  its  peaceful  intervals  have  been 
truces  merely.  The  conflict  is  bursting  out  afresh.  Why,  one  must 
ask,  this  long  battle?  To  say,  in  the  indefinite  language  that  is  some- 
times employed,  that  the  contending  parties  in  this  struggle  of  three 
centuries  are  "High  Church  "  and  "  Low  Church"  is  to  darken  coun- 
sel with  words  that  mean  nothing,  for  who  can  define  those  terms? 
Certainly  they  do  not  suggest  the  facts  of  history.  The  proper  terms 
to  use  are  "Church"  and  "No  Church."  The  contestants  are  those 
i¥ho  adhere  to  the  banner  of  reform,  and  those  who  wave  the  banner  of 
revolution.  The  former  are  the  lineal  heirs  of  the  Catholic  Reforma- 
tion, while  the  latter  may  be  traced  back  as  to  descent  to  the  influences 
of  Lutheranism  and  Calvinism,  as  these  reached  England  from  the  con- 
tinent during  the  last  half  of  the  sixteenth  and  first  half  of  the  seven- 
teenth centuries.  As  the  former  represented  the  essential  unity  of  the 
Church  in  the  solidarity  of  the  episcopate,  i.  e.,  the  Church  Idea,  the 
latter  represented  the  right  of  corporate  division,  the  right  of  multi- 
plying organizations  on  different  models  of  government,  the  repudia- 
tion of  necessity  for  visible  continuity  of  organic  existence,  i.  e. ,  the 
denial  of  the  Church  Idea;  and  thus  as  I  have  said  the  issue  lay,  as  it 
lies,  between  Church  and  No  Church. 

The  continental  influences  were  in  the  main  two.  One  was 
Lutheranism.  As  early  as  1536,  the  Lutheran  princes  sought  to 
secure  England's  co-operation  in  the  Smalcald  League,  and  that  would 
have  brought  the  Church  of  England  under  the  doctrinal  influence  of 
the  Augsburg  Confession,  which,  while  Catholic  in  its  general  tone, 
was  wholly  defective  as  to  the  apostolical  polity,  and  this  without  ex- 
ternal necessity.  Two  years  later  an  attempt  was  made  by  a  deputa- 
tion of  Lutherans  to  induce  England  to  accede  to  the  succession,  for- 
tunately without  success.  More  radical  influences,  begotten  of  the 
German  movement,  but  appalling  to  Luther  himself,  were  not  slow  to 
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appear  on  English  soil.  But  the  temper  of  the  nation  as  a  whole 
remained  religiously  conservative  through  Henry's  reign.  The  other 
force  was  Calvinism.  This  was  a  mode  of  reform  much  more  revolu- 
tionary than  that  of  Luther,  and  much  more  the  fruit  of  one  strong 
brain  and  will.  It  presented  a  reconstructed  Christianity.  In  its 
very  essence  it  amounted  to  the  doctrinal  and  ecclesiastical  abolition 
of  an  old  order  for  the  purpose  of  rearing  a  new  one  upon  its  ruins. 
These  forces,  but  most  forcibly  the  latter,  sharply  sought  to  destroy 
the  Church  of  England,  and  during  the  Commonwealth  seemed  to 
have  succeeded,  but  only  seemed.  Now  the  history  of  England's 
Church  and  of  all  her  daughters  since  1540  has  been  marked  by  a 
series  of  struggles  for  dominance  between  the  Church  and  the  No- 
Church  ideas,  struggles  remarkable  for  the  persistence  of  the  antago- 
nists, and  for  the  later  evidences  of  the  coming  dominance  of  the  prin- 
ciples which  antedated  the  advent  of  continental  influences.  Of 
course,  those  who  are  more  or  less  controlled  by  these  influences  so  far 
as  they  survive  in  the  Church  will  feel  little  sympathy  with  move- 
ments that  are  in  effect  a  rebellion  against  them.  But  on  the  other 
hand  those  who  deem  those  influences  to  have  been  exotic,  and  in  their 
nature  contradictory  of  the  life  of  the  Church,  and  their  force,  whether 
felt  from  within  or  from  without,  to  be  in  the  direction  of  revolution 
if  not  deHtraction,  cannot  but  feel  that  they  are  true  to  the  true  prin- 
ciples of  the  Reformation,  and  to  those  principles  as  they  have  fought 
their  way  through  centuries  of  conflict,  in  having  and  expressing  the 
profoundest  sympathy  with  movements  in  religious  thoughts  which 
are  a  rebellion  against  error.  Probably,  were  it  more  clearly  per- 
ceived that  our  couflicts  are  really,  when  you  get  at  the  gist  of  them, 
between  Church  and  No  Church,  there  would  be  a  vast  accession  to  the 
number  of  those  who  oppose  all  compromising  views,  all  latitudina- 
rian  cyclones,  all  sentimental  concessions  to  secure  unity  with  people 
who  do  not  want  it,  but  justify  separatism,  who  oppose  everything  that 
would  renew  as  far  as  might  be  the  triumphs  of  the  Commonwealth, 
and  the  downfall  of  the  Reformation.  Such  opposition,  instead  of 
Huggestiug  suspicion  of  disloyalty,  should  be  honored  as  the  highest 
evidence  of  abiding  fidelity  to  the  Church,  for  this  rebellion  is  not 
directed  against  anything  integral  to  the  Church,  but  against  errors 
for  which  the  Church  is  not  responsible,  errors  moreover  which  if 
unopposed  would  destroy  the  Church. 

I  now  propose  to  fortify  my  main  proposition  by  some   illustra- 
tions. 
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One  influential  reason  for  the  revolt   that  is   in  progress  in  our 
land  is  to  be  found  in  the  results  of  the  doctrine  of  individualism  upon 
the  matter  of  corporate  organization.     People  who  profess  to  believe 
in  the  one  Christ   are  divided  up  into   several   hundred    contending 
camps.      ''Is  this  unto  strength  or  weakness?"  is  the  pertinent  in- 
quiry.    Are  these  the  final  benefits  of  a  religion  that  began  with  one 
liord,  one  Faith,  one  Baptism,  one  God  and  Father  of  us  all?   Is  com- 
petition the  last  stage  of  that  love  which  first  bound  all  in  one  apostolic 
l3and  ?     Can  there  be  any  such  thing  as  fixed  truth,  when  there  are  so 
cnany  bodies  claiming  to  hold  it  to  the  ezqliisionof  others?     Is  Christ 
<3ivided?     Is  orthodoxy  simply  *' my   doxy?"     There  is  a  little  town 
of  2,000  people  in   this  state — there  are  many  such — where  there  are 
"twelve  different  forms  of  Christianity,  each   with  its  building,  nearly 
all  having  a  preacher;  and  strange  to  say,  nearly  one-half  of  the  popu- 
lation seldom   or  never   go  to  Church   at  all.     Not  so  strange  after 
CiU;  for  many  reasonable  men  argue  that  a  house  so   divided  against 
itself  cannot  be  a  very  safe  dwelling  to  live  in.    They  express  the  posi- 
tive conviction  that  this  state  of  things  is  all  wrong,  and  they  conclude 
that  until  it  is  righted  the  best  thing  they  can  do  is  to  stand  aside  and 
refuse  to  be  controlled  by  a  religion  that  cannot  control  itself.     I  find 
level-headed  lawyers,  hard-headed  farmers,  busy   merchants,  all  over 
this  state,  who  think  these  things  and  talk  them  out.     When  one  sees 
the  efforts  these  multiplied  bodies  make  to  keep  themselves  alive  on 
the  basis  of  competition,  while  at  the  same  time  they  habitually  in- 
4lulge  in  the  sentimental  talk  about  ''our  common   Christianity,"  one 
cannot  indulge  in  serious  blame  of  such  critics.     One  rather  deplores 
their  ignorance  of   the   false  principle  which    has  disintegrated   the 
Church  Idea,  and  wishes  that  they  might  perceive  who  is  responsible 
for  the  many  divisions  that  exist,  and  that  are  increasing  in  number. 
Who  is  responsible, but  those  who  repudiated  the  ancient  idea  of  unity, 
and  maintain  that  denominational  ism  as  a  principle  is  justifiable  and 
in  accordance  with  the  Divine  will?     Who,  but  those  who  strip  Christ 
and  His  Apostles  of  their  right  to  lay  the  broad  foundations   of   the 
visible  Kingdom  of  Heaven  on  the  earth,  and  transfer  that  right   to 
any  individual?     Who,  but  those  who  impunge  the  words  of  our  Lord 
when  He  speaks  not  of  my  Churches,  but  of  "  my  Church  ?  " 

Surely  the  Anglican  Church  is  not  responsible,  for  she  has  always 
echoed  antiquity,  and  claimed  that  as  Jesus  Christ  was  confessedly  a 
visible  King,  the  Church  which  He  said  He  came  to  establish  was  a 
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e  kiugdom,  for  the  visible  perpetuity  of  which  He  distinoUy  pro- 

i,  so  that  it  might  go  on,  after  He  became  its  ioYisible  Head,  by 

He  organs  of  perpetuation,  till  He  come  again.     This  Church  has 

11  ages  and  lands  conserved  the  principle  of  visible  oneness.     We

urches,  and  it  would  be  worth  while  to  note  whether  or  not  when 

m  are  guilty  of  separatism  they  do  not  really  set  up  a  new  Christ  when 

ey  found  what  they  call  a  new  Church.     Can  the  Christ  of   Zinzen- 

3rf,  the  Christ  of  Swedenborg,  and  the  Christ  of  Calvin,  be  said  to 

e  one  Christ  ? 

We  are  in  sympathy  with  all  who  rebel  against  the  disinte- 
grating theory  of  ecclesiastical  individualism.  We  pray  God  this 
rebellion  may  restore  the  visible  unity  of  the  baptized  in  Christ. 

There  is  also  a  strong  revolt  against  the  modern  theory  that 
Christianity  is  primarily  a  written  revelation,  and  that  the  New  Testa- 
ment was  provided  to  become  for  each  individual  reader  its  own 
interpreter,  with  no  reference  to  sidelights  of  evidence.  Who  has 
held  up  the  Scriptures  as  the  encyclopedia  of  all  knowledge?  Who 
has  insisted  that  they  are  the  infallible  criterion  in  all  questions  of 
physical  science?  Who  has  urged  the  theory  of  mechanical  inspira- 
tion? 

The  Holy  Scriptures  have  been  wrecked  in  the  esteem  of  many  by 
wrong  uses  made  of  them.  Men  have  been  told  to  go  to  them  for 
truth  on  the  theory  of  their  self-evidencing  power,  without  reference 
to  the  circumstances  of  their  first  production,  their  custodianship,  their 
relation  to  the  creeds.  On  this  basis  of  individualism,  all  is  to  be 
taken  for  true  which  every  man  thinks  he  can  find  in  them;  conse- 
quently, where  one  man  finds  black,  another  finds  white.  The  book 
is  thus  discredited,  and  men  will  continue  to  discredit  it,  until  they  dis- 
cover that  it  has  been  subjected  to  treatment  which  would  tear  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States  to  tatters.  The  book  must  be  read, 
as  the  Church  reads  it,  in  the  light  of  its  origin  and  history,  and  it 
must  be  interpreted  by  the  help  of  the  ages,  the  consensus  and  concur- 
rent testimony  of  those  who  have  always  and  everywhere  held  the 
faith  once  for  all  delivered  to  the  saints. 

The  serious  evil  of  organic  division,  to  which  reference  has  been 
niad(%  is  one  of  the  results  of  a  wrong  use  of  the  bo3k.  If  it  is  not  to 
be  interpreted  in  the  light  of  history  in  all  essential  things;  if  the 
creeds  historically  understood  are  not  to  be  regarded  as  interpretations 
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of  the  book;  if  we  are  to  consider  it  as  infallibly  teaching  tbe  individaal 
reader  everything  that  is  necessary  to  be  known  abont  Christianity, 
then  we  simply  legitimize  contradictions.  Everything  which  men 
find  in  the  Bible  being  true,  white  is  black  and  black  is  white.  No 
'wonder  the  mind  rebels  at  such  absurd  results.  When  these  rebels 
come  to  perceive  that  what  arouses  their  opposition  is  not  the  book, 
but  an  irrational  way  of  using  it,  they  may  renew  allegiance  to  the 
^ord  of  God  by  making  a  right  use  of  it. 

There  is,  further,  an  enormous  recoil  from  the  predestinarian 
teaching  which  has  so  strongly  dominated  modern  systems  of  theology. 
7hat  Gordian  knot,  the  relation  between  the  Divine  and  the  human 
^^ills,  Calvin  clove  in  twain  with  the  scimetar  of  his  remorseless  logic, 
8o  reducing  man  to  a  moral  automaton,  and  elevating  God's  ^'rnere 
good  pleasure  " — call  it  rather  caprice — to  the  chief  place  among  His 
Attributes.  Men  could  tremble  in  such  a  presence,  but  they  could  not 
^worship  with  love.  They  could  be  restrained  from  sin  by  fear,  but  not 
^won  to  obedience  by  the  attractions  of  Divine  compassion.  Thousands 
believing  this  Jupiter-like  conception  of  God  to  be  of  the  essence  of 
tte  Gospel  have  tried  in  vain  to  harmonize  it  with  infinite  benevolence, 
and  in  rejecting  it  think  they  have  rejected  the  Gospel. 

The  same  is  true  with  regard  to  the  subtle  refinements  of  theory  which 
bave  been  woven  around  the  blessed  fact  of  the  Atonement,  that  supreme 
outpouring  of  the  love  of  God,but  which  has  been  proclaimed  as  a  trans- 
action, coldly  forensic  in  its  nature,  in  which  a  wrathful  God  the 
Pather  was  placated  by  an  amiable  God  the  Son.  These  and  other 
related  teachings  have  been  proclaimed  with  immense  emphasis.  They 
still  stand  in  formularies  of  doctrine,  and  if  now  put  forward  with 
decreasing  emphasis  it  is  because  the  heart  of  man  has  risen  in 
rebellion  against  them. 

The  rebellion  which  we  are  considering  addresses  itself  also  to 
the  conception  of  faith  which  has  been  the  popular  one  of  modern 
times.  Justification  by  faith  is  one  thing,  real,  blessed,  soul-saving; 
but  this  other  is  not  that.  There  is  all  the  difference  in  the  world  be- 
tween calling  a  man  just  or  good  because  there  is  some  good  given  to 
him  by  Christ,  and  calling  him  good  because  he  is  reckoned  to  be 
good,  though  not  good,  for  the  sake  of  Christ's  good.  The  first  is  a 
reality  of  grace;  the  second  a  fiction  of  law.  There  is  all  the  differ- 
ence in  the  world  between  faith  viewed  as  a  fiduciary  trust,  or  resting 
upon  Christ,  and  faith  as  a  complex  spiritual   activity,  including  ac- 
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ceptance  of  truth,  repentance,  trust  and  obedience.  Lather  ascribed 
to  faith  a  merit  which  he  denied  to  obedience.  According  to  his  view 
faith  became  a  charm  or  fetich  which  has  power  to  save.  It  taught 
men  to  find  the  grounds  of  salvation  in  themselves,  and  developed  a 
one-sided  subjectivity,  the  results  of  which  have  been  deplorable.  It 
is  so  disappointing  as  a  means  of  pressing  home  upon  the  conscience 
the  claims  of  the  moral  law,  and  it  has  given  rise  to  so  many  forms  of 
fanaticism,  contrary  to  the  sober  tone  of  the  Christian  system,  evi- 
denced for  example  in  the  modern  revival  system  which  has  dis- 
credited Christianity  in  the  esteem  of  multitudes,  that  it  has  now  be- 
gun to  lose  its  prominence  among  the  bodies  that  have  promulgated  it. 

Men  are  not  now  so  easily  as  once  accepting  the  theory  that  the 
Christian  life  has  its  genesis  in  a  convulsive  emotional  experience.  The 
tragedies  of  disappointment  which  followed  when  these  sensuous  tu- 
mults failed  to  maintain  themselves  as  permanent  helps  in  virtue  have 
given  place  to  suspicion  if  not  disgust  towards  measures  which  were 
so  incapable  of  good,  and  this  disgust  has  often  extended  to  the  holy 
religion  which  was  so  sadly  misrepresented. 

There  can  be  no  doubt,  further,  that  there  is  a  widely  diffused  re- 
coil, often  bursting  into  vigorous  revolt,  against  the  forms  or  external 
parts  of  religion.  The  Sacraments  are  regarded  as  meaningless  rites, 
worthy  only  to  be  remanded  to  oblivion,  while  a  ministerial  caste  is  the 
relic  of  a  dead  age.  And  why  should  men  not  rebel,  reject  and  de- 
molish, root  and  branch,  if  all  that  is  formal,  institutional  or  instru- 
mental in  Christianity  is  only  external,  with  no  more  than  a  symbolic 
relation  to  inner  realities?  Sacraments  that  lack  inward  grace  may 
well  be  disused.  A  ministry  that  gets  imprimatur  by  the  votes  of  a 
majority,  or  the  will  of  any  individual,  is  the  stream  that  can  rise  no 
higher  than  its  source.  If  the  visible  church  is  not  the  One  Body  of 
Christ,  organization  in  the  interest  of  religion  may  well  take  the  form 
of  natural  societies,  ruled  according  to  local  interests  or  partialities, 
and  as  there  is  in  them  no  awful  presence,  no  background  of  the  super- 
natural, no  Divine  indwelling,  no  oracle  speaking  with  authority  the 
thoughts  and  devotions  of  the  ages,  men  easily  enough  throw  off  their 
allegiaQce,  and  find  that  they  can  get  on  very  well  without  them. 
Surely  the  Church  traverses  this  error  distinctly  enough,  for  her  whole 
history  is  a  protest  against  the  unlawful  divorce  of  the  inward  and 
outward  elements  of  religion. 

Let  these  illustrations  suffice. 
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"What  we  see  to-day  is  an   immensely   diffused  and  still  strongly 
championed  system  breaking  down  and  breaking  up  under  the  quiet 
bnt  vigorous  influence  of  a  popular  rebellion  against  its  errors,  while 
the  system  which  represents  a  more  ancient   order   of  things  is   not 
banned  save  in  this  that  the  people   do   not  yet  see  as  clearly  as   we 
believe  they  will  that  it  has  not  given  occasion  for   this  revolt.      The 
principles  of  this  latter  system  are  not  only  not  the  cause  or  occasion 
of  tbe  religious  situation  as  it  exists,  but  they  are  positive  means  by 
"Which  the  people  may  be  brought  to  perceive  that  in  rejecting  errors 
that  have  been  associated  with  religion  they  need  not  reject  Christian- 
ity.      For  instance  many  have  found  that  there  is  a  happy  escape  from 
the  Judaistic  legalism  of  the  Puritan  Sabbath  in  a   more   reasonable 
teaching  concerning  the  Lord's  Day.       This  illustrates  what  men  are 
finding  and  will  find  around  the  entire  circle  of  Christian  Truth.     Ee- 
ftctions  are  healthful,  revolutions  are  necessary,  but  their  danger  is  in 
their  exaggeration.     I  know   not   where  the  American  man   who   has 
i^ejected  modern  errors  would  land  if  there  were  no  other  presentation 
of  Christianity  at  hand  than  that  which  he  has  rejected.      I  fear  he 
^^^ould  go  farther  than  to  add  himself  to  the  ranks  of  those  who  bap- 
tized their  honest  but   undiscerning  protest   against  errors  with  the 
x^ame  of  "liberal";  I  fear  he  would  come  out  at  last  a  splendid  pagan. 
In  conclusion  I  would  ask  not  to   be  misunderstood.     I  have  not 
ignored  the  existence  of  the  truth,  whatever  its  environment.     I  have 
^een    in   every  field   many  a  fair  flower  not  choked   with  weeds.     I 
'Would    be   the    last  to   deny  the   Spirit's   power   wherever   He   may 
Sovereignly  manifest   Himself.     But   can  we   not   all   see   the   hand- 
'Writing  on  the  wall?     Are   not  the   characteristic   errors   named  the 
object  of  a  great  revolt?     On  the  other  hand,  we  need  not  emphasize 
beyond  what  is  just,  the  condition  of   our  own  body.     As  a  fair  tran- 
script of  the  ancient  Church   in  principle   and    polity,  she  stands  as  a 
formal  exponent   of  unchanging   truth;  but   she   is  far   from  paying 
proper  homage  to  her  own  inherent  life.     We  have  not  well  filled  up 
the  ideal  we  profess;  our  defects  are  those  of   exemplification.     Per- 
haps  if   we  come  to  a  clearer  view  of   the   present   situation    in    the 
religious  world,  we  shall  be  inspired  to  larger  devotion. 

It  must  have  been  noted  by  you  as  one  of  the  most  palpable  signs 
of  the  times,  that  the  more  prominent  Christian  bodies,  feeling  the 
force  of  this  rebellion,  and  confessing,  so  far  as  their  thinking  people 
go,  a  foreboding  of  evil  days  to  come,  are  gradually  taking  up  customs 
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that  were  once  exclusively  yours,  adopting  phraseology  that  only 
Episcopal  lips  formerly  used,  claiming  as  their  Catholic  heritage  from 
the  past  things  which  once  they  were  most  ready  to  regard  as  yours, 
and  criticise  as  yours,  and  (less  patent  to  the  general  eye,  but  distinct 
to  the  thoughtful  observer),  putting  less  EUid  less  emphasis  on  their 
distinctive  doctrines,  and  broaching  with  reserve  and  timidity  many 
ideas  which  were  once  your  exclusive  property,  and  in  their  former 
eyes  your  opprobrium.  It  begins  to  take  on  the  dimensions  of  a 
great  movement,  nowhere  more  distinctly  than  in  Scotland.  Thus 
orror  dies  amid  its  worshipers,  and  truth  crushed  to  earth  lives  again. 
The  iirst  type  of  reformation  in  England,  often  vanquished,  always 
resurgent,  rising  in  great  power  and  majesty  during  the  present 
century  in  the  Catholic  Revival,  begins  to  reveal  its  presence  and 
power  in  the  Protestant  bodies.  God  speed  the  movement,  and  bring 
us  together,  so  that  with  unbroken  phalanx  we  may  resist  and  destroy 
that  other  rebellion  which  is  against  the  very  person  of  the  Incarnate 
God.

INTRODUCTORY — NOTES  OF  PROGRESS. 

With  gratitude  to  God,  dear  brethren  of  the  clergy  and  laity,  let  as 
note  the  fact  that  notwithstanding  the  financial  stress  and  strain,  the 
Diocese  of  Chicago  has  just  completed  one  of  the  most  prosperous 
years  of  its  history.  Look  at  some  of  the  material  facts:  A  property 
adjoining  the  Mission  House  has  been  acquired  by  the  Sisters  of  S. 
Uary  at  a  cost  of  $16,000,  in  which  it  is  proposed  to  house,  care  for 
and  save  some  of  the  throngs  of  friendless  little  children  who  are  to 
be  found  in  this  part  of  the  city;  Christ  Church,  at  Jackson  Park,  has 
entered  its  new  and  beautiful  church,  which  already  shows  that  it  is 
not  large  enough  for  the  people;  Epiphany's  large  debt  of  $40,000 
has  been  paid,  and  the  church  consecrated;  the  Redeemer,  South  Park, 
is  taking  steps  to  enlarge;  S.  Andrew,  by  a  splendid  effort,  has 
relieved  itself  from  every  dollar  of  debt;  S.  James  has  entered  on  the 
erection  of  a  costly  rectory;  the  temporary  church  of  S.  Chrysostom 
has  been  completed  and  will  ere  long  need  enlargement;  the  new  S. 
Peter's  church  was  opened  on  the  Festival  of  Easter,  representing  an 
outlay  of  more  than  140,000;  Trinity  has  fallen  into  line  in  the  matter 
of  a  parish  house,  which  is  every  way  commodious,  and  even  elegant, 
at  a  cost  of  $38,000;  the  new  building  at  Grand  Crossing  is  in  pro- 
gress, taking  the  place  of  that  which  was  destroyed  by  fire;  S.  Philip 
has  provided  itself  with  a  very  attractive  parish-house;  S.  Margaret, 
at  Windsor  Park,  occupied  its  new  building  on  Easter  Day;  S.  Mark's, 
Evanston,  easily  canceling  its  remaining  debt,  offered  its  beautiful 
temple  to  the  Lord,  forever  set  apart  and  hallowed  to  holy  uses,  on  S. 
Mark's  Day;  Grace,  Galena,  fruitful  mother  of  Churchmen,  now  in  old 
age  blasts  a  place  in  the  everlasting  hills  for  an  enlarged  chancel  and 
choir*rooms;  LaGrange,  model  parish  in  so  many  ways,  has  builded  a 
new  house  for  Divine  Worship,  and  it  was  consecrated  with  joy  and 
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BOUg  iiuii  the  gatbering  of  uiany  vitiitorm  at  Oak  Park  a  fine  lot  pur- 
clinseil  given  proiiiise  of  a  larfre  new  church:  KiverHide  ia  buildiog  a 
huuit^  for  its  recior;  KockforJ  is  rejdicing  in  its  pamh-Uouse,  which 
»;0Ht  ?Sr»,0<10,  and  whifih  awaits  a  new  clmrcli  on  the  lot  at  its  side; 
Sterling  haw  nought  an<l  Bei-uri>d  consecration,  all  debt  being  canceled; 
Kankakee's  recior,  always  joj'ful,  is  to  be  congratulated  npoii  as  en- 
larfjed  rectory,  and  will  bo  ha])pier  than  ever  wheu  the  new  clinrch 
comes,  for  which  S5,OllO  have  been  given  this  year;  l>eKaIb  has  a  neat- 
eggof$1,300  for  a  new  chnrch  when  the  need  conies,  a  bequest; 
Downer's  Grove  has  broken  ground,  andlieguu  work  for  a  church;  and 
new  missions  have  been  established  at  Ulencoe,  Park  Uidge,  Western 
SpringB,  Uuuboldt  I'ark,  and  West  rullinaii. 

These  pleasing  facts  must  in  justice  be  offset  by  Home  that  are 
not  BO  encunraging.  Nevertheless,  the  general  retrospect  for  the  year 
is  very  good.  We  are  shiwly  but  surely  gaining  ground;  and  I  ven- 
ture to  believe  tlmt  this  substantial  growth  in  things  outward  has 
giine  hand  in  band  with  spiritual  health  and  activity,  (rood-will  and 
peace  have  been  vouchsafed  from  aI>ove,  and  plenteonsneBs  has  been 
within  our  borders. 

TiiK  Ciuiii'ii  IN  S%fAi.i.  Towns  HxATrosARY  on  Decadent. 
lint  it  niay  have  oci-urred  to  some  that  tliese  signs  of  prosperity 
are  mostly  confined  tu  Cook  county  and  some  of  the  larger  cities  Iv- 
ynndj  and  the  inipiiry  is  a  pertinent  one — Why  does  not  the  Churcb 
make  more  diH-ided  progreiss  in  the  smaller  towns  and  rural  districts? 
We  are  (;ousiderably  stronger  than  we  were  ten  years  ago  in  \Vauke- 
gan,  Itockford,  Freeport,  Dixon,  Joliet,  Kankakee  and  Ottawa,  but  in 
the  smaller  eomniunities  (nut  of  Cook  county)  we  have  not  grown 
much  in  that  time,  :ind  in  mune  of  them  we  are  weaker.  The  reasons 
for  this  arc  very  evidi'iil  to  one  who  carefully  studies  the  situation, 
and  as  I  have  done  this  for  twenty  years,  1  may  venture  to  specify 
some  of  those  reasons,  indulging  lu  two  qualifying  remarks.  First,  if 
Ihepii'ture  is  a  somber  one,  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  it  is  not 
inti'iided  to  be  a  photograph  of  every  locality,  nor  do  all  the  dark 
shadows  e^cist  in  auy  one  locality.  But  there  is  enough,  in  a  general 
niirvcy.  to  justify  the  speciflcatioD  of  causes.  Second,  the  failure  of 
<{riiivth  is  not  due  to  uijr  Bzoeosof  help  from  the  diocese.  That  help, 
which  for  obvioua  nMOM|^^^aver  hc-«u  generona,  instead  of  retard- 
ing growth  haa  p 
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The  first  cause  to  which  I  would   ask   attentioa   is   this:     In  the 
aznaller   places  our  people  are,  to  a  considerable  extent,  drawn  from 
other  bodies  of  Christians,  and  do  not  possess  an  adequate  knowledge 
of  onr  principles  and  polity.     They  are  sometimes  still   influenced  by 
prejndices  elsewhere  acquired,  and  the  process  of  assimilation  is  pain- 
fully slow.     Cases  are  not  wanting  of  persons,  whose  former  religious 
training  familiarized  them  with  vital  error,  who  have  assumed  an  op- 
posing attitude  towards  the  most  sacred  articles  of  the  Faith,  and  the 
plainest  requirements  of  the  Prayer  Book.  Then  we  have  to  encounter 
the    antagonism  of   some   from  other  countries  whose  early  lack    of 
training  in  the  truths  of  the  Church   reflects  severely  upon   their 
former  teachers.     These  things  produce  a  lack  of  homogeneity. 

Again,  these  smaller  churches  suffer   more  than  words  can  tell 
from  the  opposition  of  those  *'  who  profess  and  call  themselves  Chris- 
lians."     Their  leaders  warn  them  to   beware  of  the  formalism  of  the 
Ohurcb,  its   tendencies   towards   Eome,  its   attitude  in  regard  to  the 
moral  questions  of  the  day,  its   narrow  and  exclusive  spirit   towards 
others.     Sunday  after  Sunday  these  charges  are  reiterated  until  there 
grows  np  a  hard  intolerance  and   prejudice  which  is  beyond  question 
^ery  damaging.     It  matters  not  that  these  statements  are  unjust  and 
false,    they  accomplish   the   purpose  designed.     I  have  even   known 
some  who  were   baptized  and  brought  up  in  this  dreadful  Church  to 
be  influenced  by  these  slanders   so  far   as  to  believe  them  to  be  more 
t^ban  half  true.     An  hundred  times  have  I  been  informed  of  scathing 
criticism,  or   sneering  ridicule,    or   studied   disparagement  of   things 
'which  jou  hold  dear.    In  some  places  where  other  bodies  are  predomi- 
nant in  wealth  and   social   position,  your   brethren  are  subjected   to 
social  ostracism,  and  those  of  them  who  have  just  come  to  take  up 
residence  are  at  once  solicited  to  avoid  what  is  naturally  their  spiritual 
liomOy  or  suffer  the   penalty  of  not   being  ^Mu  the  social  swim," — a 
temptation  to  which,  I  am  sorry  to   have   to   add,  they   sometimes 
yield. 

Again,  the  Church- life  in  the  small  towns  is  retarded  and  some- 
times quenched  by  the  selection  of  vestrymen  whose  only  qualification 
seems  to  be  their  money;  men  who  neither  know  nor  care  for  the  prin- 
ciples of  the  Church,  who  have  little  regard  for  her  laws,  or  for  those 
whose  duty  it  is  to  execute  them;  who  in  some  instances  are  not  Chris- 
tians in  Bnj  sense  of  the  word,  and  who  are  simply  impervious  to  the 
asniest   presentation    of    spiritual    truth.       Their    sole   virtue    as 
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"Churchmeo"  is  ttie  money  tb«y  pay,  and  they  make  themselTBs 
felt  by  refusing  to  pay  it  except  when  tbe  Church  is  adminiatered  oo 
their  tennR  and  according  to  their  views. 

Another  blight  npon  growth  in  some  of  these  smaller  places  is  the 
cnrse  of  gossip,  a  sin  from  nbich  tbe  larger  communities  are  by  no 
means  exempt.  DisHension  and  bitterness  are  the  result,  and  some- 
times worse  results  follow. 

It  mnst  be  added  that  an  increasing  pro]iortion  of  the  people  in 
the  smaller  towns  do  not  practice  any  form  of  religion  whatsoerer,  and 
I  think  tbe  number  of  those  who  (to  <]uote  their  words)  "  do  not  be- 
long to  any  church,"  Is  greater  in  the  places  which  have  most 
churches.  This,  I  say,  is  an  increasing  evil,  and  tbe  startling 
thought  often  comes  to  mo  that  these  towns,  with  many  a  steeple  and 
almost  as  many  half-starved  luinisters,  are  steadily  relapsing  into 
paganism. 

But  all  these  reasons  thus  far  enumerated  should  perhaps  be 
regarded  as  effects  rather  than  causes.  The  chief  reason  for  the  lack 
uf  Church  growth  in  the  smaller  towns  is  the  decadence  of  the  towns 
themselvi's.  I  wish  to  bear  the  t-estimony  of  a  long  observer  to  tbe 
tnith  of  an  artich-  in  one  of  our  magazines  under  the  title,  "The 
Doom  of  tbe  Small  Town."  The  process  of  decadence  ia  thus  de- 
scribed: 

"  Oni'  by  tint:,  family  by  tsmily.  their  inbttbitnuis  slip  away  in  search  of 
other  hi.mi'!i;  steady  Ijut  iian]ly  perceptible  eiiiigrat[oD  taksH  away  tbe  young. 
tbe  bo]>efuI.  tbe  nmbitiuiis.  Tliere  remain  behiad  tbe  superaanuated,  the 
feeble,  tbe  dull,  tliu  stunnuut  rich  who  will  risk  nntbing.  the  ne'er-do- wells  who 
have  mitbing  to  risk.  Kuoiig:h  workers  remain  to  till  the  soil,  to  manage  the 
distribution  of  food  and  clolbing,  and  to  transact  the  common  bueineBB  of  life: 
but  the  world's  rcul  work  ib  done  elsewhere." 

The  writer  enlarges  upon  his  theme,  and  I  think  I  may  quote 
further: 

"  Siicb  B  Bilent  trngedy  is  enacted  to-day  iu  a  multitude  of  small  communi- 
ties scattered  throuKbout  tbe  North-CcDiral  States.  All  tbese  small  communi- 
ticB  bad  their  period  of  active  growth:  many  of  them,  indeed,  grew  too  fast, 
tome  dried  up  and  perished.  Tbe ir  people  look  back  sorrowfully  to  the  time 
when  tha  r^lroads  were  built,  when  the  mills  were  Krinding,  when  town  prop- .

1hcr  part  of  the  United  States  in  varied  general 
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fmxloctiYeiiess.    *  *  *    These   states,  moreover,  lie  in  the  very  heart  of  the 
cootinent,  and  directly  in  the  path  of  inter-oceanic  travel  and  commerce.    Their 
^citizens  are  intelligent,  education  is  universal,  and  the  climate  is  neither  too  hot 
nor  too  cold. 

**  Tet  in  these  rich  States,  empires  in  themselves,  and  in  the  finest  counties 
•f  each,  forces  are  at  work  to  check  the  growth  and  stifle  the  vitality  of 
nearly  half  their  townships.  The  following  table,  prepare<l  from  the  census 
returns,  shows  the  number  of  townships  in  each  of  these  States  which,  during 
the  decade  from  18S0  to  1890,  made  some  gain  in  i)opulation,  how  many  stood 
itill,  and  how  many  lost:

Illinois,  is  not  included;  neither  are  other  counties  whose  town- 
ship boundaries  have  been  changed  so  as  to  preclude  comparisons:  but  these 
Would  not  relatively  chanire  the  table. 

'*  A  map  of  these  States,  showing  the  counties  darkened  in  which  the 
neatest  depopulation  has  occurred,  would  be  blackest  in  the  eastern  half  of 
Iowa,  in  all  the  northern  and  western  parts  of  Illinois,  in  northern,  south- 
eastern and  central  Indiana;  and  southern  Michigan;  and  the  southern  half  of 
Ohio  would  be  very  black  indeed.  Many  counties  show  an  aggregate  gain, 
although  nearly  every  township  in  these  counties,  except  those  containing  the 
chief  towns,  sustained  a  loss.  In  some  cases,  thouf^h  u  majority  of  the  town- 
ships show  a  slight  increase,  the  falling  off  in  oihers  has  been  so  large  as  to 
tbrciw  the  whole  county  into  the  retrograde  column.  This  shrinkage  is  seen  in 
sharp  contrast  when  it  is  remembered  that  during  the  same  period  every  one  of 
these  States  gained  during  this  decade  very  largely  in  population,  the  increase 
in  Ohio  b^^ing  474,000.  or  nearly  15  per  cent.;  in  Indiana.  214,000.  or  10.8  per 
cent. ;  in  Illinois,  748,000.  or  34.3  per  cent.;  in  Iowa.  2H7.000,  or  17.6  per  cent. 

'*In  Michigan,  the  population  of  at  least  half  the  townships  in  every 
county  in  the  four  southern  tiers,  excepting  Allegan,  is  either  stationary  or 
declining  rapidly;  and  many  of  those  counties  do  not  contain  more  than  three 
or  four  townships  that  have  increased  their  populiition  by  a  sin^rlc  soul  in  ten

and  Cincinnati,  and  between  Chicago  and  8t.  Louis.  Indeed,  uf  Illinois,  it  may 
be  said  that  the  entire  State,  north  and  west  of  a  line  from  Chicago  to  St.  Louis, 
is  undergoing  a  rapid  transformation;  for  its  rural  population  is  drawn  into  the 
larger  cities  and  to  other  States,  and  its  business  industries  are  movini?  away  or 
dedining.  Five  great  railroads  cross  Iowa  from  west  to  east,  all  passing 
through  northern  Illinois  to  Chicago.  At  least  half  the  townships  in  almost 
every  county  in  the  eastern  half  of  Iowa,  and  in  many  counties  almost  all  the 
townships  show  a  decided  loss  of  population. 

"Manv  of  the  older  States  of  the  East  and  South  show  the  same  tendencies. 
probably  in  less  degree;  but  these  North-Central  States,  by  reason  of  their 
natural  advantages.  oiTer  a  more  striking  illustration  of  the  remarkable  influ- 
ences now  at  work.  The  rich  strip  of  counties  in  Iowa,  lying  along  the  Missis- 
sippi, show  utter  stagnation  during  the  last  decade,  1880  to  1890.  These 
counties  have  each  from  fifteen  to  twent}'  townships;  and  each  contains  one  or 
more  towns  of  sufficient  size  to  have  been  the  beneficiary  of  the  shifting  of  pop- 
ulation. Beginning  at  the  northern  boundarv  of  the  State,  the  number  of 
townihips  in  each  county  that  have  positively  declined  during  a  period  of  gen- 
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eral  improvement  tliroiigliout  tbc  country  ie  one  liiinilred  anil  ihirly-four.  On 
tlie  otiier  Hide  of  tli(r  rivvr,  in  ]lliDoi!<,  in  one  hnndrtd  iiud  st^vcnly-four  town- 
abips,  gtrcU'biui;  in  iin  unbroken  lineAlon;::  liie  river  fromWiarousintoSl  Louis, 
tbe  same  slMe  of  things  exiHia.  Thi' great  wultTway  from  nortb  in  soutli  basnot 
in  tbu  least  clicrkcd  tJic  li^iKlenry  In  <t<'pi>puti>tinu.  Enst  and  west,  ainuic  tbe 
KTi-iit  mi  I  road  lines,  thedcciinvi^riiuiilly  mimiresl.  The  counties  alon^  tbe  line 
of  llic  CbicnL'o.  Ituck  Islnni)  ii  Paciflo  Hailroail  from  Des  Moinea  to  Cliica^ 
Bbow  two  hundred  and  six  n'tro^rade  townships:  and  on  east  from  Ctiicngo  to 
Del  roil,  alon^  tbe  Uic'bii;>in  Ccntrid.  Ane  liuudred  and  (weiiir-ii7e  townsbiiis  are 
in  a  like  condition  Un  tliesu  two  lines  of  railroad,  therefore,  alrmdiing 
from  Des  Moines  lo  Dclruit,  a  dislnnci-  of  more  than  flve  hundred  miles,  all  the 
smatl  cummimitlcB,  cxc(>[itinj;  tliONC  Immeilialely  adjiiccnt  to  ChicaKo.  bave 
steadily  declined  in  pnpuliiiiiin.  Many  n-hirh  arc  classed  as  '  incrctuiiu);  '  show 
a  growth  of  from  only  ten  to  fifty  persons  in  ten  ycara,  which,  In  view  of  tbe 
rapid  growtli  of  tlie  ciiii-s.  mi|rbl  fairly  he  deemed  decline. 

"For  five  hundred  miles,  then,  in  a  straiKbt  line  thniULch  four  Stales,  some 
evil  inlliiencc  is  at  work  tu  arrest  the  Krowtli  and  destroy  the  prosperity  of  all 
tbe  groups  of  population  which  arc  tiui  small  to  resist  It.  They  nrc  nil  served  hy 
one  railroad,  which  is  abundantly  itutlieient  (or  their  need«,  but  few  nf  Ihem 
enjoy  tlie  hcnefitH  of  I'ompctiiion.  Separately,  tbey  are  too  inslgniflcant  to 
have  any  voice  in  dcicrmimng  tiie  nmouiit  of  their  taxation  in  the  shape  of 
transportation  charKCH.  Thus,  vcar  after  year  they  have  seen  their  hopes  de- 
ferred, their  business  dwindle,  Ineir  youne  industries  starved  out.  their  most 
enterprising  citi/ens  depart,  until  dilapidation  peems  their  natural  conditioa, 
and  public  spirit  (lies  away.  It  Is  not  surprising  to  find  tliat  when  the  people 
move  away  they  dose  up  I bcir  sbons  and  mills;  or  prnliabty  it  would  be  more 
accurate  to  say  that,  being  compelled  to  abandon  their  means  of  liTeliliood, 
they  went  elsewhere  in  search  of  that  employuiCDt  which  their  own  communi- 
ties denied  tliom." 

I  have  neoD  ami  Celt,  tliin  decline  for  yearn,  but  the  cennns  of  1S90 
emphaeiiteB  it.  IL  will  be  a  revebitioii  to  lUHiiy,  and  should  prof oaodly 
impress  us,  for  it  in  a  very  practical  matter  to  iih  who  are  responsible 
for  thoextonHJou  of  the  Chnrch  in  this  diocese.  It  stig^sts  thotight. 
Itcondenitis  tho  superticiiil  view  of  those  who  would  judge  the  chnrches 
ill  the  etnnller  towns  harshly  because  they  either  do  so  little  or  receive 
help  HO  long,  or  lioth.  In  most  cases  Itieir  standard  of  giving  is  pro- 
portionally  [|iiito  abreast  of  tliiit  to  which  the  churches  in  large  centers 
have  attained,  and  iii  some  cases  is  much  in  advance  of  it.  They  mttst 
be  helped  or  they  will  die.  Perhaps  it  may  appear  to  be  "bad  busi- 
nosw"  to  spend  money  year  after  yeur  in  enstaiuing  what  must  sooner 
or  later  to  all  appeurnuces  cease  to  exist,  when  tbe  money  might  be 
uHod  to  nmch  greater  adviintage  in  the  larger  centera;  bnt  this  policy 
Heoms  to  be  "good  business  "  elsewhere,  for  where  is  the  parent  who 
would  not  economize  expense  for  his  well  children  tbftt  he  may  do  hia 
full  duty  to  the  invalid,  whose  pale  fioe  tells  of  R  steady  decliae 
toward  the  grave  1  Our  Lord  seems  to  enunciate  the  priueiple  in  the 
parable  of  the  lost  ahecp.  We  mnst  stand  by  these  feeble  churches 
in  the  smaller  places  to  the  very  last,  dear  brethren,  always  hoping 
that  some  tarn  of  tlit.  tiilf>  n»ij  bring  tlm.,-,  l.r:,:l,i,.r  il»ys.      We  muse. 
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ilso  bear  id  mind,  even  where  places  are  extremely  diecoaraging;,  that 
the  larf^er  cities,  and  Chicago  especially,  owe  much  return  of  gratitude 
and  help  for  the  etrength  which  they  have  contributed  at  their  own 
Bore  expense  to  swell  the  nnmbcra  of  the  city  parishes.  I  know  that 
there  ia  very  little  romance  about  this  part  of  our  miesiouary  work,  no 
thrilling  inoidents,  no  amusing , stories.  Indeed  that  ia  one  of  the 
difficnlties  with  all  diocesan  missionary  work.  It  seems  hard  to  get 
people  to  give  unless  you  "  sensationalize  "  them  into  it.  The  steady 
givers,  who  give  from  principle,  and  who  try  to  give  intelligently,  are 
the  few  folk.  &Iay  their  tribe  increase!  May  we  all  strive  more  and 
more  to  do  our  duty  to  the  weak  Churches  simply  because  it  is  duty! 

This  whole  matter  sums  itself  np  in  auother  way.  It  emphaaizes 
the  absolute  need  of  casting  out  more  and  more  that  spirit  of  narrow 
parochialism  which  would  if  it  had  its  way  be  not  only  the  death  of 
the  Church  in  the  smaller  towns  but  the  death  of  the  Diocese  as  a 
Miasionary  Agency. 

The  CoNFiRUATioNs. 
From  onr  last  Convention  until  the  beginning  of  April,  my  health 
lias  been  such  that  I  have  not  been  able  to  discharge  my  accustomed 
Tolame  of  duty.  I  labor  nuder  the  etnbarnissment  that  while  the 
demand  for  episcopal  oversight  and  activity  increases,  my  physical 
ability  diminishes.  Overwork,  which  has  for  years  been  an  unvoid- 
able  necessity,  brings  its  penalties,  nature  displays  warnlog  signals, 
and  absence  is  the  only  meana  left  for  rest  and  recuperation.  Absence 
is  the  disagreeable  alternative,  rest  is  the  restoring  cordial.  I  may 
as  well  take  thia  occasion  to  say  that  iu  the  order  of  nature  there 
ought  to  be  relief  in  such  measure  as  will  make  the  labor  loss  burden- 
some to  your  Bishop.  I  shall  be  quite  ready  to  consider  the  method 
of  relief  provided  for  in  the  consecration  of  a  coadjutor,  when,  iu 
TOj  judgment,  the  proper  time  shall  have  arrived.  I  do  not  think  it 
fau  yet  come,  and  I  have  reason  to  believe  this  to  be  the  general  opin- 
ion. A  temporary  arrangement  wa.s  made  possible  by  the  action  of 
Ike  Standing  Committee,  by  which  the  City  Iklisaiouary  was  furnished 
such  help  iu  his  most  important  work  as  would  enable  him  to  devote  a 
portion  of  his  time  in  the  Bishop's  absence,  and  longer  if  uecessary, 
t«  such  duties  as  might  be  assigned  him.  This  has  proved  to  be  a 
very  satiBtactory  arrangement.  The  continuance  of  this,  or  the  provis- 
ion o!  some  other  method,  whereby  the  Bishop  may  be  relieved  from  the 
^^raoTdiaary  variety  and  incessant  volume  of  duty  which  from  time  to 
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time  breaks  him  down, — of  which  he  complains  not,  but  rather  rejoices 
in  it,  for  it  is  good  to  be  spent  in  the  service  of  the  Crucified  One, — 
must  be  one  of  the  matters  which  this  Convention  must  wisely  consider 
and  determine. 

Permit  me  to  avail  myself  of  this  opportunity  to  exprees  my 
grateful  appreciation  of  the  many,  kind  words  which  reached  me 
during  my  enforced  vacation  from  duty,  and  to  assure  those  to  whom 
this  tribute  of  thanks  is  rendered,  that  their  words  have  greatly 
encouraged  my  heart  and  strengthened  my  affection  for  the  diocese 
which  I  have  so  imperfectly  served  for  so  many  years. 

I  have  made  only  about  thirty-four  visits  for  confirmation,  confirm- 
ing five  hundred  and  fifty -seven  persons;  while  I  and  this  diocese  are 
deeply  indebted  to  my  dear  brethren  in  the  Episcopate,  the  Bishops  of 
Springfield  and  Quincy,  who  were  willing  to  add  to  their  labors  at  the 
most  trying  time  in  the  year,  so  as  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  diocese  of 
Chicago,  and  enable  me  without  anxiety  of  mind  to  seek  and  enjoy  the 
rest  which  by  God's  great  goodness  has  resulted  in  my  restoration  to 
health.  It  is  only  just  to  add  that  they  have  done  this  for  their 
sick  brother  whose  thanks  words  cannot  express,  refusing  to  permit 
him  a  more  substantial  method  of  expression.  Bishop  Seymour  made 
twenty-one  visitations,  and  confirmed  two  hundred  and  fifty-four  per- 
sons. Bishop  Burgess  visited  twelve  churches  and  confirmed  three 
hundred  and  fourteen  persons. 

During  December,  the  Assistant  Bishop  of  Southern  Ohio,  being 
in  the  city,  confirmed  fourteen  persons  for  me  at  S.  Mark's  Church. 
In  April,  the  Missionary  Bishop  of  Olympia  confirmed  another  class 
of  twenty-eight,  at  S.  Mark's,  also  classes  at  Kankakee  and  LaGrange. 
I  wish  to  acknowledge  with  grateful  thanks  the  aid  received  from 
these  good  brethren. 

In  the  following  statement  of  confirmations  I  have  indicated  by 
capital  letters  those  in  which  others  than  myself  solemnized  the  sacra- 
mental rite.

Losses  by  Death. 

The  whole  Church,  with  our  neighbor,  the  Diocese  of  Indiana, 
mourns  the  sudden  departure  of  the  Hight  Kev.  David  Buell  Knioker- 
backer,  D.D.,  who  after  ten  years  of  unintermitting  toil  was  called  to 
the  rest  of  Paradise  in  January  last,  leaving  behind  a  record  that  com- 
mands sincere  admiration.  His  was  not  a  nature  that  sought  to  shine; 
he  was  content  to  glow.  Fidelity  to  each  day's  duty,  day  after  day, 
was  his  characteristic,  deeming  no  detail  of  his  Master's  service  a 
trifle,  working  with  reference  to  the  future  as  much  as  to  the  present. 
I  confess  to  a  very  deep  content  in  reviewing  his  career  because  it 
seems  to  me  to  convey  to  us  all  the  needed  lesson  that  the  Church  is 
best  served  by  a  ministry  which  loves  the  quiet  routine  of  steadfast 
labor.  There  are  no  doubt  exceptional  men  whose  vocation  is  to 
dazzle  us  with  the  brilliance  of  their  gifts;  but,  ^' we  cannot  all  be 
among  the  seraphim.'*  I  love  to  note  the  career  that  is  great  in  its 
unobtrusive  industry,  its  systematic  plodding.  The  plodders,  after 
all,  are  the  men  who  make  the  world  move  on.  Bishop  Knickerbacker 
had  many  of  the  characteristics  of  the  race  from  which  he  sprang, 
and  when  he  gave  himself  to  the  Church  he  made  a  rare  contribution 
of  steady  devotion,  fine  sagacity  and  real  heroism.  Such  men  are 
greatly  to  be  desired  for  our  Episcopate,  and  may  many  more  like  him 
be  raised  up  among  us! 

Among  the  Bishops  present  at  the  burial  of  the  late  Bishop 
Knickorbacker  was  the  Bight  Beverend  Elisha  S.  Thomas,  D.D., 
Bishop  of  Kansas.  He  officiated  at  the  grave.  During  the  day  I  spent 
several  hours  in  his  company,  and  was  struck  with  his  kindly  spirit 
and  wide  charity.  He  seemed  in  the  best  of  health,  but  on  bis  re- 
turn to  his  home  he  met  the  summons  of  his  Master  to  lay  down  the 
staff  of   his  office  aud  advance   to   higher    ministries.     He  has  left  a 
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diocese  much  strengthened  by  his  ceaseless  labor,  and  has  well  earned 
the  sweet  rest  of  Paradise  upon  which  he  has  entered. 

We  haTe  lost  one  of  our  most  effective  priests.     The  Rev.  Francis 
B.  Dunham,  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Redeemer,   died  April  21, 
1895.     In  June,  1880,  I  appointed  him   priest-in-charge  of  a   new 
mission  at  South  Park,  Chicago,  and  when  subsequently  it  was   paro- 
chially organized  he  became  its  rector.     From  its  inception  it  was  suc- 
eessf  ul,  and  this  was  under  God  more  largely  due  to  his  wise  leader- 
ship than  to  anything   else.     He  was  a  strong  man,  strong  in  the  pul- 
pit, strong  in  administration,  strong   in  sympathy  and    hopefulness, 
strong  in  his  power  over  men;  his  only  weakness  was  physical.     He 
came  here  out  of  health.     I  have  never  known  such  results  achieved  by 
so  sick  a  man.     He  had  the  courage  of  a  hero,  and  even  when  those 
who  loved  him  saw  how  hopeless  the  contest  was,  he  did  not  abate  one 
jot  his  purpose  to  live  and  labor  on  if  he  might.     He  loved  life,   he 
loved  the  Church,  he  wanted  to  stay  with  those  whom  God  had  given 
him;  but  it  was  not  to  be.     His  preparations  were  complete  for  a  year's 
absence  in  a  more  congenial  climate,  but  God  had  better  things   in 
store  for  him,  and  when  the  command  to  go  struck  fully  on  his  ear, 
the  strong  yearning  for  life  was  at  once  surrendered,  and   his  will 
melted  into  the  divine.     His  last  moments  are  thus  described  by  the 
liev.  Mr.  Davidson  in  a  memorial  sermon : 

"The  final  summons  came  the  next  morning.  The  tender  and  unceasing 
aninist rations  of  loved  ones,  the  skill  of  the  physician,  and  the  power  of  an 
almost  superhuman  will  could  no  longer  keep  back  the  last  enemy.  When 
earthly  hope  was  past,  and  in  tenderest  love  and  mercy  he  and  his  dear  ones 
were  made  aware  of  the  near  approach  of  death,  there  ensued  a  pcene  too  sacred 
for  the  eyes  of  the  world  to  witness,  but  which  I  may  tell  you  of;  for  you,  too, 
were  of  his  family.  It  was  then  that  the  greatness  of  his  character  manifested 
itself  in  sublimest  measure.  He  had  with  unflinching  courage  and  unyielding 
will  repulsed  death  at  every  point  through  so  many  months;  but  now.  when  the 
authoritative  summons  came — when  God  snid,  *  Come  up  higher ' — there  was 
not  an  instant's  hesitation,  not  a  murmur,  not  a  sign  of  rebellion,  or  fear,  or 
shrinking  back.  Gathering  his  loved  ones  around  him,  he  spoke  to  each,  and 
gave  to  each  a  special  message  and  a  blessing.  To  all  of  them  he  said.  '  I  shall 
watch  over  you  and  care  for  you.'  And  then,  a  true  servant  of  his  Muster,  the 
Saviour's  dying  words  of  resignation  came  to  his  lips,  '  Father,  into  Thy  hand  I 
commend  mj  spirit.'  and  with  a  smile  of  rapture  that  comes  only  to  the  faces 
of  saints  who  see  the  divine  vision,  he  bowed  his  head  and  gave  up  the  ghost." 

TheBev.  Samuel  F.  Clark,  M.D.,  died  at  his  home  near  Aurora 
on  the  25th  of  May,  at  an  advanced  age.  Dr.  Clark  was  for  many 
years  a  most  useful  layman,  and  his  name  was  recommended  to  my 
predeo€»ssor  as  a  suitable  person  to  be  admitted  to  Deacon's  orders. 
He  was  ordained  by  me  on  the  11th  day  of  June  (being  the  Feast  of 
S.  Barnabas),  1876.     Dr.  Clark  was  in  delicate  health,  and  has  never 
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snfioientlj  recovered  to  enable  him  to  take  any  stated  labor,  but  he 
has  frequently  read  service  and  otherwise  assisted  at  Aurora.  He  was 
a  good  man,  and  dearly  did  he  love  the  Church  and  her  holy  ways. 

The  Pastoral  Letter  of  the  Bishops. 

The  chief  event  in  the  history  of  our  national  Church  during  the 
year  has  been  the  pastoral  letter  issued  by  the  Bishops.  The  Bishops 
felt  that  a  mighty  necessity  was  laid  upon  them  to  exhort  the  Faithful 
in  Christ  Jesus  to  continue  steadfast  and  unmovable  in  those  things 
which  are  most  surely  believed  among  us,  because  in  these  latter 
days,  like  as  in  other  times,  the  fundamental  truths  of  Christianity 
are  seriously  attacked,  on  the  one  hand  by  those  who  refuse  to  bow  at 
the  Name  that  is  above  every  name,  and  on  the  other  hand  by  some 
who,  while  rendering  to  our  venerated  creeds  the  service  of  the  lips, 
read  into  them  a  sense  so  false  and  unhistorical  that,  were  this  to  be 
regarded  as  legitimate,  language  would  seem  to  have  lost  its  power  of 
conveying  idea.  Many  of  our  believing  pegple  are  much  tried  in 
their  minds  by  what  appears  to  be  a  definite  movement  away  from 
the  Faith  which  they  love,  and  some  have  been  shaken  by  the 
iconoclasm  of  rash  teachers,  infected  seemingly  with  a  spirit  akin  to 
that  nihilistic  mania  which  in  some  parts  of  the  world  threatens  the 
whole  structure  of  society.  The  Bishops  in  uttering  a  note  of  warn- 
ing did  not  deprecate^a  reverent  spirit  of  inquiry  concerning  the  truth. 
Christianity  has  no  reason  to  shrink  from  microscopic  scrutiny,  but 
there  is  an  appreciable  difiference  between  the  methods  of  the  modest 
tlieologian  and  of  the  destructive  critic,  in  the  former  case  contemplat- 
ing the  defense  and  coniirmation  of  the  Faith,  and  in  the  other  its  di- 
lution or  subversion.  Welcome  historical  study  and  critical  investiga- 
tion prosecuted  in  a  loyal  spirit!  But  let  us  beware  of  concealed 
enemies.  When,  as  now,  we  are  passing  through  an  epoch  of  aggra- 
vated unbelief  in  which  many  forceful  voices  do  not  draw  back  from 
the  supreme  error  of  denying  God,  in  which  there  is  a  subtle  and 
pervasive  tendency  so  to  identify  God  with  His  works  as  to  bury  His 
personality  in  their  dust,  in  which  a  narrow  view  of  His  immanent  re- 
lation to  the  Universe  leaves  no  room  and  verge  for  the  operation  of 
His  transcendent  Hand,  and  therefore  no  place  for  that  sovereign 
activity  which  we  term  supernatural,  of  which  the  Incarnation  is  the 
supreme  illustration,  in  which,  moreover,  the  sacred  Book  which  the 
Church  wears  as  a  jewel  on  her  bosom,  is  catalogued  with  the  ordinary 
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literaitire  of  manldnd ,  and  no  longer  regarded  as  the  Word  of  God, 
the  fnllneea  of  time  has  oome  when  by.  every  obligation  that  can  bind 
.Christian  men  we  most  protect  ourselves  from  these  deadly  unfluencee. 
The  critical  spirit  most  be  cautioned  to  walk  softly  before  the  Lord, 
and  destmctiye  speculation  must  be  reminded  that  its  wings  are  of 
wax. 

I  have  no  sympathy  and  little  patience  with  those  who  would 
minimize  the  perils  of  the  situation,  who  cry  Peace!  Peace!  when 
there  is  no  peace.  The  Church  has  been  slumbering  while  this  foe 
has  stolen  into  her  doors,  and  it  is  high  time  to  awake  out  of  sleep. 
Our  laity  do  not  generally  follow  with  care  the  movements  of  religious 
thought,  and  are  content  to  accept  the  great  truths  of  religion  with 
quietness  and  confidence.  They  must  be  aroused  to  a  sense  of  impend- 
ing danger,  must  be  made  to  see  that  in  a  time  of  seeming  peace 
enemies  of  these  truths  are  busy;  must  be  led  to  feel  the  folly  of  keep- 
ing up  those  old  sibboleths  and  shibboleths  of  a  time-worn  issue,  while 
other  issues  are  upon  us  which  involve  the  very  life  of  Chris- 
tianity. Our  clergy  who  are  burdened  with  the  labors  and  anxieties 
of  their  office  are  many  of  them  unaware  of  the  peril.  To  all,  the 
Pastoral  Letter  comes  as  an  awakening  cry;  and  it  has  had  its  abundant 
justification  in  the  manner  of  its  reception  by  Unitarians  and  some 
within  the  Church  not  too  obscure  to  be  unnoticeable. 

I  can  enter  fully  into  the  motives  of  those  who  hunger  to  save 
men  who  haye  fallen  into  doubt  or  unbelief,  but  I  cannot  appreciate 
the  policy  of  saving  them  to  the  Faith  by  going  with  them  as  far  as 
possible  in  the  direction  of  doubt  or  unbelief.  You  cannot  overturn 
error  by  the  sword  of  a  half-truth,  even.  Whatever  may  be  said  of 
modem  theologies,  as  to  the  policy  of  revision  and  reconstruction,  the 
Catholic  Faith  is  and  must  be  unchangeable,  not  only  as  to  its  letter 
but  as  to  its  spirit.  I  confess  to  much  respect  for  the  mind  that  honestly 
refuses  subscription  to  the  Faith,  but  I  have  none  for  those  who  utter 
its  truths  while  they  put  upon  them  an  interpretation  that  is  in  efifect 
a  denial  of  them,  a  policy  that  will  not  prevent  doubt  but  multiply  it. 
The  articles  of  the  Faith  are  not  little  clusters  of  fire-mist,  nebulous 
and  ill-defined,  they  are  precious  crystals,  each  perfect  in  itself,  and 
all  wonderfully  related  to  each  other,  in  lines  of  beauty  and  pro- 
portions of  grace. 

Dear  brethren  of  the  laity,  contribute  the  whole  force  of  your  re- 
deemed manhood  to  the  conservation  of  truth.     Dear  brethren  of  the 
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clergy,  remember  that  the  words  you  are  to  speak  as  teachers  have 
been  given  us  once  for  all.  There  are  no  limitations  laid  npon  zeal 
save  that  the  priests'  lips  shall  keep  knowledge;  none  upon  love  ex- 
cept the  capacity  of  our  hearts;  none  upon  the  cultivation  of  holiness, 
since  we  are  commanded  to  be  holy  even  as  God  is  holy;  none  upon 
devotion  to  duty,  since  we  are  required  to  imitate  Him  Whose  meat  and 
drink  it  is  to  do  His  Father's  will;  but  our  function  as  teachers  of 
the  Faith  is  limited  by  the  exact  dimensions  of  the  Faith,  which,  be- 
cause filled  with  all  the  fullness  of  a  divine  revelation,  do  not  resolve 
themselves  into  the  narrowness  of  individual  opinion,  or  conform  to 
the  shape  of  a  passing  school  of  metaphysics. 

Various  Matters  of  Diocesan  Interest. 

I  pass  to  the  consideration  of  some  topics  of  special  interest 
within  the  diocese. 

If  I  do  not  make  particular  mention  of  all  our  diocesan  institu- 
tions, it  is  not  because  I  have  in  any  sense  abated  my  strong  interest 
in  them,  but  because  I  believe  that  you  do  not  really  need  to  be  re- 
minded of  them  at  length  in  every  annual  address  by  the  Bishop. 
There  they  are.  They  are  your  own.  Help  them,  pray  for  them, 
support  and  defend  them. 

We  have  more  than  forty  surpliced  choirs  of  men  and  boys  in 
this  diocese.  They  have  been  organized,  trained,  clothed  and  sus- 
tained, for  specific  ends.  They  are  not  public  property,  they  are  not 
parochial  property.  They  are  indigenous  to  our  system,  and  exist 
solely  for  the  promotion  of  the  worship  of  God  in  the  chancels  of  our 
churches,  subject  to  the  general  spirit  of  our  laws  and  customs.  The 
Church  will  not  permit  them  to  be  used  for  any  other  purpose  than 
that  for  which  she  has  created  them.  Nothing  would  discredit  the  whole 
movement  more  fatally  than  to  divert  them  from  this  purpose.  Noth* 
ing  could  be  more  contrary  to  the  tastes  and  convictions  of  our  peo- 
ple. Individual  singers  in  their  private  capacity  are  not  denied  their 
liberty,  save  that  they  should  always  and  everywhere  be  regulated  by 
the  rules  of  propriety  and  dignity,  but  they  must  understand  that  the 
putting  on  of  a  vestment  that  is  or  is  like  the  authorized  vestments  of 
the  Church  choir  puts  an  end  to  private  freedom,  and  indicates  the 
line  of  duty  beyond  which  they  will  not  be  permitted  to  go.  The 
clergy  having  spiritual  cures,  and  the  lay  officers  of  our  churches,  do 
not  require  any  solicitation  from  me  to  enforce  the  manifest  propriety 
of  this  statement. 
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It  seems  scarcely  necessary  to  refresh  our  minds  with  regard  to 
the  seventh  canon  of  Title  III  of  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese.  The 
keys  of  every  Church  building  are  considered  to  be  in  the  custody  and 
under  the  immediate  control  of  the  clergyman  who  canonically  holds 
the  spiritual  cure.  He  is  rector,  i.  e.,  he  directs  all  the  services  and 
meetings  subject  to  his  Bishop,  and  in  order  to  his  official  freedom  he 
must  have  custody  and  control  of  the  keys.  This  is  a  law  of  the 
ages,  and  is  based  on  sound  sense.  But  the  clergyman  must  exercise 
his  freedom  in  conformity  with  his  vow  of  obedience  to  the  canons 
of  the  Church.  None  of  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese  have  indefinite 
views  of  their  duty.  It  is  for  their  protection  in  the  faithful  discharge 
of  that  duty  that  I  call  attention  to  the  canon,  which  puts  reasonable 
restrictions  upon  our  Churches  and  upon  those  who  officiate  therein. 
Our  clergy  are  quite  prepared  to  accept  any  adverse  criticism,  but  it 
would  appear  t6  be  anything  but  just  that  those  who  have  made  a  vow 
to  obey  law  should  be  blamed  for  refusing  to  disobey  it  ^'hen 
clamor  seeks  to  annul  our  law,  it  might  better  address  itself  to  the 
supreme  source  of  our  canonical  legislation. 

There  is  another  aspect  of  this  subject  to  which  your  attention  is 
now  directed.  There  are  also  restrictions  imposed  by  canon  upon 
members  of  our  own  communion  with  respect  to  the  use  of  our  churches, 
and  the  object  aimed  at  is  not  the  repression  of  any,  but  the  protection 
of  all.  No  man  can  speak  publicly  to  a  congregration  gathered  for 
public  service  in  our  Churches  without  authority.  A  deacon  cannot 
preach  without  license.  A  priest  has  no  right  to  preach  in  another 
Church  than  his  own,  if  he  has  one,  without  invitation  from  some  per- 
son, warden,  rector,  or  bishop.  A  priest  cannot  officiate  statedly  in 
a  diocese  of  which  he  is  not  a  member  without  the  license  of  the 
Bishop  ther(»of.  A  layman  cannot  read  prayers  and  lessons  without 
license,  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  canon  pertaining  to  lay 
readers.  "  He  shall  not  deliver  sermons  of  his  own  composition,  but 
he  may  deliver  addresses,  instructions,  and  exhortations  as  a  catechist 
in  vacant  parishes,  congregations,  or  missions,  if  he  be  specially 
licensed  thereto  by  the  Bishop." 

It  is  easy  to  speak  of  laws  for  regulation  as  laws  for  repression. 
But  the  worst  form  of  repression  which  I  know  anything  about  is 
unregulated  liberty.  Unregulated  liberty  represses  everything  but 
itself.  Wisely,  therefore,  has  the  Church  settled  for  us  what  shall 
not  be  done  in  the  way  of  public  speaking,  as  well  as  what  shall  be 
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done,  KQd  obediently  most  her  will  be  enforced.  I  deem  this  word 
timely,  dear  brethren,  because  I  think  there  is  an  impression  that  the 
law  has  not  been  enforced.  For  some  years  past  laymen  hare 
addressed  oar  congregations  on  the  subject  of  missions  with  telling 
effect.  Let  me  add  that  they  have  not  done  so  withoat  explicit 
authority,  this  having  been  granted  them  on  the  groand  that  in  their 
capacity  as  representatives  of  the  Board  of  Missiona  they  may  have  the 
freedom  which  they  would  possess  as  members  of  the  Missionary 
Council  under  the  authority  of  the  General  Convention.  Ton  will 
have  noticed,  also,  that  what  I  have  said  has  reference  to  all  occasions 
of  public  assemblage  for  the  worship  of  Ood  in  the  use  of  oar  forms 
of  worship.  We  can  trust  a  loyal  people  to  interpret  this  in  the  sense 
of  its  authors  who  represented  the  Church  as  a  body  diaiuclined  to 
laxity.  But  when  strictly  coastmed,  it  puts  no  restraiut  apon  the 
right  of  our  laity  to  take  part  iu  the  deliberations  of  guilds,  societies 
aud  other  cognate  organizations,  and  to  speak  in  Sunday -schools  and 
classes.  Bnt  this  will  suffice,  as  I  have  spoken  at  length  on  other 
aspects  of  the  question,  some  years  since. 

Clerical  Chanoeis. 
The  shadow  which  fell  upon  onr  dear  Dr.  Locke  eighteen  months 
a^  has,  since  last  we  met  here,  deepened  into  darkness,  and  then, 
after  a  little,  paled  and  melted  into  exceeding  brightness.  The  dark- 
ness wa.s  the  physical  inability  to  continue  hia  work  of  a  third  of  a 
century  in  Grace  Church.  The  brightness  was  the  childlike  faith  with 
which  he  accepted  a  grent  calamity  without  rebellion  against  Him 
who  leads  us  toward  Himself  by  paths  that  are  sometimes  very 
rugged.  Night  is  necessary  to  the  completed  day.  "And  God  called 
the  light  Day,  and  the  darkness  He  called  Night;  and  the  evening  and 
the  morning  vrere  the  first  day.'' 

The  tribate  of  our  sympathy  and  the  assurauce  of  oar  affection 
are  hia  in  generous  measure.  We  lament  the  silence  that  has  befallen 
one  of  oar  ablest  preachers,  and  the  termination  of  one  of  oar  most 
examplary  pastorates;  bat  we  rejoice  that  his  genial  fellowship  is  still 
t  now  his  facile  pen  will  have  larger  opportunity;  nor 
e  to  hope  that  "  the  sound  of  a  voice  that  is  atill"  may 
him  and  to  the  Church. 
B-Wjiyiatioo  of  the  Rev.  William  J.  Fetrie,  Rector  of  the 
it  Saviour,  to  take  effect  some  weeks  hence,  is  another 
Kfltl;  be  mentioned  here.     Mr.  Petrie  has  been  iu  hia 
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present  position  for  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century,  and  has  seen  a 
weak  enterprise  develop  into  a  vigorous  parish,  chiefly  through  his 
own  labors.  While  we  can  readily  perceive  how  attractive  must  be  the 
relief  from  the  strain  of  parochial  leadership  in  a  large  city,  especially 
when  the  population  is  as  shifting  and  nomadic  as  it  is  in  Chicago, 
we  are  loath  to  have  him  retire,  because  we  value  his  high  qualities 
as  a  priest,  scholar,  and  gentleman,  and  assure  him  that  he  will  take 
with  him  the  best  wishes  of  the  Diocese. 

The  M18S10NA.RY  Work  of  the  Church. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  observe  that  this  Diocese  has  begun  to  take  fair 
rank  as  a  contributor  to  the  General  Missions  of  the  Church.  From 
September,  1893,  to  September,  1894,  the  amount  given  was  15, 174.25, 
and  this  does  not  include  contributions  from  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  and 
the  Sunday-schools.  Our  contributions  ought  to  increase  as  we  grow 
stronger.  I  have  always  maintained  that  when  we  discharge  our  duty 
to  missions  here  better  we  will  do  more  for  the  general  cause,  for  the 
two  go  hand  in  hand;  and  such  has  proved  to  be  the  case.  There  are 
reasons  for  special  effort  at  present,  because  the  Board  of  Managers 
have  before  them  the  vexatious  problem  of  a  large  deficiency  at  the 
very  time  when  they  must  make  the  appropriations  for  the  year  begin- 
ning in  September.  Our  Diocesan  Board  appropriates  at  the  begin- 
ning of  its  missionary  year  on  the  basis  of  the  pledges  made  at  the 
Convention.  The  General  Board  appropriates  without  such  a  sub- 
stantial assurance.  I  wish  the  General  Convention  might  adopt  some 
system  of  diocesan  pledges  to  be  made  at  each  triennial  meeting. 
With  reference  to  the  deficiency,  1  have  expressed  my  belief  in  one  of 
our  Church  papers,  that  it  would  be  canceled  if  our  people  realized  the 
emergency,  and  that  it  is  within  the  power  of  our  clergy  to  make  the 
emergency  known.  If  five  thousand  sermons  on  the  subject  were 
preached,  and  special  offerings  made  in  as  many  churches  all  over  the 
land,  between  now  and  July  15tb,  the  amount  needed  would  find  its 
way  to  New  York.  Cannot  one  hundred  such  sermons  be  preached  in 
this  Diocese? 

The  interest  in  our  Diocesan  Missions  keeps  up  remarkably  not- 
withstanding the  stress  and  strain  of  the  financial  situation.  The  re- 
port of  the  Board  will  be  presented  immediately.  Let  us  understand, 
dear  brethren,  that  this  is  the  chief  aim  of  our  annual  meeting,  to 
provide  for  Church  extension  in  our  own  Diocese.     Nothing  can  come 
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before  as  so  pressing,  so  far-reachiag,  so  indispensable.  The  welfare 
of  each  Charch  is  bound  up  in  the  welfare  of  the  whole.  If  that 
suffers,  all  suffer.  If  that  shows  the  propelling  power  of  enthusiasm 
and  determination,  the  spirit  will  be  caught  by  each  Church.  '^  And 
let  us  not  be  weary  in  well-doing;  for  in  due  season  we  shall  reap,  if 
we  faint  not.  As  we  have  therefore  opportunity,  let  ns  do  good  unto 
all  men,  especially  unto   them  who  are  of  the  household  of  Faith." 

Conclusion. 

And  now,  dear  brethren,  I  want  to  say  a  word  in  concluaion.  It 
comes  from  the  depths  of  my  heart.  We  all  know  how  mighty,  how 
multiform,  how  aggressive  and  how  triumphant  are  the  forces  of  evil 
in  this  great  city.  Or,  do  we  know  ?  Can  we  have  our  eyes  open  to 
this  titanic  conflict  between  good  and  evil,  when  we  seem  to  be  so 
little  terrified  by  the  gain  which  evil  is  making?  I  am  not  one  of 
that  pessimistic  school  whose  constant  croak  is,  ''Who  will  show  ns 
any  good  ? ' '  But  I  do  think  we  have  reason  to  ask  ourselves,  here, 
now,  how  shall  this  tidal  wave  of  irreligion  that  was  never  so  angry  in 
its  rush  be  stayed  ?  It  is  a  problem  not  to  be  solved  off-hand,  but  I 
am  sure  that  our  first  duty  is  to  call  into  intense  action  all  the  Chris- 
tian manhood  there  is  in  us  to  keep  true  to  God  and  to  those 
principles  of  religion  which  He  has  given  to  this  Church  to  hold  fast. 
O,  that  we  of  the  clergy  had  more  of  the  spirit  of  the  soldier,  ready 
to  endure  all  things  even  unto  death,  rather  than  to  compromise  what 
has  been  committed  to  our  charge,  rather  than  to  suffer  our  faith  to 
grow  dim,  and  our  courage  to  be  relaxed,  and  our  interest  in  ourselves 
to  be  stronger  than  our  self-renunciations  for  Christ!  O,  that  all  our 
people  might  cast  out  the  evil  spirit  of  greed  and  worldly  conformity 
which  debilitates  so  many  souls  and  tends  to  spiritual  death!  Dare 
we  content  ourselves  with  being  and  doing  less  than  we  shall  haye  to 
answer  for  when  judgment  shall  be  passed  on  our  earthly  lives?  The 
issues  are  overpowering.  The  time  is  short.  The  Lord  Christ  will 
finally  prevail.  But  it  cuts  one  to  the  very  heart  to  think  that  we 
may  so  slight  our  mission,  so  neglect  our  opportunities,  so  stupefy  our 
consciences,  with  the  plea  that  we  are  doing  well  enough,  that  we 
shall  have  little  right  to  join  in  the  shouts  of  the  day  of  victory  when 
great  voices  in  heaven  shall  say — 

'*  The  Kingdoms  of  this  world  are  become  the  Kingdoms  of  our 
Lord,  and  of  His  Christ;  and  He  shall  reign  for  eyer  and  ever."

During  my  absence  in  Europe  two  Convocations  of  the  Deanery  were  held. 
One  September  26,  18U4,  at  S.  Mark's  Church.  Evanston.  the  other  at  S. 
(/hrysostom's  Church,  Chicago.  December  5,  1894.  At  both  these  Convoca- 
tions the  acting  Dean,  the  Rev.  T.  N.  Morrison,  presided. 

Since  my  return  three  Convocations  have  been  lie]d:One  January  12.  1S95, 
at  Christ  Church,  Chicago;  one  April  22.  1895,  at  the  Church  Club  Rooms 
to  adopt  appropriate  resolutions  on  the  death  of  the  Rev.  F.  B.  Dunham;  and 
one  May  15,  1895,  at  Trinity  Church,  Chicago.  Every  regular  Convocation 
has  been  attended  by  a  large  number  of  the  clergy,  and  the  papers  read  and 
discussed  have  been  of  exceptional  interest. 

The  usual  dailv  I^nteu  service,  under  tlie  care  of  this  Deanery,  was  held  at 
Central  Music  Hall,  resulting  in  an  increased  attendance  over  that  of  previous 
years. 

A  Scholarship  is  still  maintained  at  Waterman  Hall:  an  appropriation  was 
made  in  aid  of  the  new  Parish  House  of  S.  Philip's,  Church,  Bridgeport,  and 
funds  contributed  for  special  objects  in  conection  with  the  work  of  the  Dean- 
cry.

To  fJie  Right  Reverend,  the  Bishop  of  Chicago: 

I  beg  leave  to  report  that  we  have  held  two  Chapter  meetings  since  my 
appointmcMit  to  suc.reeii  Dean  Peabody.  The  first  one  was  held  at  Sycamore 
on  January  10.  IHli.'j.  and  at  DeKalb,  on  January  17.  The  attendance 
of  the  rleru-y  was  very  i^ood,  and  plans  were  considered  for  wise  and  eflfective 
work  in  looking  alter  the  Church  families,  or  communicants,  living  in  places 
wliere  the  ministrations  of  a  priest  cannot  be  regularly  provided  for.  Again 
on  the  :<Oth  of  A])ril  and  1st  of  May  a  Convocation  of  our  Chapter  was  held  in 
Grace  Church.  Sterling.  Here  also  the  interest  of  the  clergy  was  evinced  by 
a  general  utteiulanrr.  and  the  laity  shared  theirs  by  providing  liberally  for  our 
comfort,  and  greeting  us  with  large  congregations,  thus  reflecting  great 
credit  upon  the  tidelity  and  ilevolion  of  thi^ir  earnest  Rector.  The  clergy 
decided  to  meet  ((uarteriy  and  hopt?  to  increase  the  esprit  de  e^rps  and  help 
along  the  missionary  work  of  the  Deanery. 

The  General  Missionary,  the  Rev.  Joseph  Kushton,  met  with  us  In  both 
instaniM'S.  aided  us  with  his  wise  counsels,  and  was  made  an  Honorary  member 
of  the  Deanery.

l>t'^ijl«s  tlic  <)i:raiii/ed  Missions,  services  have  been  held  during  the  year 
Miorr  or  less  rcmilarly  by  our  clergy  under  " 'I'he  Southern  Deanery  Plan."  in 
rijri)anse,  Dwiuht.  Seneca,  Morris  and  -Marseilles;  while  ])a8toraI  visits  have- 
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teen  made,  and  occasional  ministerial  functions  performed  in  as  many  Other 
places. 

With  some  thin£^  to  discourage,  the  work  of  Church  extension  as  well  as 
ordinary  parochial  work  in  the  Southern  Deanery  is  fairly  satisfactory.  Every 
Parish  and  Mission  is  supplied,  and  we  hope  another  man  may  soon  he  sup- 
ported. The  work  at  Morris,  continued  so  longand  faithfully  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Edwards,  has  now  been  assigned  to  the  Rev.  W.  B.  Walker,  or  Joliet.  Signs 
of  reviving  life  encourage  us  in  this  old  field,  which  twenty -five  years  ago  was 
an  organized  parish.  A  fine  lot  centrally  located,  one  hundred  and  twenty-five 
feet  square,  awaits  the  building  of  a  place  of  worship.  As  was  the  case  with 
Lacon,  which  was  thought  by  some  to  be  utterly  hopeless,  but  which  was  re- 
vived last  year,  and  is  now  prospering  after  its  sleep  of  thirty  years,  so  we  hope 
it  may  be  with  Morris.

REPORT  OF  THE  CITY  MISSIONARY. 

During  the  year  1894  my  work  as  City  Missionary  continued  as  before  in 
the  penal  and  charitable  institutions  of  the  city.  The  weekly  Sunday  morn- 
ing service  at  the  County  Hospital  was  interfered  with  for  a  few  weeks  in  the 
early  summer,  but  that  and  the  two  afternoons  cacli  week  in  visiting  was  kept 
■up  the  rest  of  the  year.  Small  pox  at  the  Bridewell  prevented  services  from 
August  till  November,  and  then  after  two  weeks  till  Easter,  when  I  was  per- 
mitted to  return  again.  At  the  County  Poor  House  the  weekly  Thursday 
afternoon  service  was  continued  during  the  3'ear.  and,  with  the  visits  I  was  able 
to  make.  I  believe  much  good  was  accomplished  among  the  ])oor  to  be  found 
there.  The  Sunday  afternoon  service  in  the  jail,  together  with  the  weekly  visit- 
ing, brought  me  into  contact  with  a  large  number  of  our  criminals,  some  of 
whom  I  believe  I  have  been  enabled  with  God's  blessing  to  help  in  living  better 
lives.  The  work  in  the  Home  for  Incurables,  always  an  interesting  one,  con- 
tinued during  the  year,  and  proved  of  some  benefit  to  the  inmates. 

Since  January  1,  1895,  much  of  my  time  has  been  occupied  in  the  general 
missionary  work  of  the  Diocese.  I  have  paid  ofllcial  visits  to  Grand  Crossing, 
Windsor  Park,  Park  Ridge.  Humbolt  Park,  Naperville,  Downer's  Grove, 
Berywn,  Norwood  Park,  Streator,  Holy  Nativity,  Clyde,  Elgin.  Western 
Springs,  besides  attending  deanery  meetings  at  Sycamore  and  Dc  Kalb,  Fair- 
bury  and  Sterling.  I  have  also  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  consulting  with 
committees,  going  to  various  churches  to  speak  in  the  interests  of  the  Hoard  of 
Missions,  and  arranging  with  Missions  for  services  and  clergy.  As  a  member 
of  the  committee  in  charge  of  the  new  parish  house  of  S.  George,  Grand 
Crossing,  I  have  paid  the  workmen  each  week,  and  have  taken  general  over- 
sight 01  the  building  operations.  I  have  also  during  this  period  had  charire  of 
city  missionary  work,  and  have  visited  the  various  institutions  as  often  as 
possible.  Since  January  21,  the  Rev.  T.  D.  Phillipps  has  devoted  a  portion  of 
his  time  to  this  work,  and  has  been  of  great  value  to  me  as  an  assistant. 
He  has  visited  in  the  County  Hospital,  the  jail  and  the  Poor  House,  where 
he  has  been  welcomed  by  the  inmates  with  gratitude.  I  have  also  to  thank 
the  Revs.  J.  Wj'nne  Jones  and  H.  G.  Moore  for  assiatanre  at  the  Bridewell 
when  other  engagements  prevented  my  taking  the  Sunday  Service. 

Owing  to  the  financial  depression  and  the  severity  of  last  winter,  a  great 
many  calls  were  made  upon  me  for  assistance.  These  calls  came  principally 
from  persons  I  had  met  m  the  County  Hospital,  the  Poor  House,  and  in  my 
rounds  through  the  city.  Through  the  kindness  of  churchmen  and  church- 
women  in  the  city,  I  have  been  enabled  to  relieve  much  distress,  and  to  loan 
money  to  persons  in  need,  much  of  which  has  been  returned  and  used  over 
again.  I  received  from  all  sources  (420.25.  all  of  which  was  used  in  relief  work. 
During  the  year  I  have  had  six  baptisms,  five  marriages  and  ten  burials.

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KEPORTOF  REV.  AUSTIN  W.  MANN.  PRIEST  IN  CHARGE  OF  DEAF- 
MUTE  CONGREGATIONS. 

To  the  Right  Reverend,  t/ie  Bishop  of  Chicago: 

During  the  conveDtional  year  just  closed.  I  held  services  for  deaf-mutes  in 
All  ADj^^el's  Mission,  Chicacro:  Christ  Church.  Joliet;  Emmanuel  Church.  Rock- 
ford,  and  Trinity  Church,  Belvidere.  The  attendance  has  been  good,  and  the 
interest  very  encourngin^r.  I  visited  the  State  School  at  Jacksonville,  where 
many  deaf  children  from  the  Diocese  are  receiviui^  an  education. 

The  "  Silent''  communicants  of  the  Diocese  number  72,  distributed  as  fol- 
lows: All  Angels',  Chicago,  K^.  Christ  Church,  Joliet,  4;  Church  of  the  Redeemer, 
Elgin,  1;  Trinity  Church.  Belvidere.  4:  Christ  Church.  Waukegan.  3;  Christ 
Church,  Streator,  2;  Emmanuel  Church,  Rockford,  2;  All  Saints,  Pullman,  2, 
and  Ridott,  1. 

Outside  of  the  Diocese  of  Chicago.  I  held  services  in  St.  Louis.  Kansas 
City.  Indianapolis,  Grand  Rapids.  Detroit,  Toledo,  Cleveland,  Columbus,  Cin- 
cinnati, Pittsburgh,  New  York  City,  Philadelphia,  and  many  smaller  places. 
Total  baptisms,  20;  confirmations,  26;  marriages,  4.  I  preached  to  the  gradu- 
ating classes  of  the  Ohio  and  Indiana  schools  for  deaf  children.  Besides  these 
schools  nnd  the  one  at  Jacksonville,  I  have  visited  those  of  Michigan,  Missouri 
and  western  Pennsylvania,  taking  services  or  lectures  at  each  visit. 

Owing  to  the  continued  financial  Htringency.  nothing  has  been  done  toward 
raising  the  money  for  the  purchase  of  land  whereon  to  construct  a  Church 
building  with  parish  house  suited  to  the  needs  of  this  unique  work.  If  we 
could  have  arrangements  similar  to  those  belooging  to  S.  Saviour's  Church, 
Oxford  street,  London,  they  would  be  a  great  acquisition.  In  addition  to  the 
well-appointed  parish  house  it  has  a  rectory.  Tliis  Church  is  the  center  of 
work  extending  all  over  the  English  metropolis.  Five  or  six  missions  are 
worked  from  it.  The  same  plan  with  but  few  modifications  ought  to  be  made 
applicable  to  the  great  and  growing  city  of  Chicago. 

Last  summer,  in  response  to  an  invitation,  I  attended  a  convention  of  Eng- 
lish Church  workers  among  deaf-mutes.  It  was  held  in  the  latter  part  of 
July,  at  Blackburn,  about  thirty  miles  north  of  Liverpool.  It  was  presided 
ovt'r  by  Bishop  Cramer- Roberts.  Clerical  and  lay  workers  from  London,  Liver- 
pool, Manchester,  Durham,  Newcastlcon-Tyne,  Carlisle.  Belfast,  Dublin, 
Swansea  and  other  places  were  jiresent.  I  gave  a  short  account  of  the  work  in 
the  middle  western  United  Stales;  and  made  a  plea  for  the  ordination  of  fit 
deaf-mute  men  for  this  special  work  in  Great  Britain,  showing  that  they  are 
easily  in  touch  with  those  in  the  same  situation  as  themselves.  The  Rev.  Dr. 
Gallarudel  of  New  York  also  attended  this  Convention.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Gilby. 
Curate  of  S.  Saviour's.  London.  inter])reted  the  proceedings  for  the  benefit  of 
the  deaf-mute  delegates. 

After  the  adjournment  of  this  most  profitable  gathering.  I  went  to  London 
and  held  services  in  St.  Saviour's  Church.  Latterly,  in  the  course  of  my  travels 
I  oificiated  at  Missions  in  Liverpool.  Blackburn.  Belfast,  Cork  and  Dublin. 
Shortly  before  embarking  on  the  return  voyage,  I  attended  the  Irish  Church 
Congress,  held  at  Cork,  early  in  Septem]»er*  and  was  given  an  opportunity  to 
make  a  few  remarks  through  Dr.  Gallaudet  on  the  ordination  of  deA-mute  men 
for  this  work  in  Ireland. 

On  the  Continent  my  travels  extended  as  far  as  Rome  and  Venice.  At 
Milan,  a  somewhat  famous  school  for  deaf  children  was  visited.  Since  mv 
return  I  have  given  sign  lectures  on  the  antiquities  of  Rome  and  the  English 
Cathedrals  to  my  congregations,  and  the  pupils  of  the  deaf-mute  schools  enumer- 
ated above.  To' the  kind  friends  who  made  possible  this  trip,  so  full  of  interest 
and  profit,  I  beg  here  to  repeat  my  thanks.  It  was  the  first  vacation  taken  in 
nearly  twenty  years. 
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REPORT  OF  THE   TRUSTEES  OP    S.   LUKE'S   HOSPITAL,  OCTOBER 

1,  1893,  TO  OCTOBER  1,  1894. 

To  tlie  Right  Reverend,  the  Bishop  of  Chicago: 

The  maintenaQce  expenses  of  the  Hospital  for  the  year  amounted  to 
$68,890.24,  the  average  number  of  patients  being  115,  and  the  cost  per  diem 
11.64.  The  income  of  the  Hospital  was  almost  but  not  quite  8ufflcient  to  meet 
the  expenses,  leayiog  a  deficit  of  $583.38.  This  deficit,  being  offset  by  the  sur- 
plus of  $465.53  from  the  years  1892-3,  leaves  the  two  years'  work  practically 
cared  for.  and  so  far  there  is  reason  for  thankfulness. 

The  prospect  for  the  accounting  at  the  close  of  the  current  year,  however, 
is  most  alarming. 

The  earnings  of  the  Hospital  from  its  pay  patients  increased  very  rapidly 
immediately  after  the  opening  of  the  Johnston  Pavilion,  under  the  increased 
demand  for  Hospital  accommodations  before  and  during  the  World's  Fair,  and 
our  income  for  the  past  three  years  from  this  source  has  been  in  round  num- 
bers, $15,000,  $26,000  and  $36,000. 

We  have  now  gotten  beyond  the  inlluence  of   this  influx  of  pay  patients, 
and  the  Hospital  earnings  will   fall  back,  this  year  at  least,  to  ^^30,000,  very 
possibly  to  less  than  that.    For  while  our  private  rooms  arc  constanth'  in  de- 
mand, the  receipts  from  pa3ing  patients  in  the  public  wards  no    longer  form 
any  considerable  factor  in  our  income.     Indeed  it  is  probable  that  the  Hos- 
pital will  never  see  a  repetition  of  the  state  of  things  existing  two  years  ago, 
when  our  wards  were  largeh'  filled  with  patients  whose  injuries  had  been  re- 
ceived in  such  a  way  as  to  'make  an  employer  or  a  transportation  company 
legally  as  well  as  morally   responsible  for  their  care.     The  Hospital  was  ac- 
cordingly able  to  care  for  a  larger  number  of  free  patients  than  ever  before  in 
its  history. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  present   Hospital  year,    these  facts  were  fairly 

>iveighed«  and  the  question  asked,  whether  it  was  possible  to  continue  as  much 

tree  work  as  before,  admitting  such   patients  to  fill  up  the  wards,  if  it  were 

found  that  there  was  a  considerable  falling  off  in  the   number  of  ])ay  patients 

cipplyiug  for  admission. 

For  seven  months  the  Hospital  has  made  experiment,  and  the   decision 
forced  upon  us,  is  an  emphatic  negative. 

The  Hospital  has  kept  its  wards  fairly  full,   discriminating  against  none 

"Who  were  accounted  worth}'  objects  of  charity,  sixty  per  cent,  of  its  work  being 

"free,  and  as  many  as  seventy-five  wholly  free  patients  being  cared  for  during  a 

part  of  that  time.     Unless  donations  materially  increase,  we  shall  no  longer  be 

able  to  do  this,  and  to  pay  our  just  dues  to  nur  creditors. 

Our  revenue  is  diminished  by  the  decrease  in  the  nuniberof  paying  patients 
as  stated  above,  and  also  by  the  decline  in  the  returns  from  real  estate,  whieh 
has  aflfected  the  cit^  so  generally  during  the  past  3'ear.  The  Clinton  Apart- 
ment Building  which  paid  nearlv  $16.00<)  tbe  first  year  after  its  completion, 
paid  but  $9,000  last  year,  and  will  pay  probably  but  $5,000  or  $(),000  this  year. 
Better  times  will  bring  better  revenue,  we  trust,  from  this  properly,  but  for 
the  present  we  cannot  expect  our  invested  funds  to  give  us  much  assistance  in 
our  difficulty.  S.  Luke's  must  look  to  the  Church  for  funds  to  enable  it  to  go 
on  with  its  work  of  charity.  The  following  is  the  response  during  tbe  past 
Hospital  year  from  the  various  parishes  and  missions  of  the  Diocese.  In  addi- 
tion to  this  there  were  twenty-five  free  beds  wholly  supported,  and  nine  par- 
tially supported,  mostly  by  individuals  and  guilds  of  these  same  parishes: 
Grace  Church,  $777.50;  8.  James'  Church.  $633.(M);  Trinity  (Church,  $268.80; 
Church  of  the  Ascension,  $100.00;  Church  of  the  Epiphany.  ^96.25;  Church  of 
Our  Saviour.  $81.26;  8.  Mark's  Church,  $71.00;  8.  Pefer's  Church,  $67.26; 
Railroad  Chapel  Sunday  School  $50,00;  8.  Mark's  Church,  Evanston,  f47.77; 
Church  of  8.  Paul  the  Apostle,  $25,00;  Church  of  the  Holy  Communion,  Lake 
Geneva,  $17.30;  Christ  Church,  Woodlawn  Park,  $13.87:  The  Cathedral  Iron 
Cross  Guild,  $11.50;  8.  John's  Chapel.  $9.47;  8.  Paul's  Church.  Savanna, 
$5.00;  8.  Paul's  Church,  Manhattan,  $4.50;  (rrace  Church.  New  Lenox.  $4.05;

Thnu*  parisiics  have  Lrivt-n  over  8cvent\'  per  cent,  of  this  entire  amount, 
s*'vcn  <»thiM'.s  have  ^ivt?n  twenty  per  cent.,  and  the  remaining  $100.04  was  cou- 
irihuted  by  tliirteen  parishes.  1  he  receipts  tin's  year  from  this  same  source, 
are  a  little  larger  than  last  year,  the  three  parishes  ^ivc  ninety  per  cent,  of  this, 
nuii  only  nineteen  juirishes' contribute  at  all. 

It  is  a  question  for  the  Church  in  this  Dioeese  to  meet  Sipiarelj'.  We  have 
a  revenue  at  present  to  carry  the  Hospital  throui^h  the  year  at  two  thirds  its 
<*a|»aeity.  .\notiu*r  $10,000  would  enable  it  to  run  at  its  full  capacit3',  and  the 
patients  wlio  asl\  for  admission,  and  must  be  refused  unless  the  Church  provides 
additional  means  ti)  care  for  them,  are  many  of  them  the  Church's  children.  uH 
«»f  them  thorouirhly  wjirthj'  objects  of  the  Church *8  irenerous  aid.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CHURCH  HOME  FOR  ORPHANS. 

To  tfw  Right  Reverend,  the  Bishop  of  Chicago: 

The  Trustees  of  the  Church  Home  for  Orphans  respectfully  report  to  the 
-Convention  that  by  the  blessing  of  Almighty  God  they  have  been  enabled  to 
care  during  the  past  year  for  sixty-seven  homeless  children  of  both  sexes,  many 
of  whom  were  motherless  girls  with  no  future  before  them  but  a  life  of  shame. 

These  children  have  been  clothed  and  fed  and  lovingly  nurtured  in  the 
Orphanage.  Those  who  are  old  enough  have  attended  the  nearest  public 
school,  where  they  have  earned  the  respect  of  their  teachers  by  their  conduct 
and  improvement  in  lensons  as  shown  in  their  monthly  reports.  They  have 
been  taught  the  principles  of  the  Church  and  (Church  Catechism  at  home,  and 
taken  their  part  in  the  duties  of  housekeeping,  attending  to  their  rooms,  learning 
cooking,  sewing  and  general  housework. 

We  have  not  had  u  case  of  serious  illness  during  the  entire  year.  When- 
ever possible,  with  the  consent  of  the  nearest  relatives,  the  children  have  b6en 
placed  in  good  homes.  It  is  the  purpose  of  the  trustees  to  send  out  from  the 
Orphanage  children  with  strong  moral  teaching  able  to  earn  their  living  by 
honest  labor. 

Daily  prayers,  set  forth  by  the  Bishop,  are  said  in  the  house  by  the  Chap- 
lain, ancf  each  little  child  is  taught  by  the  Matron  to  kneel  morning  and  eve- 
ning by  the  bedside  for  private  prayer. 

Tiie  Trustees  earnestly  appeal  to  the  benevolent  members  of  this  diocese 
for  aid  in  this  Christlike  work.

The  Society  has  a  irood  stock  of  books  on  hand,  both  in  handsome  leather 
bindings  and  in  the  cheaper  cli>th  bindin>:s. 

It  i«  hopetl  during  the  year  to  r.iise  funds  for  the  purpose  of  placing  the 
Prayer  Book  in  the  rooms  of  all  the  flrsl-class  hotels  in  Chicago.  The  Society 
wilf  need  about  $800  with  which  to  ]>urch!isH  a  new  supply  of  the  82mo.  15-ccnt 
edition  of  the  Prayer  Bo.>k  ami  the  80ini».  2<»-cent  eiUtion  of  the  Hymnal.  To- 
irtld  this  we  have  now  on  hand,  as  above,  about  $400. 

The  Society  is  entirely  out  of  debt,  and  has  as  as^^ets  a  good  stock  of  books. 
^todrotype  plates,  and  a  small  unpaid  ami>unt  due  for  books  sold  to  country 
«Bd  dty  parishes. 
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We  have  given  away  about  $200  worth  of  books,  and  hope  with  the  co- 
operation of  clergy  and  laity  to  increase  largely  the  gifts  of  the  Society  to 
needy  missions  and  parishes,  before  the  next  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

The  general  Interest  in  the  work  of  the  Society  is  increasing  so  far  as  the 
sale  of  books  is  concerned,  but  the  donations  to  the  Society  have  been  very 
small.  Perhaps  it  is  only  fair  to  say,  however,  that  no  special  positive  effort 
has  been  made  to  secure  gifts  for  the  work  of  the  Society.  We  ask  for  the  co- 
operation of  the  clergjT  and  laity  in  order  to  increase  the  usefulness  of  the  Chi- 
cago Prayer  Book  Society.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHURCH  CLUB  OF  CHICAGO. 

To  the  Bight  Reverend,  the  Biehap  of  Chicago: 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Church  Club  of  Chicago  beg  leave  to  present 
to  you,  and  through  you  to  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  a  report  for  the  past 
year. 

The  status  of  a  year  ago  has  been  maintained,  and  a  slight  gain  has  been 
made  in  membership,  which  is  as  follows: 

Resident.  210.  gain  4;  non  resident,  34,  gain  11;  associate,  37,  gain  11;  life.  1. 
Total  gain,  26. 

The  income  of  the  Club  has  thus  far  becnsufticient  to  pay  current  exi)ense8, 
and,  as  heretofore,  the  Club  furnishes  a  business  ottice  for  the  BiBhop,  the  City 
Missionary  and  the  Chicago  Prayer  Book  Society,  besides  a  meeting  place  for 
the  Clericus,  the  Local  Assembly  of  S.  Andrew's  Brotherhood,  the  Standing 
Committee,  and  various  other  diocesan  organizations,  free  of  expense  to  any  of 
tbem. 

The  public  meetings  of  the  Club  for  the  current  year  began  with  a  dinner 
at  the  Auditorium  Hotel,  at  which  the  Very  Reverend  Dean  Hole,  Dean  of 
Rochester  Cathedral,  England,  and  his  wife,  were  the  quests  «)f  the  Club.  This 
was  the  first  occasion  u]>on  which  ladies  had  been  invited,  and  the  innovation 
proved  to  be  very  acceptable  to  the  members,  as  there  was  a  iHr^re  attendance. 
Since  then  the  Club  has  had  several  discussions  at  the  rooms  of  the  Club,  suc- 
cessive meetings  having  been  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  followhig  named 
committees: 

Notes  and  Queries;  Institutions,  Educational;  Institutions,  Penal;  Literary 
and  Historical. 

The  addresses  at  all  these  meetintis  showed  careful  prei)aration.  and  were 
interesting  and  instructive.  It  is  a  matter  of  sincere  regret  to  the  Directors  of 
the  Club  that  the  attendance  has  not  been  as  large  as  the  occasions  merited. 

The  semi-annual  dinner,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Committee  on  Church 
Extension,  was  given  at  the  Auditorium  Hotel  the  evening  of  May  27th.     One 
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of  the  chief  objects  of  the  Club  bein^^  the  promotion  of  social  intercourse  be- 
tween members  of  the  various  parishes,  it  was  thought  this  could  be  aided  by 
including  in  the  invitations  to  this  dinner  not  only  the  wives  of  members  of  the 
Club,  but  also  members  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  in  the  Diocese,  the  ultimate 
purpose  being  to  increase  general  interest  in  the  work  of  Diocesan  Missions. 
The  addresses  were  excellent  in  every  way.  and  the  meeting  was  declared  by  all 
a  success. 

There  is  still  much  to  be  desired  in  the  way  of  increased  membership  and 
interest  in  the  work  of  the  Club.  In  the  five  years  of  its  existence,  it  has  dem- 
onstrated its  usefulness  and  the  possibility  of  a  larger  ^ork  in  the  future,  if 
it  has  the  financial  and  moral  support  of  the  churchmen  of  the  Diocese.

Report  of  the  Committte  on  the  Debt  of  the  Orphanage  of  the  Iloly  Child. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  solicit  contributions  for  liie  payment  of  the 
debt  on  the  Provincial  Orphanage  beg  to  report  as  follows: 

The  Orphanage  of  the  Holy  Child  is  a  joint  institution  of  the  three  Dioceses 
of  Illinois,  a  worthy  and  well  managed  charity. 

About  six  years  ago  it  was  burdened  with  a  debt  of  $2,500.  The  Prov- 
incial Synod  made  an  equitable  apportionment  of  the  debt  among  the  three 
Diocese's,  assigning  $600  to  iSpringtield.  3^400  to  Quincy,  and  $1,500  to 
the  larger  and  richer  Diocese  of  C-hicago.  Springfield  and  Quincy  at  once  raised 
their  respective  shares.  Up  to  two  years  ago  Chicago  had  not  raised  enough  to 
pay  the  interest  on  its  share,  which  thus  amounted  to  over  $1,700.  Your  Com- 
mittee was  then  appointed.  We  sent  an  earnest  appeal  with  a  weighty  endorse- 
ment from  the  Bishop  to  ever}'  Parish  and  Mission  in  the  Diocese.  Only  eleven 
responded,  contributing  f  387.44.  Your  Committee  begged  to  be  discharged, 
but  were  reappointed  a  year  ago. 

On  the  8ih  of  Deceuilier,  1894.  the  Treasurer  of  the  Province  advised  us 
that  the  debt  was  then  f  1.447.03.  Again  we  sent  an  earnest  appeal  to  every 
clerirymun  holding  a  cure  in  the  Diocese.  Christ  Church.  Joliet.  responded  with 
$5,  and  S.  Chrysostoms,  Chicago,  with  $10.  The  $15  thus  raised  was 
duly  forwarded  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Province. 

The  following  Parishes  and  Missions  have  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee 
done  their  full  share  in  this  matter  during  the  past  two  years:  8.  Mark's, 
Trinity,  Holy  Cross  and  S.  Pliilip's.  Chicago:  S.  Matthew's  and  S.  Mark's, 
Evanston;  and  the  Churches  in  Austin.  Oak  Park.  New  Lenox  and  Manhattan. 
Waukcgan  had  already  given  a  liberal  offering. 

We.  therefore,  beg  to  recommend  that  the  Convention  seriously  consider 
whether  it  will  pay  this  debt  now,  or  wait  until  the  accumulating  interest  shall 
have  greatl}'  increased  its  proportions. 

Finally  your  C(»mraittee  respecrtfully  beg  to  be  discharged  from  further  re- 
sponsibility in  removing  this  indebtedness  to  our  own  Provincial  institution.

Tuesday,  May  26,  1890. 

The  Fifty-ninth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese 
of  Chicago,  assembled  in  the  Cathedral  Church  on  Tuesday,  the 
twenty-sixth  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1896. 

Morning  Prayer  was  said  at  9:30  o'clock  by  the  Rev.  C.  E.  Bowles. 

At  10:30a.  m.,  the  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  by  the  Right 
Reverend,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  assisted  by  the  Reverends 
D.  S.  Phillips,  S.  T.  D.,  and  G.  D.  Wright. 

The  Convention  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Reverend  E.  A. 
Larrabee,  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Ascension,  Chicago. 

Divine  Service  having  been  concluded,  the  Convention  was  called 
together  for  organization  and  business,  the  Right  Reverend  William 
Edward  McLaren,  D.  D.,  D.  C.  L.,  Bishop  of  Chicago,  being  in  the 
chair. 

The  Secretary  called  the  names  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  en- 
titled to  seats  in  the  Convention,  in  all  eighty-three,  of  whom  seventy 
were  present. 

The  certificates  of  Lay  Delegates  were  on  call  presented  and  re- 
ferred to  a  committee  consisting  of  the  Secretary,  Mr.  E.  H.  Buehler 
and  Mr.  T.  D.  Hewitt. 

The  Committee  reported  that  the  certificates  from  thirty-six 
Parishes  and  eleven  Missions,  reported  by  the  Treasurer  as  entitled 
to  representation,  having  paid  the  Diocesan  Assessment,  were  pre- 
sente<l  and  found  correct. 

The  Secretary  called  the  names  of  Lay  Delegates  from  these 
Parishes  and  Missions,  and  it  was  found  that  thirty-two  Parishes  and 
six  Missions  were  represented. 

A  rpiorum  of  lx)th  orders  l)eing  present,  the  Convention  was  de- 
clared duly  organized  and  ready  for  business. 
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On  motion  the  ballot  was  dispensod  with,  aud  the  Hev.  Luther 
Pardee  was  elected  Secretary  of  the  Dioct^st?. 

On  motion  the  l>allot  was  dispenseil  with,  and  Mr.  H.  T.  Pardee 
was  elected  Treasurer  of  the  Dioci>st\ 

The  nomination  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Rev.  Arthur  L.  Williams 
as  Assistant  Secretary  was  confirmed  by  thc»  Conv«»utiou. 

The  Bishop  appointed  the  Rev.  F.  W.  Keator  as  Bishop's  Secre- 
tary. 

On  motion  the  following  resolution  was  adoptt»d: 

RnKtlvetl^  Tliat  clergymen  prefl«»nt,  not  entitled  to  seats  in  this  Con- 
vention, clergymen  from  (»ther  I)iocx»»s,  ojuulidates  for  Holy  Onlers,  and 
lay  members  of  other  I>i<xx'!san  Omventions,  be  a<iinitUMl  to  the  ll«H»r  of 
this  Convention,  and  that  they  Ix^  requestiKl  to  hand  tiieir  names  to  the 
Secretarv. 

The  Convention  took  a  recess  to  half  past  two. 

On  re-assembling,  the  Rules  of  Order  were  read. 

The  Committee  on  Credentials  reported  the  names  of  additional 
Parishes  and  Missions  entitled  to  representation  in   this  Convention. 

The  names  of  the  Delegates  were  calleil  and  those  [)r(»sent  were  ad- 
mitted to  seats  in  the  House.

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The  Bishop  proceeded  to  read  his  Annual  Address. 
The  Report  of   the  Board  of  Missions  was  presented  and   read  as 
follows : 

Report  of  TirE  Board  of  Missions. 

The  Board  of  Mispions  is  able  to  reiiort  to  the  Convention  a  year  of  grati- 
fying success.  Yet  it  has  biHjn  a  ^'car  of  anxiety  to  the  Board,  and,  we  fear, 
euiburraesuHMit  to  some  of  our  faithful  Missionaries,  for  (iod  has  made  dear 
the  ncHMlsof  His  Church,  and  men  have  not  given  the  means  adetiuately  to 
n^spond  to  His  calls.  As  often  in  business,  a  lirst .  rtwilt  of  prosperity  is  a 
<lemand  for  more  capital,  so  past  success  in  .missionary  effort  has  made 
greater  demands  ui)on  our  resourct\s.  In  growing  places  a  few  yi^rs*  help 
from  the  Board  of  Missions  will  brine  self-support.  In  other  places  this 
cannot  follow  for  many  years.  Naturally  in  a  tune  of  financial  depression 
this  indeix'ndence  of  the  Board  will  be  delayed.  In  some -cases  increased 
help  will  De  neeiled  to  make  continuance  of  the  work  possible.  It  is  this 
condition  which  has  made  necessary  the  appropriation  durine  the  i^ast  year 
of  $1,210,  an  unusual  amount,  to  |)ay  interest  upon  debts  that  encn\nber 
Mission  propi^rty. 

Then  we  know  that  new  places  are  springi?ig  up.  The  Church  should 
be  there  to  reclaim  the  ixyople, — at  least,  should  be  ready  to  respond  when  her 
children  ask  her  to  come  and  ministt^r  to  their  spiritual  necessities.  This 
can  only  be  done  when  the  income  of  the  Board  is  annually  increased  to  as 
gn*at  aaegriH)  as  the  demands  that  are  made  upon  it. 

The  past  year  there  was  a  slight  increases  in  the  receipts  of  the  Board  of 
^fissions  over'the  year  previous.  But  necessary  expenses  have  increased  to 
a  greater  degree,  and  grants  that  were  needed  have  been  refused  for  want  of 
money  to  appropriate. 

The  most  marked  case  of  this  kind  lias  l)een  at  the  Cathedral.  This 
s<»em8  i)re-emincntly  the  missionary  work  of  the  Diocese.  The  center  of  our 
Diocesan  life,  in  a  x)art  of  the  city  that  has  been  deserted  by  other  Christian 
workers,  it  appeals  to  us  with  all  the  urgency  of  rescue  work.  It  combines 
the  claims  of  Foreign,  Domestic  and  Diocesan  Missions.  One  Priest  is  work- 
ing heix?  where  sevenil  are  niHjded.  One  thousand  dollars  was  appropriateii 
for  the  first  half  of  the  year,  nothing  for  the  se<xmd  half.  The  second  instal- 
ment of  the  amount  voted,  due  January  5th,  the  Treasurer  was  unable  to  pay 
until  the  latter  part  of  April.  It  hapiVns  that  a  devoted  I*riest  is  willing  to 
try  to  do  the  work  of  several  men,  take  a  little  stipend  when  it  comes,  and 
work  right  on  when  it  does  not  come,  becaiLse  he  loves  (iod  and  pities  men 
U^  such  a  di'gree  that  he  is  willing  to  make  these  sacrifices.  But  do  the 
rhurchmen  of  Chica^  wish  him  to  do  so?  What  sacrifices  are  they  ready 
to  make  to  j)n)vid(?  suitable  h(»lpandan  adeipiaU.'  salary?  Reference  was 
made  to  the  delay  in  paying  the  amount  given  to  the  ('atliedral.  This  is  far 
from  the  only  ca^».  The  Treasurer  has  not  l)ecn  able  to  pay  stipends  as  they 
became  due  because  the  pledges  made  at  the  last  (V)nvention  were  not  pai5 
quarterly.  The  Ist  of  May  the  sum  of  $I,252.3<i  was  unpaid  to  stipendiaries, 
which  had  Ix^en  due  since  April  1st,  because  there  were  no  funds  in  the 
treasury.  Thus  some  of  our  faithful  Missionaries,  whose  incomes  are  very 
meagre,  instead  of  paying  their  oWn  debts,  were  paying  the  debts  of  the  lay- 
men of  well  to  do  parishes. 

The  Board  wishes  a^ain  to  call  attention  to  the  canon  which  requires  a 
quarts* rly  offering  for  Diocesan  Missions.  If  this  canon  were  ol^eved,  and 
care  taken  by  Parish  Treasurers  to  collect  |K»r8onal  pledges,  the  iSneasuper 
Would  Ik?  able  to  ixay  stipends  when  due.  For  some  years  there  has  been  in 
the  tivjisury  the  sum  of  $3,(H)0  which  was  held  for  S.  Ann's  Mission.  This 
money  has*  been  borrowed  and  reborrowed,  and  thus  the  Treasurer  luu 
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been  able  to  meet  his  obli^tions.  But  during  the  pa^t  year  this  amount 
}iii8  all  been  expended  for  its  original  purpose^  so  that  it  can  no  longer 
^->e  used  as  an  emergency  fund.  This  fact  makes  prompt  i)ayment  of  pledges 
more  necessary  than  before. 

The  Boara  is  pleased  to  note  that  during  the  past  year  it  has  had  more 
direct  co-operation  from  the  Woman's  Auxiliary.  This  society  has  always 
Ki  ven  its  money  for  general  missions  through  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  in 
^ew  \'ork.  It  has  been,  as  the  name  implies,  auxiliary  to  that  Board.  For 
t.lie  first  time  this  closer  relation  has  now  been  established  between  the  Chi- 
os^c^o  Branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  and  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions. 
The  offering  at  the  general  meeting  of  the  Auxiliary,  and  the  gifts  of  seveml 
l>arochial  branches,  when  designed  for  purposes  within  the  Diocese,  have 
t>een  sent  to  our  Treasurer,  and.  when  *  specials,'  paid  out  by  him  as  requested 
t>y  the  Rivers.  It  is  hoped  that  this  practice  may  become  general,  as  it  will 
Unify  aU  'efforts  in  behalf  of  Diocesan  Missions,  and  make  possible  a  betU»r 
exhibit  of  all  work  done  for  Missions  in  this  Diocese. 

The  greater  part  of  the  work  accomplished  for  the  Church  by  the  money 
'^vliich  the  Board  has  dispensed  has  been  in  the  Missions  previously  estah - 
1  ished,  that  have  for  the  most  part  made  substantial  progress.    But  sjx^cial 
pleasure  is  taken  in  announcmg  that  the  hopes  of  many  years  have  been 
tonally   realized  at  S.   Ann's  Mission.    P^rly  in  the  year  the  Board  ex- 
c^ hanged  50  feet  of  ground  that  was  held  for  the  Mission  for  125  feet,  and 
sx  i*ottage  that  is  now  used  as  a  guild  house.    The  land  secured,  while  lower 
X>riced,  is  better  situated  for  the  Chiuxih's  work  in  tliat  vicinity.    The  $3,00() 
>vhirh  had  been  held  in  trust  for  the  Mission,  paid  for  the  Chai)el,  which 
ooet  $2,^25,  and  the  assessments  for  paving,  sewers,  eU\,  which  liad  been 
levied  upon  theproperty.  The  growing  congregation  of  St.  AnnV,  Humboldt 
F*ark,  is  receiving  no  aiS  from  this  Board,  but,  on  the  contrary,  is  now  con- 
tributing to  its  treasury.    We  would  also  report  that  St.  George's  Mission, 
drand   Crossing,  which  two  years  ago  was  so  sadly  afflicted,  lias  its  new 
C  ^hapel  and  parish  house  completed,  with  a  debt  that  can  be  easily  provided 
for,  and  that  a  work  is  bein^  done  which  must  give  satisfaction  to  all   w  ho 
i^elped  this  Mission  at  the  time  of  its  calamity. 

Ave  are  also  gratiiieil  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  work  among  the  pauper 
s«.nd  criminal  classes  has  been  increased.  The  City  Missionary  has  been 
^iven  an  assistant  who  labors  under  his  directions,  and  thus  many  more  of 
the  unfortunate  have  received  the  comfort  and  guidance  of  the' Church's 
^worship,  and  her  priestly  ministrations. 

There  is  great  cause  to  be  thankful  for  what  has  b^pn  accomplished. 

T>uring  the  coming  year  it  is  desired  to  continue  all  that  is  being  done,  an<l 

X<}  do  much  more  where  God  has  opened  the  way  for  us.    We  shall  go  on  if 

the  money  is  furnished  us,  otherwise  we  cannot  do  so.    The  end  of  the 

3rear  finds  us  with  a  small  deficit.    Does  good  business  management  demand 

»^trenchment  ?    We  trust  that  the  churi'hmen  of  this  Diocese  will  not  make 

this  necessary.    It  cannot  be  in  the  management  of  the  Board,  for  the  total 

expense  of  doin^  the  work  and  making  it  known,  was  only  about  one  and  a 

<|iiarter  per  cent,  of  the  money  expended.    Where  then  can  we  begin  to 

*«trench?    With  the  rural  missions  where  the  Church  bears  her  witness  to 

:un  unsympathetic  people,  where  she  is  achieving  spiritual  triumphs  in  liold- 

ing  her  own  against  opposition  and  emigration,  lx)th  which  are  uncea.sing  ? 

SShall  we  close  some  of  our  thriving  missions  in  the  suburbs  that  are  winning 

^ouls  and  making  the  Church  respected  and  loved  in  these  growing  com- 

itnunities?    Shall  we  cease  to  minister  to  the  poor  and  out<»ast  in  our  city  .'* 

^hall  we  decrease  the  salaries  of  our  faithful  missionaries  now  greatly  under- 

iMiid  }    It  will  be  a  wA  duty  if  your  Board  this  coming  year  is  required  to 

withdraw  or  decrease  in  any  direction  the  help  that  is  now  given.    The 

"tiuies  are  hard,  but  the  churchmen  of  this  Diocese  still  have  enough  t*>  con- 
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tinue  and  to  extend  the  work  that  ifl  now  being  done.  Believing  that  the 
money  will  l)e  jriven  to  carry  on  and  to  enlarj»e  our  work  more  an<l  more, 
we  commend  the  caune  of  Missions  in  this  Diocese  to  vonr  stiidv,  to  your 
j^t^neronity,  and  to  your  prayers.

The  Report  of  the  Special  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  An- 
nual Convention  to  consider  the  relations  of  the  various  Corporations 
of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  to  the  Convention  (see  page  33,  Jour- 
nal of  1895)  was  presented  and  read,  as  follows: 
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The  Special  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Convention  **  to  consider 
"t-he  relations  of  the  various  Corporations  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  to  the 
Convention  "  respectfully  report  that  they  have  given  the  subject  attention 
^sufficient  to  discover  that  to  discuss  these  relations  thoroughly   would  re- 
c]^uire  quotation  from  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  each  of  these  Corpora- 
tions.   This  does  not  seem  to  them  necessary  or  expedient.    They  do,  how- 
ever, think  it  necessarv  to  state  that  in  their  opinion  these  relations  are  in 
most  cases  verv  undesfrably  A'ague  and  undefined.    While  there  may  be 
-very  little  doubt  of  the  present  loyalty  of  these  corporations  to  the  Church 
ana  to  the  Convention,  there  is  also  very  little  evidence  of  any  definite  re- 
eponsibility  on  their  part  to  this  body.    They  generally  are  i*eiiuired  by 
tlieir  Bv-T^ws  to  make  annual  report  to  the  C^onvention,*  but  the  Conven- 
tion, while  responsible  to  the  community  and  to  the  Church  for  their  integ- 
rity and  good  conduct,  has  absolutely  no  control  or  iK)wer  over  them,  nor 
even  the  privilege  of  investigation.    So  far  as  your  Committee  has  bet»n  able 
to  learn,  out  one  of  these  Corporations  has  recognized  a  riglit  on  the  part  of 
the  Convention,  thi*ough  its  officers,  even   to  inspect  its  accounts.    In  the 
By-Laws  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Endowment  Fund,  incoriwrated  in  1888,  the 
following  provision  is  made:    **  Article  VII,  Section   1.    The  books  of  the 
<'orporation  shall  be  open  at  all  times  for  the  inspection  of  any  Trustee,  or 
Committee  of  the  Diocesan  Convention  authorized  to  examine  the  same.'^  It 
i>  possible  that  such  provision  exists  also  in  the  By-I^aws  of  some  of  the 
otner  Corporations  in  the  Diocese,  but  we  cannot  certif^r  to  this.    In  the 
opinion  of  your  Committee  such  provision  should  exist  in  the  case  of  all 
«uch  Corporations. 

But  while  this  is  very  desirable  and  advisable,  this  Convention  is  not 
competent  to  insist  upon* such  action,  for  these  (Corporations  are  each  and 
all  the  creatures  of  the  State,  and  as  such  have  their  legal  rights,  entirely  in- 
dependent of  the  Convention.  It  would  not  be  wise  to  take  any  action 
which  would  appear  like  directing  them  to  change  their  By-I-Aws  to  make 
them  accord  witn  the  opinions  of  this  Convention.  But  it  is  entirely  within 
the  powers  of  this  Convention  to  define  the  relations  of  these  bodies  to  it- 
Helf,  and  to  indicate  the  duties  growing  out  of  these  relations.  These  bodies 
are,  without  exception,  fiduciary  agents  of  the  Convention  or  the  Church, 
appealing  to  the  Church  for  the  funds  by  which  they  administer  her  char- 
ities or  otherwise  carry  on  her  work.  Owing  to  the  State  their  birth  as  cor- 
porations, thev  are  dependent  upon  the  Church  for  sustenance  and  continu- 
ance of  life.  I'heir  prosperity  depends  not  merely  on  the  reputation  of 
their  officers  for  good  judgment  and  integrity,  but  m  a  very  large  degree 
upon  the  indorsement  they  receive  from  the  Convention.  But  such  in- 
dorisement  to  be  intelligent  and  reliable  should  always  be  preceded  by  in- 
spection and  knowledge  on  the  part  of  the  Convention,  and  this  indorse- 
ment ought  in  no  case  to  be  given  without  such  inspection.  Your  Commit- 
tee offers,  therefore,  for  your  consideration  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  Canon  3  of  Title  I  be  amended  by  the  addition  of  the 
following  section: 

J  vii.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  corporations  holding  property  or 
funds  for  the  benefit  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  or  controlling  institu- 
tions under  the  auspices  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  to  submit  their  books, 
accounts  and  securities  to  the  inspection  of  the  Auditors  appointed  under 
\  vi  of  this  Canon  whenever  such  Auditors  shall  so  request;  and  such  in- 
spection shall  be  made  at  least  once  in  each  Conventional  year  and  rex)orted 
by  the  Auditors  to  the  next  Convention.

The  Report  of  the  Special  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Annual 
Convention  to  consider  the  language  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons 
touching  elections  by  concurrent  votes  of  both  orders  (see  p.  33, 
Journal  of  1895)  was  presented  and  read  as  follows: 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  Chairman  of  this  Convention  last  year 
to  consider  the  language  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons  touching  elections 
by  concurrent  votes  of  both  orders  and  to  report  to  the  next  Annual  Con- 
vention as  to  what  action,  if  any,  is  necessary  to  free  it  from  ambiguity  (see 
p.  33  of  the  Journal  of  1805),  b^  leave  to  report  that,  in  their  judgment, 
Canon  1  of  Title  VII  (p  85)  needs  amendment. 

That  Canon  provides  that  *'  when  an  election  is  bv  ballot  a  majority  of 
the  votes  in  each  order  shall  be  necessary  to  a  valid  election,  unless  a  two- 
thirds  vote  be  specially  required.*'  It  is  possible,  under  these  terms,  as  was 
the  case  last  year,  for  more  persons  to  receive  enough  votes  in  each  order  to 
elect  than  may  canonical ly  be  elected;  and  the  Canon  itself  does  not  declare 
wliich  jKjrsons  shall  be  declared  elected  under  such  circumstances. 

Your  Committee  therefore  recommend  the  following  action  by  this 
C^>nvention: 

Jiesolvedy  That  Canon  I  of  Title  VII  Ihj  amended  by  adding  the  follow- 
ing: 

When  more  persons  than  are  canonically  required  receive  enough  votes 
in  each  order  to  elect,  it  shall  be  necessary  to  a  valid  election  of  any  person 
tiiat  lie  shall  receive  in  each  onier  more  votes  than  any  person  who  is  not 
declared  elected,  but  who  has  also  received  enough  votes  to  elect  under  other 
circumstances.

Wliile  they  Ih*- 
lieve  that  independent  organizations  are  desirable  in  many  ca^es,  they  are 
of  opinion  that  in  the  present  instance  it  would  be  l)ettcir  to  have  the  Society 
created  by  and  responsible  to  the  Convention. 

They  are  also  of  opinion  that  few  and  simple  By-r^aws  are  needed  in  the 
first  instance,  the  Directors  having  power  to  make  modifications  and  addi- 
tions to  the  By-Laws  from  time  to  time  as  occasion  may  require. 

They  respectfully  submit  the  form  of  application  to  be  addres.sed  to  the 
Secri>tary  of  State,  asking  for  a  license  to  or^nize  the  Cori)oration,  leaving 
the  names  of  the  incorporators  in  the  first  mstance  blank.  The  names  of 
the  Directors  are  also  left  blank.

2.  The  object  for  which  it  is  formed  is  to  receive  donations,  subscrip- 
tions, legacies  and  bequests,  for  a  fund  to  l^e  used  for  the  relief  of  such  aged 
and  infirm  clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of 
Chicago  as  the  Board  of  Directors  may  elect. 

3.  The  management  of  the  aforesaid  Society  shall  be  vested  in  a  Board 
of  Ten  (10)  Directors,  of  whom  the  Bishop  of  said  Diocese  of  Chicago  shall 
ex  officio  be  one.  The  other  nine,  after  the  expiration  of  the  tenn  of  the  first 
Board  of  Directors,  shall  be  elected  by  the  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese 
of  Chicago.  After  the  election  of  Uie  said  nine  Directors,  they  shall  be 
divided  into  three  classes,  three  in  each  class.  The  first  class  shall  hold  oflice 
for  one  year,  the  second  class  for  two  years,  and  the  third  class  for  three 
years,  and  all  shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 
At  the  expiration  of  the  terms  of  the  said  thi*ee  classes,  their  successors  shall 
thereafter  be  elected  for  the  term  of  three  years.

('ommittee,  may  aefine  their  boundaries,  such  limitations  to  l>e  by  pul)lic 
n(Jtice  sent  under  his  hand  to  the  clergy  of  the  parishes  or  missioiiH  con- 
cerned. All  such  definitions  shall  be  published  in  the  next  and  all  succe<il- 
in|  numbers  of  the  Convention  Journals  at  the  heads  of  the  re.«^£)ective  paro- 
<*hial  and  mission  reports. 

{iii.  Whenever,  hereafter,  application  shall  be  made  to  the  Bishop  for 
theoi^nization  of  any  new  pansh  or  mission,  either  wholly  or  in  piirt 
within  the  lx)undarie6  of  any  existing  parish,  and  the  Bishop  shall  have  de- 
(^dtnl  to  consent  to  such  oiganization,  he  shall,  before  giving  canonical  notic(> 
f'fsuch  consent  to  the  petitioners,  send  written  notice  of  the  proposed  organ- 
isation and  its  proposed  boundaries,  to  the  rector  (or  if  there  be  no  rector, 
fo  the  vestry)  ol  the  parish  or  parishes  from  within  the  boundaries  of  which 
it  in  proposed  to  orpmize  such  new  parish  or  mission. 

\  iv.  On  receipt  of  written  consent  to  such  proposed  organization  from 
>^id  authorities  of  all  of  said  parishes  so  notified,  or,  if  within  thret;  calendar 
liionths  from  such  notification  no  protest  has  been  filed  by  said  authorities, 
the  Bishop  shall  define  and  set  apart  the  boundaries  of  tlu^  proposed  parish 
w  mission  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

^  v-  If ,  before  the  expiration  of  said  three  calendar  months,  a  protest 
^&s  been  filed  with  the  Bishop  by  the  authorities  of  an^  parish  conaM-mnl, 
the  Bishop  shall  summon  the  Standing  Ck)mmittee  as  his  council  of  advice, 
And  the  respective  applications  and  protest  shall  be  heard  and  finally  d(>- 
termined  by  the  Bishop,  acting  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  SUinding 
(V)mmittee.  The  bouncEaries  so  determined  shall  be  made  known  to  the 
parishes  and  missions  concerned,  and  published  in  the  sua'eeilim?  Conven- 
tion Journals  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

§  vi.  The  definition  of  boundaries  as  hereinbefore  provided  in  Sections

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^  vii.  If  at  any  time  it  shall  seem  desirable  to  the  Bishop,  eith^^r 
upon  his  own  motion,  or  in  pursuance  of  application  made  to  him,  to  change 
the  boundaries  of  any  parish,  or  parislies,  he  shall  give  written  notice  of 
such  proposed  change  to  the  rector  (or  if  there  be  no  rector,  to  the  vestry) 
of  each  parish  concerned,  and  proceed  as  provided  in  Sections  4  and  5  of 
this  canon.

On  motion  the  Resolution  attached  to  Section  V  of  the  Report 
was  adopted,  and  that  portion  of  the  report  was  made  the  special 
order  of  the  day  after  luncheon. 

On  motion  the  Resolutions  attached  to  Section  VI  of  the  Report, 
were  adopted. 

The  following  Resolution  was  presented,  and  on  motion  was 
adopted  by  the  Convention  :

^itiere«l  to  be  read  at  all  Parish  meetings  by  Section  v  of  the  same  Canon. 

The  Report  of  the  Special  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Con- 
tention to  solicit  subscriptions  to  pay  off  the  debt  on  the  Orphanage 
of  the  Holy  Child,  Springfield,  was  presented  and  read.  (See  Ap- 
pendix B.) 

On  motion  the  Committee  was  continued  for  another  vear,  with  in- 
stnictions  to  solicit  subscriptions,  the  name  of  Mr.  George  H. 
Welister  being  substituted  for  that  of  Mr.  C.  A.  Street. 

Tha  list  of  assessments  by  the  Board  of  Equalization  upon  Parishes 
and  Missions  for  the  ensuing  year,  was  presented  and  read.     (See 
Api>endix  D.) 
A  recess  was  taken  to  2:30  o'clock. 
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The  Convention  having  reassembled,  the  special  order  of  the  day 
was  taken  up,  being  Section  V  of  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on 
Legislation. 

After  discussion  it  was,  on  motion,  referred  to  a  Special  Committee 
to  be  appointed  by  the  Chair,  with  instructions  to  report  to  the  next 
Annual  Convention. 

The  Bishop  subsequently  appointed  the  following  as  the  Com- 
mittee called  for :

The  Committee  on  Church  Extension  presented  and  read  the  fol- 
lowing Report: 

The  Committee  on  Church  Extension,  to  which  wap  referred  that  part  of 
the  Bishop's  Address  relating  to  *' Financial  Difficulties  of  I^rishes  and 
Missions,'  and  the  whole  of  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  beg  to  re- 
I)ort  as  follows: 

While  the  address  of  the  Rt  Rev.  the  Bishop,  is  full  of  encouragement, 
we  feel  that  he  has  acted  most  wisely  in  calling  attention  to  the  nnancial 
ditficulties  of  the  Parishes  of  Christ  Church,  8treator,  and  St.  Bartliolomew 
Chicago,  and  the  Missions  of  St.  Stephen  and  St.  Luke,  Chicago. 

^  our  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  Parish  of  Streator  merits 
c»utside  help  and  the  sympathy  of  the  whole  Diocese,  and  that  a  fine  Church 
property,  valued  at  $15,000,  ought  not  to  be  lost  forever  to  the  Church  for  a 
debt  of  $5,000.  We  suggest  that  if  the  Board  of  Missions  would  guarantee 
the  interest,  the  money  might  be  borrowed. 

Your  Committee  rejoices  that  the  Parish  of  St.  Bartholomew,  Chicago, 
hoH  arranged  for  the  cancelling  of  its  second  mortgage  through  the  kindness 
of  the  creditors,  the  generous  gifts  of  churches  and  individuals  and  the 
heroic  efft»rts  of  the  Rector  and  the  Parishioners.  We  trust  it  will  now  enter 
u|x>n  a  career  of  great  usefulness  and  prosperity,  and  that  by  wise  manage- 
ment and  united  and  continuous  effort  it  will  be  able  to  take  care  of  its  first 
mortgage  of  $25,000,  and  remain  to  future  generations  an  instniment  for 
the  glory  of  ( iod  and  the  salvation  of  men  in  the  great  and  growing  com- 
munity of  Englewood. 

It  sometimes  happens  that  a  Parish,  ordinarily  self-supporting,  becomes 
financially  embarrassed  and  liable  to  lose  all  its  property  and  be  wiped  out 
(»f  existence.  In  such  cases  we  would  cordially  approve  the  worldly  wisdom 
and  the  Christian  c^harity  of  the  lV»ard  of  Missions  in  granting  such  pecu- 
niary help  as  thev  may  be  able  to  afford;  seeing  that,  if  the  Parish  be 
wrecked  for  lack  of  such  help,  the  Board  may  be  compelled  to  begin  a  new 
work  in  the  same  field  at  vastly  greater  expense  and  with  the  burden  of  a 
previous  failure. 

As  to  the  Missions  of  St.  Stephen  and  St  Luke,  Cliicago,  your  Com- 
mittee hojjes  that,  with  the  help  of  the  Board  and  some  individual  bene- 
factions (which  in  such  (*ases  ou^ht  not  to  be  lacking),  both  Missions  will  be 
maintained.  At  the  same  time  it  is  respectfully  suggested  that  possibly  the 
cauHe  of  Church  Extension  might  in  the  end  Ix^  better  8ub8er\'ed  by  con- 
solidating two  such  struggling  Missions  into  one  vigorous  Mission  or  Parish  ; 
or  that  they  might  be  amliat-ed  with  the  Cathedral  and  worked  from  ita«  a 
center. 
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Tlie  following  paragraph  of  the  Bishop's  address  has  received  our  care- 
ful consideration: 

"It  seems  to  me  that  there  should  he  devised  some  more  vigorous 
xiieans  by  which  to  restrain  Parochial  organizations  from  assuming  pecuniary 
<:>bligations  larger  than  they  have  a  reasonable  prospect  of  dificharging. 
I\T«jnally,  1  am  not  favorable  to  the  practice  of  borrowing  to  build,  except 
i  11  very  limited  amounts.  Jt  is  better  Uy  cut  the  coat  according  to  the  cloth. 
"%Vhen  larger  churches  sliall  be  needed,  let  the  people  who  ne^  them  build 
^hein.  I  think  this  should  be  more  carefully  provided  for  by  some  adequate 
legislation.*' 

Your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  a  vigorous  enforcement  of  J  ii, 
C\inon  7,  Title  111  (p.  54)  of  our  present  Diocesan  Canons,  will  restrain  the 
«vil  alluded  to.  Priests  and  Vestries  might  well  adopt  the  sentiment  of  St. 
Ignatius:     **  Do  Nothing  without  the  Bishop,** 

Fn>m  the  report  of  the  l^ard  of  Missions,  as  well  as  from  other  sources 
<">f  inf(»rmation,  your  Committee  is  convinced  that  the  Missionary  work  of 
t.he  Diocese  is  prosperous  and  successful  to  an  immense  degree.  At  the  same 
t.iine  we  believe  that  larger  offerings  should  be  made  to  the  Board,  especially 
f  nnn  the  rich  laymen  of  the  Diocese  and  from  our  largest  and  richest 
l^rishes — several  of  which  we  regret  to  learn  have  within  the  past  two  or 
three  years  reduced  their  pledges  to  one  half  and  even  one  third  their 
fonner"  amounts. 

Attention  is  called  to  Canons  2  and  4,  Title  V  (p.  70),  and  the  question  is 
raised  how  far  a  Priest,  to  say  nothing  of  a  layman,  is  justified  in  violating 
the  Canon  law  of  the  Church. 

Your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  Church  Extension  is  seriously 
n^tarded  by  the  excessive  parocnialism  or  selfish  Congregationalism  which 
prevails  in  many  quarters. 

Finally,  your  Committee  believes  that  every  layman  m  every  Parish  and 
Mission  ought  to  rise  above  the  timidity  and  morbid  self-consciousness  and 
pseudo- charity  which  so  often  check  all  individual  efforts  to  convert  these 
erring  ones  for  whom  we  pray  on  Good  Friday  that  the  Blessed  Lord  would 
'*  Fetch  them  home  to  His  flock."  It  is  probable  that  every  i>er8on  in  the 
Church  who  would  earnestly  try  to  propagate  the  Catholic  Faith  among  his 
family  and  friends  and  neighbors — by  conversation,  lending  books,  inviting 
to  Church  and  setting  a  go(xl  example — could  easily  bring  at  least  one  soul  a 
year  into  full  communion  with  the  Holy  Catholic  and  Apostolic  Church. 
This  is  the  best  of  all  methods  of  Church  Extension,  and  it  would  cost  little 
or  nothing  save  the  building  of  new  Churches  to  accommodate  our  congre- 
gations, which  would  then  be  doubling  in  arithmetical  ratio  every  year.

Tlie  Finaiiee  CoiuiJiittee  lx*g  leave  to  R»pf>rt  that  having  examined  the 
Hev(fral  reiM)rt8  submitted  to  them,  namely :  The  reix)rt  of  the  Trustees  of 
the  Kndowinent  Fund,  tlie  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  tlie  Diocese,  and  the 
TreasuHT  of  the  B^iard  (»f  >ri8pioni?,  they  find  that  the  Auditors,  Geoige  O.

The  condition  of  these  several  funds  is  excellent,  and  if  parishes  and 
nnH.sions  would  pay  their  as.Si'ssments  and  pledges  quarterly  as  required  by 
Canon,  all  the  financial  (»bligations  of  the  Diocese  could  be  promptly  met, 
and  the  several  Treasurers  relieved  of  the  necessity  of  borrowmg  money  and 
I)ayintr  interert. 

Your  Connnittee  fmd  in  thi»se  accounts  nothing  which  requires  special 
action  (m  the  mrt  (if  this  conventi<m.  They  would,  however,  recommend 
the  adoption  of  the  foll(»wing  resolution  :

to  the  K<*ctors  and  TR'Hsurers  of  parishes  ten  days  before  the  Canonical  Col- 
lections an*  tt)  be  made,  asking  that  the  offering  be  taken,  and  the  collec- 
tions promptly  remitted.

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Twenty-First  Annual  Address 

OF  THE 

Rt.  Rev.  William  Edward  McLaren,  D.D.,  D.C.L., 

BISHOP  OF  CHICAGO. 


For  the  twenty -first  time  1  welcome  the  Rev.  Clergy  and  the  Lay 
Delegates  to  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese.  May  the  Holy  Spirit 
Who  has  presided  in  our  past  counsels  be  with  us  now  to  give  us  a 
right  judgment  in  all  things! 

Returning  to  my  work  the  latter  part  of  August,  I  began  my  visi- 
tations of  the  churches  on  the  first  day  of  September,  and  have  con- 
tinuously prosecuted  that  duty  to  this  date.  Another  month  will 
complete  this  portion  of  my  work,  until  another  annual  round  be- 
gins in  the  autumn.  By  the  goodness  of  God  I  have  been  enabled 
to  remain  at  my  post  without  intermission  and  without  avoidance  of 
any  known  duty.  I  am  deeply  indebted  to  the  Right  Reverend  the 
Bishop  of  Springfield  for  five  confirmations  made  while  he  was  giv- 
ing his  accustomed  lectures  at  the  Western  Theological  Seminary. 
I  have  been  aided  in  some  of  the  details  of  my  work  by  the  arrange- 
ment which  gives  me  a  portion  of  the  time  of  the  Rev.  J.  Rushton, 
acting  under  the  title  of  "  The  Bishop's  Secretary."  The  effects  of 
many  years  of  overwork  in  this  most  exacting  office  and  most 
lalx)rious  Diocese  have  been  apparent  in  diminished  physical 
strength,  and  one  year  ago  I  intimated  to  the  Convention  that  I 
would  be  ready  to  consider  the  method  of  relief  provided  for  in  the 
consecration  of  a  coadjutor  when  in  my  judgment  the  proper  time 
arrived.  My  health  has,  however,  materially  improved,  and  my 
strength  is  equal  to  all  reasonable  demands,  as  the  experience  of  the 
year  has  shown.  Nothing  more,  therefore,  need  be  said  on  that 
sul)ject.

On  the  subject  of  confirmation  I   wish  to  rei>eat  the  caution  fre- 
quently thrown  out  that  no   person    be  presented  for  confirmation 
^without  conscientious  preparation.     Because  I  cannot  penetrate  the 
Heart  I  dare  not  speak  too  positively ;   but  while  I  am  perfectly  as- 
sured that  the  great   majority  of   our  candidates  are  prepared  by 
their  spiritual  pastors  with  assiduity  and  earnestness,  I  have  some- 
times felt  great  misgivings  about  the  preparedness  of  some  persons 
upon  whom  I  have  laid  my  hands.      We  must  not  expect  too  much. 
THe  judgment  of  charity  must  be  our  guide.     In  young  j)ersons  we 
mii.st  not  demand  that  maturity  of  Christian  development  which  we 
ta^ve  right  and  reason  to  expect  in  persons  farther  advanced  in  years. 
Siit  no  clergyman  has  a  right  to  present  a  person   for  confirmation 
^ixtil   he  has  assured  himself  that  the  person   is  not  in  a  state  of 
'^i^Jrtal  sin  unrepented  of.     Such  a  state  is  the   forfeiture  of  God's 
^^^vor  in  baptism  and  a  barrier  to  His  further  favor  in  confirmation. 
-*-t;  is  a  dreadful  thing  for  a  priest  thus  to  fall  into  the  sin  of  sacri- 
^^^e  and  make  his  Bishop  a  party  to  the  act  if  not  to  the  Sin.     It 
^~^ay  be  averred  that  no  person  in  a  state  of  mortal  sin  would  wish 
^^^^^nfirmation,  but   this   assumes  that  every  person  who  desires  to  be 
l*  Presented  to  the  Bishop  is  actuated  by  spiritual  motives — an  assumj)- 
^ion  which  sad  exceptions  forbid  us  to  concede.     O,  Priest  of  G(xl, 
^^e  touch  of  soul  to  soul  is  the  missing  link  in  many  a  confirmation  ! 
Xt  is  your  bounden  duty  to  secure  to  yourself  a  reasonable  convic- 
'^ion  that  every  one  whom  you  present  for  the  laying  on  of   hands  is 
^^sapable  of   receiving  the  gift  of   the  Holy  Ghost.     I    know  there  is 
^^nuch   conscience  among   our  clergy  upon   this   subject,  but  I  also 
Isnow  that  we  have  many  lapsed  confirmees  and  many  communicants 
^'ho  do  not  commune.     There  must  be  some   strong   preventing  ex- 
cuse or  some  terrible  apathy  of  faith  and  love  in  those  who  do  not 
make  an  Easter  communion.     Just  think   this  fact  over — our  com- 
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municants  one  year  ago  numbered  16,000,  and  by  Easter  last  past 
they  must  have  numbered  17,000.  The  estimated  number  of  com- 
munions made  on  Easter  was  about  10,000.  Where  were  the  other 
7,000? 

It  is  evident  that  we  are  not  looking  after  the  lost  sheep  as  we 
ought.  Of  that  non-communing  7,000,  not  more  than  1,000  were 
providentially  absent.  Just  settle  down,  now,  in  your  minds,  dear 
brethren,  on  that  painful  fact  that  there  are  6,000  souls  in  this  Dio- 
cese who  did  not  honor  their  Lord  on  the  festival  of  His  Resurrec- 
tion!    Think  it  over,  and  may  God  help  us  to  right  conclusions. 

One  conclusion  I  have  reached  is  that  too  many  persons  are  pre- 
sented for  confirmation  who  are  not  properly  prepared,  and  another 
is  that  there  must  be  much  neglect  of  that  rubric  which  reads: 
"The  Minister  shall  not  omit  earnestly  to  move  the  persons  con- 
firmed to  come  without  delay  to  the  Lord's  Supper."  And  a  third 
conclusion  is  that  in  the  laxity  of  discipline  which  prevails  there  is 
not  a  sufficient  endeavor  to  urge  and  exhort  careless  communicants 
to  consider  *'  how  grievous  and  unkind  a  thing  it  is  when  a  man  had 
prepared  a  rich  feast,  decked  his  table  with  all  kinds  of  provisions, 
80  that  there  lacketh  nothing  but  the  guests  to  sit  down;  and  yet 
they  who  were  called  (without  any  cause)  most  unthankfully  refuse 
to  come."  Would  it  not  be  well  at  frequent  intervals  to  road  the 
Exhortation  from  which  I  have  just  now  quoted? 

Our  diocesan  work  in  all  its  branches  seems  to  be  in  a  very  satis- 
factory condition  notwithstanding  the  extreme  financial  strain. 

Our  institutions  are  S.  Luke's  Hospital,  the  Church  Home  for 
Aged  Persons,  the  Church  Home  for  Orphans,  the  S.  Mary's  Home 
for  Friendless  Children,  Waterman  Hall  for  Girls,  and  the  Society 
for  the  Relief  of  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Clergymen. 

I  am  rejoiced  to  learn  that  a  generous  effort  has  been  made  to 
free  S.  Luke's  from  a  large  debt,  with  such  success  that  it  has  been 
reduced  to  about  $16,000. 

Waterman  Hall,  our  Diocesan  school  for  girls  and  young  women, 
feels  the  hard  times  like  other  institutions,  and  must  share  with  them 
the  trials  of  a  reduced  income.  But  this  is  only  a  temporary  in- 
convenience, and  as  time  goes  on  the  school  will  come  to  a  place  in 
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le  affections  of  our  people  which  its  merits  deserve  even  now. 
liis  school  is  not  a  private  enterprise  and  its  financial  niana<^ement 
isa  in  excellent  hands,  as  you  well  know  and  can  ascertain  ])y  looking 
O-t:  the  catalogue.  I  do  not  believe  any  girls'  school  herealwuts 
xx&aiutains  a  higher  standard  of  excellence  in  instruction.  The  ini- 
liiediate  increase  of  pupils  depends  to  a  large  extent  upon  the  influ- 
cince  which  the  men  and  women  of  our  churches  use  in  its  favor. 

The  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Clergy- 
riien,  which  was  originated  by  Mrs.  Lydia  B.   Hibbard  some  years 
since,  reports  assets  amounting  to  $43,570.30.     I  think  this  gratify- 
ing showing  ought  to  impress  us  all  with  the  possibilities  that  are 
open  to  unselfish  Christian  zeal  and  singleness  of  purpose,  and  should 
stioiulate  others  to  like  deeds  of  love  in  other  directions.  A  thousand 
thanks  to  Mrs.   Hibl)ard,   and   her   co-lal)orers,  among  whom  Mr. 
Henry  Keep,  the  President,  holds  honored  position.     The  ])ractical 
results  of  their  laudable  efforts  are  seen  in  the  reported  expenditure 
during  the  past  year,  of  $1,500  for  the  objects  of  the  Society.     And 
I  wish  to  ask  your  attention  to  the  necessity  of  increased  donations, 
as  special  contributions  over  and  above  the  income  from  investments 
are  called  for  by  the  increased  amount  needed  for  distributions.  The 
offerings  from  our  churches  the  j)ast  year  were  only  $400.50.  I  think 
a  little  more  ardor  in  the  presentation  of  this  cause  would  increase 
the  collections. 

The  Church  Homes,  which  exist  through  the  energy  of  our  warm- 
liearted  brother,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Delafield,  are  continuing  their  benefi- 
oeut  work.  God  has  surely  honored  his  faith,  and  j)ut  upon  us  the 
cluty  to  sustain  these  charities,  not  only  by  contributions  to  maintain 
chiily  expenses — and  it  takes  a  great  deal  to  provide  for  the  wants  of 
the  respected  ladies  of  advanced  age  and  infirm  health,  and  the  or- 
X:>han  girls,  to  say  nothing  of  the  old  men  for  whom  in  most  of  the 
Oases  no  other  home  like  this  would  be  possible; — but  also  to  reduce 
the  debt  which  the  trustees  have  incurred  in  order  to  provide  these 
homes. 

The  Sisters  of  S.  Mary  have  their  hearts'  desire  in  the  foundation 
of  the  Home  for  Friendless  Children,  of  whom  there  are  thousands 
n  this  overgrown  city.     A  property  has  Ixjen  secured  just  east  of  the 
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Mission  House  at  a  cost  of  $16,000,  of  which  sum  $10,000  have  been 
paid,  and  about  $3,000  for  refitting  and 'furnishing  it,  of  which  a  por- 
tion remains  to  be  discharged.  The  Sisters  already  have  a  family  of 
nearly  fifty  children,  whose  daily  bread  is  dependent  on  the  free-will 
offerings  of  our  people.  There  has  been  much  liberality  shown  to 
this  work  and  much  interest  expressed.  The  Home  invites  your  in- 
sp(*ction  and  I  think  it  will  please  you  if  you  visit  it  at  any  time  that 
may  be  convenient.  The  Sisters  are  always  ready  to  show  the  work 
to  any. 

There  are  several  general  organizations  of  a  benevolent  character 
at  work  in  the  Diocese.  Among  these,  I  may  mention  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary,  of  which  Mrs.  Mary  Lyman  is  the  President,  and  most 
worthily  has  she  filled  this  laborious  position  during  the  year.  This 
Society  is  composed  of  our  own  women,  and  it  is  really  remarkable  to 
note  how  much  they  have  accomplished  for  the  general  missions  and 
how  interested  they  are  not  to  forget  the  great  missionary  needs 
within  our  own  borders.  May  our  Lord  repay  them  with  the  in- 
pouring  of  His  grace  into  their  warm  hearts,  and  may  their  busy 
hands  teach  others  how  to  labor  for  the  sacred  cause. 

The  Girls*  Friendly  Society,  under  the  wise  and  effective  leader- 
ship of  Miss  Fanny  Groesbeck,  of  the  Cathedral  congregation,  de- 
serves emphatic  mention.  The  organization  is  now  one  thousand 
strong.  Its  members  are  young  women,  most  of  whom  are  engaged 
in  various  avocations  in  the  city.  They  have  achieved  what  some 
of  us  thought  an  impossibility  in  endowing  a  bed  in  S.  Luke's  Hos- 
pital, and  now  they  hope  to  provide  a  Summer  Home  for  their  mem- 
Ijers  who  need  rest  and  an  "  outing"  somewhere  on  the  lake  shore, 
not  far  away.  A  large  number  of  our  active  church  women  in  the 
various  parishes  have  part  in  this  beautiful  method  of  doing  good, 
and  for  all  their  labor  of  love  they  have  my  gratitude. 

The  work  of  the  City  Mission  receives  more  attention  year  by 
year,  and  this  has  been  my  expectation.  I  want  my  successor  to  re- 
ceive this  work  in  dimensions  much  greater  than  it  has  now.  One 
pressing  need  is  a  woman  to  work  among  the  women  in  our  penal 
and  charitable  institutions.  Mr.  Chattin  has  proved  himself  well 
(]|ualified  fortius  self-denying  field  and  has  made  him  a  good  name  by 
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^is  labors.     Mr.  Rush  ton  devotes  a  portion  of  his  time  to  this  work. 
H  would  enter  more  largely  into  the  work  of  the   City  Mission,   but 
T/4€  Diocese  of  Chicago,  our  Diocesan  paper,  has  contained  full  ac- 
<30unts  of  it  from  time  to  time,  as  indeed  of  all  our  endeavors   to  do 
'the  Master's  work  in  this  Diocese.     And  I  will  add  that  the  interest 
Jfelt  in  all  their  forms  of  work  and  the   response  of  our  people   to 
^heir  demands  have  been  very  materially  developed    by  the  intelli- 
gence which  has  been  spread  abroad  by  this  unobstrusive   publica- 
"tion.     I  have  discovered  during  the  year  that  our  people  would   not 
'^villingly  let  it  die.     I  hope  your  future  interest  will   add   much  to 
its  vitality. 

The  Cathedral  work  continues  to  enlist  all  the  strength  of  those 
engaged  therein.  It  is  to  me  a  cause  of  great  gratitude  that  God 
lias  given  me  the  wish  of  my  heart  in  making  this  a  living  center  of 
Teligious  activity  and  charity.  There  will  be  no  stop  in  the  work 
and  no  cessation  of  responsibility  on  the  part  of  the  Diocese  in  its 
tsustentation.  The  music  is  amply  provided  for,  but  all  other  de- 
partments are  dependent  on  you.  The  Cathedral  building  will  need 
a  new  roof  which  will  cost  $1,000  or  more,  and  towards  this  $r)(X) 
are  provided.  An  appeal  will  have  to  be  made  this  year  for  the  \m\- 
anoe.  The  interior  walls  need  attention  as  nothing  has  been  done 
to  them  since  the  General  Convention  of  1886. 

In  running  over  my  private  journals  I  find  a  good  many  signs  of 
Diocesan  progress  during  the  past  year . 

I  have  already  mentioned  the  purchase  of  the  St.  Mary's  Home 
adjoining  the  Cathedral. 

I  record  with  gratitude  the  cancellation  of  a  mortgage  of  $15,000 
on  the  Church  of  the  Ascension,  Chicago,  through  the  generous  be- 
quest of  Mrs.  Alice  Lord  Wheeler,  whose  death  has  caused  such 
lamentation  among  all  who  knew  her  exceptionally  devout  character. 
I  was  thus  enabled  on  Ascension  Day  to  add  another  to  our  list  of 
consecrated  Churches. 

The  growth  at  Ravens  wood  is  so  marked  as  to  require  an  addition 
to  the  Church.  The  prospects  of  Calvary  Church,  Chicago,  where  a 
lot  is  soon  to  be  purchased  and  a  Church  built,  are  brightening  de- 
cidedly.    At  Christ  Church  a  handsome  reduction  of  debt  has  been 
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results  (see  report  in  the  appendix),  but  the  people  now  worshipping 
there  cannot  meet  the  debt. 

S.  Stephen's  Church,  Johnson  Street,  has  a  debt  of  $5,500,  con- 
tracted by  a  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Missions  in  1892  for  im- 
provement and  enlargement.  The  serious  change  of  population 
renders  its  future  uncertain,  although  200  communicants  are  re- 
j)orted.  The  people  will  not  l)e  able  to  meet  this  debt  when  it  be- 
comes due. 

It  seems  to  me  that  there  should  be  devised  some  more  vigorous 
means  by  which  to  restrain  parochial  organizations  from  assuming 
pecuniary  obligations  larger  than  they  have  a  reasonable  prospect  of 
discharging.  Personally,  I  am  not  favorable  to  the  practice  of 
borrowing  to  build,  except  in  very  limited  amounts.  It  is  better  to 
cut  the  coat  according  to  the  cloth.  When  larger  churches  shall  be 
needed,  let  the  people  who  need  them  build  them.  I  think  this  matter 
should  l)e  more  carefully  jirovided  for  by  some  adequate  legislation. 

As  very  few  see  the  Journal  of  the  General  Convention,  T  would 
like  to  state  the  figures  of  our  Triennial  Diocesan  Report  made  at 
Minneai>olis  in  Octol)er  last,  omitting  some  details.

By  turning  to  the  Summary  of  Statistics  in  Appendix  C,  of  this 
Journal  the  increase  in  1890  over  1895  will  be  ascertained. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  dismissed  twelve  clergymen  to  other 
bisho})s  and  received  six.  I  have  ordained  two  candidates  to  the 
Diaconate  and  advanced  two  to  the  Priesthood.  I  also  assisted  in 
the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  G.    Mott   Williams   to  the  Diooeee  of 
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Marquette.     There  are  four  postulants  and  thirteen  candidates  for 

Holj  Orders.    The  present   number  of  clergy   with   and    without 

cures  is  ninety-one. 

I  attended  the  sessions  of  the  General  Convention  at  Minneapolis 
from  October  2  to  22  and  preached  the  Triennial  Sermon  before  the 
fioard  of  Missions. 

I  have  held  three  Quiet  Days,  one  at  the  Theological  Seminary, 
Jan.  13,  one  at  Waterman  Hall  Feb.  2,  and  one  at  the  Cathedral  for 
the  women  of  the  diocese,  March  17. 

Next  year  the  Lambeth  Conference  will  meet  at  London  on  the 
call  of  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  on  the  thirteen  hundredth  an- 
niversary of  the  landing  of  S.  Augustine  in  England.  It  is  my  in- 
tention, if  life  be  spared  and  health  permit,  to  attend  that  convoca- 
tion of  the  Anglican  Episcopate. 

We  have  lost  from  our  list  of  clergy  by  death,  the  Bev.  John  Jay 
Elmendorf,  S.  T.  D.,  who  was  the  very  able  instructor  in  Moral  The- 
ology and  Apologetics  in  the  Seminary.  He  was  a  man  of  intellec- 
tual capacity,  and  his  acquired  learning  was  remarkable. 
Skilled  in  many  languages,  his  reading  was  extended,  and  his  knowl- 
edge of  current  literature  was  fresh  and  up  to  date.  In  his  death, 
a  great  light  has  been  extinguished,  for  his  place  was  in  the  front 
rank  of  our  scholarly  clergy. 

The  death  of  the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese,  Mr.  S.  Corning  Judd, 
has  taken  place  since  the  last  convention.  He  entered  into  rest  on 
the  22d  day  of  September  last,  after  distressing  illness  of  some  years 
duration. 

He  was,  in  many  respects,  a  remarkable  man.  His  abilities  as  a 
lawyer  were  recognized;  his  influence  as  a  good  man,  a  man  of  uu- 
buyable  integrity,  was  strong;  his  devotion  as  a  member  of  the 
Church  was  conspicuous  in  the  Diocese  and  in  the  Church  at  large; 
his  charity  was  boundless;  his  friendships  were  like  steel;  he  had 
enemies,  as  all  positive  men  must,  but  he  was  the  enemy  of  no  man. 
I  think  I  have  never  known  a  strong  man  who  had  so  little  resent- 
ment, malice  or  unkindliness  in  his  disposition.  I  never  heard  him 
say  a  harsh  word  of  another. 

Although  his  valuation  of  his  friends  admitted  no  discount,  he  had 
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no  over-weening  c^onceit  of  himself,  but  took  a  bumble  view  of  his 
qualities,  especially  in  his  relation  to  the  infinite  holiness  of  God. 
Hence  he  loved  all  that  could  commend  him  to  Him  Who  he  felt  was 
the  Searcher  of  Hearts,  and  hence  his  pronounced  trust  in  the 
Saviour,  and  his  love  for  the  Sacrament  of  the  Altar,  of  which  he  was 
a  frequent  recipient  to  the  close. 

In  the  General  Convention  he  was  a  conspicuous  figure.  He  was 
not  as  popular  as  he  might  have  been  had  he  been  willing  to  sacrifice 
principle  to  expediency,  and  for  this  very  reason  he  was  much  mis- 
understood. The  mass  of  mankind  do  not  readily  understand  one 
who  acts  without  reference  to  personal  interest.  He  was  always 
listened  to,  and  although  bronchial  trouble  weakened  his  voice,  it 
had  no  effect  on  his  arguments,  which  only  the  ablest  opponents  es- 
sayed to  answer. 

The  Diocese  of  Chicago  has  good  reason  to  mourn.  One  of  her 
noblest  sons  has  gone  from  her  and  few  are  left  behind  among  our 
laymen  who  are  qualified  to  represent  his  theological  attainments, 
his  mastery  of  church  history  and  canon  law,  his  familiarity  with  the 
coarse  of  legislation  in  our  own  communion.

NoRTIIEAHTERN   DeAXKRY.

Four  conTOcaitlons  of  the  Northeastern  Deanery  have  l>een  lield 

^3uring  the  past  year.    The  first  September  25th,  1895,  at  St.  Peter's 

^1-hureh,  Chicago;  the  second  November  13th.  1805,  at  Grace  Ohnrcli, 

<:hlcago;  the  third  February  5th,  1806,  at  St.  James*  Church,  Chi- 

^♦ago;  and  the  fourth  May  6th,  1806,  at  St.  Philip's  Church,  Chicago. 

-At  all  the  Convocations  mentioned  there  was  a  large  attendance  of 

^he  clergy,  the  average  being  nearly  seventy  per  cent,  of  the  nioni- 

l[)ership  in  the  Deanery. 

Tlie  usual  Lenten  services  under  the  control  of  this  Deanery 
^'ere  held  in  a  hall  on  the  second  floor  of  the  Masonic  Temple,  and 
"were  well  attended. 

Offerings  have  been  made  for  various  objects  in  which  the  Dean- 
ery is  interested,  including  a  donation  of  $100  to  St.  George's  Mis- 
sion, Grand  Crossing,  and  $50  to  St.  Bartholomew's  Church,  Cliicago.

Northern  Deanery, 

To  the  Right  Reverend,  the  Bishop  of  Chicago: 

Three  Convocations  of  the  Nortliem  Deanery  liave  l>een  held  the 
past  year:  At  St.  Paul's  Church,  Savanna,  in  October;  at  Grace 
Church,  Galena,  in  January,  and  at  Waterman  Hall  and  St.  Peter's 
Church,  Sycamore,  in  May.  The  attendance  of  the  clergy  has  gen- 
erally been  good,  and  the  congregations  encouraging.  Some  mission- 
ary work  has  been  done  by  the  clergy  outside  their  regular  cures, 
while  the  missionaries  have  faithfully  looked  after  the  points  com- 
mitted to  their  charge.  It  is  hoped  that  services  will  soon  be  n*- 
Rumed  at  St.  Paul's  Mission,  at  DeKalb.  under  personal  supervision 
of  the  Dean,  assisted  by  a  lay  reader.  The  Bishop's  Secretary  1ms 
been  present  at  all  our  Convocations,  addressed  the  clergy  and  laity, 
materially  aiding  us  with  his  counsel.  The  President  of  tli<»  Wo- 
man's Auxiliary,  Mrs.  D.  B.  Lyman,  has  shown  hor  interest  in  our 
work,  having  been  present  at  our  Convocation  at  Galena,  and  ad- 
dressing the  women  of  the  parish.

SorxHERN  Deanery. 

To  the  Right  Reverend,  the  Bishop  of  Chicago: 

Less  than  the  usual  amount  of  Deanery  work  has  been  per- 
formed by  the  Dean  the  past  year.  Three  Convocations  were  ap- 
pointed, but  in  case  of  two  tliere  was  failure  to  assemble  for  various 
reasons  connected  with  the  parishes  where  the  appointments  were 
made.    A  very  pleasant  meeting  with  large  congregations  and  satis- 
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factory  results  was  held  in  Ottawa  In  December,  the  only  one  of 
the  year. 

Work  was  projected  In  Dwight,  Marseilles,  Morris  and  Seneca, 
in  addition  to  our  orj^anized  missions,  but  the  Incomplete  reports  of 
derjry  appointed  to  these  fields  does  not  i)ermit  details.  New  Lenox 
and  Manhattan  have  been  served  to  some  extent  by  the  rector  of 
Joliet,  while  the  Kev.  Mr.  Steel  has  apparently  l>een  doing  all  that 
was  possible  at  El  Paso.  The  work  in  our  parishes  compares  favor- 
ably with  any  previous  year.  In  my  own  parish,  at  Kankakee,  we 
are  encouraged  by  a  large  increase  of  communicants,  and  a  more 
satisfactory  financial  condition.

OCT.  1st,  1894,  TO  OCT.  Ist,  1805. 

To  the  Right  Reverend,  the  Bishop  of  Chicago: 

The  expenses  of  tlie  hospital  for  the  year  ending  Oct.  Ist,  1895, 
were  sllglitly  less  than  for  tlie  two  years  preceding,  viz:  $G9,847.GG. 
Of  this  nearly  Jp3,500  went  for  taxes,  interest  and  insurance.

In  our  report  of  last  year  we  called  attention  to  the  great  falling 
off  in  the  revenue  from  our  endowments  invi^sted  in  the  Clinton 
Apartment  House,  and  the  decrease  in  collections  from  our  paying 
I>ntients,  after  the  rush  of  the  World's  Fair  season  had  ceased  to 
inrtueuce  re(?eipts. 

We  reported  the  fact  that  tlie  hospital  liad  tried  the  experiment 
of  doing  a  generous  amount  of  free  work  and  had  l>een  forced  to 
retrencli,  in  order  to  do  .lustiee  to  its  creditors.  Certainly  we  an* 
not  justified  in  accumulating  a  debt  upon  tlie  liospital  proi>erty.  If 
tlio  funds  for  a  generous  administration  of  the  hosjutal  are  not 
fortlieoming  it  must  l)e  conducted  in  a  small  way,  dispensing  just 
so  nuuli  charity  as  the  friends  and  supporters  of  St.  Luke's  shall 
[)ut  it  in  our  iKiwer  to  disiM»nse  and  turning  a  deaf  ear  to  cries  for 
help,  no  matter  how  piteous  and  no  matter  how  deserving  the  suf- 
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ferers.  If  the  money  is  not  in  liand  to  meet  tlie  onierffono'.  And 
yet  there  must  of  necesBity  be  liniitntionn  to  the  workinj?  of  this 
law.  A  hospital  is  not  expected  to  aocuniiilnte  funds,  but  to  dls- 
I>ense  charity,  and  St.  Lul^e's  Hospital  would  stand  disKraoed  today, 
if  in  the  three  years  past,  a  period  of  8i>erlal  distress  and  sufToriiijr, 
it  had  so  managed  its  affairs  as  to  aceuniulate  a  surplus.  There  is  a 
ei»rtain  truth  in  the  saying  that  a  del>t  at  tlie  end  of  tlie  year  com- 
mends a  charity  to  its  supporters,  and  in  point  of  fact,  i>roininent 
hofipitals  here  and  elsewhere  liave  made  tlie  preccnlent  and  talsen 
pride  in  it,  and  the  general  Board  of  Missions  calculating  carefully 
and  counting  the  probabilities  of  the  future  as  closely  as  iH)ssil>te 
feels  itself  fully  justified  in  incurring  debt  occasionally  to  carry 
through  its  obligations  and  complete  the  work  it  has  undertaken. 
We  therefore  report  this  deficit  with  regret  and  at  the  same  time 
with  no  sense  of  having  brought  discredit  upon  the  hospital,  rather 
with  thankfulness  that  we  have  lKH»n  permitted  to  minister  in 
Christ's  name  to  so  many  of  his  suffering  servants  in  a  time  when 
such  ministrations  were  most  especially  needed. 

For  the  half  year  since  Octol>er,  1805.  we  take  pleasure  in  re- 
porting as  follows:  The  revenue  of  pay  patients  has  been  increased 
by  the  enlarging  of  the  Medical  Board  and  the  opening  of^  the 
private  roonw  of  the  hospital  to  me<llcal  men  not  members  ol-^ihe 
Hoard  subject  to  the  rules  of  the  hospital.  The  Increase  In  revenue 
under  this  system  Is  already  considerable  and  the  outlook  most 
encouraging. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  also  that  a  very  considerable  success 
has  attended  the  efforts  of  Mr.  A.  E.  Neely  to  raise  sulflcient  funds 
by  subscription  to  liquidate  all  the  outstanding  Indebtedness  of  the 
hospital.  This  effort  began  with  the  generous  offers  of  Mr.  Henrj- 
Kei»p  and  Mr.  Wm.  (}.  Illbbard  In  (Jrace  Church,  stH'onded  by  Mr. 
r.  D.  Armour,  to  give  $2,500  each  on  condition  that  the  whole  sum 
should  be  raised  and  has  met  with  a  response  most  satisfactory, 
Ko  far  as  it  goes,  and  we  have  great  hope  that  the  whole  sum  will 
shortly  be  subscril>ed. 

Meantime  the  hospital  has  been  kept  In  full  repair,  as  this 
seemed  the  only  true  ei'onomy  and  the  equipment  and  the  service 
n»ndered  to  patients  have  been  maintained  at  a  high  stamlard  as  1h^ 
fits  the  pioneer  hospital  of  Its  class  in  Chicago;  such  a  standard  as 
bi'fits  the  record  St  Luke's  has  made  for  itself  in  years  past,  not  pan- 
dering to  scientific  research  for  its  own  sake,  not  jiehling  to  the 
demands  of  professionalism  at  the  cost  of  real  present  service  to 
the  sick  within  its  walls  and  yet  striving  to  kiK»p  abreast  of  the  best 
knowledge  of  the  times  in  all  that  can  make  Its  work  most  useful 
to  suffering  humanity. 

We  therefore  plead  earnestly  for  the  continued  and  InortNised 
support  and  interest  of  the  church  In  this  l)loces(».  Kspecially  we 
ask  that  those  who  have  large  m<»ans  will  give  generously  at  this 
time  toward  clearing  the  hospital  from  its  burden  of  <lebt.  This 
debt  is  in  part  a  building  debt  incurred  through  n(»c(»ssary  Increase* 
of  estlmate<l  cost  in  building  the  Clinton,  and  pai-t  of  It  Is  an  old 
accumulated  deficit  of  some  yeai*s  standing.  It  amounts  in  all  to 
al>out  $30,000,  of  which  almut  om^half  Is  now  conditionally  pledged. 

Brethren  of  the  clergy  and  the  laity,  this  work  of  your  founding 
and  fostering,  this  work  well  started  as  to  equipment  and  witli  a 
generous  beginning  of  an  endowment  is  commended  to  your  earnest. 
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prayerful  attention.  It  is  rich  in  opportunities  for  doing  good,  and 
it  deserves  fuller  and  more  regular  support  than  has  been  ac- 
corded It. 

Its  permanent  funds  have  been  increased  In  the  last  three  years 
by  less  than  $50,000,  a  small  amount  Indeed  compared  with  the 
gifts  that  have  come  to  other  institutions  in  the  city  in  that  time, 
pitiably  small  compared  with  the  luxury  and  extravagance  visible 
about  us  everywhere. 

We  received  last  year  from  churches  less  than  $3,000.  From 
supported  beds,  mostly  from  church  people,  $8,500.  and  you  say 
perhaps  that  $11,500  from  church  people  is  a  good  amount  and  so 
it  is.  and  yet  our  church  people  have  a  great  deal  left  that  they 
could  spare;  and  we  do  not  give  as  we  could  and  should  because  w«> 
fail  to  realize  as  we  should  just  how  near  this  work  of  healing  tne 
sick  lies  to  the  heart  of  vital  Christianity.

We  submit  to  you  herewith  the  Sixth  Annual  Report  of  the  work 
of  the  Society  for  the  Relief  of  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Clergymen 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Chicago.  (See 
Appendix  D.) 

The  report  contains  fully  detailed  statements  of  the  condition  of 
our  finances,  the  source  of  our  income  and  our  expenditures. 

We  deem  it  unnecessary  to  recapitulate  these  details,  but  would 
merely  say  that  the  present  number  of  widows  and  minor  children 
dependent  upon  us  requires  an  annual  expenditure  of  $1,560.  Our 
Investment  Fund  has  not  yet  reached  a  sum  sufilcieut  to  yield  tliis 
amount  of  annual  income. 

We  may  naturally  expect  that  there  will  be  further  claims  upon 
us  as  time  rolls  on,  and  we  cannot  refrain  from  again  asking  you 
to  give  to  the  work  of  our  Society  a  renewal  of  the  commeudauou 
which  you  have  expressed  in  former  years,  in  the  hope  that  such 
expressions  by  you  in  our  behalf  may  raise  to  our  aid  an  increased 
number  of  friends  and  supporters  for  our  work.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  DEBT  OF  THE 
ORPHANAGE  OF  THE  HOLY  CHILD. 

The  committee  appointed  by  the  last  Diocesan  Convention  to  so- 
licit aid  for  the  payment  of  the  debt  on  the  Orphanage  of  the  Holy 
Child  at  Springfield,  Illinois,  beg  to  report  as  follows: 

This  Orphanage  was  started  by  the  Bishop  of  Springfield  as  a 
Diocesan  institutiion,  and  later  was  tendered  to  the  Federate  Council 
of  the  three  dioceses  in  Illinois  as  a  provincial  institution.  Later, 
its  debjt  of  ^2,500  was  apportioned  among  these  dioceses,  $600  to 
Springfield,  $400  to  Quincy  and  $1,500  to  Chicago.  The  deputies 
from  this  Diocese  appear  to  have  acquiesced  in  this  arrangement, 
and,  through  one  of  tbehr  number,  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Knowles,  reported 
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the  action  taken  to  the  next  Convention  of  this  Diocese.  That  Con- 
vention refused  to  formally  ratify  the  action  and  recognize  the  por- 
tion of  the  debt  assigned  to  Cliicago  as  a  legal  obligation:  but  did 
authorize  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  solicit  voluntary  con- 
tributions for  this  purpose,  which  committee  has  been  continued, 
with  an  occasional  change  of  membership,  since  1891.  Two  years 
ago  the  committee  reported  tliat  the  debt,  which  had  mounted  up- 
ward to  over  $1,700,  had  been  reduced  by  $387.44.  and  last  year  the 
same  committee  reported  donations  of  $15.  During  the  year  now 
ending  your  committee  has  remitted  $16.15  received  from  the 
Cliurch  of  the  Atonement,  Edgewater.  On  the  8th  of  May,  189(1. 
the  unpaid  principal  and  interest  of  the  debt  amounted  to  $1,539.79. 
Your  committee  has  now  in  liand  the  following  contributions:

The  indebtedness  now  stands  at  about  $1,454.79,  or  but  little  less 
than  the  original  $1,500.  Your  committee  submit  that,  while  not 
a  legal  obligation,  this  debt  has  become  a  moral  obligation  upon  this 
diocese;  and  further  express  their  belief  that  it  can  only  be  met  by 
official  diocesan  action,  and  therefore  propose  the  accompanying 
resolution.

Rosolvod,  Tliat  this  Convention,  while  not  recognizing  that  por- 
tion of  the  debt  of  the  Orphanage  of  the  Holy  Child  assigned  by  the 
Federate  Council  to  this  Diocese  as  a  legal  obligation,  still,  in  view 
of  tlie  facts  appearing  in  tlie  reports  of  our  committees  upon  this 
sul>jo(»t,  does  regard  tills  debt  as  having  become  a  moral  obligation;

REPORT  OF  WATERMAN  HALL. 

To  the  Right  Reverend,  the  Bishop  of  Chicago: 

During  the  seventh  academic  year,  ending  In  June,  we  have  had 
an  average  of  forty-three  boarding  pupils,  while  twenty-four  others 
have  been  enrolled  in  the  day  and  special  departments. 

The  faculty  has  been  efficient,  and  the  instruction  and  discipline 
very  satisfactory. 

Twenty-five  of  our  boarding  pupils  came  from  Chicago,  only  seven 
of  whom  were  from  Church  families,  and  out  of  thirty-five  from 
the  whole  Diocese  of  Chicago  twelve  only  were  daughters  of  the 
Church. 

With  extensive  and  beautiful  grounds,  substantial  buildings  well 
arranged  and  equipi)ed,   handsomely  furnished  for  domestic  and 
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edncational  purposes,  together  with  a  liberal  eutlowniont,  Water- 
DMui  Hall  has  met  with  encouraging  success,  and,  with  tlie  co-opera- 
Won  of  the  clergy  and  laity,  has  an  assured  future,  and  ouglit  to 
accomplish  great  good  for  Christ  and  the  Church. 

The  morning  and  evening  offices  authorized  by  you,  have  been 

«iid  daily,  and  the  Holy  Communion  administered  every  Sunday 

flnd  other  Holy  Days.    For  one  half-hour,  every  Sunday  momlnjr. 

aU  the  pupils  are  required  to  meet  in  the  Study  Hall  and  recite  tlie 

Collect  for  the  day  and  a  part  of  the  Church  Catechism  to  the  vice- 

Prtnclpal.    In  the  afternoon  they  meet  with  me,  in  the  same  place, 

^or  half  an  hour's  instruction  in  Holy  Scripture  and  Church  history. 

I  have  baptized  three  of  the  pupils  and  presented  five  for  the  Holy 

Rite  of  Confirmation. 

The  number  of  communicants  has  been  about  thirt3%  the  average 
attendance  at  the  early  celebrations  twelve,  and  on  the  first  Sunday 
of  the  month  about  twenty. 

Our  branch  of  the  Students*  Missionary  Society  maintained  its  in- 
terest, holding  monthly  meetings  on  the  first  Sunday  of  each  month. 
The  Guild  has  carried  on  its  work  of  looking  after  the  Chancel 
and  providing  means  for  various  purposes.  The  following  exhibit 
will  show  what  they  have  raised  and  expended  during  the  school 
year:

Cathedral  of  SS.  Peter  and  Paul,  Chicago. 

Tuesday,  May  25,  1897. 

The  Sixtieth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Church  in  the  Dio- 
cese of  Chicago  assembled  in  the  Cathedral  Church  on  Tues- 
day, the  twenty-fifth  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1897. 

Morning  Prayer  was  said  at  9:45  o'clock  by  the  Rev.  J.  B. 
Williams. 

At  10:30  o'clock  the  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  by 
the  Right  Reverend,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  assisted  by  the 
Reverend  Messrs.  B.  F.  Fleetwood,  S.  T.  D.,  and  G.  D. 
Wright. 

In  place  of  the  Convention  Sermon,  addresses  were  made  by 
the  Reverend  Messrs.  W.  C.  DeWitt,  J.  H.  Edwards,  A.  W. 
Little,  L.  H.  D.,  and  J.  S.  Stone,  D.  D. 

Divine  Service  having  been  concluded,  the  Convention  was 
called  together  for  organization  and  business,  the  Right  Rev- 
erend William  Edward  McLaren,  D.  D.,  D.  C.  L.,  being  in 
the  chair. 

The  Secretary  called  the  names  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese 
entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  in  all  seventy -eight,  of 
whom  sixty -eight  were  present. 

The  certificates  of  Lay  Delegates  w^ere  on  call  presented  and 
referred  to  a  Committee  consisting  of  the  Secretary,  Mr.  E.  H. 
Buehler,  and  Mr.  T.  E.  Smith. 

On  motion,  a  recess  was  taken  to  half-past  2  o'clock. 

On  re-assembling,  the  Committee  on  Credentials  reported 

^;    that  certificates  from  thirty-eight  Parishes  and  fifteen  Missions, 

., exported  by  the  Treasurer  as  entitled  to  representation,  having 
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paid  the  Diocese  assessment,  were  presented  and  found  cor- 
rect. 

The  Secretary  called  the  names  of  Lay  Delegates  from  these 
Parishes  and  Missions,  and  it  was  found  that  thirty-two 
Parishes  and  five  Missions  were  represented. 

A  quorum  of  both  orders  being  present,  the  Convention  was 
declared  duly  organized  and  ready  for  business. 

On  motion,  the  reading  of  the  Rules  of  Order  was  dispensed 
with. 

On  motion,  the  ballet  was  dispensed  with,  and  the  Rev. 
Luther  Pardee  was  elected  Secretary  of  the  Diocese. 

The  nomination  by  the  Secretary-  of  the  Rev.  A.  L.  Will- 
iams as  Assistant  Secretary  was  confirmed  by  the  Convention. 

The  Bishop  appointed  the  Rev.  P.  C.  Wolcott  as  Bishop's 
Secretary. 

Mr.  H.  T.  Pardee  having  stated,  in  a  communication  to  the 
Bishop,  that,  on  account  of  business  relations,  it  would  be  im- 
possible for  him  to  continue  longer  as  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese, 
it  was,  on  motion,  resolved  that  the  election  of  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese  be  deferred  to  to-morrow,  and  that  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee be  requested  to  nominate  a  fit  person  for  that  office. 

The  applications  of  Alternate  Delegates  from  certain  Parishes 
to  the  Convention  having  been  presented,  they  were,  on  motion, 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legislation. 

On  motion,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved f  That  clergymen  present  not  entitled  to  seats  in  this  Conven- 
tion, clergymen  from  other  Dioceses,  candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  and  lay 
members  of  other  Diocesan  Conventions,  be  admitted  to  the  floor  of  this 
Convention,  and  that  they  be  requested  to  hand  their  names  to  the  Secre- 
tary.

The  Bishop  read  his  Annual  Address. 

The  Report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  was  presented  and 
read  as  follows : 

Rei»ort  op  the  Board  of  Missions. 

The  Board  of  Missions  in  reviewing  the  work  of  the  past  year  finds 
much  for  which  to  be  thankful.  It  has  l^n  a  verv  hard  year  financially  in 
every  line  of  business,  and  the  incomes  of  individluals  have  been  much  re- 
duced, yet  the  Board  has  received  the  substantial  sum  of  $12,685.90. 

The  Parishes  have  generally  paid  their  pledges  when  due,  and  the  report 
of  the  Treasurer  shows  a  smaller  amount  in  arrears  than  at  any  previous  time 
since  he  became  Treasurer.  All  the  Parishes  have  done  well;  but  some  ought 
to  do  better,  and  be  more  punctual  and  conscientious  in  discharging  an  obli- 
gation, which  is  indeed  a  voluntary  pledge,  but  a  pledee  upon  which  pay- 
ment the  comfort,  not  to  say  the  living,  of  many  faithful  Priests  depen(&. 

The  year  has  been  one  of  faithful  performance  of  duty  and  a  determined 
effort  to  maintain  all  promising  work,  but  not  a  year  of  aji^gressive  effort 
War  cannot  be  waged  without  tlie  sinews  of  war,  nor  can  Missionarjr  work 
be  attempted  without  money,  and  money  has  not  been  forthcoming  for 
new  work.  Yet  we  have  more  than  held  our  own.  The  Missions  have  done 
more  than  well.  The  reports  to  the  Convention  will  show  growth  every- 
where, and  amid  the  dark  days  of  commercial  depression  the  Qiurch  thank- 
fully records  the  fact  that  services  have  been  discontinued  at  only  two 
point,s — St.  Stephen's,  Chicaeo,  and  Christ  Church,  Streator.  St.  Stephen's 
Church  has  not  vet  l)een  sold,  nor  is  it  likely  to  be  sold  until  it  will  bring  a 
fiiir  price;  and  when  land  on  Peoria  street  will  sell  for  what  it  is  worth,  we 
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believe  there  will  be  no  trouble  in  getting  money  to  maintain  a  work  more 
necessary  in  that  very  quarter  than  ever  befoi'e;'but  a  work  purely  Mission- 
ary, and  a  work  which  the  Church  must  support  without  reference  to  what 
people  ministered  to  will  give. 

One  other  work  has  suffered  for  lack  of  funds — ^the  Cathedral.  If  there 
is  any  work  which  out^ht  to  arouse  the  entiiusiasm  of  this  Convention  it  is 
work  of  the  Cathedral  Church  of  the  Diocese.  The  building  is  not  large, 
but  it  is,  in  part,  the  oldest  ecclesiastical  edifice  in  Chicago.  It  was  the  first 
Cathedral  in  the  American  Church.  It  may  indeed  be  as  it  were  but  a  pro- 
Cathedral  to  the  stately  minster  which  in  the  distant  future  will  be  built  by 
the  Church  in  Chicago,  but  in  that  day  of  better  and  larger  things  this  place 
will  be  a  shrine  where  those  who  love  to  think  of  the  days  that  are  past,  and 
how  mysteriously  God  works,  will  seek  to  kneel  and  worship  and  adore. 
Consecrated  by  the  solemn  benediction  of  the  Church,  consecrated  by  in- 
numerable holy  memories,  this  building  must  stand  for  generations,  and  not 
only  stand  here  as  a  witness  to  the  courage  and  devotion  of  the  past,  but  a 
centre  of  beneficient  work. 

Therefore,  the  Board  of  Missions  asks  the  Diocese  to  face  the  situation. 
The  congregation  of  the  Cathedral  cannot  and  will  never  be  able  to  pay  for 
the  support  of  the  services  maintained  within  these  walls.  The  congrega- 
tion worshiping  here  will  never  be  able  to  provide  means  or  workerato  make 
this  Cathedral  what  it  ought  to  be— the  pulsating  heart  of  the  Church  in  a 
region  whicli  is  ever  increasingly  given  over  to  an  irreligious,  miserable  and 
decadent  portion  of  our  city  population. 

The  new  methods — new  among  Protestants  and  the  exi)erimenter8  in 
social  science — ^but  the  old  methods  of  the  Catholic  Church,  and  notably  of 
the  Church  of  England  in  the  present  century,  must  here  be  attempted.  The 
Cathedral  ought  to  rally  the  courage  and  enthusiasm  of  the  Church  in  the 
whole  Diocese.  Churcnmen  who  are  giving  money  time  and  energy  to  the 
forward  movement  in  other  attempts  to  reach  the  people  ought  to  find  lead- 
ership and  organization  here  at  the  Cathedral. 

But  this  means  money,  and  money  which  must  be  given  by  the  laymen 
of  the  Dioc^ese.  To  expect  to  secure  a  staff  of  workers  and  pay  them  meagre 
and  uncertain  salaries  is  absui-d.  A  devoted  Priest  like  the  present  Priest  in 
charge  may  be  found  to  stand  alone  and  do  one  man's  work  for  daily  bread 
alone,  but  to  make  the  Cathedral  a  power  among  the  unshepherded  people  of 
the  city  there  must  be  men  of  vari€Kl  gifts  and  of  some  unusual  power.  8u(*h 
men  do  not  w*ant  large  salaries,  but  there  must  be  an  organization  back  of 
them  which  will  make  support  certain  and  give  them  means  of  maintaining 
aggressive  work.  To  think  of  getting  such  means  out  of  the  people,  to  make 
an  attempt  to  do  so,  foredooms  the  work  to  failure.  To  expect  the  Bishop 
of  this  Diocese  to  do  more  than  keep  this  Cathedral  open  and  truly  maintain 
the  routine  of  services  on  what  the  Diocese  is  giving  him  would  be  most  un- 
reasonable. The  Board  ought  to  be  able  to  appropriate  next  year  at  least 
$2,000  to  the  Cathedral.  This  sum  would  not  enable  the  Bishop  to  do  more 
tban  he  has  done,  but  it  would  at  least  do  that.  With  a  return  of  better 
times  the  Diocese  could  and  would  do  more. 

The  Board  of  Missions  needs  money.  We  have  not  been  doing  busi- 
ness; we  have  been  at  war,  and  we  have,  when  Mit«sions  were  ready  to  give 
up  and  die,  thrown  ourself  in  the  breach;  we  have  paid  insurance,  interest, 
"debts,  to  save  Mission  property  and  work,  and  we  have  thisstorv  to  tell:  The 
^ork  already  established  nas  been  vigorously  maintained;  no  Mission  prop- 
■^ty  has  been  lost;  all  obligations  have  been  met,and  we  come  into  the  Con- 
'^^ention  with  all  stipends  paid  to  date,  and  money  and  pledges  sufficient  to 
P^y  all  our  liabilities,  less  $3«0.  The  Diocese  has  done  splendidly,  and  now 
''^e  urge  courage,  steadfastness  and  liberality  that  we  more  than  hold  our 
■^^^n  the  coming  year.  New  work  is  waiting  us,  and  work  which  will  make 
i^ge  returns  in  results,  but  we  must  have  money  to  do  it. 
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With  the  return  of  good  times  more  money  will  be  forthcoming,  but 
even  now  by  giving  a  little  more  than  we  have  been  giving,  we  can  greatly 
stimulate  the  work,  particularly  here  at  the  Cathedral.

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The  Special  Committee  on  the  Orphanage  of  the  Holy  Child, 
Springfield,  presented  and  read  the  following  Report : 

Report  of  The  Committee  on  The  Orphanage  of  The  Holy  Child. 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  last  Diocesan  Convention  to  solicit  aid 
»cr  the  payment  of  tlie  debt  on  the  Orphanage  of  the  Holy  Child,  at  Spring- 
^eld,  Illinois,  beg  to  report  as  follows  : 

For  a  brief  review  of  the  facts  leading  up  to  the  request  of  the  Federate 
Council  or  Provincial  Synod  that  this  Diocese  assume  a  portion  of  the  debt  on 
this  Orphanage,  and  events  subsequent  thereto,  we  would  respectfully  refer 
to  the  Report  of  the  Committee  made  one  year  ago,  which  appears  on  page 
61  of  the  Convention  Journal  of  1896.  At  the  time  of  said  report  it  appeared 
that  the  debt  stood  at  about  $1,454.79  ,  and  this  Committee  was  appointed  to 
continue  the  solicitation  of  funds  to  extinguish  the  same.  During  the  year 
we  have  raised  by  donations  from  individuals  and  Churches  the  sum  of  ^62. 
Of  this,  $215  wWsent  to  H.  T.  Pardee,  Treanurer,  to  be  remitted  by  him  to 
Rev.  F.  W.  Taylor,  D.  D.»  Treasurer  of  the  Orphanage  ;  and  the  remaining 
$147  was  remitted  by  the  Committee  direct  to  Dr.  Taylor.  Of  the  $1,454.79 
due  one  year  ago,  your  Committee  understands  that  $1,300  was  part  of  the 
original  principal  arawing  interest  at  seven  per  cent-  per  annum.  All  but 
$15  of  the  amount  raised  By  this  Committee  was  remitted  on  or  before  No- 
vember 1,  1890.  The  account  therefore  now  stands  as  follows,  as  near  as  this 
Committee  is  able  to  approximate  the  figures  without  access  to  the  notes  and 
the  dates  of  indorsements  thereon  :

While  your  Committee  are  gratified  that  any  reduction  of  this  debt  has 
been  accomplished,  they  would  respectfully  express  their  belief  that  this 
debt  can  never  be  extinguished  by  the  means  thus  far  adopted,  and  they 
therefore  urge  the  passive  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved ^  That  this  Convention,  while  not  recognizing  that  portion  of  the 
debt  of  the  Orphanage  of  the  Holy  Child  at  Springfield.  Illinois,  assigned  by 
the  Federal  Council  to  this  Diocese,  as  a  legal  obligation,  still,  in  view  of  the 
facte  api>earing  from  the  reports  of  your  Committ^s  upon  this  subject,  does 
believe  that  this  Diocese  should  pa^  the  same  as  soon  as  practicable;  and 

Whereas,  it  appears  that  said  indebtedness  now  approximates  $1,178.00, 
the  Board  of  Equalization  is  directed  to  add  to  their  assessment  the  sum  of 
$400,  to  be  applied  to  this  purpose  ;  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  is  di- 
rected to  pay  said  $400  to  the  Treasurer  of  said  Orphanage,  or  to  the  holders 
of  the  notes,  during  the  coming  Convention  year. 

Resolved^  That  this  Convention  recommends  to  succeeding  Conventions 
the  appropriation  of  similar  amounts  to  be  paid  as  in  installments  upon  this 
debt,  until  the  same  shall  have  been  wholly  discharged.

On  motion  the  Report  was  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Legislation. 

On  motion,  it  was  resolved  that  so  much  of  the  Bishop's 
Address  as  relates  to  the  appointment  of  a  Financial  Agent  for 
the  Diocese  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

The  following  Report  was  presented,  and,  on  motion,  was 
received  and  adopted : 

Report  of  Committee. 

Your  Committee  to  which  was  referred  the  proposed  amendments  to 
Canons  1,  2  and  0  of  Title  III,  respectfully  report  that  they  have  considered 
the  same  and  the  objecrts  sought  to  be  accomplished  therebv- 

We  believe  that  a  system  of  parishes  with  boundaries  clesignated  by  Dio- 
cesan authority  is  correct  in  principle  and  in  harmon}^  with  past  preceaent ; 
but  in  a  large  city  where  there  are  Parishes  already  existing  with  tneir  build- 
insrs  not  far  apart  and  surrounded  by  a  dense  population, — where  the  Church 
is  in  a  Missionary  stage  of  development, — where  the  Church  forms  but  a  small 
portion  of  the  population, — where  the  financial  support  of  the  Church  and 
her  organizations  depends  upon  the  voluntary  support  of  the  people,  and 
where  the  variety  of  the  ritual  of  parishes  and  other  conditions  may  natur- 
ally serve  to  attract  a  man  to  one  parish,  while  he  is,  perhaps,  not  edified  in 
another, — it  would  be  unwise  to  define  boundaries,  if  by  so  doing  we  were  to 
hamper  the  Clergy  of  the  city  in  their  work  among  souls,  or  seem  to  restrict, 
even  by  inference,  the  liberty  of  the  laity  to  select  a  Church  home  where  the 
services  and  ministrations  were  such  as  to  satisfy  their  legitimate  preferences 
and  meet  their  spiritual  needs. 

Moreover,  there  are  parishes  in  the  central  part  of  Chicago,  which,  until 
such  time  as  they  have  procured  an  endowment,  must  depend  for  their 
financial  support  upon  those  living  a  long  distance  from  the  church  build- 
ings of  such  parishes. 

Your  Committee  are  aware  that  Section  vi  of  the  proposed  Canon  pur- 
ports to  remove  these  objections  by  disclaiming  any  limitation  upon  the  exist- 
ing rights  of  the  clerjsy  and  laity,  and  by  confining  the  provisions  of  the 
Canon  to  the  unattached. 

We  are  in  some  doubt,  however,  whetlier,  if  boundaries  were  once  de- 
fined, this  exemption  would  avail  to  suspend  the  operation  of  Title  I,  Canon 
18,  Section  vi,  Paitigraph  (1)  of  the  Canons  of  the  General  Church  which  de- 
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Clares  it  unlawful  for  any  Minister  to  *'  officiate,  either  by  preach insr,  reading 
prayers,  or  otherwise,  in  the  parish,  or  within  the  parochial  cure  of  another 
clergyman/'  without  express  permission. 

Your  Committee  recognizes  tliat  there  are  outlying  portions  of  the  Citv 
of  Chicago  where  the  population  is  comparatively  sparse,  and  suburban  vil- 
lages, separated  from  eacn  other  by  unsettled  territory  or  by  other  local  con- 
ditions, although  within  the  l^al  limits  of  the  same  municipality,  where  it 
would  be  easy  for  all  concerned  to  agree  upon  natural  boundaries,  and  where, 
therefore,  great  future  good  might  result  if  the  Bishop  were  now  to  define 
the  same  ,  and  where  this  future  good  mieht  not  be  neutralized  by  any  evil 
in  the  present.  But  your  Committee  believe  that  where  these  conditions 
prevail,  and  the  parishes  concerned  desire  such  action,  the  Bishop  has  power 
under  the  present  Canon  to  comply  with  their  request,  if  he  shall  so  elect. 

Your  Committee  further  recognizes  that  it  might  be  of  practical  value  to 
define  a  settled  course  of  procedure  in  the  case  of  applications  to  the  Bishop 
for  the  formation  of  a  new  parish  or  mission,  or  the  removal  of  a  church 
building  from  one  location  to  another,  by  which  existing  parishes  w(»ul(l  not 
onlv  be  assured  of  the  protection  now  existing  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Hisiiop,  hut  would  also  l)e  assured  of  notice  of  such  application  and  of  an 
opportunity  for  protest  before  the  Bishop  or  other  Diocesan  authority.  If 
this  were  desired,  and  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  were  obtained,  the  result 
would  Ije  accomplished  most  simply  by  inserting  in  Canons  1  and  2  of  Title 
1 11  provisions  for  such  notice  to  all  parishes  and  missions  whose  places  of 
^worship  were  within  a  specified  distance  of  the  projxjsed  location. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  no  action  on  the  proposed  Canon  be 
t  Aken  in  this  Convention.

The  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  presented  and  read  his  Re- 
port, as  follows : 

Report  of  the  Secretary. 

The  Secretary  of  Convention  begs  leave  to  report  that  acting  under  the 
instructions  of  the  Convention  he  lias  had  prepared  new  forms  of  parochial 
blanks,  which  embody  such  modifications  and  improvements  as  were  sug- 
gested in  various  conferences  with  his  brother  clergy. 
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The  various  amendments  that  have  been  made  to  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  the  Diocese  since  their  adoption  in  1884,  have  been  printed 
in  pamphlet  form  and  sent  to  the  various  parishes  and  missions  for  distribu- 
tion to  interested  laymen. 

The  customary  number  of  Journals  of  the  Jast  Convention  have  been 
printed,  sent  out  as  directed,  and  sundry  other  matters  of  detail  connected 
with  the  Secretary's  office  have  been  attended  to  as  they  presented  them- 
selves.

Report  op  the   Standing  Committee. 

I. 

The  Standii^  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  Chicago  begs  leave  to  make 
the  following  Report  of  its  official  acts  for  the  conventional  year  ending  May 
25th,  1897. 

The  elected  members  met  on  call  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Phillips,  for  organization 
at  the  Church  Club  Room.  June  29,  1897.  On  motion  the  Rev.  D.  S.  Phil- 
lips. 8.  T.  D  ,  was  elected  President,  and  the  Rev.  W.  E.  Toll,  Secretary. 

Papers  of  the  Rev.  Edward  L.  Roland,  seeking  admission  to  the  sacred 
Or^er  of  Priests,  were  presented;  said  papers  being  found  correct,  the  appli- 
ca.nt  was  on  motion,  recommended  to  tne  Bishop  of  Chicago  for  Ordination. 
After  due  consideration,  it  was  on  motion,  resolved  that  the  salary  of 
ttieRev.  Joseph  Rushton,  L.  H.  D.,  be  fixed  for  the  current  year  at  $1,400, 
ori.  the  approval  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

On  November  2,  1890,  the  Standing  Committee  met  in  regular  session  at 
tliie  Church  Club  Room.

D.  Walker,  D.  D.,  D.  C  L.,  Missionary  Bishop  of  North  Dakota,  to 
Bishopric  of  Western  New  York,  hy  a  majority  of  the  Standing:  Commits 
and  a  majority  of  the  House  of  Bishops,  was  received  and  ordered  tc 
placed  on  file.' 

On  motion  it  was  resolved,  after  due  examination  of  papers  preeen' 
that  the  liev  F.  B.  Braithwaite  Bartlett  be  recommended  to  the  Bishop 
admission  to  the  sacred  Order  of  Priests. 

Ftoers  were  received  from  Mr.  M.  Edward  Fawcett  seeking  to  bec< 
a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  and  after  examination  it  was  ordered  that  h< 
so  recommended  to  the  Bishop. 

On  luoiion,  unanimous  consent  was  given  to  the  consecration  of  the  I 
James  Dow  Morrison,  D.  D.,  L.  L.  D-,  as  Bishop  of  the  Missionary  Jario 
tion  of  Duluth,  Minn. 

A  meeting  of  the  Standing  Committee  was  held  in  the  Church  C 
Rooms,  May  10,  IS97.  Present:  Rev.  D.  S.  Phillips.  S.  T.  D.,  presiding,  1 
T.  N.  Morrison,  D.  D.,  and  Rev.  William  E.  Toll,  and  Messrs.  F.  B.  Peab 
and  C  R.  Larral)ee. 

It  was  resolved,  after  due  examination  of  all  their  papers  presen 
which  were  found  correct,  that  Messrs.  Harold  E.  Addison.  Webster  Ha 
and  William  W.  Fleetwood  be  and  are  hereby  recommended  to  the  Bis 
of  Chicago  for  admission  as  candidates  for  Holy  Orders. 

Papers  of  application  were  received  from  Messrs.  John  Mark  Ericson 
M.  Edward  Fawcett,  seeking  to  bfi  admitted  to  the  order  of  Deacons, 
BiHhop  also  asking  that  in  their  respective  cases  the  usual  time  required 
shortened;  unanimous  consent  was  given  thereto  and  both  applicants  wei 
recommended.

The  following  Report  was  presented  and  read  : 

Report  of  Special  CJommittee. 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  Convention  of  1895,  to  prepare  a  plan 
to  incorporate  a  Society  for  the'Relief  of  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergymen  of  the 
Diocese  of  Chicago,  respectfully  report  that  in  accordance  with  the  resolu- 
tion adopted  by  the  last  Convention,  they  have,  in  connection  with  the 
Bishop,  selected  the  names  of  a  number  of' persons  to  act  as  Directors  for  the 
first  year.  Most  of  these  persons  have  signified  their  willingness  to  serve  as 
Directors.  Within  a  few  davs  it  is  hoped  that  the  entire  list  of  Directors 
may  be  completed  and  the  &)ciety  duly  organized. 

We  therefore  ask  that  the  Committee  may  be  continued,  and  authorized, 
in  connection  with  the  Bishop,  legally  to  organize  said  Society,  making  such 
changes  in  the  By-Laws  and  plan  as  they  may  deem  necessary.

The  Committee  on  Legislation  presented  and  read  the  fol- 
lowing Report. 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Legislation. 

I. 

The  Committee  on  Legislation,  to  which  was  referred  the  matter  of  Al- 
ternate Lay  Delegates  are  unable  to  find  any  provision  in  the  Constitution 
or  the  Canons  covering  such  cases,  and  they  recommend  that  any  one  pre- 
senting a  certificate  of  election  as  an  Alternate  Delegate,  be  notified  that 
no  persons  so  elected  can  be  under  the  Constitution  and  Canons  entitled  to 
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II. 

The  Committee  on  Legislation  to  which  was  referred  proposed  change^^ 
in  Canon  I,  Title  VII  in  regard  to  elections  by  concurrent  votes  of  both  or — 
ders,  recommends  the  passage  of  the  following  resolution: 

RfMlvedf  That  Canon  1,  VII,  be  amended  by  adding  the  following: 
When  more  persons  than  the  number  to  be  elected  receive  the  required 
number  of  votes  in  each  order,  those  only  shall  be  declared  elected   who, 
among  the  said  persons,  have  received  the  most  votes  in  each  order;  and  no 
more  than  the  required  number  of  persons  shall  be  declared  elected. 

III. 

The  Committee  on  Legislation  to  which  was  referred  proposed  changes 
in  Canon  3,  Title  I  in  regards  to  corporations  claiming  or  oesiring  to  oe 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  recommends  the  passage  of 
the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  Canon  3,  of  Title  I,  be  amended  by  the  addition  of  the 
following  Section: 

g  vii.  It  shall  be  the  dut^  of  all  Corporations  organized  by  the  authority 
of  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese,  and  holding  property  or  funds  for  the 
Ijenefit  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  to  submit  their  books,  accounts  and 
8*^curitie8  to  the  inspection  of  the  Auditors  appointed  under  Section  VI  of 
this  Canon,  whenever  such  Auditors  shall  so  request;  and  such  inspection 
shall  )>e  made  at  least  once  in  each  Conventional  year  and  be  reported  by  the 
Auditors  to  the  next  Annual  Convention.  Corporations,  not  organized  by 
tlie  authority  of  the  Convention,  desiring  official  recognition  by  the  eccle- 
siastical authority  of  the  Diocese,  must  procure  from  that  authority  a  writ- 
ten recognition,  and  must  agree  to  submit,  at  their  own  expense,  their  books 
accounts  and  securities  for  an  examination  by  said  ecclesiastical  authority 
whenever  req^uired,  and  said  authority  may  at  any  time  terminate  saia 
official  recognition.  Nothing  in  this  Canon  is  to  be  construed  as  making  the 
grant  of  sucli  recognition  obligatory.  Clinton  Lock£

The  Resolutions  appended  to  the  various  sections  of  the  Re- 
port were  on  motion  severally  adopted  by  the  Convention. 

The  Committee  on  Church  Extension  presented  and  read  the 
following  report : 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Church  Extension. 

The  Committee  on  Church  Extension  begs  leave  to  report  that,  after  a 
careful  examination  of  the  Reports  of  Parishes  and  Missions  received,  and 
tiie  Re^x)rt  of  the  Board  of  ^Iissions,  they  find  great  cause  for  thankfulness 
to  Almighty  God  for  the  evident  growth  of  the  Church  in  spiritual  matters, 
and  the  continued  support  of  Church  work  in  financial  matters,  which  indi- 
cates a  willingness  to  contribute  lil)erally  to  the  cause  of  Christ  even  in  these 
times  of  monetary  depression.  Owing  to  the  lack  of  information  from  many 
of  tlie  Parislies  and  Missions  a  full  comparison  between  this  year's  Reports 
and  previous  years  is  impossible.*  In  the  Parishes  and  Missions,  wliose 
Reports  are  Wfore  uh,  the  increase  in  the  number  of  baptisms  is  only  17, 
while  last  year  it  was  180.  The  roll  of  Communicants  numl)ers  975  more 
than  last  year;  the  increase  last  year  was  745.  The  greatest  growth  is  in  the 
Sunday  Schools.  Last  year  the  increase  was  271,  while  this  year's  reports 
show  again  of  1,353.

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The  amoant  reported  for  all  purposes  except  improvements,  building  of 
Charehee  and  Rectories  exceeds  oy  $7,500  that  of  last  year.  Tlie  special 
offerings  have  been  much  less  than  last  year,  but  yet  encouraging,  and  in- 
dicative of  earnest  devotion  and  self-sacrifice  for  the  general  good  of  the 
Church. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  the  cheering  assurance  from  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions that  no  Church  propertv  lias  l)een  lost  during  the  stringent  period 
through  which  we  have  passed,,  and  the  promise  of  deeper  interest  m  the 
work  of  the  Church  for  the  future  gives  nope  of  a  large  increase  in  offerings 
for  the  spread  of  the  Faith. 

Lots  have  been  secured  and  Churches  built  in  El  Paw  and  Fernwood, 
in  both  cases  free  from  debt  The  Parish  of  Calvary,  Chicago,  has  shown  ^reat 
courage  in  the  erection  of  its  present  temporary  Church  building,  whicli 
through  the  energy  of  Rector  and  People  is  paid  for.  The  second  mortgage  on 
St  Bartholomew's,  Englewood,  has  by  a  special  arrangement  with  the  holders, 
and  through  the  generositv  of  friends  been  paid.  Tlie  floating  debt  on  St. 
Albans,  Cnicago,  has  just  oeen  paid  by  the  Itector  and  congregation.  The 
amount  was  $2,882.96.  A  new  Rectory  has  been  built  at  Hinsdale,  and 
at  Highland  Park  the  former  Rectory  has  [)een  sold,  and  the  property  next 
door  to  the  Church  purchased.  The  Parish  of  St.  Luke,  Dixon,  has  spent 
over  $fiOO  on  the  basement  of  the  Church,  which  now  affords  excellent 
facilities  for  the  Sunday  School  and  the  various  parochial  guilds. 

Work  on  the  new  stone  Church  at  Downers  Grove  has  commenced; 
when  completed  the  building  will  be  well  adapted  for  the  work  of  the  Mis- 
sion and  will  be  moreover  free  from  debt. 

The  Mission  field  of  the  Diocese  affords  abundant  opportunities  for  en- 
couragement Difficult  though  the  support  of  the  services  lia.s  l)eenY  yet 
the  people  have  shown  a  self-sacrifice  that  is  worthy  of  note.  Evidences  of 
^wth  and  devotion  are  to  be  seen  everywhere.  >ew  fieMs  equally  prom- 
ising are  white  to  harvest  and  need  only  the  planting  of  the  Church  in  their 
midst  to  brin^  forth  abundant  fruit. 

In  City  Missions  the  Church  still  continues  her  good  work  in  the  penal 
and  charitable  institutions.  The  demands  on  the  time  and  enei^y  of  the 
workers  taxes  them  to  the  utmost  A  ereat  deal  more  miglit  be  done  if  the 
means  were  forthcoming.  Problems  of  the  greatest  importance  are  awaiting 
solution  by  the  Church.  The  City  Missionaries  are  obliged  to  put  these 
aside  for  the  present,  but  hope  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  there  will  be 
a  large  increase  in  funds  for  this  work. 

In  conclusion,  your  Coumiittce  sees  many  signs  for  hoi>efulne8s,  and  the 
assurance  for  much  larger  growth  and  increased  ofl*ering8  when  business  re- 
c^ume8  its  prosperous  condition.

Treasurer  of  the  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Widows  and  Orplians  of 
Clereymen,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows  : 

We  find  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  of  the  Aged  and 
Infirm  Clergy  Fund,  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  have  been 
duly  audit^  by  Messrs.  Harrison  Kelley  and  George  O.  Pratt,  and  by  them 
found  correct. 

The  Reports  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Society  for  the  Relief  of  Widows 
and  Orphans  of  Clergymen,  and  of  the  Clergymen's  Retiring  Fund,  do  not 
seena  to  require  any  action  on  the  part  of  this'  Committee  other  than  to  say 
that  the  funds  seem  to  be  in  good  condition  and  that  the  same  are  being 
well  and  faithfully  administered.

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The  Twenty-Second  Annual  Address 

OF   THE 

Rt.  Rev.  William  Edward  McLaren,  D.D.,  D.C.L, 

BISHOP  OF  CHICAGO. 


With  profound  gratitude  to  Him  from  Whom  prooeedeth  all 
the  good  which  we  enjoy,  and  all  the  hope  of  better  things  tc» 
come  (and  all  to  His  glory),  we  welcome  tne  gathering  of  the 
Churches  of  this  beloved  diocese  for  annual  survey  and  pre- 
paration for  another  year.  The  years  come  and  go  with  in- 
creasing rapidit3\  Great  are  the  changes  since  1  first  took 
this  chair.  The  fathers  are  all  gone.  The  young  men  of  that 
day  are  fathers  now.  Soon  the  young  men  of  to-daj'  will  have 
to  take  up  the  burdens  and  responsibiltics  of  the  Church  in  this 
great  diocese,  and  may  they  quit  themselves  more  faithfully 
than  we  have  done. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  peculiar  one.  While  the  financial 
condition  have  been  trying  and  gloomy,  the  Church  in  the 
Diocese  of  Chicago  has  made  positive  progress,  and  the  general 
tone  has  been  hopeful  and  thankful.  Statistical  reports  which 
will  reach  me  at  this  Convention  may  and  probably  will  show 
diminution  of  total  receipts,  but  at  the  same  time  very  few 
of  our  Churches  are  embarrassed,  and  not  one  is  in  any  serious 
danger  arising  from  the  strains  of  the  past  year. 

From  the  highest  point  of  view,  that  of  the  spiritual  welfare 
of  the  Diocese,  it  may  be  affirmed  that  great  earnestness  pre- 
vails among  our  clergy  and  their  people,  and  that  at  no  pre- 
vious time  has  there  been  manifested  a  more  intense  hunger 
for  all  the  opportunities  and  instruments  of  spiritual  growth. 
which  the  Church  affords.  Far  be  it  from  me  to  ignore  the 
abounding  unbelief  and  immorality,  and  the  laxity  of  many 
of  the  baptized,  who  ought  to  regulate  their  lives  by  the  creeds 
and  commandments ;  but,  that  we  may  not  be  tempted  to  des- 
pondency, let  us  bear  in  mind  the  thousands  that  have  not  bowed 
the  knee  to  Baal,  nor  surrendered  themselves  to  please  too 
dominant  influences,  characterizing  the  environment  in  which 
our  lot  is  cast,  who  are  not  only  ignorant  .of  God, 
but  intolerant  of  those  who  seek  to  know  and  love  the  essential 
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glories  of  His  nature.  The  very  bitterness  of  prejudice  and 
hostility  which  loves  to  impede  our  growth  and  draw  away 
our  adherents  has  taught  many  of  our  loyal  people  that  it  is 
not  '*  Episcopal  arrogance-'  to  give  the  principles  of  the 
Prayer-Book  the  first  affection  of  their  hearts,  and  to  prefer 
the  spirit  and  methods  of  the  Church  to  those  of  systems  which 
have  little  in  common  with  it.  We  can  gain  nothing  by  the 
increase  of  a  merely  sectarian  preference  for  our  own  little  pe- 
culiarities, or  even  for  our  own  immense  differentiations. 
The  growth  of  loyalty  which  can  be  distinctly  noted  is  a 
growth  of  personal  devotion  to  the  underlying  spiritual  prin- 
ciples of  the  Church,  to  the  personal  Lord,  to  the  sacramental 
life,  to  the  ways  of  prayer  and  quietness  of  spirit,  to  all  that 
undemonstrative  realm  of  awful  spiritual  reality,  which  is  not 
understood  of  the  world,  by  whom  its  existence  is  indeed 
scarcely  suspected,  but  which  constitutes  the  true  power  of  re- 
ligion and  the  very  vitality  of  the  Church. 

And  this  leads  me  to  add  that  while  the  larger  exercise  of 
faith  in  the  Church  as  the  organism  within  which  he  may  and 
does  acquire  spiritual  culture,  bring^s  its  blessings  to  every 
earnest  and  loyal  soul,  it  also  adds  to  the  general  power  and 
effectiveness  of  the  Church  in  this  Nation.  If  ever  there  was 
an  organization  which  had  a  vocation  to  he  true  to  Itself  ,^  and  if 
ever  there  was  an  epoch  in  which  that  vocation  was  immensely 
emphasized,  this  is  the  organization,  and  this  is  the  time ;  for 
in  the  disintegration  of  ideas  which  has  logically  befallen  many 
religious  systems,  it  is  manifest  that  our  system  retains  its  in- 
tegrity, and  that  many  of  its  features  which  were  once  the  ob- 
ject of  their  opprobrium  are  now  admired  and  imitated.  More- 
over it  is  evident  that  the  whole  structure  of  supernatural  truth 
as  it  is  fortified  within  the  historic  creeds  of  the  Catholic 
Church  is  far  stronger  to  resist  the  present  assaults  of  natural- 
ism than  it  would  be  if  its  only  intrenchments  were  formularies 
which  it  is  now  proposed  to  reconstruct.  Still  further,  it  is 
evident  that  this  Church  occupies  enormous  vantage  ground  in 
her  possession  of  the  treasures  of  ancient  truth  and  Apostolic 
order  without  the  impediment  of  grave  mistakes  of  |)olicy  such 
as  have  been  committed  by  the  Papacy  in  this  century.  There 
is  a  time  not  far  distant  when  there  will  be  an  eager  cry  for 
Catholicity — not  that  spurious  form  of  it  which  would  prefer 
amiability  and  sentiment  to  truth,  and  define  truth  to  be  any- 
thing which  anybody  believes, — an  eager  cry  for  the  Catholic 
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city  of  the  Church  in  its  best  ages  in  which  it  was  everywhere 
known  as  Catholic  ;  and  when  men,  wear}'  with  separatism  and 
disintegration  and  demoralization  will  long  to  return  to  the 
ancient  landmarks ;  in  that  approaching  time  they  will  be 
thankful  to  God  for  preserving  the  Church,  which  their  fore- 
fathers did  not  love,  and  they  will  find  within  her  pale  and  at 
her  altars  that  which  their  souls  shall  hunger  for  and  their 
tossed  minds  desire. 

In  some  sense  that  day  has  already  dawned,  for  it  is  a  note- 
worthy fact  that  the  numerical  progress  which  this  Communion 
is  making  is  to  a  large  extent  due  to  the  quiet  adhesion  of  men 
and  women  w^ho  were  born  and  reared  in  other  systems,  and  it 
may  be  added  that  the  increment  is  usually  of  great  value  by 
reason  of  freshness  as  well  as  earnestness  of  conviction,  and 
appreciation  of  those  things  which  not  only  minister  to  taste, 
but  to  the  hunger  for  better  methods  of  spiritual  growth. 

But  in  other  senses  that  day  is  still  in  the  distance.  There 
lies  between,  a  long  process  of  development  within  the  church, 
which  shall  free  her  limbs  from  the  bonds  of  Anglican  pre- 
'  scription,  and  introduce  her  to  the  large  freedom  of  her  own 
Catholic  life,  which  is  the  heritage  of  the  ages,  unhampered 
by  the  wishes  and  manacles  of  state  control.  Then  there  re- 
mains much  to  learn  and  much  to  do  in  the  field  of  education, 
so  that  our  young  men  and  w^omen  may  not  be  compelled  to 
resort  to  institutions  where  false  teaching  is  drilled  into  their 
minds  in  every  class-room,  and  their  loyalty  to  the  principles 
of  supernatural  religion  and  the  truths  of  the  creeds  infected 
w  ith  fatal  i)oison.  When  one  contemplates  the  gigantic  work 
that  awaits  us,  and  the  manifold  need  of  development  in  every 
direction,  tlie  prospect  would  be  overwhelming  did  we  not  as 
clearly  preceive  that  the  things  for  w^hich  we  stand  are  divine, 
and  irresistil)le  as  to  final  triumph,  and  are  precisely  the  things 
than  which  there  is  nothing  more  necessary  to  the  preservation 
of  the  religion  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  in  the  awful  conflicts 
of  the  future.  It  is  this  conviction,  strong  as  life,  which 
makes  it  for  many  hard  to  bear  when  they  see  their  brethren 
more  willing  to  take  up  the  discredited  methods  of  modern 
fanaticism  than  to  put  zeal  and  faith  and  love  into  the  means 
w  hich  have  been  established  among  us,  and  w^hich  have  never 
failed  to  produce  the  noblest  results  w^hen  nobly  employed. 
Let  us,  then,  stand  strong  and  unshaken  in  the  belief  that  if 
this  Church  is  true  to  herself  she  will  in  due  time  be  prepared 
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to  save  a  miiltitudo  from  the  miseries  of  unbelief  and  the  false 
attractions  of  su()erstitioQ. 

Three  of  our  beloved  clergy  have  been  taken  from  us  during 
the  past  year. 

The  Rev.  A.  Mead  Burgess  came  to.  us  in  1894,' from 
Western  Michigan,  and  was  appointed  to  Trinity  Church, 
Wheaton.  He  was  young  in  years,  but  his  labors  were 
abundant,  and  his  sterling  qualities  won  for  him  a  warm  place 
in  the  respect  of  the  community.  He  was  ardent  in  his  at- 
tachment to  the  faith,  and  his  influence  gave  a  preceptible  and 
needed  stimulus  to  the  Church  in  that  place.  He  was  par- 
ticularly useful  among  the  young.  The  cares  and  trials  of  the 
ministry  were,  however,  to  be  soon  changed  for  the  refresh- 
ment of  the  intermediate  state,  where  he  now  prepares  for  the 
final  inheritance  of  the  saints  in  light.  Death  came  to  him 
suddenly  (November  3,  1896),  as  the  not  wholly  unforseen 
consequence  of  a  surgical  operation,  and  found  him  fully 
armed  and  equipped  for  the  final  conflict,  in  which  he  exhibited 
the  utmost  fortitude  and  faith  in  God. 

The  Rev.  James  E.  Thompson  was  appointed  in  1879  to  the 
charge  of  our  Mission  among  the  Afro-American  people  of 
Chicago,  known  as  S.  Thomas'  Church.  A  Marylander  by 
birth,  he  came  to  us  by  way  of  the  Diocese  of  Missouri.  His 
active  labors  in  S.  Thomas  for  seventeen  years,  somewhat  im- 
peded during  the  past  three  by  ill-health,  present  a  record  of 
fidelity  and  industry  which  is  his  best  monument,  and  when  the 
close  came  (June  23,  1896)  he  yielded  his  soul  to  the  hands  of 
Him  Who  gave  it  without  a  murmur,  for,  in  the  midst  of  many 
trials,  he  had  learned  both  to  live  and  die  as  seeing  things  in- 
visible. 

The  Rev.  William  Moore  Steel  fell  asleep  at  Normal,  Feb- 
ruary 18,  1897,  in  his  eightieth  year,  having;  faithfully  served 
Christ  and  His  Church  in  the  ministry  of  reconciliation  for 
forty-seven  years,  much  of  this  time  in  Illinois.  He  was  a  dear 
old  man,  and  many  a  tear  has  been  shed  over  his  grave.  He 
knew  that  the  end  was  near,  for  a  long  and  painful  illness  had 
warned  him,  and  when,  at  early  morning,  he  turned  his  face 
toward  the  light,  he  ' '  slumbered  over, ' '  (as  the  Germans  beauti- 
fully express  it)  just  as  his  son  recited  the  commendatory  prayer 
and  madei  the  sign  of  the  Cross  on  his  forehead.  His  work  in 
Illinois  was  always  eflfective.  For  some  years  he  nourished  the 
Churches  at  Pontiac  and  El  Paso,  and  when  he  could  no  longer

minister  to  the  little  band  of  faithful  disciples  at  the  latter 
I)laee,  he  made  it  possible  for  them  to  build  a  church  by  his 
generosity.  He  never  saw  it,  and  when  we  consecrated  it  in 
November  he  was  drawing  near  to  life's  close.  But  he  put  into 
it  all  his  fond  affection  for  the  church,  her  faith,  her  sacraments, 
and  her  people,  as  if  he  felt  with  the  Psalmist :  "I  will  not 
suffer  mine  eyes  to  sleep,  nor  my  eyelids  to  slumber,  neither 
the  temples  of  my  head  to  take  any  rest,  until  1  find  out  a 
place  for  the  temple  of  the  Lord — an  habitation  for  the  Mighty 
God  of  Jacob." 

Thus  have  we,  in  one  year,  contributed  of  our  number  three 
beloved  priests  to  Paradise's  increasing  store.  It  is  a  small 
matter  now^  to  them  that  their  faces  shall  be  seen  no  more 
among  men,  and  that  the  memory  of  their  virtues  will  not  sur- 
vive the  generation  which  knew  and  loved  them.  Their  souls 
front  the  eternal  Shekinah.  They  are  busy  with  heavenly 
duties  and  joys.  They  are  full  of  the  unutterable  bliss  of  dwell- 
ing near  to  God.  We  rejoice  in  their  victory  and  everlasting 
gain.     If  we  have  tears  to  shed  we  weep  for  ourselves. 

To  these  losses  must  be  added  the  departure  of  many  others 
who  were  with  us  but  yesterday.  Some  were  known  and  be- 
loved in  this  whole  Diocese.  Others  knew  the  Diocese  only  in 
knowing  its  head.  If  all  the  story  of  their  love  for  God  and 
interest  in  His  Church  w^ere  recounted,  we  should  take  heart,  and 
rejoice  in  the  power  of  religion  to  help  men  to  live  better  lives, 
and  to  minister  "  the  comfort  of  a  reasonable,  religious  and 
holy  hope,"  to  them  at  their  death.  Farewell,  brothers,  and 
may  ye  rest  in  peace  !  Farewell  for  a  little,  and  may  we  join 
with  you  in  the  eternal  realities  of  worship  and  service  which 
follow  the  illusions  and  disappointments  of  this  earthly  life. 

According  to  my  custom  I  now  make  a  record  of  the  visita- 
tions for  Confirmation  which  have  occurred  since  the  last 
Convention.  This  is  a  most  important  part  of  a  Bishop's 
work,  but  there  are  many  visitations  and  conferences  and 
supervisions  which  are  not  thus  recorded,  forming  as  they  do 
a  large  portion  of  episcopal  duty,  whose  results  are  known  to 
God  alone.  So  far  as  these  labors  pertain  to  the  temporal 
affairs  of  the  Diocese  1  am  convinced  that  they  devolve  too 
largely  upon  the  Bishop,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  the  time  is 
not  very  far  distant  when  the  Diocese  should  provide  a  salary 
for  a  suitable  financial  agent,  to  take  charge  of  the  increasing 
properties  and  trusts  which  are   thrown    upon  the   Bishop,  so 
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that  he  may  be  able  to  give  more  time  to  the  spiritual  and  in- 
tellectual duties  which  he  has  been  required  by  solemn  vow  to 
perform.  Suffer  me  to  quote  from  a  sermon  preached  by  me 
at  a  recent  episcopal  consecration,  and  to  add  that  I  am  plead- 
ing not  so  much  for  myself  as  for  the  future  Episcopate  : 

*' Above  all  persons  a  Bishop  should  reproduce  his  Master 
not    only   in   exterior   functions,    but    in    interior    life.     His 
j>riinary  obligation    is  not   to  ordain,  not   to  confirm,  not  to 
rule,  not  to  spend  himself  in  missionary  labor,  not  to  sacrifice 
concentration  of  character  for  the  countless  details  of  business. 
Jl  Bishop's  first  duty  is  the  imitation  of  Christ.     The  Church 
has  far  greater  need  of  Bishops  who  are  pre-eminently  men  of 
pra^'er  than   they  have  of   Bishops  who  can   make  a  Diocese 
^  hum."     The  spirit  of   the  time  is  utilitarian  and  practical, 
tising  the  terms  in  the  sense  of  the  time ;  but  the  work  of  God 
is  that  men  believe ;  and  he  that  believeth,  says  the  Lord,  the 
\»vork8  that  I  do  shall  he  do  also,  and  greater  than  these  shall 
lie  do.     The  real  effectiveness  of  the  Episcopate  is  not  what  a 
£ishop  does,  but  what  he  is,  and  he  is  more  effective   in  pro- 
p>ortion  as  he  lives  the  life  of  Christ  over  again.     I  am   plead- 
ing for  the  highest  ideal.     O,  that  the  Church  would  perceive 
't.hat  her  rulers  should  be  men  mighty  and  heroic  in  the  super- 
tural  virtues,  constant  in   communion  with  God,  and  filled 
r'ith  the  joys  of  self-abandonment  to  Him.     For  the  Church 
l:ias  the  making  of  her  Bishops.     She   furnishes    out   of   the 
x^-anks  of  the  laity  the  material  for  Priests,  and  from  her  Priest- 
bood  she  must  elect  her  Bishops.     And  then  she  asks  them  to 
^  leave  the  Word  and  serve  tables,'  the  very  demand  which  the 
ITwelve  Apostles  successfully  resisted.     They  refused  to  de- 
"vote  time  and  strength  to  business  that  others  could  do  as  well 
they.      *  But  we  will  give  ourselves  continually  to  prayer 
nd    to    the    ministry    of    the    Word.'     The   demand    is   still 
I^ressed,  and,  enforced  as  it  is  by  the  long  customs  of  ages,   it 
i^  not  so  easilv  resisted  now."

;>  The  Right  Reverend  the  Bishops  of  Springfield  and  Indi- 
[  am  deeply  indebted  for  their  more  than  generous  kindness 
labling  me  to  secure  the  complete  annual  visitation  of  the 
tese  at  a  time  when,  by  a  too  severe  autumnal  campaign,  I 
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was  physically  incapacitated  for  filling  my  appointments  for 
February  and  March.  By  the  letters  ''  S  "  and  '*  W  "  1  have 
indicated  the  extent  of  their  help.  I  am  sure  this  Convention 
will  unite  with  me  in  grateful  messages  to  these  dear  and  hon- 
ored members  of  our  western  Episcopate. 

Experience  has  warned  me  to  avoid,  as  far  as  duty  will  per- 
mit, the  excessive  strains  of  labor  that  multiply  themselves 
during  the  spring  months,  just  the  period  of  the  year  when 
our  rigorous  climate  makes  its  most  determined  assaults.  This 
seems  the  more  desirable  because  the  Lenten  sti*ess  upon  our 
clergy  is  of  itself  more  than  enough  to  overtax  their  strength, 
and  it  has  often  appeared  to  me  to  be  very  undesirable  that  to 
these  special  labors  should  be  added  the  care  and  work  of  a 
Lenten  confirmation.  If  all  the  clergy  have  the  whole  of  Lent 
for  preparation,  it  would  seem  to  favor  better  preparation  and 
more  deliberate  approach  to  this  Sacrament  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 
At  any  rate,  it  is  worth  while  to  indulge  in  some  experiments 
in  this  matter. 

1  have  already,  in  part,  laid  out  my  visitation  work  for  the 
coming  autumn,  but  I  wish  to  cover  more  ground  than  usual, 
and  shall  be  glad  to  reach  some  Parishes  not  visited  within 
twelve  months  which  will  have  candidates  ready  from  Septem- 
ber to  January. 

In  buildings  and  improvements,  we  have  not  made  our  cus- 
tomary advances  this  year,  for  reasons  known  and  felt  by  all. 
I  am  happy,  however,  to  record  the  completion  of  the  new 
(and  third)  Calvary  Church,  on  Monroe  street,  near  Kedzie 
avenue,  an  enterprise  carried  through  in  these  hard  times  by 
the  invincible  energy  of  the  Rev.  W.  B.  Hamilton  and  his  un- 
tiring vestry  and  parish,  for  all  of  which  they  have  earned  our 
best  appreciation.  The  parish  house  of  S.  Paul's  Church, 
Kenwood,  Chicago,  has  been  finished  and  opened,  a  great  step 
forward ;  soon,  we  hope,  to  be  followed  by  the  erection  of  the 
long-needed  new  Church.  There  have  been  many  lesser  bet- 
terments to  property,  and  others  are  projected. 

Of  our  institutions,  societies  and  charities,  we  may  speak 
encouragingly,  for  no  serious  disaster  has  befallen  any,  and 
the  outlook  is  really  better  than  it  was  one  year  ago.  I  must 
content  myself  this  year  with  referring,  without  qualification, 
to  the  opinions  expressed  in  former  addresses,  and  to  express 
my  grateful  sense  of  admiration  and  appreciation  for  all  that 
these  institutions,  societies,  and  charities  have  done  under 
various  banners  for  the  common  cause  of  the  Master. 
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I  will  add  that  1  have  adopted  the  rule  of  giving  the  Episco- 
pal eDdorseinent,  so  far  as  that  may  avail,  only  to  such  efforts 
of  a  beneficent  or  educational  kind  as  recognize  the  Church's 
methods,  are  practicable,  and  give  signs  of  permanence. 

There  are  many  subjects  most  worthy  of  thought  and  of 

most  pressing  importance  about  which  I  might  express  my 

opinion,  but  1  will  not  take  up  the  time  which  might  better  be 

occupied  by  the  wiser  counsels  of  the  many.     My  prayer  is 

that  the  Divine  Spirit  may  inspire  you  with  large  convictions 

of  your  mission  as  representatives  of  the  Church  in  Chicago 

and  vicinity — this  unspeakable  hotbed  of  error  in  religion  and 

viciousness  of  life,  but  this  strategic  center  of  all  that  is  vital 

to  the  well  being  of  our  country,  so  that  when  called  elsewhere 

we  may  leave  the  Church  the  better  for  our  havinor  lived  and 

loved  and  labored  within  its  dear  and  holy  pale.

WATERMAN    H4LL. 

To  the  Right  Reverend,  the  Bishop  of  Chicago: 

During  the  eighth  academic  year,  ending  in  June, Waterman  Hall 
has  had  forty-nine  pupils  in  the  boarding,  and  twenty-eight  in  the 
day  and  special  departments. 

The  educational  standard  and  discipline  have  been  main- 
tained through  the  faithful  efforts  of  an  efficient  faculty. 

Forty-four  of  our  boarding  pupils  came  from  the  Diocese  of 
Chicago,    t"wenty    of  whom  were  from  Church  families. 

The  morning  and  evening  offices  authorized  by  you  have 
been  said  daily,  and  the  Holy  Communion  administered  every 
Sunday  and  other  Holy  Days. 

For  one-half  hour  every  Sunday  morning  all  the  pupils  are  re- 
quired to  meet  in  the  Study  Hall  and  recite  the  collect  for  the  day, 
together  with  a  part  of  the  Church  Catechism,  to  the  vice  princi- 
pal. In  the  afternoon  they  meet  with  me  in  the  same  place  for  half 
an  liour's  instruction  in  Holy  Scripture  and  Church  History. 

I  have  baptized  three  of  the  pupils,  and  presented  four  for  the 
Holy  Rite  of  Confirmation. 

The  number  of  Communicants  has  been  about  thirty-four;   the 
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average  at  the  early  celebration  nine,  and  on  the  first  Sunday  of 
the  month  about  twenty. 

The  Guild  has  carried  on  its  work  of  looking  after  the  chancel, 
and  provided  means  for  various  pur]x>8e8.

ST.    LUKE'S    HOSPITAL. 

To  the  Right  Reverend,  the  Bishop  of  Chicago: 

The  Trustees  of  S.  Luke's  Hospital  beg  leave  to  report  as  fol- 
lows for  the  year  ending  October  15,  1896: 

There  were  treated  in  the  wards  of  the  hospital  1,672  patients, 
the  total  number  of  hospital  days  being  40,620. 

Of  this  work  forty  per  cent,  was  for  free  patients;  or,  taking  ac- 
count of  the  reductions  in  charges  made  to  part  pay  patients,  the 
free  and  pay  work  were  almost  exactly  equal. 

The  maintenance  expense  was  $66,810.78,  and  the  total  expense 
including  insurance,  legal  expenses  and  incidentals,  amounted  to 
$69,703.25.  The  receipts  were  $70,424.07,  leaving  a  surplus  for  the 
year  of  $720.82.  The  per  diem  expense  per  patient  was  $1.61.  In 
this  is  included  the  maintenance  of  the  dispensary,  where  9,516 
visits  were  made  by  patients  in  the  various  departments,  who  re- 
ceived free  medical  and  surgical  treatment  and  in  many  cases  free 
medicine  as  well.  This  of  course  entails  a  very  considerable  ex- 
pense ujxjn  the  hospital. 

The  hospital  may  be  deemed  fortunate  indeed  to  have  come 
through  so  trying  a  time  as  the  past  year  without  exceeding  its 
income;  but  this  result  has  been  accomplished  at  the  expense  of 
the  amount  of  charity  work  done,  and  we  have  not  been  able  to 
maintain  our  former  large  percentage  of  free  patients.  The  amount 
done,  however,  is  creditable  under  existing  circumstances,  and  it  is 
confidently  expected  that  the  time  will  soon  come  when  the  wards 
may  be  kept  filled  continually  and  the  proportion  of  free  work  con- 
siderably increased. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  present  hospital  year  the  hospital 
has   received   a   considerable   amount   from   the   estate  of   the   late 
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5inery  Storrs,  but  the  abandoning  of  the  Charity  Ball,  and  a 
rxioet  disastrous  falling  off  in  the  general  donations  to  the  institu- 
tion from  individuals  and  parishes  have  completely  offset  this,  and 
.  tr  is  necessary  to  restrict  the  outlay  at  every  possible  point  in 
::>rder  to  get  through  the  year  without  a  deficit. 

Again  the  trustees  of  this  pioneer  in  charity  in  the  Diocese 
appeal  to  the  Church  for  generous,  regular  and  p»ersistent  assist- 
ance. The  work  is  great  and  the  expense  is  also  great  and  con- 
t^inuous;  but  in  order  that  we  may  get  the  full  good  of  the  large  amount 
of  money  permanently  invested  here  in  buildings  and  apparatus, 
it  is  necessfury  that  the  hospital  receive  year  after  year  constant, 
lanfailing  support  from  its  friends  and  patrons.  To  the  Church  in 
Ihis  Diocese  we  look  first  and  most  confidently  for  this  support, 
«tnd  w^e  take  this  occasion  to  say  that  the  present  indications  show 
A  very  great  decrease  from  previous  years  in  the  amount  contributed 
lay  the  Church  to  the  support  of  this  work,  while  the  need  for  the 
-work  was  never  more  pressing.

THE  CHURCH  HOME  FOR  AGED  PEI^SONS. 

Chicago. 

Last  November  (1896),  the  Trustees  of  the  Church  Home  for 
Orphans  and  the  Church  Home  for  Aged  People  thought  it  wise  to 
make  a  careful  examination  of  the  financial  condition  of  these 
institutions.  They  employed  an  auditor  and  expert  accountant, 
Mr.  Charles  B.  Pf abler,  to  examine  and  audit  all  the  accounts  of 
the  Homes,  from  their  organization  to  the  16th  of  November,  1896. 
Mr.  Pfahler  rendered  to  the  trustees  a  full  and  accurate  statement  of 
the  exact  financial  condition  of  the  institutions  to  that  date.  He 
reported  that  the  books  had  been  carefully  kept,  that  all  moneys 
were  accounted  for  by  proper  vouchers,  and  that  no  moneys  had 
been  used  otherwise  than  as  designated  by  the  donors. 

We  wish  to  bring  before  the  Convention  the  following  facts: 

1.  We  have  closed  the  Church  Home  for  Orphans.  This  was 
done  for  the  reason  that  the  Sisters  of  S.  Mary  have  opened  an 
Orphanage  at  the  Cathedral,  and  the  Church  people  of  Chicago 
could  not  be  expected,  at  present,  to  support  both.  We  therefore 
found  homes  for  the  children,  have  taken  possession  of  the  prop- 
erty. No.  4331  Ellis  Avenue,  and  assumed  the  indebtedness  of  the 
Orphanage. 

2.  The  following  is  a  statement  of  our  financial  condition  on 
the  1st  day  of  May,  1897.

3.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  $3,785  paid  in  by  aged  people  now  in 
the  Home  is  included  among  the  liabilities.  This  amount  has 
Ix^en  invested  in  the  property  of  the  Home  and  ceases  to  be  a  lia- 
bility with  the  death  of  the  p>ersons  who  have  paid  it  in  under 
contract  of  care  and  presence  in  the  Home  for  the  remainder  of  their 
lives. 

4.  The  average  cost  of  maintaining  the  Home,  including  the  pay- 
ment of  interest  is  $342.29  per  month.  There  are  thirty-two  inmates 
maintained  at  a  cost  of  about  $10.70  a  month  per  individual,  or  a 
little  more  than  thirty  cents  a  day. 

The  amount  is  so  small  that  it  might  raise  a  question  as  to  the 
comfort  of  the  inmates,  but  the  testimony  of  those  living  within  the 
Home  has  been  that  there  is  always  an  abundant  supply  of  every- 
thing and  of  good  quality.  The  friends  of  the  institution  will  be 
glad  to  know  that  in  the  consolidation  of  interests,  Miss  Hathbone 
who  has  been  so  satisfactory  as  Matron  of  the  woman's  department 
has  charge  of  the  whole  institution.  We  urge  those  who  give  to  the 
Home  for  Aged  Persons  to  visit  the  Home  and  meet  and  talk  with 
the  inmates.     It  will  stimulate  their  generosity. 

The  Home  for  Aged  Persons  provides  for  those  who,  but  for  its 
shelter,  would  suffer  great  privation  and  loneliness.  Still  in  its 
infancy,  it  is  destined  to  grow  and  become  a  more  important  and 
blessed  charity  in  the  future.  Starting  with  nothing,  after  seven 
years  it  shows  a  prop)erty  in  which  there  is  an  excess  oi  assets 
over  liabilities  of  nearly  $24,000,  and  this,  too,  during  stringent  and 
panicky  times. 

In  this  connection  we  cannot  forbear  giving  our  testimony  to 
the  faith  and  courage  and  unremitting  labor  of  the  president  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Dclafield.  If  we  show  many  lives 
sheltered ,  and  $24 ,000  accumulated ,  it  is  due  to  the  fact  that  he  has 
labored  in  season  and  out  of  season,  and  confident  as  we  are  that 
the  Home  for  Aged  Persons  is  one  of  the  permanent  charities  of  the 
Church,  we  owe  it  to  Dr.  Delafleld  to  make  to  the  Church  and 
to  the  public  the  statement  of  the  fact  that  the  success  of  the 
work  has  been  the  result  of  his  unremitting  care  and  self-sacrifice. 

Five  hundred  dollars  is  asked  as  an  admission  to  the  Home. 
Amounts  so  paid  are,  by  a  resolution  of  the  Trustees,  used  in  pay- 
ing the  interest  and  principal  of  the  indebtedness,  and  in  time  the 
indebtedness  will  l)e  discharged  by  such  payments. 

A  house  committee,  of  which  Dr.  Rush  ton  is  chairman,  au- 
thorizes all  repairs  and  expenditures  on  the  property.  Dr.  Rush- 
ton  will  personally  visit  the  Home  each  week  and  carefully  look 
after  the  details  of  the  work. 

Donations  of  any  kind  may  be  sent  directly  to  the  Home  in 
fare  of  the  Matron.  All  remittances  should  Ije  sent  payable  to  the 
order  of  F.  E.  Pettit,  Treasurer,  208  E.  Forty-fourth  Street. 

No  more  promising  work  than  this  Home  is  before  the  Church  in 
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^«  Diocese  of  Chicago,   and   we  urge   it   upon    the    attention   o£  all 
^^^   whom  the  weakness  and  loneliness  of  old  age  appeal.

Tuesday,  May  31,   1898. 

The  Sixtv-first  Annual  Convention  of  the  Church  in  the 
Diocese  of  Chicago  assembled  in  the  Cathedral  Church  on 
Tuesday,  the  31st  dav  of  ilav,  A.  D.  1898. 

At  10:30  a.  m.  the  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  by  the 
Right  Reverend,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  assisted  by  the 
Reverend  B.  F.  Fleetwood,  S.  T.  D.,  and  the  Reverend  S. 
J.  Yundt. 

The  Convention  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Reverend 
Luther  Pardee,  Rector  of  the  Church  of  S.  Paul  the  Apostle, 
Austin. 

Divine  service  having  been  concluded,  the  Convention 
was  called  together  for  organization  and  business,  the 
Right  Reverend  William  Edward  McLaren,  D.  D.,  D.  C.  L., 
Bishop  of  Chicago,  being  in  the  chair. 

The  Secretary  called  the  names  of  the  Clergy  of  the 
Diocese  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  in  all  eighty, 
of  whom  sixty-eight  were  present. 

The  certificates  of  Lay  Delegates  were  on  call  presented 
and  referred  to  a  committee  consisting  of  the  Secretary, 
Mr.  D.  R.  Brower,  M.  D.,  and  Mr.  W.  A.  Shearson. 

The  hour  of  one  o'clock  having  arrived,  the  Convention 
took  a  recess  to  half-past   two  oVlock. 

On  reassembling,  the  Committee  on  Credentials  of  Lav 
Delegates  reported  that  certificates  from  thirty-nine  Parishes 
and  ten  Missions,  reported  by  the  Treasurer  as  entitled  to 
representation,  having  paid  the  Diocesan  Assessment,  weie 
presented  and  found  correct. 
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The  Secretary  called  the  names  of  Lay  Delegates  from 
these  Parishes  and  Missions,  and  it  was  found  that  thirty 
Parishes  and  nine  Missions  were  represented. 

The  Committee  on  Credentials  reported  the  certificate  of 
Delegates  from  Christ  Church,  Joliet,  defective— lacking  the 
signature  of  the  Rector  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Vestry. 

On  motion  these  defects  were  excused,  and  the  certifi- 
cate as  presented  was  accepted  by  the  Convention. 

A  quorum  of  both  orders  being  present,  the  Convention 
was  declared  duly  organized  and  ready  for  business.. 

On  motion  the  reading  of  the  Rules  of  Order  was  disj  ense<l 
with. 

On  motion  the  ballot  was  dispensed  with,  and  the  Rev. 
Luther  Pardee  was  elected  Secretarv  of  the  Diocese. 

On  motion  the  election  of  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  was 
postponed  until  tomorrow,  pending  the  report  of  the  Special 
Committee  on  a  Financial  Agent  for  the  Diocese. 

The  nomination  bv  the  Secretarv  of  the  Rev.  Arthur  I^. 
Williams  and  the  Rev.  J.  M.  Ericsson  as  Assistant  Secre- 
taries was  confirmed  bv  the  Convention. 

The  Bishop  appointed  the  Rev.  J.  C.  Sage  as  Bishop's 
Secretary. 

On  motion  the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  clergymen  present,  not  entitled  to  seats  in  this 
Convention,  clergymen  from  other  Dioceses,  candidates  for  Holy 
Orders,  and  lay  members  of  other  Diocesan  Conventions,  be  ad- 
mitted to  the  floor  of  this  Convention,  and  that  they  be  requested  to 
hand  their  names  to  the  Bishop's  Secretary. 

The  Committee  on  Credentials  rei)orted  the  names  of 
additional  Parishes  and  ilissions  entitled  to  representation 
in  this  Convention. 

The  names  of  the  Delegates  were  called  and  those  present 
were  admitted  to  seats  in  the  House.

The  Report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  was  presented  and 
read  as  follows: 


REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MISSIONS. 

W'e  record  our  profound  gratitude  to  Almighty  God  for  His 
blessing  on  the  work  of  the  Board  during  the  past  year,  and  desire 
to  call  the  attention  of  the  Convention  to  certain  details  of  the 
Board's  operations. 

With  great  satisfaction  we  report  a  credit  balance  on  the  books 
of  the  Treasurer,  instead  of  a  deficit,  as  last  year.  This  is  not  due 
to  retrenchment  on  our  part,  but  to  increased  offerings,  more  prompt 
fulfilment  of  pledges,  and  fewer  delinquencies.  The  jxist  yecur  has 
seen  little  improvement  in  business.  We  feel  justified,  therefore, 
in  believing  that  the  offerings  made  for  Diocesan  Missions  came 
from  hearts  quickened  with  a  deeper  sense  of  duty  to  God  and  the 
work  of  His  Church. 

Greater  promptness  in  remitting  quarterly  to  the  Treasurer  in- 
dicates n  growing  use  of  the  system  of  quarterly  offerings,  which 
has  proved  most  satisfactory  in  every  Parish  and  Mission  where  it 
has  been  tried.      The  sooner  this  Canon  Law  is  universally  obeyed 
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in  the  Diocese,  the  better  will  be  the  results,  and  the  less  difficult 
the  task  of  collecting  the  Missionary  pledge. 

The  total  disbursements  of  the  Board  during  the  year  have 
been  $12,047.  Of  this  amount,  $1,263.07,  or  over  10%,  has  been  paid 
in  interest  on  loans  on  Mission  property;  $629.95,  or  534%  has  been 
spent  on  special  assessments,  taxes,  rentals  and  insurance.  The 
cost  of  maintaining  the  Board  has  been  $92.94,  or  less  than  ^  of 
one  per  cent.,  while  $9,711.20,  or  85%,  has  been  devoted  to  the  sti- 
pends of  the  clergy. 

We  think  the  small  amount  of  the  running  expenses  of  the 
Board  deserves  attention. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Board  has  taken  a  warm  interest  in 
the  Waters  Chinese  Mission  on  the  West  side.  We  have  assumed 
the  rental  of  the  present  quarters  at  a  cost  of  $25  per  month.  The 
Bishop  has  appointed  the  Rev.  T.  N.  Morrison,  D.  D.,  and  the  Rev. 
W.  C.  DeWitt  as  the  committee  in  charge,  and  the  reports  of  the 
work  are  most  satisfactory.  The  Board  feels  that  in  taking  hold  of 
this,  it  is  doing  Foreign  Missionary  work  in  our  own  City,  and  that 
of  a  most  important  kind. 

The  reports  from  the  various  Missions  indicate  faithful  and  self- 
sacrificing  work  on  the  part  of  our  Clergy,  and  a  growth  and  develoj)- 
raent  of  Church  life,  neither  ephemeral  nor  spasmodic,  but  strong, 
vigorous  and  permanent.  One  new  mission  which  promises  well, 
has  been  started  at  Glen  Ellyn,  and  services  under  favorable  con- 
ditions have  been  re-established  at  Streator.  New  churches  have 
been  built  at  Glencoe,  Park  Ridge,  Downers  Grove  and  one  is  now 
building  at  Wilmette.  These  are  a  few  fair  illustrations  of  the 
generally  healthy  tone  of  the  Mission  work  of  the  diocese. 

The  work  at  the  Cathedral,  to  which  special  attention  was  given 
in  our  last  annual  report,  is  now  in  need  of  more  concentrated  cflort 
on  the  part  of  the  Board.  The  past  year  has  been  one  of  increased 
anxiety  to  the  Bishop,  principally  on  account  of  financial  straits. 
The  zero  of  difficulty  has  been  touched,  we  believe,  and  there 
is  now  a  strong  upward  tendency.  With  this  there  comes  a  greater 
and  growing  demand  for  more  Clergy  to  engage  in  the  work,  and 
therefore  more  of  the  sinews  of  war  in  the  way  of  a  larger  appropri- 
ation. This  year  the  Board  has  given  but  $1,800  to  this  most  noble 
Mission.  The  work  at  the  Cathedral  is  of  such  fundamental  im- 
portance that  we  feel  it  should  be  encouraged  by  an  appropriation 
next  year  of  at  least  $2,500.  We  look  to  the  Convention  to  supply 
the  funds,  and  we  believe  we  shall  not  look  in  vain. 

The  work  of  our  City  Missions  justly  deserves  a  place  of  honor 
in  this  report.  Its  efficiency  has  been  gratefully  recognized  in  the 
jail  by  the  request  on  the  part  of  the  authorities  for  an  additional 
Sunday  service  for  the  men.  The  new  8up>erintendent  and  officials 
at  the  Bridewell  are  so  well  pleased  with  our  past  record  of  work 
there  that  they  have  gladly  continued  to  us  the  exclusive  use  of 
the  Chapel  on  Sunday  afternoons.  The  Superintendent  of  the 
Home  for  Incurables  also  requests  our  Missionaries  to  take  full 
charge  of  the  Sunday  afternoon  service  in  that  institution.  The 
growth  of  the  work  is  already  beyond  the  capacity  of  our  two  faith- 
ful priests,  and  the  Board  desires,  as  soon  as  possible,  to  add  at 
least  one  more  to  the  staff  of  workers. 

A  committee  of  the  Board,  appointed  by  the  Bishop  to  examine 
into  the  condition  of  our  colored  work  at  S.  Thomas*  Mission  re- 
ports that  at  least  $2,000  is  needed  to  put  the  present  building  in 
thorough  repair,  and  to  add  a  guild  room,  which  is  essential  for  the 
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future  work  of  the  Mission.  The  removal  farther  south  of  many 
who  belong  to  the  Mission  will  make  it  desirable  in  a  few  ^'ears  to 
change  the  location  of  the  Church,  but  as  this  will  mean  an  outlay 
of  $10,000,  it  must  of  necessity  be  deferred  for  the  present. 

The  closing  of  S.  Stephen's  Church  last  year  was  a  step  the 
Bishop  decided  upon  only  after  the  Board  had  made  a  thorough 
investigation  and  recommended  it  as  the  only  alternative.  The 
property  was  sold  last  October  to  the  Greek  Church,  for  the  sum  of 
$10,000;  of  this  amount,  $5,500  is  due  on  a  mortgage;  of  the  balance, 
$1,500  has  been  paid,  part  of  which  was  used  in  the  liquidation  of 
expenses  and  debts.  When  the  whole  amount  is  paid,  the  sum  will 
be  held  by  the  Board,  to  be  used  for  other  Mission  work. 

The  Board  has  never  been  able  to  make  a  more  encouraging 
report,  nor  one  which  showed  more  substantial  results  for  the 
amount  of  money  expended.  We  trust  that  the  business  intelli- 
gence of  the  laymen  of  the  Church  will  approve  our  work;  and  this, 
added  to  their  devotion  to  the  principles  of  the  spread  of  the  King- 
dom of  Christ,  will  result  in  such  offerings  as  will  make  it  possible 
for  us  to  occupy  those  strategic  points  which  ask  us  to  come  and 
help.     What  shall  be  our  answer?

The  Special  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Convention 
to  consider  the  question  of  a  Financial  Agent  for  the  Diocese 
presented  and  read  the  following  report: 

The  Special  Committee  appointed  at  the  Convention  of  1897  to 
investigate  the  matter  of  the  appointment  of  a  Financial  Agent  to 
take  charge  of  the  increasing  properties  and  trusts  of  the  Diocese, 
and  to  report  to  this  Convention,  begs  leave  to  submit  the  following: 

After  a  careful  consideration  of  the  matter,  your  committee  is 
of  opinion  that  the  time  has  arrived  when  such  a  financial  agent 
should  be  chosen,  a  salary  provided  for  his  services, and  a  bond  re- 
quired of  him,  in  order  (1)  to  relieve  the  Bishop  of  much  of  the  finan- 
cial care  and  resix)nsibility  which  now  rest  upon  him,  and  (2)  to 
make  some  compepsation  for  the  time  and  care  now^  given  volun- 
tarily by  faithful  and  devoted  laymen  to  the  business  of  the  Diocese. 

In  the  opinion  of  your  committee  it  is  not  right  to  ask  or  to  ex- 
X)ect  time  and  care  to  be  taken  from  other  business  interests 
and  to  be  given  without  compensation  to  the  growing  interests 
of  the  Diocese.  So  far  as  your  committee  is  informed,  no 
request  for  comi>en8ation  has  been  made  by  any  one  who  has  given 
or  is  now  giving  faithful  attention  to  the  management  of  these  inter- 
ests, but  it  is  a  patent  fact  that  the  time  necessary  to  be  given  to 
them  is  in  some  instances  great,  amounting  to  a  real  tax  upon  the 
energy  of  the  i)erson  giving  it. 

Your  committee  is  well  aware  that  certain  financial  interests 
of  the  diocese  are  managed  by  corix)rate  bodies  reporting  annually 
to  this  Convention,  over  which  this  Convention  has  no  direct  con- 
trol. It  is  not  within  the  province  of  your  committee  to  suggest  a 
change  of  the  management  of  these  funds.  But  there  are  other 
moneys  and  properties  directly  under  the  control  of  this  Convention, 
such  as  the  Diocesan  Fund  and  the  funds  of  the  Board  of  Missions, 
w^hich  are  now  managed  separately  and  practically  without  charge, 
and  which  your  committee  is  of  opinion  should  be  combined  and 
entrusted  to  an  officer  chosen  annually  by  the  Convention  of  the 
Diocese,  who  should  receive  compensation  for  services  rendered. 
To  this  offlcer  so  chosen  the  Bishop  might  entrust  from  time  to 
time  the  care  of  money  and  property  which  now  rests  upon  him. 
And  aU  the  funds  so  entrusted  should  contribute  their  prop)er  share 
to  the  comijensation  to  be  paid,  e.  g.,  the  Diocesan  Fund  a  certain 
share,  the  Mission  funds  a  certain  share,  and  the  other  funds  or 
pro]}ertie8  the  balance.

In  the  opinion  of  youi  coinniitlee  euch  an  arrangement  nould 
place  the  financial  aflaire  of  the  Convention  and  Diocese  on  a  buei- 
nesB  baHie.  Compensation  tor  services  rendered  nouid  secure 
proper  business  care.  Or,  in  case  of  lack  ol  such  care,  the  bond  re- 
quired would  insure  against  loss. 

The  appointment  of  your  committee  included  only  the  investi- 
gation of  this  matter,  and  the  report  of  such  investigatian  to  this 
Convention.  It  has  no  authority  to  nominate  a  financial  agent, 
nor  to  suggest  the  amount  ol  compensation  or  the  manner  and 
means  of  providing  it. 

Your  committee  therefore  recommends  that  the  niattet  be  now 
referred  to  the  Finance  Committee  ol  this  Convention,  and  asks 
to  be  discharged.

The  roll  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
Delegates  was  called  and  a  quorum  of  lioth  orders  was  found 
present. 

On  motion  the  reading  of  the  Minutes  of  the  last  meeting 
was  dispensed  with. 

The  Committee  on  Credentials  reported  the  names  of  addi- 
tional Parishes  and  Missions  entitled  to  representation, 
having  paid  their  annual  dues. 

The  names  of  the  Delegates  were  called  and  those  present 
were  admitted  to  seats  in  the  House. 

The  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  was  presented  and 
read,  as  follows: 

REPORT  OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE. 

Thfe  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  Chicago  herewith 
presents  its  report  of  the  official  acts  for  the  Conventional  year 
ending  May  31,  1898: 

The  members  ele«*ted  at  the  last  Convention  met  for  organiza- 
tion June  10,  1897 — all  being  present,  namely,  the  Rev.  D.  S.  Phil- 
lips, S.  T.  D..  the  Rev.  T.  N.  Morrison,  D.  D..  the  Rev.  W.  E.  Toll, 
Messrs.  C.  R.  Larrabee,  A.  T.  Lay  and  G.  S.  McReynolds. 

The  Rev.  D.  S.  Phillips,  S.  T.  D.,  was  elected  President,  and  the 
Rev.  W.  E.  Toll,  Secretary. 

On  motion  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  was  authorized  and  di- 
rected to  deix)sit  all  moneys  l^elonging  to  the  Diocesan  Fund  and 
the  Fund  lor  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergymen  with  the  Union  Trust 
Co.* 8  Bank,  Chicago. 

The  action  of  the  Bishop  in  renting  for  an  Episcopal  residence 
No.  64  Astor  St.  was  approved. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  notify  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese  in  regard  to  the  auditing  of  such  bills  as  properly  come 
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within   our   knowledge,   whenever   he   should   be   ready   to   present 
them. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Standing  Committee  held  July  21,  1807,  con- 
sent was  given  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Robert  Atchison 
Gil)8on  as  Bishop-Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Virginia,  and  of  the 
Rev.  Chauncey  Bunce  Brewster  as  Bishop-Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese 
of  Connecticut. 

Testimonials  were  laid  before  us,  recommending  David  Charl- 
ton Williams  as  candidate  for  Priest's  Orders.  On  motion  his  tes- 
timonials were  approved,  and  he  was  recommended  to  the  Bishop 
for  Ordination. 

At  a  meeting  held  December  6,  1897,  all  the  members  being 
present,  unanimous  consent  was  given  to  the  consecration  uf  the 
Rev.  William  Neilson  McVickar,  D.  D.,  as  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the 
Diocese  of  Rhode  Island,  and  to  the  election  and  transfer  of  the  Rt. 
Rev.  Ethelbert  Talbot,  D.  D.,  Missionary  Bishop  of  Idaho  and 
Wyoming,  to  become  the  Bishop  of  Central  Pennsylvania.  The 
Rev.  M.  Edgar  Fawcett  was  recommended  to  the  Bishop  to  be  ad- 
mitted to  the  Sacred  Order  of  Priests,  his  term  of  service  in  the 
Diaconate  being  shortened  for  weighty  reasons. 

Mr.  Jesse  Herbert  Dennis  was  recommended  for  admission 
to  the  Sacred  Order  of  Deacons,  and  the  Rev.  Frederick  W.  Barker 
as  a  candidate  for  the  Priesthood 

At  a  meeting  held  June  21,  1897,  five  members  being  present, 
papers  were  presented  asking  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  to  shorten  the  term  of  the  Diaconate  in  the  case  of 
the  Rev.  John  Mark  Ericsson  for  due  reasons  presented,  in  order 
that  he  might  be  admitted  at  once  to  the  Priesthood.  Canonical 
consent  was  given,  and  he  was  recommended  to  the  Bishop  for 
Priest's  Order.s. 

On  careful  examination  of  the  papers  in  the  matter  uf  the  dis- 
puted election  of  the  Rev.  William  M.  Brow^n,  as  Bishop-Coad'utor 
of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas,  it  was  decided  by  the  Committee  that 
no  Canonical  objection  appeared,  that  his  election  to  the  Episco- 
pate was  valid,  and,  his  testimonials  being  approved,  consent 
was  given  to  his  consecration. 

On  May  23,  1898,  the  Committee  met  on  call  of  the  President, 
and  in  the  absence  of  Rev.  Mr.  Toll,  Secretary,  Mr.  G.  S.  McRey- 
nolds  was  appointed  Secretary  Pro  Tem, 

On  motion,  Mr.  John  Saunders  Cole  and  Mr.  Hanson  Abbott 
Stowell,  candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  were  recommended  to  the 
Bishop  for  Ordination  to  the  Diaconate. 

On  motion  it  was  resolved  that  the  bill  of  expenses  for  the  year 
presented  by  the  President  and  Secretary  be  allowed  and  ordered 
paid  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  being  present,  asked  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Standing  Committee,  as  provided  in  the  Canon,  for 
shortening  the  terms  of  Mr.  Frank  Frederick  Beckerman  and  the 
Rev.  Jesse  Herbert  Dennis.  The  reasons  given  being  approved, 
Mr.  Frank  F.  Beckerman  was  recommended  to  the  Bishop  for  im- 
mediate ordination  to  the  Diaconate,  and  the  Rev.  Jesse  H.  Dennis 
to  the  Priesthood. 

At  a  meeting  held  May  31,  1898,  various  vouchers  presented  by 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  were  duly  audited,  and  the  foregoing 
report  to  Convention  was  read  and  adopted.

The  Committee  on  Church  Extension  presented  and  read 
the  following  report : 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CHURCH  EXTENSION. 

The  Committee  on  Church  Extension  begs  to  call  attention  to 
the  extreme  difRculty  of  reporting  on  the  work  of  the  past  year,  first 
because  the  reports  from  the  Parishes  and  Missions  are  not  all  in 
on  the  first  day  of  the  Convention;  and,  secondly,  because,  if  they 
were  all  in,  it  would  be  impossible  to  examine  them — 100  in  num- 
ber— collate  them  with  previous  reports,  and  deduce  results,  and 
all  in  one  night,  w^hen  your  committee  is  dis]3osed  to  slumber. 

In  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  referred  to  us,  we  find 
much  encouragement  and  hope.  In  this  connection  we  are  glad  to 
note  the  beginning  of  Church  work  in  Lake  Forest,  a  delightful 
suburb  and  an  important  educational  center,  where,  it  seems  to  us, 
the  Church  ought  long  ago  to  have  reared  the  altar  of  Go<l. 

Church  extension  in  every  quarter  of  the  globe  is  of  interest  to 
Us.  At  the  same  time  we  cannot  help  thinking  that,  just  at  pres- 
ent, Chicago  is  the  most  important,  the  most  strategic,  point  in 
the  missionary  work  of  the  whole  Catholic  Church.  It  behooves  us 
to  put  forth  here  our  best  energies;  first,  because  the  Church  here 
is  still  weak,  w^ith  vast  arrears  to  make  up  of  lost  opportunities  and 
early  neglect;  and  secondly,  because  Chicago  is  a  mighty  and 
dominant  metropolis,  and  in  religion,  as  in  everything  else,  her  in- 
fluence and  her  example  will  l>e  felt  throughout  the  hind. 

In  round  numbers  there  arc  in  this  Diocese  50  Parishes  and  50 
^lissions,  served  by  about  80  clergymen  and  a  number  of  lay  readers. 
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Of    the    Missions,  20  are  in  the  see  city,  and  the  rest  in  the  suburbs 
and  smaller  cities  and  towns. 

In  this  country  all  Parishes  are  more  or  less  Missionary.  As 
the  vast  majority  of  the  population  is  not  in  communion  with  the 
Church,  the  Rector  of  a  Parish  cannot  confine  himself  to  the  bless^ed 
work  of  ministering  to  the  faithful;  but  must  also,  equally  with  the 
Mission  Priest,  do  aggressive  work  in  converting  heathen,  and 
winning  back  erring  Christians  to  their  own  true  home.  And  in 
this  gracious  work  every  layman  should  bear  a  part. 

The  past  year  has  witnessed  the  founding  of  the  Chicago  Dio- 
cesan Sunday  School  Association.  This  is  a  movement  of  great 
interest  and  imix>rtance.  Its  beneficial  results  are  already  ap- 
parent. We  commend  it  to  all  who  are,  and  all  who  ought  to  be, 
engaged  in  Sunday  School  work. 

Of  our  new  Mission  to  the  Chinese  in  Chicago,  it  is  too  soon  to 
say  much.  This  is  a  Mission  to  absolute  heathen  in  our  midst, 
and  good  results  are  hoped  for.  The  great  need  at  present  is  a 
number  of  comi>etent  men  and  women  to  teach  the  Chinese  to  read 
English,  and  to  inculcate  the  elements  of  the  Christian  religion. 
This  work  is  under  the  oversight  of  the  Rev.  T.  N.  Morrison,  D.  D, 
and  the  Rev.  W.  C.  DeWitt. 

Your  Committee  heartily  commends  the  work  of  the  Rev.  A. 
W.  Mann,  the  Deaf  Mute  Missionary  to  the  children  of  silence.  We 
regret  that  there  should  be  any  falling  off  in  contributions  for  this 
work;  and  we  hereby  record  an  earnest  hope  that  the  General 
Board  of  Missions  will  see  its  way  to  granting  the  small  appropria- 
tion which  has  been  asked  tor  the  support  of  this  faithful,  patient 
and  heroic  Priest  in  his  self-sacrificing  and  beneficent  work. 

We  are  happy  to  note  that  the  number  of  Confirmations  in  this 
Diocese  last  year  is  larger  than  ever  before. 

The  prospects  of  our  Parishes  and  Missions  are  on  the  whole 
bright  and  encouraging — not  enough  to  make  us  proud,  but  quite 
enough  to  fill  us  with  thankfulness  and  hope.

The  Committee  on  Finance  presented  and  read  the  follow^ 
iiii^^  report : 
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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCE. 

The  Finance  Committee,  to  whom  were  referred  the  report  of  the 
Diocesan  Treasurer  on  the  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy  Fund,  and  the 
Treasurer's  annual  report,  have  examined  those  two  accounts 
and  find  them  correct  and  properly  audited. 

We  also  make  the  same  report  upon  the  report  of  the  Trustees 
of  the  Endowment  Fund. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions  exhibits 
an  exijenditure  of  $15,991.73.  A  careful  examination  of  the  ac- 
counts leads  to  the  conclusion  that  the  Board  is  doing  a  great 
amount  of  good  work  with  the  money  placed  at  its  disposal.  We 
regret  to  see  so  many  delinquencies  in  the  payment  of  pledges, 
which  make  a  total  of  $1,478.38.  A  strict  adherence  to  the  quarterly 
offerings  provided  for  by  the  Canons  would  materially  lessen  this 
deficiency  and  add  to  the  ability  of  the  Board  to  provide  for  the 
Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese. 

Your  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  by  the  Convention  of 
the  report  of  the  Committee  on  a  Financial  Agent,  and  further  make 
the  following  recommendations: 

That  the  proposed  officer  be  called  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese 
And  the  Financial  Agent. 

That  the  salary  of  such  officer  be  $1,000  per  annum,  to  be  paid 
"by  the  Diocese;  and  that  the  Board  of  Equalization  be  requested 
Co  add  to  their  scheme  of  assessment  as  much  as  is  necessary  to 
meet  this  amount. 

That  the  said  officer  furnish  such  bond  as  shall  be  satisfac- 
"(ory  to  the  Bishop  and  the  Standing  Committee. 

That  the  funds  to  be  placed  under  his  care  shall  be  all  such  as 
«ire  now  under  the  care  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  and  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  and  such  other  funds  as  the 
Sishop  may  designate. 

That,  without  desiring  to  interfere  with  the  rights  of  the  Con- 
"vention,  the  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  Mr.  F.  F.  Ainsworth, 
Che  present  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  if  elected,  would 
efficiently  discharge  the  duties  o\  this  position.

^'ear  of  his  rectorship,  the  longest  in  the  history  of  this  Diocese. 

Resolved,  That  we  extend  to  this  venerable  Priest,  first  of  our 
*iumbcr  in  years,  and  second  in  canonical  residence,  our  grateful 
t.hanks  for  the  example  he  has  furnished  of  a  consistent  Christian 
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life;  of  his  faithful  self -sacrificing  ministry;  of  his  persistent  efforts 
to  make  Christ  and  His  Church  known  and  loved  in  a  rural  com- 
munity; of  the  willingness  of  this  Priest  of  marked  ability  to  remain 
forty  years  in  a  small  parish,  never  seeking  for  himself  new  and 
larger  fields  of  labor.

and  make  a  written  report  to  the  meeting  of  the  Parish,  or  to  the 
Finance  Committee  of  the  Mission.

The  Committee  on  Legislation*  to  whom  vuis  referred  the  amend- 
ment proposed  at  the  last  Convention,  to  Article  10,  Section  iv,  of 
the  Constitution,  l>eg  leave  to  report  that  they  do  not  consider  any 
further  action  on  the  subject  necessary. 

The  Committee  on  Legislation,  to  whom  was  referred  that  \>ot- 
tion  of  the  Bishop's  Address  relating  to  the  question  of  all  Treasurers 
of  Funds  belonging  to  Parishes  or  other  Diocesan  institutions 
giving  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties,  report 
that  they  are  of  opinion  that,  while  it  is  inexixjdient  to  pass  any 
Canon  making  it  obligatory  u]X>n  such  Treasurers  to  give  such 
security,  they  recommend  that  the  following  resolution  be  adopted, 
and  a  copy  sent  to  every  Parish  and  organized  Mission  in  the 
Diocese:

the  number  of  communicants  in  ea<*h;  and  that  he  also  furnish  the 
usual  copies  to  the  Bisbops,  Secretaries  of  Conventions,  and  pub- 
lishers of  Church  periodicals. 

Resolved,  That  the  minutes  of  this  Convention  be  committed 
to  the  Bishop  and  the  Secretary  to  be  duly  made  up  for  publit-a- 
tion. 

Resolved,  That  after  the  usual  devotions  the  Convention  ad- 
journ, sine  die.

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The  Twenty-Third  Annual  Address 

or   THE 

Rt.  Rev.  William  Edward  McLaren,  D.D.,  D.C.L , 

BISHOP  OF  CHICAGO. 


Christianity  is  the  one  religion  in  the  world  which  is 
intensely  alive.  It  was  never  more  widespread,  more  world- 
pervading  as  a  factor  of  influence,  and  nevermore  intensive 
in  its  spiritual  power,  than  at  the  close  of  the  nineteenth 
century.  AVhether  we  contemplate  it  as  assaulted  by  foes 
without  and  within,  as  debilitated  by  schisms,  corrupted 
by  heresies,  and  enervated  by  internal  discords,  or  as  rising 
superior  to  these  degenerating  forces,  and  shedding  over 
the  realms  of  soul  the  brightest  and  purest  light  that  comes 
to  men,  it  is  the  spiritual  leaven  mysteriously  working,  not 
unto  corruption,  but  unto  life.  In  all  lands  and  peoples  it 
is  tlie  most  active  agent  in  the  propagation  of  truth  in  regard 
to  (joil,  immortality,  holiness  and  salvation.  AVhether  we 
take  our  cue  from  the  oi)timist  or  the  pessimist  in  forming 
judgment  with  respect  to  the  relative  ascendency  of  goo<l 
or  evil,  no  one  would  venture  to  dispute  the  enormous 
force  of  Christianity  as  an  animating  principle  in  modern 
civilization,  and  the  spirit  and  vigor  which  it  imparts  alike 
to  friend  and  foe.  And  herein  is  a  suggestion,  if  not  a 
demonstration,  that  behind  all  this  intense  play  and  inter- 
play of  forces,  favorable  and  inimical,  there  is  a  calm,  strong 
personality,  steadfastly  propulsive,  quietly  regulative,  de- 
termined lixedly  towards  a  divine  end,  whose  one  thought 
is  the  truth  which  was  of  (rod  in  the  beginning,  is  now,  and 
ever  shall  be.  This  Person  is  Christ,  the  Lord.  His  im- 
perial voice  resounds  in  every  ear.  Heaven  and  earth  shall 
jjass  away,  but  His  words  shall  not  pass  away.  Those 
words  are  spirit  and  are  life.  They  are  the  leaven  that  is 
working  in  the  measures  of  meal  of  modern  life. 

It  is  not  in  every  sense  a  potency  which  makes  for  peace. 
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The  universal  reign  of  peace  is  the  ultiniate  end,  but  it  is 
also  "  the  far  off  divine  event."  It  is  hereafter  to  Le  the 
white  consummate  flower  of  ages  of  conflict.  He  who  is 
the  controlling  mind  of  history  distinctly  foreshadowed  this 
conflict,  when  he  said,  "  Think  not  that  1  am  come  to  send 
peace  on  the  earth,  but  a  sword;  I  came  not  to  send  peace 
on  the  earth,  but  a  sword."  Peace  was  to  be  the  final  but 
not  the  immediate  effect  and  outcome  of  the  religion  of 
Christ.  Collision  and  deadlv  strife  would  l>e  the  inevitable 
incident  of  the  presence  face-to-face  of  principles  so  con- 
tradictory as  are  those  of  the  world  and  those  of  Christ.  The 
subjugation  of  evil  implied  an  intervening  dispensation  of 
war,  and  onlv  Avlien  the  Lion  of  the  tribe  of  Judah  shall  lav 
down  his  sword,  shall  the  pure  river  of  water  of  life,  clear 
as  crystal,  proceed  out  of  the  throne  of  God  and  of  the 
Lamb. 

The  unspeakable  vitality  of  Christianity  thus  takes  on  a 
militant  character,  "  for  he  must  reign  till  he  hath  put  all 
things  under  his  feet,"  and  our  mission  is  to  be  Christ's  ' 
faithful  soldiers  and  servants  unto  our  life's  end.  We  are 
chosen  to  co-operate  with  the  bright  eternal  design  of  re- 
ligion, and  to  fight  manfully  under  his  banner  against  sin, 
the  world  and  the  devil. 

It  seems  to  me  that  one  of  the  best  uses  to  which  we  can 
put  our  annual  coming  together  in  syncxlical  capacity  is  to 
ask  ourselves  individually  as  clergymen  and  laymen,  and 
corporately  as  churches  and  Diocese,  whether  we  are  ac- 
quitting ourselves  bravely  and  effectively  on  the  fields  of 
spiritual  militancy?  Are  we  in  uniform,  and  are  our  arms 
in  hand?  Do  we  keep  vigilant  watch  of  the  enemy?  Do  we 
always  prefer  to  be  at  the  front?  Are  we  always  ready  to 
endure  hardness  as  good  soldiers  of  Jesus  Christ?  Do  we 
refuse  to  Ijecome  entangled  with  the  affairs  of  this  world  in 
such  degree  as  to  make  sorry  soldiers  of  ourselves? 

There  is  a  clear  trumpet-call  for  priests  who  will  emulate 
the  heroism  of  the  brave  youth  who  are  pressing  by  thousands 
into  the  ranks  of  the  army  and  upon  the  decks  of  the  navy. 
The  Church  needs  the  devotion  of  her  laitv  in  this  Diocese 
multiplied  a  thousand  fold.  There  ought  to  he  scores  of 
women  ready  to  go  to  the  slums  and  hospitals  to  nurse  the 
dying  souls  of  their  sisters.     <.)ur  entire  system  of  warfare 
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needs  to  be  revolutionized  in  spirit.  Uur  e<iuipnient  is 
ample,  Imt  the  one  potentiality  without  which  we  are  of 
little  value  is  the  mind  of  heroic  valor  which  animated  our 

brave  countrvman  and  his  tars  at  Manila. 

» 

Why  is  it  that  we  do  not  answer  with  active  emphasis 
the  challenge,  "Shall  there  be  a  heroism  of  the  soldier,  and 
none  of  the  Christian?  "  Manv  are  the  influences  that 
hold  us  back,  and  paralyze  our  hands.  One  of  these  is  the 
lack  of  enthusiastic  lovaltv  to  Christ  and  Plis  Church. 
There  is  much  faith  in  both,  but  it  is  a  tyj>e  of  faith  which 
never  loses  its  dignity,  and  seldom  sutlers  itself  to  become 
an  emotion.  It  is  consciously  high-toned  as  a  principle, 
but  it  avoids  the  least  trace  of  enthusiasm.  It  applies  the 
oft-proclaimed  grace  of  quietness  in  a  way  too  quiet,  and 
declines  to  cultivate  any  form  of  impetuous  activity  which 
would  be  inconsistent  with  eminent  respectability.  I 
think  it  is  in  its  essence  selfishness  thinly  plateil  with 
religion;  and  0,  there  is  so  much  of  it!  Our  statistics 
which  sometimes  make  us  proud  are  kept  down  to  a  fraction 
of  what  they  ought  to  be  by  the  repression  exerciseil  by 
tliis  lack  of  enthusiasm. 

This  serious  defect  has  its  genesis  first  of  all  in  the 
deadeninsf  of  Christian  sensilnlities  l)v  uncertaintv  of  faith 
and  eonvicticm.  It  characterizes  our  time  to  reconsider 
everything,  an<l  to  cast  fixed  truths  into  the  crucible  of 
doubt.  There  are  large  numbers  of  men  who  have  rejected, 
and  do  diligently  propagate  their  unbelief  in,  all  the  old 
propositions  of  the  creeds.  Even  more  serious  are  the  in- 
roads which  errors  are  making  among  bodies  which  have 
heretofore  been  i>r(mounced  adherents  of  certain  parts  of 
fundamental  truth.  Again,  the  old  question  recurs,  "  What 
think  ye  of  Christ?  Whose  son  is  he?  "  And  now,  as  of  old, 
uncertainty  voices  itself  in  Pilate's  words,  "  What  is  truth?  '* 
The  reactionary  influence  of  this  disputatious  condition  of 
contemporary  thought— not  wholly  bad,  I  confess,  for  scepti- 
cal attack  is  more  favorable  to  truth  than  stagnation — is 
productive  of  hesitation  among  lielievers,  and  hesitation 
sa|»s  the  springs  of  activity   and  chokes  down  enthusiasm. 

riie  defect  to  which  I  have  alluded  is  also  traceable  to 
tliat  fault -tinding  tendency  which  is  the  logical  effect  of 
impaired   faith.      An  army  which  has  lost  its  enthusiasm 
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at  once  begins  to  murmur  against  its  leaders  audits  govern- 
ment, and  the  implied  menace  of  its  mental  attitude  is  more 
to  be  feared  than  the  foe  in  its  front.  Notice,  if  you  will, 
the  tone  of  conversation  in  any  circle  of  Christian  people, 
how  captious  and  critical  it  is,  how  much  more  addicted 
to  the  faults  and  mistakes  of  men  and  systems  than  to 
their  good  points!  For  brawling  and  censorious  criticism, 
the  columns  of  letters  in  our  ecclesiastical  papers  are  easily 
chief. 

It  is  not  very  creditable  to  soldiers  to  be  forever  picking 
the  army  to  pieces,  but  the  real  demerit  of  this  critical 
spirit  lies  in  its  unfitting  them  for  the  service  they  have 
sworn  to  yield  to  the  flag,  by  undermining  the  foundations 
of  courage  which  are  confidence  and  enthusiasm. 

The  lack  of  Christian  enthusiasm  is  further  traceable  to 
the  habit  of  emphasizing  varieties  of  temperament  in  aim 
and  thought,  method  and  worship,  so  strongly,  that  agree- 
ments and  common  obligations  are  cheated  out  of  their 
rightful  influence.  Is  it  not  a  sight  to  sadden  the  hearts  of 
those  who  dwell  in  the  light  of  infinite  charity,  to  look  down 
and  see  brethren  bound  together  by  the  triple  cord  of  the 
Catholic  creeds,  contending  about  truths  that  run  upwards 
into  the  region  of  the  divine  reticence,  or  anathematizing 
each  other  because  the  Ephraimite  cannot  pronounce  "  shil)- 
boleth  "  precisely  as  the  Gileadites  do?  If  the  results  were 
not  so  serious,  we  might  survey  the  scene  w4th  shouts  of 
laughter,  as  w^hen  one  watches  the  mimic  battles  of  the 
^oys  in  winter-time.  But  we  know  how  impossible  it  is  for 
iny  organized  force  to  secure  good  effect,  when  the  great 
sstie  is  relegated  td  a  secondary  place  in  the  scale  of  ini- 
>ortance,  and  when  the  stronger  Gileadites  feel  it  to  ))e  their 
irst  duty  to  slay  the  Ephraimites  at  the  passages  of  Jordan. 
do  not  know  where  this  horrible  preference  of  minor  issues 
ibove  the  one  great  mission  of  Christian  men  is  not  to 
>e  found,  and  in  manv  communions  it  is  found  in  more 
exacerbated  degree  than  among  ourselves.  But  there  is 
ess  reason  for  it  here  than  there,  because  of  the  heaven- 
vide  unlikeness  between  a  body  whose  existence  is  justi- 
led  on  the  plea  of  the  right  of  schism,  and  a  body  which 
las  retained  and  conserves  all  the  marks  of  Catholic  unitv. 
Vhen  separatism  is  enthroned,  endless  divisions  will  share

its  empire;  and  why  not,  if  the  original  rending    asunder 
were  lawful?    But  S.  Paul  could  not  conceive  how   by  anv 
spiritual  possibility  Christ  could  be  divided,  and  upon  this 
he  based  his  Corinthian  exhortation  that  they  all  speak  the 
same  thing,  and  be  perfectly  joined  together  in  the  same 
mind,  and  in  the  same  judgment.     Now,  this  word  of  S.  Paul 
is  the  very  echo  of  the  voice  which  commanded  the  unify- 
ing  virtue  of  charity,  and  it  seems  like  a  hoarse  contra- 
diction flung  back  in  His  face    who  prayed   for   His  cruci- 
iiers,  when,  within  the  pale  of  a  body  which  with   solemn 
litanies  asks  deliverance  from   schism,  the  spirit    of    schisiii- 
works  more  vigorously  than  the    spirit   of   unity,  and    Ma- 
nasseh  isagainstEphraim,  andEphraim  against Manasseh^ 
and  they  together  against  Judah.      The  one  distinct  ne- 
cessity is  that  they  shall  turn  their   faces  towards  connnoa 
dangers,    like    soldiers,    not   like    wrangling    children,   and 
point  their  ^yeapons  at  the  common  foe. 

The  sin  of  schism  in  spirit  and  in  form  is  regarded  by 
many  as  a  venial  fault.  Separation  is  a  natural  impulse, 
it  is  said.  Very  true,  but  is  it  a  Christian  impulse?  Did 
our  Lord  set  the  seal  of  His  approval  on  Judaic  separatism?* 
Did  he  fling  to  the  winds  the  conception  of  unity,  and  es- 
tablish a  plurality  of  churches?  Did  he  pray  that  they  all 
might  be  two  or  two  hundred?  If  so,  then  separation  is  not 
even  a  venial  fault;  it  is  obedience  to  Christ.  But  Christ 
did  not  so  ordain,  and  therefore  schism  is  a  sin  against 
Him.  To  consider  separation  as  a  trivial  offense  is  almost 
as  great  a  sin  as  schism  itself.  The  apologists  of  division 
do  not  ai)pear  to  be  impressed  with  the  fact  that  the  one 
terrifying  argument  against  organic  Christianity  is  the  ease 
with  which  it  falls  to  pieces,  and  the  argument  against  the 
organism  is  ecjually  strong  against  that  which  is  organized. 
If  the  proposition  of  our  Lord  be  true,  that  the  strongest 
testimony  to  convince  the  world  that  he  was  a  messenger 
from  the  Father  would  l)e  that  the  apostolate,  and  them 
also  which  should  ]>elieve  on  Him  through  their  word,  were 
one,  that  is,  one  in  a  visii^le  unity  which  the  world  could 
see  as  an  o]>jectiye  reality,  then  the  converse  of  the  propo- 
sition is  equally  true,  that  the  world  will  recoil  from  belief 
in  the  divine  origin  of  Christianity,  just  in  proportion  as  the 
l>eople  who  profess  and  call  themselves  Christians  ignore 
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the  tests  of  unity,  separate  themselves  into  many  societies, 
and  set  up  particular  creeds;  and  surely  no  one  can  gainsay 
the  indictment  that  never  before  were  there  more  divisions, 
and  never  more  unbelief.  Christian  separatism  is  the  chief 
barrier  to  the  triumphant  reign  of  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven 
on  earth.  This  is  the  weakness  at  which  that  scepticism 
which  itself  has  occasioned  points  its  derisive  finger;  and 
what  can  we  say  in  answer?  There  is  nothing  to  say.  Mean- 
while eflorts  after  the  restoration  of  unity  ingloriously  fail, 
and  separations  multiply,  while  multitudes  lose  faith,  and 
the  faith  of  believers  deteriorates,  and  zeal,  love  and  en- 
thusiasm are  relaxed. 

It  is  true  that  the  nineteenth  century  has  witnessed  a 
renascence  of  Christianitv,  but  onlv  on  certain  lines.  It  is 
safe  to  say  that  science  has  ceased  to  frown  and  religion  to 
tremble.  Philosophy  has  found  it  expedient  to  seek  bap- 
tism for  its  dialectics.  Unprecedented  is  the  permeating 
presence  of  Christian  ideas  in  politics,  social  science  and 
international  relations.  There  is  a  development  of  human- 
itarian beneficence,  for  the  most  part  however  crudely  ad- 
ministered. But  the  background  does  not  harmonize  with 
the  high  lights  of  this  picture.  Separatism  and  the  spirit  of 
disintegration  are  rampant.  Indeed,  so  uncompromising 
is  every  camp  over  against  every  contiguous  camp,  and  so 
firm  the  refusal  to  return  to  the  divine  conception  of  unity, 
that  one  is  tempted  to  suspect  this  boasted  renascence  to 
be  superficial,  and  the  charming  protestations  of  good  feel- 
ing to  be  the  unreal  announcements  of  diplomacy. 

Notwithstanding  all  this  it  still  remains  true  that  the 
most  vital  religious  force  in  the  world  is  Christianity.  It  is 
the  very  soul  of  modern  civilization,  and  it  animates  friend 
and  foe  to  activity.  It  demonstrates  the  vast  powers  in 
heaven  and  on  earth  which  have  been  given  to  the  Head  of 
the  Church,  and  the  militant  character  of  His  administra- 
tion of  it.  On  its  divine  side  it  is  all  glorious;  on  the  reverse 
side  there  is  a  defect  of  enthusiastic  soldiership,  which 
last  we  have  shown  to  be  due  to  several  causes:  (1)  the 
debilitation  of  the  faith  of  believers  through  their  breathing 
the  atmosphere  of  doubt  and  unbelief  which  surrounds 
them;  (2)  the  critical  and  complaining  mood  which  results 
from  a  debilitated  faith  in  the  old  Christ  and  the  old  Church; 
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and  (3)  the  loss  of  the  unifying  bond  of  charity;  parties, 
divisions  and  schisms  being  the  natural  fruit  of  such  a 
sad  loss. 

If  our  holy  religion  is  such  an  enormous  moral  force  in 
the  world  to-day,  entering  into  every  question,  national  and 
international,  which  excites  the  interest  of  peoples,  what 
would  it  not  be  were  its  devotees  to  rise  to  a  nobler  de- 
votion, and  its  soldiers  fight  a  more  courageous  fight,  and 
its  people  and  priests  tecome  inspired  with  a  heroic  en- 
thusiasm, under  the  sublime  battle-crv,  "Remember 
Calvarvr' 

0,  God  grant  that  we  may  not  be  ashamed  to  confess  the 
faith  of  Christ  crucified,  and  manfully  to  fight  under  his 
banner,  against  sin,  the  world  and  the  devil,  and  to  con- 
tinue Christ's  faithful  soldiers  and  servants  unto  our  life's 
end.     Amen. 

The  church  has  lost  a  number  of  her  Bishops  during  the 
past  year.  I  wish  to  make  reference  to  the  departure  of 
my  next  neighbor  on  the  west,  the  Right  Reverend  Dr.  Perry, 
whose  sudden  demise  so  shocked  us  on  the  thirteenth 
instant.  Bishop  Perry  was  eminent  as  an  expert  in  the 
history  of  the  nation  and  the  church,  indefatigable  in  re- 
search, and  unanswerable  in  positions  taken  by  him  which 
were  quite  contradictory  to  popular  opinions  with  respect 
to  the  early  history  of  the  continent,  the  republic  and  the 
continental  congress.  His  propositions  have  not  been  as- 
sailed. Bishop  Perry  was  an  indefatigable  laborer  in  his 
diocese — too  vast  in  territorv  for  one  overseer.  And  his 
habits  of  work  were  so  intense  and  vigorous  that  periods  of 
rest  were  indis})en sable.  He  was  distinctly  an  amiable 
man,  full  of  all  charity  toward  friend  and  foe,  and  without 
a  trace  of  unkind  feeling  toward  those  with  whom  he  radi- 
callv  differed.  I  saw  much  of  him  and  his  wife  in  London 
last  summer.  She  was  taken  from  him  on  their  return  in 
October,  and  life  was  thereafter  less  to  him  than  it  had  ever 
been,  so  that  when  his  sudden  sununons  came,  his  natural 
affections  conspired  with  his  spiritual  aspirations  to  give 
him  a  cheerful  departure,  and  a  joyful  entrance  into  the 
home  of  his  long  expectation. 

The  Diocese  has  shared  the  liereavement  of  the  parish  in 
the  death  of  the  Reverend  John  Rouse,  Rector  of  Trinity 
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Church  in  this  city,  llis  was  a  rare  nature,  sincere,  trans- 
parent— an  Israelite  in  whom  was  no  guile.  His  growth  in 
devotion,  in  the  faculty  of  administration,  in  the  affections 
of  his  flock,  and  in  the  confidence  of  his  brethren,  was 
remarkable,  and  he  bade  fair  to  stand  in  the  front  rank  of 
the  clergy  when  years  should  have  matured  his  powers 
still  further  and  supplied  him  with  that  maturity  of  wisdom 
which  long  experience  lays  by  in  store.  But  his  vigorous 
work  was  to  end,  and  his  beautiful  life  to  pass  over  into  a 
more  congenial  clime.  All  things  fall  out  to  the  advantage 
of  them  that  love  God,  and  therefore  we  do  not  question  the 
w^isdom  of  his  prefenuent,  nor  shall  we  refuse  the  more 
trying  act  of  faith  by  which  we  accept  the  loving  separation 
of  our  brother  from  dear  wife  and  children,  for  whom  God 
must  have  in  store  much  tender  care  and  many  blessings  in 
all  the  coming  years. 

It  is  a  noble  part  which  the  people  of  Trinity  and  our 
Diocesan  Societv  have  taken  in  their  divine  remembrance  of 
the  widow  and  the  orphan.  Such  largesses  of  love  put 
courage  into  the  hearts  of  our  ministry. 

Another  priest,  not  canonically  connected  with  the  Dio- 
cese, but  very  dear  to  us  by  his  labors  in  S.  Luke's  Hospital, 
has  been  removed  to  the  better  country,  the  Reverend  Charles 
T.  Susan.  There  was  something  pathetic  in  the  quiet 
humility  of  this  godly  man,  who  was  glad  to  pay  out  his 
vitality  for  the  sake  of  Christ,  without  much  compensation 
in  material  things,  and  less,  perhaps,  in  the  appreciation 
of  the  people  to  whom  he  was  but  little  known.  He  died 
in  the  triumphs  of  faith,  and  has  entered  into  the  fuller 
measures  of  triumph  which  await  the  faithful  disciple  in 
the  other  world.  Let  us  rejoice  for  the  good  estate  of  him 
and  of  all  that  have  gone  to  l)e  with  the  Lord  in  His  Para- 
dise, and  let  us  hope  to  share  in  that  peace  and  perpetual 
light  which  we  invoke  for  these  sojourners  who  have  gone 
to  their  true  home. 

The  nation  has  entered  upon  a  war  with  Spain.  It  is  a 
^war  for  humanity  and  civilization.  War  broods  many  evils, 
but  we  must  not  look  at  these  too  exclusively,  for  war  is 
also  one  of  the  greatest  sources  of  good.  I  have  no  sym- 
pathy with  those  one-sided  doctrinaires  who  prate  only  of 
peace.     Peace  at  any  price  often  amounts  to  peace  at  the 
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expense  of  principle,  righteousness,  manhood  and  civiliza- 
tion. Peace  pushed  to  the  extent  of  submitting  to  evils 
greater  than  war  can  inflict  represents  a  type  of  manhood 
which  our  Lord  described  neither  by  precept  nor  example. 
Mediation  is  valid  when  it  may  be  had,  but  the  appeal  to 
force  is  not  therefore  illegitimatized.  National  self-defense 
is  as  much  a  law  as  personal  self-defense.  The  present 
war  is  a  defense  of  principles  which  have  been  invaded  and 
trodden  under  foot  bv  a  nation  which  from  the  sixteenth 
century  has  misgoverned  colonies  which  she  founded  in 
ruthless  bloodshed  and  heartless  greed. 

National  sins  do  not  meet  in  a  future  state  the  punish- 
ment which  is  their  due.  The  corporate  existence  of  nations 
is  in  time  onlv,  and  in  time  their  offenses  have  to  be 
expiated.  It  looks  as  if  the  God  of  nations  had  fixed  the 
period  and  the  instrumentality  of  Spain's  chastisement. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  is  apparent  that  this  war  may  be 
productive  of  great  good  to  this  nation.    Times  of  peace  are 
times  when  human  selfishness  runs  riot,  and  the  sordid  side 
of  man's  nature  gets  the  upper  hand  of  the  heroic.     In  such 
a  time    issues  that  are  base-born  or  trivial  come  to    the 
front,  and  alow  grade  of  men  gets  into  places  of  power.  War 
is  a  call  to  unselfishness,  and  the  developer  of  heroism  in 
men.     It  is  a  good  thing  for  the    nation  when  thousnds  of 
her  youth  learn    the    virtues     of    obedience,    subordination 
and  respect  for  authority,  when  individualism  is   compelled 
to  merge  itself  in  the  common  life  and  cause,  when  men 
are  willing  and  ready  to  die  and    do  die  for  their    beloved 
country.    And  I  may  add  that  while  it  is  not  woman's  lot  to 
take  up  the  deadly  musket,  nor  indeed  to  take   up   a   good 
many  other  things  which  man  by  the  law  of   nature  must 
reserve  to  himself,  a  great  war  will  always  develop  the  vol- 
ume of  womanly  heroism,  and  show  how  strong  she  is  who 
can  stand  afar  to  weep  with  sympathy,  to  send  ministries 
of  love  to  the  boys  at  the  front,  and  to  lift  the  importunate 
i)raver  to  God  for  the  holv  cause  and  its  dear  defenders. 

One  cannot  help  but  perceive  also  how  this  development 
of  the  stronger  traits  of  true  womanhood  wull  tend  to  give 
us  surcease  from  those  sickly  phenomena  of  unsexed  woman- 
liness which  in  our  day  disgust  sensible  people,  and  make 
the  judicious  wonder  to  what  sorry  finality  it  will  lead. 
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Every  thoughtful  mind  will  see  in  how  manv  ways  war 
will  bring  great  good  to  the  nation. 

One  other  thing  may  be  added.  I  have  yet  to  discover 
that  any  great  nation  has  ever  existed  which  did  not  colo- 
nize, and  this  is  true  in  ancient  as  in  modern  history.  A 
great  people  attaining  front  rank  among  nations  cannot  re- 
tain her  position  without  possessing  sovereign  domain  in 
various  parts  of  the  world,  where  her  navy  and  her  mer- 
chants may  have  a  home,  and  where  her  products  may 
iind  a  free  market;  where  also  she  may  enjoy  the  ad- 
vantage of  more  than  one  base  of  operations  in  the  defense 
of  her  rights. 

Two  features  of  the  present  situation  may  well  be  noted. 
First.  The  supreme  moment  of  final  conciliation  is  now^ 
reached,  and  it  is  evident  that  the  blue  and  the  grey  clasp 
hands  and  weep  tears  of  brotherly  joy  as  they  stand  on 
either  side  of  the  stars  and  stripes.  Second.  The  entente 
cordiaU  between  England  and  America,  now  bursting  beyond 
all  the  old  restraints  and  prejudices,  thrills  this  whole  nation 
with  a  new  and  almost  unexpected  emotion.  Brothers  we 
are,  O  Britons,  united  in  bonds  of  blood  and  destiny,  and 
brothers  mav  we  remain,  until  our  union  shall  be  the  in- 
auguration  of  peace  on  earth,  good  will  to  men,  which  is  the 
principle  of  mediation  under  the  sign  of  the  cross  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

I  now  pass  on  to  speak  of  our  institutions  of  learning  in 
the  Diocese.  The  Western  Thei^logical  Seminary  was  Iniilt 
with  reference  to  a  number  of  students  consideral)lv  less  than 

ft 

fiftv.  It  has  not  had  less  than  twenty  annually  durinij:  the 
thirteen  years  that  have  elapsed  since  its  organization. 
One  effect  has  been  to  remove  from  the  Diocese  the  disgrace 
of  fumishins:  verv  few  candidates  for  the  ministry.  Another 
has  been  to  supply  the  Diocese  with  many  faithful  men, 
mostly  native  and  to  the  manor  l)orn,  of  whom  the  follow- 
ing are  now  on  my  list  of  clergy:  The  lleverend  Messrs. 
Hall,  DeWitt,  Edsall,  Granger,  Neely,  Streator,  Keator, 
Bowles,  A.  L.  Williams,  Sage,  Thompson,  Clinch,  Chattin, 
Curran,  Roland,  Doran,  Randall,  Lealtad,  Ericsson,  Dennis, 
Beckerman,  Stowell  and  Cole.  This  is  a  body  of  young 
men  of  whom  anv  seminary  may  feel  ]>roud  and  any 
diocese  congratulate  itself  on  possessing.     Financially,  the 
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seminary  does  not  owe  one  dollar,  and  it  possesses  real  estate 
which  will  in  time  enable  its  trustees  to  increase  the  teach- 
ing force  and  provide  a  number  of  scholarships  for  young 
men  who  have  attained  the  degree  of  bachelor  of  arts.  It  is 
highly  probable  that  the  institution  will,  in  the  course  of 
time,  find  its  students  almost  entirely  among  men  of 
this  class.  During  the  past  year  I  have  felt  myself  under 
such  primary  obligation  to  the  Diocese  as  to  require  my 
resignation  as  dean  of  the  seminary,  thus  relieving 
myself  from  a  considerable  volume  of  care  and  responsibility. 
Temporary  arrangements  have  been  effected  which  provide 
for  adequate  administration,  but  there  is  strong  need  for 
means  to  support  a  dean  who  shall  have  external  powers  of 
administration  and  general  headship,  with  reference  also 
to  the  increase  of  the  interest  of  the  people  in  this  most  im- 
portant and  signally  successful  school  of  the  prophets. 

Among  the  graduates  of  the  present  year  is  Mr.  John 
Kichinosuke  Ochiai,  a  native  of  Japan,  who  was  sent  here 
for  his  theological  training  five  years  ago  by  the  present 
Bishop  of  Tokio,  Dr.  McKim,  himself  a  son  of  this  Diocese, 
ilr.  Ochiai  has  w^on  the  respect  and  aflection  of  all.  Ap- 
pointed lay  reader  at  Park  Ridge  some  time  since,  his  min- 
istrations have  been  acceptable,  and  he  has  co-operated 
with  zeal  and  wisdom  in  the  erection  of  a  church  at  that 
point.  Let  us  follow  him  with  interest  and  prayer  as  he 
returns  to  his  native  land! 

Our  Diocesan  school  for  girls.  Waterman  Hall,  with  its 
beautiful  site  at  Sycamore,  and  its  noble  buildings,  con- 
tinues to  prosper.  The  strain  of  the  hard  times,  trying  to 
all  institutions,  has  been  felt  less  during  the  past  year 
than  before,  while  the  number  of  pupils  has  increased  to 
almost  the  capacity  of  the  school.  Frequent  visits  and 
close  acquaintance  enal:>le  me  to  commend  the  school  with 
all  confidence  to  the  friendly  regard  of  this  entire  Diocese, 
and  to  demand  for  it  the  patronage  of  our  ow-n  Church  people. 
Am  I  not  justified  in  demanding  more  interest  from  them 
for  our  own  school,  which  could  not  be  sustained  V)ut  for 
the  patronage  of  members  of  other  communions?  For 
healthfulness  of  location,  for  a  high  standard  of  instruction, 
fi»r  a  cheerful  ))ut  reverent  religious  atmosphere,  for  a  firm 
Init    lovinc:  discipline,   for  exceptional   facilities   in   music, 
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for  a  competent  band  of  instructors,  and  for  a  tried  and 
approved  rector,  this  institution  is  entitled  to  your  apprecia- 
tion and  commendation. 

This  Church  has  a  bad  record  as  to  colleges.  There  are 
wrecks  in  several  of  the  western  states.  There  are  few  in  the 
front  rank  at  the  east.  The  most  westerly  is  at  Gambier, 
which  I  visited  last  fall  after  an  interval  of  twenty-three  years 
since  my  last  visit,  and  the  impression  made  was  favorable. 
I  think  it  to  be  a  good  college,  well  equipped,  administered 
in  a  broad,  catholic,  kindly  spirit,  and  with  a  prosperous 
future  before  it.  Until  a  college  nearer  home  merits  our 
patronage,  I  am  clear  that  Illinois  people  ought  to  send  their 
sons  to  Kenyon  College.  I  may  add  that  in  my  judgment 
the  day  will  come  when  what  is  strictly  speaking  a  college 
education  will  be  seen  to  \ye  better  secured  in  the  smaller 
colleges  than  in  what  is  called  the  university. 

Among  the  recognized  institutions  of  beneficence  in  the 
Diocese,  S.  Luke's  Hospital  is  entitled  to  first  mention, 
both  by  reason  of  age  and  usefulness.  Under  the  able 
presidency  of  Mr.  Arthur  llyerson,  and  superintendency  of 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Van  Ingen,  it  has  gone  forward  through  an- 
other year.  The  large  debt  of  $31,000  has  been  canceled, 
for  which  we  owe  much  gratitude  to  generous  donors.  As 
reports  will  show,  the  medical  staff  has  accomplished  a 
good  work  among  the  suffering.  There  is  some  complaint 
that  our  Churches  do  not  contribute  as  much  to  S.  Luke's 
as  they  ought.  How  much  they  ought,  it  is  difficult  to 
judge.  It  is  a  question  whether  our  contributions  to  any 
cause  are  as  large  as  they  ought  to  be,  and  all  our  insti- 
tutions feel  as  S.  Luke's  does,  that,  necessities  being  so 
importunate,  their  supply  of  means  should  l)e  more  generous. 
Probably  the  Churches  that  give,  give  a  fair  portion  to  our 
hospital,  but  the  difficulty  is  that  so  many  do  not  give  at 
all.  If  all  would  give,  even  in  sums  not  unjust  to  other 
causes  which  come  before  us,  we  should  feel  less  stricken 

in  conscience  about  our  yearly  contribution  to  S.   Luke's. 

»■         »■ 

It  is  evident  that  the  increase  of  hospitals  in  Chicago  has 
taken  from  ours  the  prestige  of  age  and  freedom  from 
competition,  and  this  consideration  should  stimulate  our 
people  and  Churches  to  increase  their  helj). 

The  Church  Home  for  Aged  Persons  has  been  placed  upon 
a  more  hopeful  basis,  as  the  reports  will  show,  and  i)resents 
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every  appearance  of  passing  into  a  period  of  permanency,  and 
therefore  of  more  urgent  claim  upon  the  benefactions  of  the 
people.  I  hereby  give  this  Home  my  official  recognition, 
as  requested  by  its  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  S.  Mary's  Home  for  Friendless  Children,  connected 
with  our  Cathedral  work,  has  about  sixty  girls  Avithin  its 
walls.  In  a  short  time  they  will  go  to  Kenosha,  where  a  lot 
has  been  purchased  abutting  on  the  waters  of  the  lake, 
and  a  house  built  for  them.  They  will  every  year  spend  the 
summer  months  there,  under  the  best  sanitary  conditions, 
and  return  in  the  autumn.  As  this  is  but  one  department  of 
the  multiform  work  going  on  at  the  Mission  House,  there  will 
be  no  summer  cessation  of  the  labors  of  the  sisters  among 
the  sick  and  the  friendless,  the  virtuous  and  the  vicious, 
who  live  in  this  part  of  the  city. 

And  this  leads  me  to  say  that  all  will  concede  the  justice 
of  the  classification  which  numbers  our  whole  Cathedral 
work  with  other  institutions  of  beneficence,  which  work, 
also,  will  have  no  summer  diminution.  The  resolution  not 
to  forsake  this  section  of  Chicago,  with  a  clear  policy  in 
mind  and  purpose,  has  resulted  in  a  splendid  plant  of 
machinery  for  a  large  and  permanent  work  here.  If  it  has 
not  vet  reached  the  ideal  aimed  at,  it  is  not  anv  less  the 
ideal  still,  and  it  is  the  purpose  to  push  on.  Since  January, 
two,  and  sometimes  three,  clergymen  have  been  busy  here, 
and  the  Sisters,  with  their  helpers,  none  the  less  so.  In  the 
due  course  of  time  God  will  send  other  men  suited  to  this 
peculiar,  most  interesting  and  terribly  needed  form  of  min- 
istration. 1  want  our  good  people,  who  have  shown  them- 
selves so  much  awakened  to  the  dimensions  and  possibili- 
ties of  this  field,  where  we  have  ])lanted  the  white  banner 
of  the  Church,  to  understand  that  the  situation  in  no  sense 
resembles  that  of  the  ordinary  parish  or  mission.  Our 
Churches  are  built  by  and  for  the  people  who  know  the 
prayer  book,  and  who  value  the  Church's  ministrations 
so  highly  that  they  j)rovide  for  their  support  and  perma- 
nence. This  is  not  descriptive  of  the  Cathredal,  w^hich  is  an 
exception.  We  have  here  many  people  who  know  and  love 
the  prayer  l)ook,  but  who  are  not  rich  enough,  at  least  in 
money,  to  provide  for  one  priest,  to  say  nothing  of  other 
lari^e  contingent  expenses.  Thank  God  for  this  Church  to 
which  these  dear  brethren  and  sisters  in  Christ  can   come, 
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without  being  importuned  for  what  God  has  not  given  them  I 
0,  how  welcome  they  shall  always  be!  But  the  larger  num- 
ber of  people  among  whom  the  clergy  and  sisters  must  seek 
influence  for  good  are  totally  ignorant  of  the  Church  and  its 
system — indeed,  are  unfriendly  to  all  religion,  many  steeped 
in  vice,  and  with  brief  vears  before  them.  Death  is  dailv 
harvesting  them  with  his  remorseless  sickel.  Then,  there 
are  hundreds  of  little  children  uncared  for,  and  being  edu- 
cated to  lives  of  vice  and  crime.  All  these  are  our  brethren, 
and  this  Church  by  providing  this  plant  in  this  quarter  has 
taken  upon  herself  the  duty  of  looking  after  them  in  all 
their  interests  for  time  and  for  eternitv.  If  it  were  ad- 
visable  to  go  into  detail  and  tell  you  something  of  the  re- 
sults, I  could  thrill  you  with  gratitude  and  melt  you  to 
tears  by  the  recital  of  events  that  have  occurred  here 
within  three  months.  But  it  is  larcrelv  a  confidential  storv, 
and  we  must  leave  it  to  the  Holy  Spirit,  who  knows  it  all, 
to  impress  upon  you  by  general  statement  the  immense 
value  and  importanceof  what  is  being  done  in  your  name  for 
Christ  and  human  souls  here.  Two  priests  and  two  semi- 
narians will  reside  in  the  clergy  house  during  the  summer, 
and  a  larger  force  will  be  added  in  the  autumn.  It  is  the 
Lord's  work,  and  He  will  provide  for  it  by  sending  the  light 
of  His  Spirit  into  your  hearts 

The  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of 
Clergymen  deceased,  founded  and  administered  by  Mrs 
Lydia  B.  Hibbard,  is  a  notable  example  of  what  love  on 
wings  of  zeal  and  perseverance  can  accomplish.  Just  mark 
the  report  when  it  is  read,  and  join  with  me  in  gratitude  not 
unmingled  with  astonishment. 

In  accordance  with  the  instruction  of  the  last  CouAcntion, 
another  corporation,  a  kind  of  brother  of  this,  has  been 
added  to  our  catalogue  of  charities.  This  is  the  Society  for 
the  Relief  of  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergymen  of  the  Diocese  of 
Chicago.  The  organization  has  just  been  effected.  Funds 
for  the  same  purpose  now  held  by  the  treasurers  of  the 
Diocese  and  the  Endowment  Trustees  will  bv  vour  order  he 
transferred  to  this  corporation,  the  members  of  which  have 
been  carefuUv  cho'sen.  It  is  for  the  Convention  to  sav 
whether  all  the  offerings  shall  go  to  our  own  society  or  ]»e 
shared  with  another.     It  is  hoped    this  worthy  cause   may 
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attract  the  attention  of  those  who  have  property  to  dispose 
of  by  will  and  testament. 

Among  other  strong  arms  of  the  Diocese  w-e  record  most 
thankful  appreciation  of  the  work  and  prayer  of  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary,  whose  president  has  advanced  its  prosperity 
with  equal  efficiency  and  grace,  strongly  seconded  by  the 
secretaries  and  treasurer  and  other  officers.  At  a  time  last 
fall  when  the  financial  outlook  at  the  Cathedral  was  rather 
stormy,  a  gift  of  more  than  $1,000  relieved  the  weight  of  care 
and  made  even  our  weakness  seem  strong.  This  generous 
act  has  stimulated  others  so  that,  as  matters  now  stand, 
we  regard  the  financial  situation  without  anxiety.  The 
Auxiliary  has  made  a  handsome  advance  in  its  work  and 
has  been  a  blessing  to  many  within  and  without  the 
Diocese. 

The  Diocesan  branch  of  the  Girls'  Friendly  Society  repre- 
sents all  the  parochial  societies,  which  are  generally  doing 
finely.  One  of  the  events  of  the  past  year  was  the  meeting 
of  the  Central  Council  in  this  city  in  October.  One  year 
ago  1  gave  my  approval  to  the  organization  of  a  Diocesan 
assemlily  of  the  Daughters  of  the  King,  a  society  for  ad- 
vancing the  spiritual  life  among  young  women. 

Other  organizations  are  particularly  worthy  of  note.  The 
Chicago  Prayer  Book  Society  carries  on  its  affairs 
at  510  Masonic  Temple,  circulating  many  thousands  of 
prayer  books  and  hymnals.  The  locality  mentioned  is  the 
room  of  the  Church  Club  of  Chicago,  which,  under  its  efficient 
and  liberal  president,  has  passed  one  of  its  best  years. 
Too  much  cannot  be  said  of  the  value  of  this  organization 
in  l^ringing  churchmen  together,  socially  and  religiously. 
I  am  positive  that  the  Diocese  could  not  have  developed  its 
present  strength  and  vitality  during  the  past  decade  if  it 
had  not  been  stimulated  by  this  most  happy  and  forceful 
society  in  later  vears.  It  mav  seem  to  some  that  it  does 
not  furnish  its  members,  individually,  the  equivalent  which 
other  clubs  do,  but  1  think  they  will  agree  with  me  that  even 
in  clu))s  "  man  doth  not  live  by  ])read  alone,"  and  that 
there  are  returns  more  substantial  than  luxurious  ease  and 
^gastronomic  pleasures,  at  least  for  a  clilbman  who  is  proud 
to  call  himself  a  churchman. 

1  take  this  occasion  to  express  my  thanks  for  a  timely 
reiniMn!)raiice  of  Cathedral  work  ])V  members  of  the  club  to 
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the  amount  of  nearly  six  hundred  dollars,  by  which  I 
have  been  in  part  enabled  to  tide  over  a  period  of  great 
need.  May  God  bless  every  donor  with  rewards  of  favor  and 
happiness! 

The  Trustees  of  the  Endowment  Fund  of  the  Diocese  of 
Chicago  is  a  corporation  organized  under  the  Statute.     It 
had  its  origin  in  a  determination  in  1884  to  provide  l)y  en- 
dowment for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate.     A  committee 
was  appointed  who  reported  in  1885,   "  Nothing  has  been 
done."    They  recommended  a  new  committee  to  be  com- 
posed exclusively  of  laymen.     In  1886,  this  committee  re- 
[)orted  a  resolution,  which  was  adopted,  to  wit :    "  Resolved, 
that  the  Bishop  appoint  a  committee  of  six  laymen  to  take 
in  charge  the  matter  of  an  endowment  fund  for  the  Diocese 
and  make  full  report  of  their  action   to    the  next    conven- 
tion, with  recommendations  in  respect  to  a  complete  scheme 
for  the  raising,  management,  investment  and  use  of  such 
fund."    At  the  convention  of  1887  this  committee  reported, 
recommending  the  organization  of  the  corporation  now  in 
existence,  the  resolution  appended  being  adopted  by  the 
convention.     Vide,  p.   34.   journal   of   1887.     The  journal  of 
1888  contains  in  appendix  copy  of  the  charter  and  the  by- 
laws of  the  corporation,  of  which  the    first  members  were 
John  De  Koven,  J.  W.  Doane,  William  G.   Hibbard,  Francis 
B.  Peabody,  William  Kelsey  Reed,  Emory  Cobb,  Albert  E. 
Neely,  Collins  II.  Jordan  and    Charles  R.  Steele.     It  will  be 
observed   that   the   completed    scheme   entirely   omits   the 
original  idea  of  "  raising,"  and  limits  the  power  of  the  corpo- 
ration  to   receiving,    holding,    improving,    leasing,    selling, 
conveying,  investing,  reinvesting,  managing  and    disburs- 
ing all    funds   and   personal   or  real   property  which   may 
come  into  its  hands.     Any  vacancy  in  the  membership  of 
the  corporation  shall  be  filled  from  the  laitv  bv  the  conven- 
tion  of  the  Diocese  of  Chicago,  and  no  one  can  become  a 
trustee  who  is  not  a  member  of  the  corporaticm.     Any  va- 
cancy in  the  trustees  shall  be  filled  by  the  remaining  mem- 
!)ers.     A  considerable  subscription  which   had   been  raised 
by  private  solicitation  was  subsequently  placed  in  the  hands 
of  the  corporation,  the  amount  of  this  fund  with  some  addi- 
tions reaching  the  sum  of    $26,200,  ^May  25,  1897.  The  grand 
total  of  all  funds  in  its  custody  being  at  same  date  $38,6.33.98. 

.\o  further  eflorts  have  been  made  to  increase  the  endow- 
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ment,  nor  have  any  bequests  been  received  for  this  pur- 
pose. Nodioceseon  this  continent  of  the  rank  and  strength 
of  this  has  so  meagre  a  provision  for  this  purpose,  and  my 
conviction  is  firm  that  the  only  reason  why  this  stigma 
continues  to  rest  on  us  is  that  there  is  lacking  the  deter- 
mination of  two  or  three  or  four  of  our  lavnien  to  take  this 
matter  up  and  make  it  their  special  devotion  for  a  year.  I 
should  feel  ashamed  to  harbor  the  suspicion  that  such  an 
appeal  would  fail.  Personally  it  would  matter  little  or 
nothing  to  the  Bishop,  for  he  has  no  fear  of  his  support 
under  the  present  system,  but,  in  urgently  asking  your 
attention  to  this  question,  1  am  pleading  for  my  clergy, 
none  of  them  overpaid,  and  many  of  them  not  paid  what 
they  might  be  if  there  were  a  diminution  or  abolition  of 
assessments. 

It  would  l^e  to  me  a  most  gratifying  thing  should  a  large 
addition  be  made  to  the  fund  during  my  lifetime.  It  would 
be  a  great  joy  to  leave  to  my  successor  the  foundations  of 
an  adequate  support,  so  that  the  churches  shall  in  his  day 
be  free  from  the  charges  which  they  are  now  bearing  so 
uncomplainingly.  Having  said  this,  I  transfer  the  subject 
to  your  wisdom  and  judgment. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  features  of  our  work  in  Chi- 
cago, as  it  is  certainly  the  most  unique,  is  the  Mission  of 
All  Angels  for  deaf-mutes,  holding  services  in  the  Chapel 
of  Trinity  Church.  The  Reverend  A.  W.  Mann,  known  to 
you  all,  has  traversed  the  states  from  the  eastern  line  of 
Ohio  to  the  ))anks  of  the  Mississippi,  for  twenty-two  years, 
as  priest  of  our  silent  brethren.  His  life  will  hereafter  be 
celebrated  as  one  of  the  romances  of  the  Church  in  this  region. 
He  has  baptized  several  hundreds,  and  presented  scores  for 
confirmation.  Deaf-mute  work  for  their  spiritual  welfare 
began  in  England  and  this  country  fifty  years  ago,  and 
until  recently  the  results  were  embraced  in  a  bond  of  blessed 
uuitv  within  the  communion  of  this  Church.  But  recently 
several  denominations  have  started  similar  work,  our  people 
have  in  several  instances  been  proselyted  from  our  serv- 
ices, and  the  wretched  outcome  is  that  some  of  these  mute 
Christians  are  beginning  to  practice  separatism  with  all  its 
attendant  evils.  Alas!  alas!  Meanwhile,  Mr.  Mann's  support 
is  threatened.  One  western  diocese  has  cut  off  its  appropria- 
tion, and  another  announces  a  reduction,  while  an  appeal

made  by  the  Bishops  of  Ohio,  Indiana  and  Chicago  to  the 
board  of  managers  to  increase  its  appropriation  of  $400 
has  been  negatived,  notwithstanding  some  of  the  Board's 
larger  appropriations  are  made  to  less  important  causes. 
The  recent  death  of  several  friends  who  helped  Mr.  Mann 
liberally  has  precipitated  upon  this  noble  worker  a  financial 
crisis.     This  state  of  things  is  discreditable. 

The  Lambeth  Conference  met  in  London  last  summer. 
Its  proceedings  were  mostly  in  repetition  of  preceding  con- 
ferences. It  seems  to  be  a  parliament  of  Anglican  Epis- 
copacy without  power  and  without  authority.  Its  deliver- 
ances do  not  survive  the  passing  year,  and  may  be  said  to 
be  "  writ  in  water."  I  hope  I  may  l)e  pardoned  if  I  speak 
out  my  frank  opinion,  which  has  not  been  hastily  formed, 
without  publishing  my  reasons.  I  will  simply  suggest  that 
there  is  a  distinct  attempt,  wdth  advocates  on  both  sides  of 
the  water,  to  make  more  of  the  conference  than  it  has  l^een. 
Possibly  the  attempt  may  result  in  making  it  very  much 
less  than  it  has  been.  I  dismiss  the  subject  with  the  hope 
that  the  General  Convention  may  take  occasion  to  express 
its  opinion  as  to  our  participation  in  future  conferences. 
There  is  no  gainsaying  the  charming  social  recreations  in- 
cident to  such  meetings. 

I  must  not  forget  to  include  in  my  notice  of  our  various 
methods  of  doing  good  in  Chicago,  the  City  Mission.  This 
work  is  done  bvthe  Reverends  Dr.  Rushton  and  Mr.  Chattin, 
and  Miss  Clark,  and  provides  stated  services  in  the  Bride- 
well, the  County  Jail,  the  Infirmary  at  Dunning,  the  Home 
for  Incurables,  the  Cook  County  and  other  Hospitals,  and 
to  some  extent  the  Police  Stations.  There  is  also  a  large 
amount  of  time  and  money  expended  upon  cases  of  ])Overty 
and  sickness  outside  of  these  institutions.  It  would  sur- 
prise you  to  know  how  many  worthy  people  are  helped  out 
of  trouble.  I  do  not  know  that  this  work  adds  directlv  in 
numbers  or  means  to  the  Episcopal  Church.  I  am  glad  that 
it  does  not.  I  rejoice  that  both  in  the  City  Mission  and  at 
the  Cathedral  our  w^ork  is  done  on  the  broad  platform  of  a 
Christ-loving  humanitarianism.  But  I  think  that  in  the 
long  run,  God  will  bless  the  Church  for  its  unselfish  work, 
and  pay  back  into  her  own  bosom  the  rewards  which  He 
has  promised  to  them  that  feed  the  hungry,  give  drink  to 
the  thirsty,  clothe  the  naked  and  visit  the  ])risoner.     *'  In-

It  is  a  significant  fact  that  of  this  large  number  who 
have  been  prepared  for  the  Gift  of  (ird  in  the  laying  on 
of  hands  a  considerable  proportion  has  come  from  other 
bodies.  I  have  never  cared  to  arrive  at  the  precise  niiml  er 
in  any  year — although  it  could  be  easily  done — for  it  scarcely 
seems  \vise  or  Christian  to  make  it  a  matter  of  boasting. 
It  is  natural  that  manv  should  be  attracted  to  the  orderlv 
ways,  conservative  tone,  impressive  services,  and  stalile 
government  which  we  all  appreciate  so  highly;  and  this 
many  is  becoming  more,  year  l)y  year.  True,  there  is  some 
leakage  in  the  other  direction,  and  there  are  some  who  do 
not  shun  to  show  that  while  thev  are  with  us  thev  are  not 
of  us;  but,  the  fact  remains  that  we  are  increasing  at  a 
rapid  speed  all  over  the  country  as  well  as  here,  through 
this  process  of  absorption,  and  the  process  goes  on  by  its 
own  momentum  rather  than  by  any  propaganda  of  ours. 
Almost  as  striking  is  the  accession  of  men  who  have  served 
in  the  ministrv  of  these  bodies.  In  other  vears  thev  were 
usually  attracted  to  our  methods  of  worship,  but  now  the 
<lesire  to  change  is  mostly  based  upon  doctrinal  grounds. 
A  change  of  ministry  is  a  serious  step,  and  one  never 
justified  saA'e  by  stress  of  conscientious  conviction,  and 
eA'eii  then  there  ought  to  be  possessed  a  certain  jiower  of 
speedy  adaptation  to  new  enA'ironments.  '^I'he  admission 
to  our  ministry  of  men  who  would  make  the  Church  a 
refuge  from  personal  difficulties  or  from  merely  distasteful 
environment  is  their  admission  to  other  and  more  serious 
<lifficulties,  as  we  have  often  had  occasion  to  note  to  our 
loss.     Our  people  have  reason  in  these  days  to  put  special 
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importunity  into  their  prayers  that  the  Bishops  and  Pastors 
of  the  flock  may  lav  hands  suddenly  on  no  man. 

I  am  more  than  gratified  to  note  the  organization  of  the 
Sunday  School  Association  of  the  Diocese  of  Chicago,  than 
which  nothing  is  more  needed;  for,  as  our  Church  system 
is  rooted  and  grounded  in  the  idea  of  spiritual  education 
from  the  new  birth  in  baptism  to  the  final  stage  of  perfection 
and  beatific  vision  of  God,  it  is  radically  necessary  that 
our  teachers  should  be  taught  to  teach.  The  standard  is 
at  present  very  far  from  high,  and  I  do  hope  that  those  who 
are  actively  enlisted  in  this  Association  work  may  he  in- 
spired with  special  zeal  and  tirelessness.  Zeal  in  organiza- 
tions needs  to  be  nursed  and  stimulated.  Mav  God  favor 
and  perpetuate  this  important  movement!

Reports  ok  the  Rural  Deans. 

NORTHEASTERN  DEANERY. 

To  the  Right  Reverend,  the  Bishop  oi  Chicago:

Forty-eight  of  our  boarding  pupils  came  from  the  Diocese  of 
Chicago,  twenty  of  whom  were  members  of  Church  families. 

The  morning  and  evening  offices  authorized  by  you  have 
been  said  daily,  and  the  Holy  Communion  administered  every  Sun- 
day and  other  Holy  Days. 

For  one-half  hour  every  Sunday  morning,  all  the  pupils  are  re- 
quired to  meet  in  the  Study  Hall  and  recite  the  collect  for  the  day, 
together  with  a  portion  of  the  Church  Catechism,  to  the  vice- princi- 
pal. In  the  afternoon  they  meet  with  me  in  the  same  place  for 
half  an  hour's  instruction  in  Holy  Scripture  and  Church  history. 
I  have  baptized  five  of  the  pupils,  and  presented  eight  for  Confirma- 
tion. 

The  number  of  Communicants  has  been  thirty-five;  the  averag** 
attendance  at  early  celebration,  eleven,  and  on  the  first  Sunday  of 
each  month,  about  twenty-two. 

The  Guild  has  carried  on  its  work  of  looking  after  the  altar,  and 
provided  means  for  various  purposes.

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S.    LUKE'S    HOSPITAL. 

To  the  Right  Reverend,  the  Bishop  of  Chicago: 

The  Trustees  of  S.  Luke's  Hospital  herewith  respectfully  sub- 
mit their  thirty- fourth  Annual  Report. 

The  Hospital  has  continued  its  work  in  about  the  same  measure 
as  for  the  past  few  years. 

The  number  of  patients  for  the  last  Hospital  year  was  l,5rtl, 
and  of  dispensary  patients,  11,317.  The  latter  department  is  in- 
creasing rapidly,  as  not  only  free  medicine  and  surgical  treatment 
is  provided  for  the  needy,  but  also,  in  many  cases,  medicine. 

Owing  to  its  central  location,  S.  Luke's  is  largely  used  as  an 
emergency  hospital  for  the  injured,  and  as  such  it  should  receive 
the  hearty  support  of  the  people  of  Chicago.  It  is  also  the  home  in 
case  of  Illness  of  many  of  our  western  clergy  and  their  families, 
and  we  constantly  and  gladly  receive  patients  sent  to  us  by  our 
various  Parishes.  We  regret,  however,  to  state  that  the  contribution 
from  all  the  Parishes  of  the  Diocese  during  last  year  have  di- 
minished, amounting  to  about  $1,900,  not  one- fifth  of  the  Parishes 
observing  Hospital  Sunday.     No  comment  on  this  seems  needed. 

It  took  nearly  $70,000  to  maintain  the  hospital  during  last  year 
(ending  October,  1807),  and  a  large  deficit  would  have  been  in- 
curred but  for  an  opportune  undesignated  legacy,  which  brought 
up  our  income.  By  last  December,  however,  the  amount  of  deficit 
added  to  old  debt  had  assumed  such  alarming  proportions  that  a 
vigorous  effort  has  been  made  by  some  of  the  trustees  during  the 
I>a8t  winter,  and  the  sum  of  $31,000  has  been  raised  to  pay  off  this 
floating  debt. 

To  the  donors  of  this  sum  we  offer  our  sincere    thanks. 
The  hospital  has,   during  the   past   year,   received   an  endow- 
ment of  $10,000  as  a  gift  from  the  late  Geo.  M.  Pullman. 

Bequests  of  $.5,000  each  have  been  received  from  the  late  Henry 
Keep  and  Mrs.  Burroughs.  The  late  Mrs.  Elizabeth  H.  Stickney  also 
left  the  hospital  an  endowment  of  $20,000,  and  the  sum  of  $55,000 
additional,  to  construct  a  Nurse's  Home.  This  building  is  now  in 
process  of  erection,  and  in  time  will  be  a  very  complete  affair.  It 
will  also  enlarge  the  hospital  to  about  175  beds  by  the  vacation  of 
the  space  at  present  occupied  by  the  nurses.  Wc  need  not  say 
thut  Mrs.  Stickney  *»  memory  will  l>e  revered  not  only  in  S.Luke's, 
but  by  our  citizens  generally.  It  is  ne<»essary  to  remember,  how- 
ever, that  endowments  and  buildings  do  not  materially  aid  as  to 
the  question  of  current  supxx>rt,  especially  as  our  entire  endowincnt 
income  at  present  is  less  than  $8,000.  The  support  of  the  hospital 
is  a  most  serious  questitin,  which  we  respectfully  s^ubniit  tn  the 
<*on.sideration  of  the  Churoh.

THE  CHURCH  HOME  FOR  AGED  PERSONS. 

To  the  Right  Reverend,  the  Bishop  of  Chicago: 

The  Trustees  of  the  Church  Home  for  Aged  Persons  take  great 
X>leasure  in  reporting  that  the  past  year,  while  one  of  much  anxiety 
€18  to  the  future  of  the  Home,  has  brought  us  to  a  point  where  we 
"l^elieve  a  future  of  brighter  prospects  is  dawning.  The  struggle  with 
clebt  has  been  materially  lightened  by  the  exercise  of  careful  econ- 
omy.    It  was  found  possible  to  house  our  present  inmates  in  three

of  the  five  buildings.  Two  were  therefore  disposed  of  for  the  original 
purchase  price  through  the  generosity  of  the    Rev.  Dr.    and    Mrs. 
Delafield.     This  reduced  the  mortgage  indebtedness  by  S20,000.    To 
meet  some  of  the  outstanding  liabilities  we  were  obliged  to  place  »- 
mortgage  of  53,000  on  the  house  No.  4327.     At  a  fair  valuation,  our 
real  estate  is  worth  $24,000.     Our  mortgage  indebtedness  amounts 
to  $15,000,  leaving  us  an  equity  of  $9,000.     During  ihe  year  we  havc- 
receivcd  $5,040.26,  including  the  loan  of  $3,000.     Tlie  greater  part  oM 
this   sum   has   been  used   in  the  payment  of  outstanding  elaim»- 
which  the  new  management  assumed  on  taking  charge.     The  lia- 
bilities for  current  expenses,  still  due,  amount  to  $1,0(K).     To  meet— 
this  $500  is  promised  by  one  of  the  trustees  on  condition  of  the 
whole  sum  being  raised.     We  hope  to  be  able  to  accomplisli  thii 
desirable  object  in  the  near  future. 

The  internal  management  of  the  Home  has  been  committctl  t( 
a  board  of  Laciy  Managers,  who,  since  last  November,  have  suc- 
ceeded in  paying  the  bills  for  current  expenses,  except  those  as- 


sumed by  the  trustees.  The  comforts  of  the  Home  and  the  ex 
ccllencc  of  the  care  liestowed  upon  the  inmates  have  called  fortl 
the  most  generous  tributes  of  ])raise  from  those  interested  in  th 
welfare  of  the  household. 

The  future  usefulness  of  the  Home  depends  upon  the  ofTering 
of  the  members  of  the  Church  and  others  who  recognizee  the  im 
portancc  of  the  work  carried  on.  The  clergy  of  the  Northeaste 
Deanery  have  pledged  themselves  to  pay  the  interest  on  the  inort 
gages.  To  provide  for  the  balance  of  our  ex]>enses,  we  must  loo! 
to  the  generosity  of  the  laity  of  the  Church.  Life  memberships  o: 
$100  each  and  annual  subscriptions  of  various  amounts  would  no 
press  too  heavily  on  individuals,  while  an  assured  yearly  inoom 
of  ^2,r»00  from  these  sources  would  relieve  the  Trustees  and  th 
Lady  Managers  of  much  anxiety,  and  make  the  Home  a  credit  t 
the  Diocese. 

Contemplating  the  good  the  Home  has  accomplished  in  th 
past,  and  the  possibilities  that  lie  before  us,  we  feel  confident  tha 
we  shall  not  plead  in  vain  for  the  sustenance  of  this  most  excellen 
charity.

Tuesday,  May  30,  1899.     , 

The  Sixty-second  Annual  Convention  of  the  Church  in  the 
Diocese  of  Chicago  assembled  in  the  Cathedral  Church  on 
Tuesday,  the  30th  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1899. 

At  10:30  a.  m.  the  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  by  the 
Right  Reverend  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  assisted  by  the 
Reverend  A.  L.  Williams  and  the  Reverend  F.  W.  Keator. 

The  Convention  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Reverend 
T.  A.  Snively,  rector  of  S.  Chrysostom's  Church,  Chicago, 

Divine  service  having  been  concluded,  the  Convention  was 
called  together  for  organization  and  business,  the  Right  Rev- 
erend William  Edward  McLaren,  D.D.,  D.C.L.,  Bishop  of 
Chicago,  being  in  the  chair. 

The  Secretary  called  the  names  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese 
entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  in  all  eighty-three, of  whom 
sixty-three  were  present. 

The  certificates  of  Lay  Delegates  were  on  call  presented 
and  referred  to  a  committee  consisting  of  the  Secretary,  Mr. 
C.  H.  Cowper  and  Mr.  F.  D.  Hoag. 

The  hour  of  one  o'clock  having  arrived,  the  Convention 
took  a  recess  to  half-past  two  o'clock. 

On  reassembling,  the  Committee  on  Credentials  of  Lay 
Delegates  reix)rted  that  certificates  from  thirty-eight  Parishes 
and  fifteen  Missions,  rei)orted  by  the  Treasurer  as  entitled  to 
representation,  having  paid  the  diocesan  assessment,  were 
presented  and  found  correct. 
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The  Secretary  called  the  names  of  Lay  Delegates  from 
these  Parishes  and  Missions,  and  it  was  found  that  thirty- 
three  Parishes  and  twelve  Missions  were  represented. 

A  quorum  of  both  orders  being  present,  the  Convention 
was  declared  duly  organized  and  ready  for  business. 

On  motion  the  reading  of  the  Rules  of  Order  was  dispensed 
with. 

On  motion  the  ballot  was  dispensed  with,  and  the  Rev. 
Luther  Pardee  was  elected  Secretary  of  the  Convention. 

The  nomination  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Rev.  Arthur  L. 
Williams  and  the  Rev.  J.  M.  Ericsson  as  Assistant  Secre- 
taries was  confirmed  by  the  Convention. 

On  motion  the  ballot  was  dispensed  with,  and  Mr.  F.  F. 
Ainsworth  was  elected  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  and  Financial 
Agent. 

The  Bishop  appointed  the  Rev.  E.  J.  Randall  as  Bishop's 
Secretary. 

On  motion  the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  clergymen  present,  not  entitled  to  seats  in  this  Convention, 
clerjjymen  from  other  Dioceses,  candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  and  lay  members 
of  other  Diocesan  Conventions,  he  admitted  to  the  floor  of  this  Convention,  and 
that  they  he  requested  to  hand  their  names  to  the  Bishop's  Secretary.

The  Bishop  read  his  annual  address  (see  p.  44). 
The  report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  was  presented  and  read, 
as  follows: 

THE  REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MISSIONS. 

The  Board  of  Missions  feel  profound  gratitude  to  Almighty  Go<l  in  being 
able  to  present  a  most  encouraging  rejx>rt  for  the  year  just  ended.  The  stress 
of  the  hard  times  is  still  felt  very  deeply,  and  though  there  are  unmistakable 
evidences  of  the  return  of  pros|)erity,  yet  the  results  have  not  become  tangible 
in  the  form  of  larger  incomes  to  the  great  masses  of  our  congregations.  It  has 
been,  however,  a  year  of  progress  and  makes  strong  the  hope  for  larger  re- 
sults in  the  future. 

We  are  unfortunate  in  the  system  which  requires  us  to  separate  our 
Diocesan  work  from  the  general  work  of  Missions  of  the  Church  at  large. 
They  are  all  parts  of  the  one  great  undertaking  of  establishing  the  Church  in 
the  spiritual  waste  places  of  the  earth,  and  are  therefore  expressions  of  the 
same  faith,  and  flow  from  obedience  to  the  same  divine  command.  Whether 
here  or  in  the  farther  west,  in  our  new  dependencies,  or  in  foreign  lands, 
we  must  always  remember  that  the  division  into  domestic,  diocesan  and 
foreign  Missions  is  a  matter  of  human  convenience,  not  of  divine  appoint- 
ment or  of  real  separation.  For  us  in  this  great  new  city  and  diocese  we 
have  really  the  three  divisions  calling  upon  us  for  help,  too  often  to  find  us 
overwhelmed  with  the  avalanche  of  demands. 

To  one  who  will  study  the  situation  carefully  and  philosophically,  the  Dio- 
cese of  Chicago,  especially  in  this  great  city,  presents  a  position  of  strategic 
importance  spiritually.  We  need  all  the  moral  and  religious  forces  at  work 
that  can  possibly  be  arrayed  to  help  to  the  true  development  of  our  city  as  a 
whole,  and  the  individual  as  a  true  type  of  manhood.  The  Church  must  not 
be  discouraged. 

She  is  not  working  for  a  day,  for  the  present  only,  but  for  future  genera- 
tions. Therefore  she  must  sow  in  many  places,  and  in  a  small  way  at  times, 
that  the  good  seed  may  l)e  planted  while  the  ground  is  still  new  and  fallow, 
and  thus  grow  as  the  city  and  Diocese  grow. 

There  are  no  doubt  great  difficulties  before  us.  The  people  are  young 
in  everything,  ambitious  and  venturesome. 
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Full  effort  and  strength  are  asked  of  ever>'  one  to  keep  up  with  the  tre- 
mendous competition  and  financial  contest.  \et  the  Church  must  be  ever  at 
work,  reminding  of  God,  and  laboring  to  keep  alive  and  to  deepen  the  interest 
in  the  higher  side  of  life.  **To  CtBScu:  the  things  which  be  Ciesar's,"  is  the 
motto  of  life  to-day.  We  are  agents  in  keeping  alive  the  other  6uty,  **To  God 
the  things  which  are  God's.** 

There  are  g^eat  causes  for  grratiflcation  and  thankfulness.  In  many 
different  places  Missions  are  established.  Year  by  year  they  grow  stronger 
and  each  convention  is  the  breathing  place  where  we  nerve  ourselves  for  re- 
newed and  large  efforts. 

Our  duty  is  a  deeper  hopefulness.  .That  is  the  characteristic  of  this  com- 
munity in  the  material  things.  So  it  must  be  ours  in  spiritual  things. 
Faith  is  the  key  of  success,  and  likewise  its  pledge. 

In  review  of  the  practical  results  of  the  past  year,  the  Board  reports  total 
disbursements  to  the  amount  of  $11,714.26. 

Its  work  is  limited  only  by  the  funds  available,  and  twice  that  amoimt 
could  be  wisely  expended  and  yet  the  work  be  far  from  the  bounds  of  extrava- 
gance. 

The  central  and  most  important  work  of  the  Church  helped  by  the  Board  of 
Missions  is  the  Cathedral.  We  are  glad  to  report  that  the  Bishop  has  placed 
the  care  and  pastoral  charge  of  the  Cathedral  in  the  hands  of  the  Rev.  Luther 
Pardee,  who  has  been  appointed  Dean.  The  work  is  beirg  thoroughly  or- 
ganized, and  there  is  a  staff  of  three  Clergy  to  meet  the  needs  of  this  splendid 
institution.  With  the  help  of  the  Community  of  Sisters,  the  territorj^  contig- 
uous to  the  Cathedral  will  soon  be  cared  for  as  the  Bishop  has  so  long  desired. 
The  work  among  the  poor  will  be  closely  connected  with  the  worship  of  God. 
It  is  the  type  of  a  social  Mission,  of  conmiunity  life,  of  a  religious  settlement,  in 
the  best  sense;  and  the  Diocese  of  Chicago  will  have  the  noble  spectacle  of  a 
Cathedral  working  among  the  slums  of  a  great  city,  with  the  Church  open  for 
frequent  services,  and  willing  hands  and  hearts  ready  to  help  and  counsel  and 
cheer  the  suffering  souls  and  bodies  of  needy  humanity. 

We  are  thus  assured  of  the  wisdom  of  the  appropriation  made  this  year 
for  the  Cathedral,  and  we  earnestly  adAise  its  continuance  without  reduction 
for  the  coming  year.  It  seems  to  us  necessarj',  because  the  Clerg>'  should  be 
supported  by  the  Diocese  as  tliey  thus  are  enabled  to  appeal  more  effectively 
for  the  help  of  the  people  in  the  enlargement  of  the  agencies  for  their  better- 
ment and  for  the  extension  of  the  Church  work  in  their  district,  which  is  con- 
stantly increasing  in  its  demands.  Surely  our  alms  and  prayers  will  go  up 
to  God  for  this  great  work  so  near  to  our  hearts  and  so  irrevocably  committed 
to  our  care. 

As  usual,  the  work  of  our  City  Missionaries  is  placed  before  you  with  most 
hearty  endorsement  and  deep  gratefulness.  The  Church  is  pro\ing  herself 
to  be  eminently  fitted  for  such  work.  The  warm  welcome  which  awaits  our 
workers  at  all  the  x)enal  and  charitable  institutions  is  the  proof  of  marked 
success.  Through  the  Board  there  has  been  added  a  lay  assistant  to  the  staff 
of  workers;  and  through  the  generosity  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliarj"  in  an  ap- 
propriation of  SSOO  at  their  last  general  meeting,  we  have  been  able  to  arrange 
that  the  entire  time  of  Miss  Prophet  shall  be  devoted  to  visiting  and  services 
in  the  county  and  other  hospitals,  and  also  to  employ  the  Sisters  of  S.  Marg- 
in the  same  way  for  the  women  at  the  Bridewell  Prison.  These  additions  to 
the  staff  have  been  a  great  help  to  the  work  of  the  City  Mission,  and  their  im- 
portance is  seen  in  the  results. 

In  so  many  places  of  interest,  it  is  difficult  to  mention  all;  but  we  desire  to 
call  attention  to  several  points  of  special  note.  The  Chinese  Mission,  estab- 
lished for  some  time,  and  taken  under  the  care  of  the  Board  recently,  is  doing 
well.     It  has  been  placed  in  charge  of  the  City  Mission  staff,  but  the  work  is 
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done  by  Mrs.  Waters  and  her  corps  of  assistants,  many  of  whom  are  from  the 
McCormick  Seminarj-  and  tlie  Moody  Mission.  Some  of  these  teachers  have 
been  helpers  there  for  a  numl)er  of  years. 

A  new  mission  lias  been  starteil  at  ooth  boulevard  and  Halsted  streets, 
known  as  the  Mission  of  the  Holy  Cross.  Already  there  are  125  children  in 
the  Sunday  School.  Missions  have  been  established  also  at  Harvey  and  at 
Park  Manor,  at  which  latter  place  there  are  100  in  the  Sunday  School.  Serv- 
ices are  held  at  Kenilworth,  but  the  status  of  the  work  there  has  not  l)een  fully 
decided.  Services  have  been  regularly  held  at  Lake  Forest,  under  the  care 
and  direction  as  well  as  personal  service  of  the  Rector  of  Trinity  Church, 
Highland  Park.     Also  services  have  been  begun  at  Douglas  Park. 

During  the  past  year,  the  new  church  has  been  opened  at  Wilmette.  The 
debt  has  l)een  paid  in  full  at  Rogers  Park.  The  improvements  made  at  S. 
Thomas*  Church,  Chicago,  have  cost  $1,000.  They  are  most  useful  additions 
to  the  facilities  of  the  hard  working  priest  in  charge.  The  Church  has  been  re- 
pairetl  and  decorated.  Tlie  Mission  at  Streator  is  slowly  but  surely  reducing 
its  debt  and  showing  new  life  an<l  vigor.  Most  of  the  debt  has  bt»en  paid  off  at 
Downers  Grove  and  all  at  Auburn  Park. 

Lots  for  building  a  church  at  ( Vlen  EUyn  have  l)een  given,  having  a  front- 
age of  100  feet.  The  Mission  at  West  Pullman  has  raised  $375  towards  a  lot 
for  a  church.  The  Mission  at  DeKalb  is  in  a  flourishing  condition.  The 
debt  on  the  church  at  Western  Springs,  though  the  number  of  workers  is  few, 
has  been  paid  in  full. 

Holy  Communion,  Maywood,  litis  ceased  to  be  dependent  upon  the  Board 
of  Missions,  and  has  become  a  parish.  The  Mission  atEdgewater,  always  self- 
supporting,  has  lately  l)een  organized  as  a  parish. 

The  Bishop  has  made  araiigemeiits  with  the  authorities  of  (Irace  Church, 
Chicago,  by  which  the  Mission  at  Brighton  Park  will  be  relieved  from  debt. 
We  are  informed  that  the  Mission  of  S.  John's,  Clyboiini  aveiuie,  has  a  fund 
of  $4,300  towards  tlie  building  of  a  rhurcli. 

We  venture  to  bring  to  yoursix^cial  notice  the  need  of  a  church  at  South 
Chicago.  The  Church  owns  two  lots  there  valued  at  S-*,riOo,  which  are  abso- 
lutely free  from  encumbrance.  They  lie  in  the  midst  of  a  population  of  100,(KH) 
people,  many  of  whom  should  be  worshiping  in  the  church,  lus  they  belong  to  us 
by  birth  and  education.     A  church  should  l)e  built  there  as  s(xhi  jis  possible. 

It  is  of  the  nature  of  such  a  reiH)rt  as  this  that  only  the  salient  jx^ints  of  the 
year's  work  can  be  touche«l  upon,  but  these  few  show  how  much  there  is  for 
which  we  shouM  be  grateful,  and  your  Boanl  wishes  to  express  its  hearty 
thankfulness  for  the  blessings  of  the  ])iist  year  which  have  enabled  it  to  (H»cupy 
a  broad'3r  field,  and  to  carry  on  its  work  therein  with  so  much  encouragement. 
And  i)articularly  are  we  thankful  for  any  evidences  of  greater  readiness  of 
parishes  to  listen  to  the  appeals  for  help  that  come  from  beyond  their  own 
boundaries,  and  of  any  manipulation  of  greater  generosity  in  giving  in  answer 
to  those  appeals  when  heard.  Tliis  is  a  blessing,  not  only  \\\io\\  your  Board 
in  strengthening  their  hands  for  work,  but  in  a  double  way,  upon  the 
givers  whether  tliey  b?  parishes  or  men;  for  that  parish  which  has  generously 
responded  to  the  call  for  help  whether  it  be  for  tlie  work  of  this  Board,  or  for 
the  greater  fields  of  Missions  beyond  our  own  diocese,  has  surely  experienced 
in  its  own  parochial  work  that  greater  blessing  which  giving,  rather  than  re- 
ceiving, brings. 

The  best  giving  is  not  the  giving  of  that  which  can  be  spared  without  a 
sense  of  loss,  but  that  which  re(iuires  some  sacrifice,  some  self-denial;  and  the 
limits  to  which,  in  that  direction,  we  can  go,  none  but  the  cheerful  givers  will 
ever  know. 

Surely  no  one  is  better  entitle<l  to  appeal  to  our  Diocese  for  more  help  and 
greater  generosity  in  giving  than  your  Board  of  Missions.     Their  appeal  is 
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most  earnestly  made  for  larger  gifts.     Seeing  so  many  opportunities  that  our 
present  means  forbid  improving,  so  vast  a  harvest  ripe  for  the  har\'e8ting, 
what  can  we  do  but  ask  for  more?

REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES. 

To  the  Bishop  and  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Chicago:  '•    •       ^   HI! 

During  the  piust  year  three  vacancies  have  occurred  in  the  membership  of 
The  Trustees  of  tlie  iCiidowment  Fund  of  the  Diocese  of  Chicago,  one  by  the 
deatli  of  the  late  Albert  E.  Neely,  in  August  last,  another  by  the  resignation 
of  William  (1.  Hibhard,  which  was  accepted  witli  sincere  regrets  at  the  last 
meeting,  and  tlie  tliird  by  the  permanent  removal  from  the  Diocese  of  John  W. 
Doane. 

The  Trustees  desire  that  the  Convention  fill  said  vacancies  in  the  corpora- 
tion in  accordance  with  Section  1,  of  Article  1  of  the  by-laws  of  said  corpora- 
tion, approved  by  the  Convention  of  1S8S  (Journal  of  18S8,pp.  25  and  1(K)), 
whicli  provides  that — 

"Any  vacancy  in  the  membership  of  the  corporation  shall  be  filled  from  the 
laitv  bv  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Chicago."

The  report  of  the  Local  Treasurer  of  the  Clergymen's  Re- 
tiring Fund  Society  and  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Society  for 
the  Relief  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Clergy  was  pre- 
sented.   (See  Appendix  B. ) 

The  Reports  were  referred  to  the  Committees  on  Finance 
and  Legislation. 

The  re]X)rt  of  the  Special  Committee  on  the  Endowment 
Fund  of  the  Diocese  w^as  presented  and  read,  as  follows: 

REPORT  OF  THE  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE. 

To  the  Bishop  and  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Chicago: 

The  Special  Committee  for  Increasing-  the  EndoA^ment  Fund  of  the  Dio- 
cese of  Chicago  begs  leave  to  report  progress. 

Definite  action  was  taken  towards  pro\nding,  by  endowment,  for  tlie  sup- 
port of  the  Episcopate  of  the  Diocese  of  Chicago,  at  the  annual  convention  of 
1887,  when,  by  authority  of  the  convention,  "The  Trustees  of  the  Endowment 
Fund  of  the  Diocese  of  Chicago"  was  incori>orated. 

No  concerted  action  was  taken  for  providing  the  endowment,  but  by  pri- 
vate solicitation  a  8ub8crii)tion  to  this  fund,  amounting  now  to  $26,200,  has 
heretofore  been  made,  and  paid  to  the  corporation. 

At  the  last  ainiual  convention,  our  Bishop,  in  his  address,  earnestly  urged 
that  some  definite  action  should  betaken,  and  among  other  things  said — 

'*It  would  be  to  me  a  most  gratifying  thing  should  a  large  addition  be  made 
to  the  fund  during  my  lifetime.  It  would  be  a  great  joy  to  leave  my  successor 
the  foundation  of  an  adequate  support,  so  that  the  cluirches  shall  in  his  day 
be  free  from  the  charges  they  are  now  bearing  so  uncomplainingly.  Ha\ing 
said  this,  I  transfer  tiie  subject  to  your  wisdom  and  judgment." 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  tlie  Endowment  Fund  corporation,  held 
on  the  14th  of  December,  1898,  formal  action  was  taken  by  the  appointment  of 
a  special  committee.  This  committee  made  its  report  at  a  largely  attended 
meeting  of  the  representative  clergy  and  laity  of  the  Dicxiese,  convened  at  the 
Church  Club  of  this  city,  on  the  23rd  of  January  last,  when  it  was  inianimously. 
resolved  that  an  earnest  and  concentrated  effort  should  be  made  throughout  the 
Diocese  for  liberal  increase  of  the  endowment.  For  the  purpose  of  making  the 
work  more  effective,  a  committee  of  representative  laymen  was  appointed. 

Authority  was  given  this  committee  to  formulate  and  recommend  a  plan 
of  proceeding  that  should  be  substantially  uniform  in  its  general  features 
throughout  the  Diocese.  This  committt»e  met  for  organization  on  the  11th  of 
February.  After  electing  a  permanent  chairman  and  secretary',  Mr.  George 
H.  Webster  was  elected  special  treasurer,  charged  witli  the  duty  of  receiving 
and  preserving  the  funds  collected,  until  the  meeting  of  the  next  annual  con- 
vention of  the  Diocese.  The  committee  also  recommended  that  an  earnest 
effort  should  be  made  throughout  the  Diocese  to  increase,  if  possible,  the  pres- 
ent Endowment  Fund,  by  cash  and  subscriptions,  to  the  aggregate  amount  of 
$100,000,  at  the  date  of  the  next  annual  convention;  that  each  parish,  so  far  as 
possible,  should  adopt  a  permanent  plan  of  procedure,  to  the  end  that  the  en- 
dowment fund  should  be  presently  increased,  and  the  work  continued  until 
the  interest  thereon  may  be  sufficient  for  the  entire  support  of  the  Episcopate, 
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thereby  relieving  all  the  parishes  from  assessments.  This  endowment  will 
ever  remain  a  sacred  trust  fund  for  the  benefit  of  all  the  churches  of  the  Dio- 
cese, nor  can  the  interest  of  such  fund  be  diverted  from  the  support  of  the 
Bishop.  It  is  thought  that  this  is  an  opportune  time  for  commencing  and  pros- 
ecuting the  work  with  united  energy. 

The  committee  believes  that  the  Rectors  and  the  parochial  authorities  in 
ever>'  parish  of  the  Diocese,  every  communicant,  and  everj-  lover  of  the  church, 
will  give  personal  and  material  aid  to  the  work.  The  duty  of  the  committee 
is  only  advisory- — it  does  not  attempt  to  prescribe  forms  or  methods.  Its 
province  is  not  only  to  suggest  plan  of  operation,  but  also  to  urge  immediate 
and  effective  co-operation. 

Later  on  it  w^as  thought  that  active  work  should  be  deferred  until  after 
Easter,  and  the  committee  was  not  called  together  until  the  28th  day  of  April 
last.  In  the  meantime,  many  propositions  and  suggestions  were  submitted 
to  the  committee  for  consideration  and  approval.  The  committee  were  unani- 
mous in  their  opinion  that  the  increase  of  the  fund  to  an  aggregate  of  $100,000, 
whether  by  large  or  small  subscriptions,  or  both,  would  neceeearily  be  a  slow 
procedure. 

Among  other  propositiors  considered  was  one  made  ly  the  Mutual  Life 
Insurance  Company  of  Detroit,  Michigan,  for  providing  an  Endowment  Fund 
of  $250,000,  under  a  ten  year  endowment  plan,  the  beneficiary  of  each  policy 
to  be  'The  Trustees  of  the  Endowment  Fund  of  the  Diocese  of  Chicago,"  and 
as  a  basis  for  the  proposition,  $500  was  fixed  as  the  amount  of  each  policy. 
The  annual  premium  upon  each  policy  would  be,  on  an  average,  less  than  $48. 

The  amount  of  each  policy  can  be  increased  or  decreased,  as  parties  may 
desire,  the  minimum  Vxirg  $100.  On  a  policy  for  that  amount,  the  annual 
premium  would  be  less  than  $10. 

Under  this  proposition,  the  company  obligates  itself  to  pay  to  the  special 
treasurer  of  the  committee  a  certain  per  cent,  of  the  commiesions. 

After  the  most  careful  consideration,  the  Executive  Committee  unani- 
mously approved  the  proposition.  A  printed  summary  of  the  proposition,  the 
committee  is  informed ,  was  mailed  to  the  Rectors  of  each  parish  of  the  Diocese, 
with  t -le  request  that  as  far  as  possible  it  should  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the 
delegates  to  th's  convention. 

Tiie  committee  will  receive  in  cash  during  the  ten  years,  on  account  of 
commissions  and  mortality,  the  sum  of  about  $35,000.  From  mortaht\',  it  is 
estimated  there  will  I  e  i  aid  durirg  the  ten  years  the  sum  of  $22,647.50.  Of 
course,  this  estimate  is  made  from  the  mortuar\"  tables  of  the  company,  but  is 
believed  to  be  substantially  accurate.  It  will  be  readily  seen  that  this  amount 
would,  to  that  extent,  deplete  the  aggregate  sum  of  $250,000,  but  the  company 
has  entered  into  an  agreement  to  procure  new  insurance  for  the  same  amount, 
so  tliat  at  the  expiration  of  the  ten  years  the  Endowment  Fund  will  be  in- 
creased by  this  insurance  to  the  aggregate  sum  of  $250,000 — the  total  amount 
receive<l  during,  and  at  the  expiration  of  the  ten  years,  will  be  in  round  num- 
bers, a  little  less  than  $285,000. 

Tnis  plan  of  increasing  the  fund  by  the  ten  year  endoi^inent  policies  is 
only  in  aid  of  the  general  plan  of  increasing  the  endowment.  Of  coiuse,  cash 
subscriptions,  either  in  large  or  small  amounts,  will  be  cheerfully  and  cordially 
received.  Moved  by  a  commendable  spirit,  and  love  for  the  church  and  evi- 
dently- at  a  substantially  pecuniar>'  sacrifice,  a  few  parishes  and  parisliiouers 
have  forvsarded  to  the  special  treasurer  cash  subscriptions  in  aid  of  the  fund. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  older  and  stronger  parishes  may  be  inspired  to  do  like- 
wise. 

Although  the  insurance  company,  with  its  agencies,  has  barely  entered 
upon  the  work,  yet  the  progress  made  is  entirely  satisfactor>',  both  to  the  com- 
pany and  the  conmiittee. 

The  agreement  with  the  insurance  company  is  not  exclusive.     If,  for  the 
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purpose  of  expediting  the  work,  or  for  any  other  good  reason,  the  committee 
deem  it  ad\'i8able,  it  is  at  full  liberty  to  enter  into  similar  arrangements  with 
other  companies.  Propositions  have  already  been  received  from  two  of  the 
oldest  and  most  substantial  life  insurance  companies  of  the  east,  practically 
upon  the  same  lines,  with  pledges  to  secure  the  entire  amount  of  the  proposed 
insurance  within  a  limited  time.  From  the  work  already  performed,  and  prog- 
ress made,  and  from  other  plans  in  contemplation,  the  committee  has  the 
utmost  confidence  in  the  success  of  its  work,  and  believes  that  at  the  next  An- 
nual Convention  it  will  be  able  to  report  that  it  has  increased  the  Endowment 
Fund  by  means  of  the  ten  year  insurance  policy,  $250,000;  this  amount,  in- 
creased by  tlie  present  fund,  and  by  caeh  subscriptions  will  give  the  church  a 
perpetual  endowment  of  not  less  than  $300,000,  the  income  of  which  will  be 
ample  to  support  the  Episcopate,  and  the  parishes  will  thereby  be  relieved  of 
annual  assessments. 

If  any  of  the  delegates  should  be  inclined  to  criticise  this  report  of  progress, 
we  beg  to  remind  them  that  the  first  committee  appointed  to  formulate  a  plan 
for  providing  by  endowment  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  was  appointed 
at  the  Annual  Convention  of  1884.  The  result  of  their  active  labors  has  been 
the  formation  of  the  Endowment  Fund  corporation,  and  providing  an  aggre- 
gate  Endowment  Fund  of  about  $26,000. 

A  special  treasurer  of  the  committee  was  appointed  with  authority  to  re- 
ceive all  funds  and  contributions  until  the  meeting  of  this  Convention,  but  the 
committee  recommends  that  the  office  be  continued  until  the  further  order  of 
the  Convention.  This  would  seem  to  be  necessary  if  the  Diocese  is  to  re- 
ceive the  benefit  of  the  commissions,  etc.,  received  from  insurance  companies 
in  aid  of  the  current  expenses  of  the  Episcopate.  If  the  amount  is  paid  to  the 
corporation,  nothing  can  be  received  from  that  fund  except  the  annual  interest 
— it  becomes  at  once  a  part  of  the  principal .  To  relieve  the  parishes  of  assess- 
ments during  the  ten  years,  this  amount  should  be  apportioned  yro  rata ,  and 
under  the  arrangement  outlined,  the  amount  of  the  fund  contempalted  will  not 
be  depleted.  At  any  annual  meeting,  however,  the  Convention  can,  if  it  is 
deemed  advisable,  direct  that  the  special  treasurer  pay  over  all  funds  in  his 
keping  to  the  corporation  for  investment. 

The  committee  beg  to  remind  the  Convention  that  however  untiring  it 
may  be  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  it  has  assumed,  it  caiuiot  be  successful 
w^ithout  the  earnest,  loyal  co-operation  of  all  theparishesof  theDiocese,and  this 
we  earnestly  request  of  the  representative  delegates  of  the  parishes  now  as- 
sembled. Irt  no  other  way  can  the  hands  of  the  committee  be  upheld  in  the 
discharge  of  its  duties  to  the  Diocese,  and  in  no  other  way  can  this  great  and 
beneficent  work  be  made  successful.

The  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Illinois 
respectfully  report  that  the  suit  involving  a  decision  of  the  legal  statiis  of  the 
Bishop  as  Conjuration  Sole,  and  also  as  to  the  powers  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Illinois,  has  progressed  to  a 
point  that  an  early  decision  may  he  expected  from  the  Supreme  Court  of  this 
state,  deciding  the  important  questions  involved. 

The\'  re8i>ectfully  ask  that  the  appropriation  of  $250  heretofore  made  be 
continued,  to  he  used  at  the  discretion  of  the  Trustees,  and  offer  the  following

The  report  of  the  incorporators  of  the  Society  for  the  Relief 
of  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergymen  was  presented  and  read,  as 
follows: 
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REPORT  OF  INCORPORATORS. 

Chicago,  May  ::Oth,  1899. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Incorporators  of  the  Society  for  the  Relief  of  Aged  and 
Infirm  Clergymen  of  the  Diocese  of  Chicago,  held  June  9th,  18£8,  the  Socitty 
adopted  the  by-laws,  which  have  been  quite  widely  distributed,  and  a  copy  of 
wliich  accompanies  this  report. 

The  Bishop  by  the  by-laws  is  ex  officio  the  Patron. 

The  specified  officers  were  duly  elected  as  follows;

F.  F.  Ainsworth,  Treasurer. 

The  Treasurer  entered  into  bond  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties. 

The  Society  made  an  appeal  for  the  Thanksgiving  offering,  which  was 
very  generously  responded  to  by  forty-€even  churches  and  missions,  which 
contributed  $769.17,  against  twenty-six  churches  the  year  preceding  con- 
tributing $440.01,  making  an  increase  for  the  past  year  of  twenty-one  churches 
contributing  $329.16. 

Tlie  Treasurer's  report  shows  that  he  has  received  from  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Diocese  (cash  in  his  hands  to  be  turned  over  to  the  Society,  in  accordance 
with  the  resolution  of  the  Convention),  $2,387.33;  from  parishes  and  missions, 
$769.17;  fron^  Bishop  McKim,  $5;  from  Mrs.  W.  G.  Hibbard  for  annual  mem- 
bership, $25;  from  Mr.  H.  B.  Mitchell  for  annual  membership,  $25;  from  inter- 
est, $23o.94;  making  total  cash  receipts  of  $3,447.44.  To  which  must  be 
added  the  mortgage  deecrited  as  the  Weed  mortgage,  received  from  the 
Trustees  of  the  Endowment  Fund,  $1,200;  which  has  since  been  paid  in  cash, 
making  total  cash  receipts  of  $4,647.44.  There  have  been  sundry  disburse- 
ments, as  shown  by  the  Treasiurer's  report,  $f>8.67.  Paid  stipends  by  order  of 
the  Board  and  approval  of  the  Bishop,  $285.r,0.  Paid  for  the  purchase  of  the 
Scate's  mortgage,  secured  on  house  and  lot  at  451  Elm  street,  $2,500,  principal, 
and  $,iS.41,  accrued  interest.  Making  a  total  of  disbuisements,  of  $2,902.58. 
Leaving  cash  on  hand,  $1,744.86.

Note  of  Charles  Scate'S,  for  $2,500,  drawing  interest  at  6<7c,  and  seciired 
by  trust  deed  on  lot  and  stone  front  building  at  No.  451  Elm  street  to  Chicago 
Title  and  Trust  Co.,  1  rustee. 

Cash  on  hand  as  per  statement,  $1,744.86. 

Making  a  total  of  $5,044.86,  principal  notes  secured  by  trust  deed,  and 
cash  to  May  1st,  1899. 

Being  a  gain  of  $657.53  over  the  amount  reported  last  year. 

This  sum,  though  small,  is  the  grain  of  mustard  seed,  which,  if  nurtured 
by  the  kind  wishes  and  prayers  of  the  Church,  in  time  will  grow  into  a  mighty 
tree,  the  fruit  of  which  will  minister  to  the  wants  of  those  who  have  spent  their 
lives  in  the  service  of  the  Church,  and  who  are  incapacitated  for  labor  by  old 
age. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  management  to  exerc'se  the  greatest  care  in  tlie  in- 
vestment of  Xhe  funds,  and  a  Finance  Committee  was  appointed  last  year  to 
take  charge  of  the  investments,  consisting  of  Mr.  Frederick  T.  Haskell,  Vice 
Presidei.t  of  the  Illinois  Trust  &  Savings  Bank,  as  Chairman,  and  Mr.  F.  J. 
LeMoyne  and  Mr.  D.  B.  Lvman. 
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It  is  hope<l  that  every  memter  of  the  Coi*\fci»t:on  will  take  a  dtep  personal 
interest  in  tne  future  of  the  Society,  bring  it  before  their  varioiiis  parishes  and 
missions,  and  ask  those  who  are  blest  with  this  world's  goods  to  remember  it 
by  gifts  and  legacies.  The  form  of  tequ€st  is  attached  to  oinr  ty-laws,  ai:d 
should  be  carefully  followed  in  making  a  will. 

Article  2  of  the  by-laws,  section  6,  provides  that  nine  of  the  ten  members 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  elected  by  the  Convention  after  the  expira- 
tion of  the  term  of  the  first  Board  of  Directors;  that  after  the  election  of  the  said 
nine  directors  (which  will  take  place  at  th:s  Convention)  they  shall  he  di\ided 
into  three  classes,  three  in  each  class,  the  first  three  shall  hold  office  for  one 
year,  the  second  class  for  two  years,  ar:d  the  third  class  for  tluree  years,  and 
that  at  the  expiration  of  the  respective  terms  of  each  of  the  said  classes  their 
successors  shall  thereafter  te  elected  for  the  term  of  three  years.  From  this 
it  will  be  seen  that  nine  directors  are  to  be  elected  at  this  Convention,  to  be  di- 
vided into  three  classes,  as  above  provided.

Wednesday,  May  31,  1899. 

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment  at  half 
past  10  o'clock  a.  m. 

Morning  Prayer  was  said  at  9  o'clock. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  Right  Rev- 
erend the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese.  The  roll  of  Clerical  and 
Lay  Delegates  was  called,  and  a  quorum  of  both  orders  was 
found  present. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  approved 
as  amended. 

The  Committee  on  the  Incorporation  of  Churches  presented 
and  read  the  following: 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON    IXCORPORATION    OF    CHURCHES. 

The  Committee  on  the  Incorporation  of  Churches  begs  leave  to  report  that 
the  application  and  petition  of  the  rector,  cliurch  wardens  and  vestrj'men 
elect,  and  members  of  The  Church  of  the  Atonement,  Edgewater,  Chicago,  for 
admission  into  union  with  the  Convention  as  a  parish,  have  come  before  the 
committee.  All  Canonical  requirements  have  been  found  to  be  complied  with, 
and  the  committee  recommends  the  granting  of  the  petition,  and  the  admission 
of  the  parish. 

Also  that  the  application  and  petition  of  the  rector,  church  wardens 
and  vestrj'men  elect,  and  members  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Communion, 
Maywood,  for  admission  into  union  with  the  Convention  as  a  parish,  have 
come  before  the  committee.  All  Canonical  requirements  have  bi'cn  complied 
with,  and  the  committee  recommends  the  granting  of  the  petition,  and  the 
admission  of  the  parish. 

In  the  constitution  of  the  Church  of  The  Holy  Communion,  Maywood, 
the  committee  notes  with  approval  an  addendum  to  Article  VI  which  reads 
"provided  that  Article  III  shall  not  be  amended  by  the  congregation  without  the 
previous  written  consent  of  the  Bishop  and  a  majority  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee of  the  Diocese  of  Chicago,"  and  recommends  that  this  addendum  be 
incorporated  in  the  constitution  of  all  parishes  seeking  admission  hereafter  to 
union  with  this  Convention.

Tlie  special  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution  respecting  the 
time  of  holding  the  annual  convention  of  this  Diocese,  introduced  by  the  Rev- 
erend W.  B.  Walker,  reports  that  it  has  carefully  corsidcrtd  thesameand  ap- 
proves of  the  resolution.  For  many  reasons  the  committee  believes  that  it 
would  be  inexpedient  to  change  the  time  of  holding  the  Convention  to  the  fall 
of  each  year,  but  sugests  that  the  I'uesday  before  the  last  Tuesday  in  May 
would  be  better  than  the  present  date.     Your  committee  therefore  recommends:

The  Registrar  of  the  Diocese  of  Chicago  l)egs  leave  to  report  tliat  during 
the  past  conventional  year  he  has  received  the  following  matter:  (a)  40  copies 
of  the  Journal  of  189S  from  the  Secretar>'.  (b)  The  same  parish  papers 
which  were  acknowledged  last  year,  (c)  Journals  of  1898  of  various  Dio- 
c^»ses  of  United  States,  (d)  A  most  valuable  series  of  personal  reminiscences 
connected  with  the  history-  of  this  Diocese,  read  to  recent  mectii  gs  of  N.  E. 
Deaner\'  by  Dr.  Locke,  (e)  Miscellaneous  parochial  matter,  (f)  Early 
numbers  of  the  Diocese  from  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  and  the  estate  of  the  late 
Dr.  Perr>%  by  means  of  which  the  registrar's  file  is  now  complete  from  the  com- 
mencement— one  of  the  very  few  complete  files,  (g)  The  Iii^'ing  Church  for 
the  past  year,  (h)  The  following  works  bearing  on  the  History  of  the 
Church  in  this  country — Perry's  Early  General  Convention  Journals  3  vols.; 
Coleman's  Church  in  America:  Bacon's  History-  of  American  Christianity; 
McConnell's  Histor>'  of  the  Ei)iscopal  Chiu-ch;  Perry's  American  Episcopacy; 
and  the  Life  of  Bishop  Moore. 

He  has  had  bound  25  vols,  of  consecutive  Journals  of  various  Dioceses; 
and  2  vols,  of  the  Di(KHse.  He  has  furnished  single  copies  of  Journals  of  this 
Diocese  to  the  Registrars  of  other  Dioceses  wishing  to  complete  their  files. 
His  exiHMises  during  the  year  were  $48.76,  an  itemized  account  of  which  has 
been  rendered  to  the  Treasurer. 

The  Archives  of  this  Diocese  are  becoming  very  valuable.  They  have 
been  consulted  with  advantage  by  various  p?rso:is  during  the  year,  and  are 
open  to  consultation  at  tlie  Western  Theological  Semiiuiry.  The  Rtverend 
Clergy  and  the  laity  of  the  Diocese  are  lu-ged  to  contribute  any  matter,  whether 
printed  or  written,  which  bears  on  tlie  lnstor>'  and  work  of  the  Diocese  and  of 
tlie  parishes  within  its  bounds.

T'nanimous  consent  of  those  present  was  given  Jan.  2, 1899,  to  the  conse- 
cration of  tlie  Rev.  T.  N.  Morrison,  D.D.,  to  be  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Iowa, 
and  the  required  testimonials  were  duly  signed. 

The  following  miscellaneous  business  was  transacted  during  the  canon- 
ical year: 

On  June  20,1 89S,  it  was  resolved  that  the  Secretary  of  tlie  Convention  be 
authorized  to  sign  all  vouchers  for  amounts  ordered  by  the  Convention. 

On  Aug.  29,  1898,  consent  was  given  to  the  Diocese  of  West  Virginia  to 
elect  and  have  consecrated  a  Bishop  Coadjutor. 

On  Nov.  28,  1898,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Dioctse  was  authorized  to  pay  an 
assessment  of  $207  for  the  expenses  of  tlie  General  Convention  of  Octol>er, 
1898. 

At  the  same  meeting  it  was  resolved  that  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  to 
borrow  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $2,r)00  for  ninety  days,  to  pay  the  Bishop's  salarv* 
and  other  obligations  of  the  Diocese. 

On  Jan.  2.  1899,  a  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted,  congratulating 
the  members  of  the  Diocese  of  Iowa  in  having  secured  the  Rev.  T.  N  .  Morrison, 
D.D.,  to  be  their  Bishop,  and  expressing  the  regard  and  love  felt  by  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Standing  Committee  toward  Dr.  Morrison.  This  resolution  was 
forwarded  to  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  Iowa,  and  was  printed 
in  the  Church  papers. 

The  bond  of  the  Financial  Agent  of  this  Diocese,  Mr.  F.  F.  Ainsworth,  for 
the  sum  of  $5,000,  was  examined  and  approved. 

On  Jan.  23, 1899,  the  lay  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  were  ap- 
pointed a  snl)-committee  to  act  in  behalf  of  the  Standing  Commi  ttee  in  comply- 
ing with  the  req  uest  of  a  meeting  of  clergy  and  laity  of  the  same  date  to  appoint 
a  committee  of  twenty-five,  witli  the  concurrence  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
to  take  charge  of  an  effort  to  increase  the  Endowment  Fund  of  this   Diocese. 

On  Feb.  22,  1899,  t!ie  resignation  of  the  Kt.  Rev.  T.  N.  Morrison,   D.D.. 
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this  day  consecrated  Bishop,  was  re<:eived  and  accepted  with  regret,  and  the 
Rev.  F.  W.  Keator  of  Freeport,  Illinois,  was  elected  member  of  the  Standing^ 
Committee  for  the  rest  of  the  conventional  year,  to  fill  the  vacancy  thus  caused, 

Mr.  Cieo.  S.  McReynolds  was  elected  to  serve  on  the  Finance  Committee 
in  the  place  of  Bishop  Morrison,  resigned. 

In  accordance  with  provisions  in  Title  HI,  Canon  7,  §  iii.  Canons  of  the 
Diocese,  consent  was  given  to  sell  and  remove  the  old  house  of  worship  of  S. 
Paul's  Parish,  Kankakee,  to  change  the  location,  and  to  erect  a  new  church. 

On  March  13, 1899,  Baird  &  Warner,  agents  of  the  property  at  255  Ontario 
strf^t,  were  authorized  to  negotiate  a  lease  of  the  said  property  for  the  ensuing 
3'ear  at  $60  per  month,  no  improvements  being  made  beyond  a  few  necessary 
repairs;  and  Mr.  J.  M.  Banks  was  appointed  a  committee  of  one  to  make  the 
said  lease. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  having  reported  to  the  Standing  Committee 
that  he  had  paid  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  $450  to  cover  the  rent  of  the  Epis- 
copal residence  for  the  current  diocesan  year,  this  payment  was  approved. 

Tlie  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  was  authorized  to  pay  $300  to  the  present 
Bishop  of  Michigan  City  for  his  assistance  in  Episcopal  \'isitations. 

On  April  10, 1899,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  was  instructed  to  see  that 
the  Ontario  street  property  be  insured  to  the  amount  of  $5,000. 

On  May  25, 1899,  the  Treasiurer  of  the  Diocese  was  authorized  to  pay  the 
sum  of  $120  for  the  storage  of  the  f  urnitiure  of  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  during 
the  winter,  and  to  pay  a  rent  of  $00  per  month  on  the  house  now  occupied  by 
the  Bishop  during  the  rest  of  tlie  conventional  vear.

Resolved,  that  the  sum  of  $150  be  paid  the  registrar  of  the  Diocese  for  the 
ensuing  year,  of  which  sum  $50  shall  be  used  for  the  expenses  of  the  office. 

On  motion  the  ballot  was  dispensed  with,  and  the  Rev. 
F.  J.  Hall,  D.D.,  was  elected  Registrar  of  the  Diocese  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

The  report  of  the  Trustees  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital  was  pre- 
sented and  read  (see  Appendix  B). 

The  Committee  on  Legislation  presented  and  read  the 
following  report: 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  LEGISLATION. 

The  Committee  on  Legislation,  to  whom  was  referred  the  following  reso- 
lution, respectfully  recommends  that  it  be  adopted.  "Whereas,  the  Church 
Home  for  Aged  Persons  is  a  most  excellent  charit>%  and  deserving  of  the  hearty 
support  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese;  therefore. 

Resolved,  that  this  Convention  recommends  to  the  several  parishes  and 
missions  of  the  Diocese  the  setting  apart  of  the  last  Sunday  in  January  of 
each  year  as  the  day  for  special  offerings  for  the  Home  and  its  work." 
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The  Coinniittee  on  Leg-islation  to  whom  were  referred  the  following  reso- 
lutions, concur  with  the  Committee  on  Finance  in  moving  their  adoption; 
k^    Resolved,  that  the  rejwrt.  of  the  Special  Committee  for  increasing  the 
Endowment  Fund  of  the  Diocese  of  Chicago,  he,  and  the  same  is  hereby  ap- 
proved. 

Resolved,  that  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Convention  that  the  office  of  Special 
Treasurer,  created  by  said  committee,  be  continued,  and  that  such  Treasurer 
shall  have  the  powers,  and  shall  discharge  the  duties  delegated  and  prescribed 
by  said  committee  until  the  further  order  of  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese;  and 

Be  it  fiurther  resolved,  that  the  delegates  here  assembled  fully  appreciat- 
ing the  magnitude  and  importance  of  the  work  undertaken  by  the  committee^ 
and  the  substantial  and  perpetual  benefits  that  each  parish  of  the  Diocese  will 
derive  from  its  successful  accomplishment,  do  hereby  individually  and  col- 
lectively extend  to  said  committee  the  pledge  of  our  loyal  support,  as  far  as 
practicable,  of  all  legitimate  plans  of  said  committee,  to  the  end  that  the  endow- 
ment fund  may  be  increased  to  such  an  amount  that  the  income  derived  there- 
from will  provide  for  the  entire  support  of  the  Episcopate.

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Third.  We  have  receivtrd  the  financial  staWments  of  the  Society-  tor  the 
ReKef  of  Ag^ed  and  inform  Clergj  men,  cf  U.e  Society-  for  the  Relief  of  Widow's 
and  Orphaiw  of  Clergy  men  of  tlie  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese 
of  Chicago,  and  of  the  Clergymen's  Retiring  Fund  Society,  and  find  the  ?ame 
correct. 

Ill  connection  vrith  the  report  of  the  Society  for  the  Relief  of  Aged  and  In- 
firm Clergjinen,  your  committee  ixotes  with  pleasure  the  fact  that  fortA -seven 
parishes  contributed  lant  year  to  said  society  as  agairst  twent>-six  the  pre- 
\ioiis  >  ear,  and  that  the  increase  of  oflferings  amounte<l  to  $329.16. 

Your  committee  coidially  commends  the  objects  of  all  these  societies  to 
the  interest  and  help  of  all  the  i^arishes  and  missions  of  the  Diocese. 

Foiirth.  We  have  also  r*»ceived  the  financial  statements  of  the  Trustees 
of  the  Church  Home  for  Aged  People,  which  have  been  duly  audited. 

Fifth.  In  correction  with  the  re|)ort  of  the  Tnistees  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Ch lurch  in  the  Diocese  of  Illinois,  your  committee  rerommencts  the 
Piissage  of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  that  the  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  tVie  Diocvse  of  Illinois  be  approved,  and  that  the  appropriation  of 
$230  .heretofore  made  be  continued  to  be  used  at  the  discretion  of  the  said 
Trustees. 

Sixth.  In  the  matter  of  the  reiX)mmendation  of  the  Board  of  Equaliya- 
tion  \  our  committee  recommend  the  passage  of  t^ie  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  that  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  is  hereby  authorized  to  borrow 
from  time  to  time  during  the  coming  conventional  year,  by  and  with  the  ad- 
^  ice  and  consent  of  the  Standing  Committer  of  the  Diocese,  ^uch  sums  as  may

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Church  Extension  was 
presented  and  read  as  follows: 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CHURCH  EXTENSION. 

TJie  Committee  on  Churcli  Extension  respectfully  reports — 
That  of  fifty  parishes  twenty-five,  exactly  one-half,  and  of  forty-four 
missions,  twenty  only,  have  presented  to  the  Bishop  on  the  first  day  of  this 
Convention  the  report  rec|uired  by  Section  iii,  Canon  6,  Title  II  of  this  Diocese. 
Your  committee  has  carefully  examined  these  forty-five  reports  and  finds  them 
generally  complete.  An  important  omission,  howo-^-er,  is  found  in  the  greater 
part  of  them.  Four  missions  and  two  parishes  only  remembered  the  amend- 
ment to  the  canons  passed  at  the  convention  last  year  providing-  that  every 
clergyman  **shall  also  rejxjrt  whether  the  books  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  parish 
or  mission  have  been  examined,  and  the  accounts  audited,  and  also  give  the 
names  of  the  auditors." 

It  is  impossible  1o  make  any  report  upon  the  church  work  in  our  Diocese 
for  the  past  year  when  less  than  one-half  of  the  i>arishes  and  missions  have 
made  any  returns.  The  neglect  may  be  due  to  inadvertence.  Tlie  notice 
to  the  olergy  reads,  "all  reports  should  be  handed  to  the  Bishop's  Secretary 
before  the  close  of  the  Convention,"  whereas  the  canon  prondes  that  "every 
clergyman  of  thie  Diocese  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  ever\''  annual  Con- 
vention, present  or  seiid  to  the  Bishop" — the  annual  parochial  report.  W€ 
can  only  expresis  the  earnest  hope  that  delayed  reports  will  be  received  in  time 
to  permit  the  Secretarj-  to  include  them  in  the  Journal  in  the  tabulated  .sum- 
mary. 

With  a  desire,  however,  to  form  some  estimate  of  the  growth  of  the  Church 
through  the  material  at  hand,  your  committee  has  studied  the  returns  with 
regard  to  communicants  and  discovers  that  twent\'-two  parishes  rt^port  8,813 
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commuiiicanta,  of  whom  5,548  roceived  the  sacrament  of  the  Holy  Communion 
on  Easter  Day,  and  twenty  missions  report  1,566  communicants,  of  whom  917 
received  that  sacrament  on  Easter  day,  making  a  total  of  10,370  communi- 
cants, of  whom  6,4(?5  communicated  on  Easter;  that  is  to  say,  about  sixty-two 
per  cent,  or  three-fifths  of  the  whole  number.  This  may  be  regarded  aa  an  en- 
couraging sign,  if  wo  consider  the  criticism  that  is  sometimes  made  that  only 
about  one-third  of  those  on  our  communicant  lists  are  regular  communicants. 
It  is  matter  for  reflection  that,  as  a  rule,  in  the  parishes  where  th^  niunbers  are 
largest  the  proportion  of  communic4\nts  receiving  is  sinallest.  Statistics 
however,  would  be  more  accurate  if  a  careful  regard  were  given  to  canonical 
requirements. 

We  are  gratified  to  note  that  in  the  management  of  Diocesan  Mis-sions  the 
experts'^  have  been  kept  within  the  income  notwithstanding  a  serio^is  neglect 
in  fulfilling  the  pledges  which  were  given  at  the  Convention  last  year.  While 
the  Treasurer  doe.«  not  report  any  deficit  in  his  accounts  still  there  is  a  large 
unpaid  balance  of  pledges  which  miLst  seriously  embarrass  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions in  any  efforts  to  advance  the  work  of  the  Church.  The  amount  of  un- 
paid ple<lg6s  May  30, 1899,  is  S2,604 .32,  wliich  is  much  worse  than  the  condition 
a  year  ago,  when  the  amount  of  unpaid  pledges  was  $1,478.38. 

*The  pledges  mad^*  for  Dioc^^sau  Miasions  should  be  regarded  as  sacred 
obligations  to  be  met  among  the  first  demands  upon  the  pr^iishes.  While  there 
is  need  of  morf*  funds  and  increased  pledges  to  carr\'  on  the  work  of  the  Board 
there  is  greater  need  that  pledges  should  be  met  with  promptness  and  fidelity. 
We  desire  especially  to  commend  in  this  connection  the  generous  and  devot»\i 
spirit  displayed  by  the  Rector  and  congregation  of  S.  Mark's  Church,  Evans- 
ton.  XotwithFtanding  the  carr^^ing  out  of  large  and  expensive  improve- 
ments in  the  parish  during  the  coming  year  this  church  contributes  a  larp** 
pledge  for  Diocesan  Missions,  and  is  also  prominent  in  all  dep.'\rtmen tr,  of 
church  work .     This  is  in  full  accord  with  its  pre\dous  noble  record. 

As  marks  of  extension  we  allude  with  pride  and  gratitude  to  the  new  work 
started  and  snccessfnlly  carried  on  in  six  diifererit  places;  namely,  at  Halstod 
a' id  r)5th  streets;  at  Harvey;  at  Park  Manor;  at  Kenilworth;  at  T^ake  Forest 
and  at  Douglas  Park;  also  to  the  new  chun^h  building  at  Wilmett^. 

Encouraging  signs  of  progress  are  noted  at  S.  Thomas'  Church,  where 
improvements  have  been  made,  costing  over  $1,000,  which  amount  has  been 
secured  mainly  through  the  indefatigable  labors  of  its  faithful  priest.  Debts 
have  been  reduced  upon  church  property  at  Downers  Grove,  Fairbur\'  and 
Streator;  and  debts  have  been  paid  in  full  at  Western  Springs,  Rogers  Park 
and  Auburn  Park.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  Mission  at  Maywood  is 
now  self-supporting,  and  that  it,  as  well  as  the  mission  at  Edgewater.  has  be- 
come an  organized  parish;  both  of  these  are  now  applying  for  admission  into 
union  with  this  Convention.  $4,300  is  now  on  hand  for  the  building  of  the 
new  church  edifice  for  S.  John's,  Clybourn  avenue;  and  at  Kankakee  the 
church  property  has  all  been  sold  satisfactorily,  and  work  will  shortly  be 
commenced  on  a  new  stone  building.  We  commend  to  the  attention  of  the 
Convention  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  with  regard  to  the  field  in 
South  Chicago,  where  we  hold  a  valuable  piece  of  property,  free  from  debt. 
It  presents  an  encouraging  and  pressing  opportunity  for  the  work  of  our 
church  in  a  larcre  and  rapidly  growing  population. 

We  conclude  from  the  beautiful  and  instructive  pamphlet  recently  is- 
sued ,  that  the  work  of  the  city  missionaries  is  evidently  in  a  flourishing  condi- 
tion. With  an  increased  st^ff,  commendable  zeal  and  an  illustrated  pro- 
spectus, the  indications  are  most  encouraging.  Let  us  heartily  sustain  this 
— -  ^^ 

^Vote —  .\  larcre  proj>ortion  of  these  arrearages  were  paid  before  thi^5 
Jonrijal  went  to  press. 
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noble  work,  remembering  the  words  of  our  Lord,  "I  was  sick  and  in  prison, 
and  ye  visited  me." 

With  regard  to  the  reports  of  charitable  and  benevolent  institutions 
and  committees  which  have  been  referred  to  us,  we  think  those  who  prepare 
them  should  be  moved  more  with  a  desire  of  satisfying  patrons  and  friends 
than  themselves,  and  of  making  clear  to  the  public  the  character  of  their 
work,  rather  than  of  noting  down  what  they  only  know.  Many  items  are 
incomprehensible  to  the  uninitiated.  CJenerally,  however,  the  reports  are 
very  satisfactory  and  encouraging. 

We  call  especial  attention  to  that  interesting  and  impressive  portion  of 
the  Bishop's  address  referring  to  the  noble  work  done  at  the  (.Cathedral,  and 
particularly  to  the  desire  expressed  for  the  enlargement  of  the  work,  by  the 
establishing  of  a  Christian  lodging  house,  a  school  and  a  refuge  for  women 
and  girls  brought  under  the  inlluence  of  the  city  missionaries  in  the  penal 
institutions,  hospitals,  etc.  We  urge  a  wider  diffusion  of  knowledge  of  the 
work  connected  with  the  Cathedral,  and  recommend  that  an  illustrated  and 
succinct  pamphlet,  similar  to  that  so  well  prepared  for  the  city  mission  work, 
be  published  and  widely  distributed. 

All  reports  show  a  marked  and  substantial  progress  in  church  work  dur- 
ing the  past  year.  There  are  many  reasons  for  encouragement  and  renewed 
zeal  in  our  efforts  to  extend  the  Kingdom  of  (lod  throughout  the  Diocese,  and 
especially  in  this  great  city.  A  i)rominent  minister,  not  of  our  church,  of  ex- 
tensive and  keen  observation,  who  has  recently  left  this  city,  made  the  remark 
with  regard  to  Christian  work — "The  Episcopal  Church  is  doing  the  work  in 
Chicago."

The  Convention  proceeded  to  elect  one  clerical  and  one 
lay  deputy  to  the  approaching  biennial  Missionarj'  Con- 
ference of  the  Church.

After  nominations  were  made,  a  ballot  was  had,  and  the 
tellers  reported  that  the  Rev.  E.  M.  Stires  and  Mr.  E.  P.

On  motion,  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  and  the 
Registrar  were  authorized  to  charge  not  more  than  twenty- 
five  cents  for  each  copy  of  the  Journal  of  the  Convention,  or 
of  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  this  Diocese,  called  for 
by  persons  outside  the  Diocese. 

On  motion  the  Secretary  w^as  instructed  to  have  printed 
and  to  send  out  1,500  copies  of  the  amendments  to  the  Con- 
stitution and  Canons  of  the  Diocese  from  the  time  of  their 
adoption  to  date. 

On  motion  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  was  authorized 
to  pay  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  $150  for  his  services 
during  the  year. 

The  following  resolutions  were  severally  presented  and 
adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  be  and  are  hereby  tendered 
to  the  Sisters  of  S.  Mar>%  and  the  ladies  assisting  them,  for  their  hospitality 
to  the  members  of  this  Convention. 

llesolved ,  That  an  appropriation  of  $100  be  made  to  meet  the  expenses  of 
lunches  furnished  this  Convention,  and  that  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  he 
instructed  to  pay  the  same  to  the  Sisters  of  S.  Mar>-  upon  authorization  by  the 
Secretarv  of  the  Convention. 

Resolved,  H'hat  the  Secretar>'  cause  to  be  printed  not  more  than  twelve 
hundred  copies  of  the  elournal,  including  the  Bishop's  address  and  the  Ap- 
pendices, and  send  one  copy  of  the  same  to  the  Treasurer  of  each  Parish  or 
Miasion  in  the  Diocese,  and  to  each  member  of  this  Convention,  actually  at- 
tending the  same,  retaining  a  suflficient  number  of  copies  for  use  at  the  next 
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Convention,  and  that  he  distribute  the  remainder  to  the  Parishes  and  Missions 
pro  rata,  according  to  the  number  of  communicants  in  eacli;  and  that  he  also 
furnish  the  usual  copies  to  the  Bishops,  Secretaries  of  Conventions  and 
publishers  of  Church  periodicals;  and  further,  that  he  cause  to  be  printed  in 
pamphlet  form  so  many  copies  of  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  as  that 
i)ody  shall  direct. 

Resolved,  That  the  miiuites  of  this  Convention  be  committed  to  the 
Bishop  and  the  Sec»'etary  to  be  duly  made  up  for  publication. 

Kosolved,  That  after  the  usual  devotions  the  Convention  adjourn,  sine 
die. 

On  motion  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  and  Financial 
Agent  was  instructed  to  give  the  same  bond  as  last  year  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  and  to  charge  the 
expenses  of  the  same  to  the  Treasury  of  the  Diocese. 

After  the  customary  devotions,  the  benediction  was  pro- 
nounced, and  the  Convention  was  declared  adjourned  sine 
die.

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THE  TWENTY^FOURTH  ANNUAL  ADDRESS 

OF  THE 

Rt,  Rev,  William  Edvard  McLaren.  DD^  D.CL 

BISHOP  OF  CHICAGO. 


Approaching  the  termination  of  a  quarter  of  a  centurj\s 
service  in  the  episcopate,  it  is  with  mingled  emotions  of 
gratitude  and  regret  that  I  look  over  this  long  period— grati- 
tude for  the  opportunity  of  living  and  laboring  in  a  diocese 
which  has  uniformly  sustained  me  in  the  administrative 
principles  by  which  I  have  been  governed;  regret  that  I  have 
sadly  failed  to  fulfill  my  own  ideal  of  duty.  When  I  was  elected 
Bishop  of  Illinois  in  1875  my  name  represented  a  general 
desire  to  cease  controversy  and  restore  harmony,  and  it  was  in 
the  spirit  of  peace  and  love  that  I  came.  The  private  urgencj' 
which  reached  me  from  all  sides  was  more  influential  than 
tho  election  in  deciding  me  to  accept.  But  God  only  knows 
with  what  trepidation  I  be^an  my  work,  and  how  ever\^  fac- 
ulty of  my  beinoi;  was  subjected  to  the  severest  tension  that 
I  mi<>:ht  not  disappoint  the  expectations  of  too  partial  friends, 
nor  justify  those  who  questioned  the  wisdom  of  promoting 
to  the  episcopate  one  with  so  little  experience  in  matters 
er^clesiastical.  It  appeared  to  be  just  the  wisest  policy  to 
iQ;nore  the  stormy  and  disastrous  past,  and  to  promote  har- 
mony by  coming  together  for  aggressive  missionarj^  effort. 
The  one  simple  rule  which  I  adopted  for  my  personal  guidance 
was  to  do  the  duty  which  each  day  brought  me,  as  wisely  and 
well  as  I  could,  shirking:  nothing,  making  no  complaint, 
worlving  quietly,  and  leaving  results  with  God.  There  is 
but  one  man  living  who  knows  how  weak  the  Church 
was  in  Illinois  then.  In  Chicago  and  throughout  the  state 
there  were  many  moribund  churches,  and  almost  everywhere 
the  people  had  lost  heart;  nor  did  they  hesitate  to  let  the  new 
Bishop  know  it.  A  recent  schism  was  boastful  and  active, 
and  enjoyed  the  sympathy  of  not  a  few  who  had  not  gone  out 
with  it.     About  one  thousand  dollars  were  given  throughout 
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the  state  for  diocesan  missions,  and  the  general  board^did 
ahnost  nothing  for  us.    In  this  city  the  parishes  were  still 
staggering  from  the  blow  inflicted  by  the  great  fire  of  71a 
S.  James  and  Trinity  had  each  a  debt  of  $40,000,  Grace  c(o 
$25,000,  Epiphany  of  $15,000,  S.  John's  of  $60,000,  and  nearl^t 
all  the  rest  of  less  amounts.    There  had  never  been  suc%ad 
thing  as  the  consecration  of  a  church  in  Chicago;  th^  move 
was  this  cathedral  in  1878.    It  was  painfully  evidei,  which 
Episcopal  supervision  and  leadership,  if  it  were  to  bstering 
effective,  must  be  concentrated;  but  how  could  this  be  .could 
one  man  must  spend  almost  his  whole  time  in  traveling  ihave 
Galena  on  the  north  to  Cairo  on  the  south  in  order  to  vn^as 
his  churches?    During  that  first  year  I  saw  little  of  my  family^., 
and  of  Chicago,  but  I  did  get  a  very|accurate  education  in 
the  railroad  system  of  Illinois,  and  I  was  thoroughly  won  over 
to  the  advocacy  of  diocesan  division,  which  was  authorized 
by  the  General  Convention  just  two  years  after  my  consecra- 
tion.   I  sometimes  wonder  how  I  could  have  lived  through 
all  that  came  to  me  those  first  years;  but  I  gratefully  remember 
that  I  had  from  the  start  the  solid  help  of  the  best  clergy  of 
the  state,  most  of  whom  have  gone  to  God  (may  they  rest 
in  peace!),  and  some  remain  to  this  day;  nor  should  1  omit  to 
add  how  encouraging  was  the  confidence  given  me  by  the 
leading  laymen  of  the  state,  nearly  all  of  whom  have  gone  to 
the  world  of  enduring  life.     (May  perpetual  light  shine  upon 
them!) 

Perhaps,  as  I  have  almost  unconsciously  drifted  into  rem- 
iniscence, I  may  add  that  there  was  some  show  of  antagonism 
on  the  part  of  a  few  who  sought  to  make  a  hard  task  harder 
for  me.  I  did  not  suffer  myself  to  retaliate,  because  in  my 
integrity  I  dared  appeal  for  protection  to  Him  who  knew  my 
motives;  and,  more  than  that,  I  had  been  told  by  many  who 
had  in  times  past  had  sad  ocular  demonstration  of  the  dis- 
astrous consequences  to  a  diocese  of  factious  opposition  to 
its  head,  that  they  proposed  always  to  be  loyal  to  the  epis- 
copate, as  a  matter  of  policy  as  well  as  of  duty  and  honor, 
and  they  have  kept  their  word .  Time,  which  is  like  a  player's 
hand  on  the  chess-board,  has  removed  the  refractor^'  pieces. 
They  sought  other  fields,  and  I  hope  they  found  better  bish- 
ops. I  think  all  of  them  have  now  passed  info  a  better  than 
any  earthly    jurisdiction.    (May  they,  also,  rest  in  peace!) 
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Since  those  early  days  there  has  been  unbroken  harmony 
in  the  diocese.    1  have  always  tried  to  deal  fairly  and  justly 
;y  all  over  whom  the  Holy  Ghost  made  me  overseer,  and  to 
maintain  and  set  fonvard  quietness,  love,  and  peace  among 
^  men     We  all  recognize  the  fact  that  from  the  beginning, 
p^^e  reign  of  Henry,  the  English  Church  and  her  congeners 
hout  the  world  have  included  within  their  pale  ele- 
^hat  were  conservative  and  others  that  were  radical, 
^at  these  have  always  been  antagonistic.    It  has  been 
iggle  of  350  years  between  the  historic  view*  of  the  Church 
T  tne  Swiss  view.    Neither  Catholic  nor  Puritan  has  been 
^9?ven  from  the  field,  and  the  end  of  the  battle  is  not  yet. 
!>[ow  it  has  always  seemed  to  me  that  the  inclusive  character 
of  our  conmiunion  requires  of  its  episcopate  an  inclusive 
spirit,  and  that  whatever  be  the  personal  views  of  its  incum- 
bent he  must  officially  hold  an  even  balance,  and  rule  with 
impartial  mind.    At  any  rate  this  has  been  my  aim,  and  I 
believe  that  I  have  never  failed  to  be  governed  by  it.    And  it 
has  always  seemed  to  me  that  whichever  element  may  finally 
prevail,  the  conservative  or  the  radical,  the  reformed  Catholic 
or  the  ultra-Protestant,  it  is  the  duty  of  every  one  meanwhile 
to  promote  to  the  extent  of  his  ability  the  growth  and  pros- 
perity of  the  Church,  and  so  to  reduce  differences  to  a  mini- 
mum.   I  think  such  a  jx)licy  is  fair  and  righteous,  and  who 
can  doubt  that  to  it  is  due,  by  God's  blessing,  the  singular 
harmony  and  good  will  and  rapid  growth  which  has  character- 
ized this  diocese,  and  does  still?    Esto  perpetua,  and  palsied 
be  the  hand  that  would  rise  to  mar  and  break  our  peace! 

One  of  the  first  material  efforts  I  made,  beyond  the  line 
of  ordinary  duty,  was  to  raise  this  cathedral  about  four  feet 
to  the  grade  of  the  street,  which  had  grown  that  much  beyond 
its  original  level.  The  cost  was  over  $6,000,  and  to  meet 
the  bills  involved  some  hard  begging  and  some  of  it  very 
uncomfortable.  It  was  a  wonderful  sight  to  see  the  whole 
structure  go  up  inch  by  inch  in  response  to  the  turning  of 
one  hundred  and  fifty  jackscrews  operated  by  fifteen  men. 
The  beginning  of  this  work  necessitated  the  decision  of  a 
serious  question.  When  my  honored  predecessor  made  this 
church  his  cathedral  it  was  bounded  on  the  west  by  corn 
fields.  The  old  verger,  Mr.  Cundell,  used  to  say  that  when 
there  was  need  for  a  pitcher  of  water  he  had  to  go  through 
fields  till  he  reached  Job  Carpenter's  well.    Later  on  some 
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of  the  most  wealthy  and  inteUigent  people  of  the  city  built 
homes  in  this  quarter,  but  in  the  process  of  time  there  came 
one  of  those  changes  which  are  incident  to  the  growth  of  a 
large  city.  This  was  arrested  for  a  time  by  the  removal  to 
this  quarter  of  many  who  had  lost  their  homes  by  the  great 
fire.  But  by  1875  it  wsts  evident  that  if  the  cathedral  had 
a  vocation  to  reach  only  the  well-to-do  classes  it  must  move 
or  die.  But  there  was  another  mission  looming  up,  which 
suggested  rather  that  it  should  stay  and  live  by  ministering 
to  all  classes  and  conditions  of  men.  The  property  could 
have  been  sold  for  a  goodly  sum  of  money,  and  I  could  have 
gone  elsewhere  to  what  is  called  a  good  quarter,  but  this  was 
thought  to  be  a  better  quarter,  and  so  I  determined  that  I 
would  turn  over  the  question  of  removal  to  my  successor, 
and  meanwhile  make  it  hard  for  him  to  move.  I  have  always 
believed  that  the  mark  of  a  rising  or  falling  church  is  the  way 
in  which  it  does  its  duty  inclusively  to  all  classes  of  people, 
and  I  made  it  my  duty  to  say  so  very  distinctly  in  the  first 
sermon  which  I  preached  as  the  Bishop  of  the  diocese.  It 
was  in  S.  James'  Church  December  8,  1875. 

"This  cathoUc  instinct  puts  itself  in  antagonism  with  the 
tendency  to  minister  to  any  class  exclusively.  Our  religion, 
bearing  in  its  hand  the  two-fold  blessing  of  the  life  that  now 
is  and  that  which  is  to  come,  produces  social  conditions  of 
prosperity,  refinement,  and  cultivation;  but  the  policy  is  noth- 
ing less  than  suicidal  which  would  lift  the  Church  above 
the  sphere  out  of  which  it  has  Ufted  millions.  I  have  often 
deemed  St.  Philip  the  best  interpreter  of  the  mission  spirit, 
of  whom  it  is  written  that  he  went  down  to  the  City  of  Samaria 
— down  to  the  despised  Samaritans — "and  preached  Christ 
unto  them."  (Acts  viii,  5.)  He  went  whither  his  feelings 
as  a  Jew  would  have  forbidden  him  to  go.  Had  he  consulted 
flesh  and  blood,  he  would  have  preferred  to  carry  the  truth 
to  classic  Greece  or  back  to  the  ancient  scene  of  his  nation's 
captivity  by  the  rivers  of  Babylon.  But  the  divine  mission 
love  in  his  heart  bade  him  go  seek  out  the  caste  most  exe- 
crated— ^the  very  pariahs  of  Palestine,  whom,  when  a  Jew, 
he  was  positively  forbidden  to  proselyte.    This  must  be  the 

genius  of  the  Church — ^to  go  dowUy  down  to  the  lowly  and  the 
espised,  down  to  those  who  will  not  come  to  us,  down  with 
the  font  and  the  altar  and  the  bible  and  the  prayer  book  to  the 
poor  and  the  neglected  classes;  and,  thank  God,  we  are  be- 
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ginning  to  feel  more  deeply  that  our  mission  is  not  to  spread 
banquets  for  the  clusters  of  privileged  saints  that  are  gatnered 
in  great  temples,  but  to  go  out  in  love  and  invite  the  masses 
to  come  and  partake  of  the  bread  which  nourisheth  unto  ever- 
lasting life.  Is  it  not  a  question  whether  by  remaining  too 
long  in  Jerusalem,  by  wearing  the  fetters  of  a  narrow,  Jewish 
exclusivism,  we  have  not  courted  spiritual  lethargy  and 
Laodicean  lukewarmness?  I  have  sometimes  thought  that 
the  painful  clash  of  seeming  contention  really  sounds  in 
God's  ear  like  the  music  of  breaking  fetters,  and  that  the 
energies  of  spiritual  Ufe  are  bursting  forth  into  the  large  lib- 
erty of  a  Church  which  dare  bravely  confront  itself  with  all 
the  destitutions  that  are  to  be  found  in  the  city  or  country 
side,  and  so  practicallv  realize  its  own  catholicity.  I  am 
sure  that  we  who  woul^  love  the  Church  as  Christ  loved  it 
(He  "gave  Himself  for  it")  must  stir  ourselves  up  to  a  holy 
unrest  until  we  see  souls  flocking  as  doves  to  the  windows, 
and  that  we  must  banish  every  minor  issue  that  we  may 
become  saturated  with  the  spirit  of  S.  Philip — nay,  rather 
of  him  who  withdrew  Himself  from  the  praises  that"  had  for- 
ever floated  around  him  in  His  pre-existent  glory  and  come 
down  to  breathe  an  atmosphere  burdened  with  sin,  to  sup 
with  publicans  and  harlots,  to  preach  hope  to  the  lowly,  and 
love  tne  chief  of  sinners,  to  seek  and  save  that  which  was  lost, 
to  lift  the  fallen  and  forever  save  the  vile.  "Let  this  mind  be 
in  you,  which  was  also  in  Christ  Jesus.*' 

It  was  for  this  reason  that  I  determined  to  stay  here,  but 
with  all  my  other  work,  and  with  few  to  sympathize  \Aith  my 
views,  years  passed  before  I  saw  much  progress.  I  was  often 
tempted  to  throw  up  my  hands  in  despair,  and  this  would 
ha\'e  be-Mi  all  the  easier  because  I  was  not  much  impressed 
with  the  Cxithedral  idea  after  I  had  some  exjx^rience  in  that 
direction.  But  at  length  a  lot  was  donated  and  a  gift  of 
$20,000  enabled  me  to  put  up  a  cler/ry  and  choir  house.  Then 
canK^  a  lar|2:e  trust  for  the  benefit  of  the  music.  Then  the 
Mission  House  was  built,  and  the  Home  for  Friendless  Chil- 
dren purchased,  on  which  there  is  a  small  remaining  debt. 
Altogether,  about  865,000  have  been  exi)ended  in  purchasing 
and  betterino-  this  proi)erty.  We  have  been  very  successful 
in  snairino;  the  machinery  for  the  work,  which  is  a  ver>'  pe- 
culiar kind  of  work,  as  you  must  see,  and  one  which  rei]'uires 
special  gifts  and  extreme  devotion.    There  is  no  attraction 
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in  it  for  those  who  have-not  learned  to  forget  thcniselvts  for 
Christ's  sake.  We  now  have  three  priests  and  a  Roodly  band 
of  lay  helpers,  chief  among  whom  may  easily  be  reckoned 
the  members  of  the  religious  community  known  as  the  Sisters 
of  St.  Mary.  The  work  now  done  is  very  much  to  my  mind, 
but  I  want  to  see  it  enlarged  and  deepened  still  more.  The 
Church  is  here  to  reform  this  neighborhood,  and  to  save  the 
souls  and  bodies  of  men  and  women  who  are  the  victims  of 
vice.  It  is  here  also  to  minister  to  the  very  numerous  class 
of  good  people  who  reside  in  this  part  of  our  great  city.  The 
diocese  has  shown  a  deep  interest  in  its  work,  and  will  jnot 
cease  to  help  us,  I  am  very  confident.  We  have  great  needs. 
I  wish  we  might  have  a  Christian  lodging  house  near  here, 
and  a  school  house  (for  which  $2,000  is Taiclby)  is  very  mueh 
needed,  and  a  refuge  for  the  girls  and  women  with  whom  our 
*city  mission  come  in  contact  in  the  prisons  and  hospitals. 
All  these  things  will  come  in  due  time.  I  have  learned  to 
wait  patiently,  but  words  cannot  express  the  desire  that 
burns  within  me  to  have  this  notable  struggle  with  the  worst 
conditions  of  city  Ufe  become  very  dear  to  the  diocese  as  the 
solution  of  the  question  whether  the  Episcopal  Church  is 
fitted  for  such  w^ork  or  not. 

When  I  came  to  the  Diocese  of  Ilhnois  I  encountered  the  burn- 
ing ([uestion  of  its  division,  and  at  the  end  of  my  first  year 
I  was  a  convert.  There  was  really  no  opposition,  and  so  we 
went  to  the  General  Convention  of  1877  at  Boston  and  pre- 
sented our  wishes.  Illinois  had  been  pretty  roughly  treated 
by  the  Church  at  large  in  being  refused  twice  in  succession 
her  choice  for  the  episcopate— a  piece  of  gross  injustice  which 
is  a  perpetual  disgrace  to  the  Church.  But  there  was  a  better 
feeling  towards  Illinois  in  1877.  Many  felt  that  they  had 
dealt  harshly  by  her,  and  called  their  repentance  magnanim- 
ity. We  did  not  stop  to  argue  that  question,  seeing  they  were 
well  disposed.  Personally  I  had  from  the  first  felt  that  the 
financial  showing  of  one  of  the  proposed  jurisdictions  was 
inadequate,  and  it  was  only  on  the  night  before  the  matter 
was  introduced  that  I  was  persuaded  to  give  my  consent 
to  the  erection  of  the  diocese  of  Springfield.  By  surrendering 
one-fifth  of  my  salary  I  was  able  to  strengthen  the  general 
showing.  This,  however,  was  soon  made  up  to  me  by  the 
gift  of  a  house  on  Ontario  street  for  the  episcopal  residence. 
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In  organizing  the  new  dioceses  I  found  myself  entitled  to 
choose  which  one  I  would  retain  for  myself.  Quincy  sent 
me  a  petition  with  several  hundred  signatures,  and  I  was 
inclined  to  accept  in  order  that  Chicago  might  make  a  better 
choice,  but  I  was  advised  to  the  contrary  for  many  reasons, 
one  of  which  was  that  it  would  be  a  serious  calamity  to  have 
another  episcopal  election  so  soon  here,  and  so  I  decided 
to  stay  in  Chicago. 

In  spite  of  some  prophecies  of  e\il — you  know  there  is 
always  a  raven  or  two  to  croak  their  jx^ssimistic  refrain— 
the  heroic  step  of  division  has  justified  itself.  There  are 
now  four  bishops  in  Illinois,  and  the  dioceses  show  substantial 
growth  in  spite  of  the  very  striking  and  alarming  phenomenon 
of  the  decadence  of  the  small  towns  all  over  the  state.  In 
1871  we  had  8,100  communiamts  in  UHnois;  in  1898, 
25,1)99;  increase  in  twenty-one  years,  320  per  cent.  In 
Chicago  and  its  vicinity  the  growth  has  been  phenom- 
enal. The  number  of  communicants  in  the  city  alone 
has  increased  from  2,588  in  1871  to  13,972  in  1898;  increase 
in  twenty-four  years,  540  per  cent.  But  this  statistical  boast- 
ing is  contrary  to  my  taste.  I  prefer  to  stop  it,  and  say  in 
general  terms  that  division  has  been  amply  justified  by  the 
resuhs.  One  great  object,  not  reducible  to  figures,  was  gained, 
and  from  that  time  the  work  of  expansion  in  and  around  this 
great  metropolis  was  entered  upon  with  enthusiasm.  It 
was  something  of  a  dam|)er  when  the  general  board  crowned 
our  heroic  endeavor  by  withdrawing  every  dollar  of  mission- 
ar\'  aid,  l)ut  we  have  answered  the  shortsightedness  of  that 
action  by  steadily  increasing  year  by  year  our  contributions 
to  that  tn^asury  whose  stores  might  possibly  te  more  widely 
distribut(Kl  if  the  distributors  knew  more  about  the  countrv. 

• 

But,  although  means  were  hard  to  get,  the  work  of  missionar>' 
extension  went  on.  There  was  both  zt^al  and  self-denial  in 
many  a  breast.  At  first  there  was  little  interest  outside  of 
the  annual  convention,  and  none  to  boast  of  in  it,  but  the  Httle 
was  carefull\'  nursal,  and  a  small  yearly  advance  prepared 
the  way  for  the  larger  development,  whose  results  you  will 
see  in  the  reports  which  are  to  Ix*  made  to  the  Bishop  to-day. 

If  I  were  writing  a  history  I  would  naturally  refer  to  the 
provincial  attachment  which  accompanied  diocesan  division; 
but  let  that  pass.  Nor  will  I  do  more  at  present  than  refer  to 
the  establishment  of  the  Western  Theological  Seminarjand 
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Waterman  Hkll,  each  with  a  partial  endowment,  and  to  the 
various  charitable  institutions  and  societies  which  have 
come  into  existence,  and  to  the  City  Mission,  with  which  all 
are  sufficiently  familiar;  and  to  the  St.  Andrew's  Brotherhood, 
which  began  in  St.  James'  Church;  and  to  the  Chicago 
Prayer  Book  Society;  and  to  the  Church  Club,  which  has 
been  of  inestimable  value  to  the  diocese. 

Nothing  that  I  look  back  upon  fills  me  with  more  gratitude 
than  the  institution  of  the  diocesan  retreat  for  the  clergy — 
the  first  in  the  Anglican  Communion.  In  1880  a  priest  of 
this  city  said  to  me,  "Why  cannot  the  clergy  get  together 
before  Lent  for  a  few  days  of  common  spiritual  preparation?" 
To  which  I  replied  that  if  I  were  asked  by  them  to  do  so  I 
would  gladly  convene  them  for  such  a  purpose.  At  that 
time  I  had  never  attended  a  retreat,  and  all  that  I  knew  I 
had  read  in  an  English  hand  book,  but  I  had  something  which 
I  wanted  to  say  to  my  clergy  about  the  better  fulfilment 
of  our  vows  of  ordination,  and  was  glad  to  embrace  the  oppor- 
tunity. Some  of  them  thought  it  was  a  very  "high"  notion, 
and  one  said  he  had  not  advanced  far  enough  to  retreat. 
But  the  general  verdict  of  the  twenty-five  who  were  present 
was  that  it  w^as  good  to  be  ther(\  And  so  it  has  gone  on 
almost  every  year  since  with  increasing  power  and  blessedness. 
All  of  our  older  clergy  know  how  it  has  promoted  harmony, 
repressed  symptoms' of  dissension,  maintained  brotherly 
affection,  and  addcnl  spiritual  fervor  to  their  many  other 
gifts.  Thousands  of  our  people  have  reaped  secondary 
benefit. 

The  conventional  year  of  1898-99  has  Ix^en  one  of  steady 
growth  and,  I  think,  unusual  prosperity.  In  every  way, 
spiritually  and  fmancially,  it  has  been  a  continuous  victory. 
Churches  have  been  built  and  others  are  in  prospect,  new 
points  have  been  occupied,  baptisms  and  confirmations  have 
been  very  large,  debts  have  been  paid,  our  charities  have  been 
liberally  dealt  with,  and  we  have  had  a  year  of  peaceful  pro- 
gress. This  Church  does  not  seek  to  be  advertised.  We  pre- 
fer to  push  our  w^ork  in  quietness,  and  leave  to  others  the 
practice  of  the  art  sensational;  and  we  are  very  well  satisfied 
with  the  results  of  the  dignified  policy.  Occasionally  we 
learn  from  printed  sources  that  we  are  in  deep  waters,  or 
that  the  dynamitard  ecclesiastical  is  about  to  reduce  us  to 
splinters;  but  experience  has  taught  us  that  these  catastrophes 
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are  not  so  imminent  as  to  disturb  equanimity,  or  to  distract 
us  from  the  holy  duties  in  which  we  are  engaged. 

A  notable  feature  of  the  past  year  has  been  the  consecra- 
tion of  two  of  our  clergy,  my  own  sons  in  the  priesthood,  to 
the  high  and  holy  office  of  bishop  in  the  Church  of  God.  The 
Rev.  Samuel  Cook  Edsall,  D.  D.  (priested  June  2,  1889),  was 
consecrated  Bishop  of  the  Missionary  District  of  North  Da- 
kota on  the  Feast  of  the  Conversion  of  S.  Paul,  January  25, 
1899,  in  wS.  Peter's  Church,  Chicago.  The  Rev.  Theodore 
Nevin  Morrison,  D.D.  (priested  March  19,  1876),  was  conse- 
crated Bishop  of  Iowa  on  the  22nd  day  of  February,  1899, 
in  the  Church  of  the  Epiphany,  Chicago.  The  diocese  unites 
with  me  in  following  these  dear  brethren  with  affection  and 
prayers  as  they  take  up  the  larger  responsibilities  and  pe- 
cuUar  duties  of  the  episcopate,  confident  that  they  will  justify 
the  pride  of  the  old  diocese  of  which  they  are  sons  native  born, 
and  that  they  will  find  the  experience  which  their  faithful 
service  in  our  diocesan  life  gained  for  them  to  be  most  helpful 
to  them  in  their  new  stations.  Another  of  our  number  who 
is  still  with  us,  the  Rev.  Arthur  L.  Williams,  is  the  Bishop- 
Coadjutor,  elect,  of  Nebraska.  We  shall  not  indulge  in  regret 
until  we  learn  of  his  acceptance,  but  whatever  may  be  the 
issue  we  pride  ourselves  on  the  fertility  of  Chicago  soil  as  a 
seed-plot  for  bishops;  nor  is  the  material  for  transplantation 
yet  exhausted. 

With  saddened  hearts  we  have  to  record  the  loss  of  two 
of  our  priests  by  death.  The  Rev.  James  B.  Williams  came 
to  us  in  1892,  and  took  charge  of  Christ  Church,  Har\'ard, 
by  my  appointment.  He  was  a  man  of  kindly  heart  and 
large  views.  He  was  a  native  of  Wales,  and  received  his 
priest's  orders  in  the  Diocese  of  Pittsburg  in  1885,  removing 
after  two  years'  service  there  to  Appleton,  Wis.,  where  he 
remained  for  six  years.  He  was  four  years  at  Harvard,  and 
thence  was  transferred  to  S.  John's,  Irving  Park,  Chicago. 

This  Diocesan  Convention  mourns  the  departure,  also, 
of  the  Rev.  Henry  Gideon  Perry,  LL.D.  Dear  old  Perry, 
we  ne'er  shall  see  his  like  againi  Nearly  thirty  years  a 
priest  of  this  diocese,  he  did  good  work  in  various  parishes 
and  missions,  nor  was  there  ever  known  a  man  who  could 
say  aught  against  him.  He  was  a  well-learned  man,  with 
an  acute  spirit,  a  marvelous  development  of  the  sense  of 
humor,  and  as  loyal  a  Churchman  as  ever  breathed.    If  he 
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seemed  to  retain  a  vein  of  eccentricity  in  his  composition, 
it  only  made  you  love  him  the  more,  for  nis  was  a  loving  heart 
and  a  wise  head.  Dear  Perry,  we  miss  you  more  than  words 
can  tell,  but  we  know  it  was  your  time  to  pass  from  labor  to 
refreshment,  and  great  may  your  peace  be,  and  everlasting! 

While  it  is  not  the  purpose  of  this  address  to  go  beyond 
the  limits  of  the  diocese  in  our  review  of  the  year,  it  will  accord 
with  the  feelings  of  every  one  if  in  silence  I  lay  a  palm  branch 
on  the  grave  of  John  WilUams,  late  Bishop  of  Connecticut, 
and  presiding  officer  of  the  House  of  Bishops. 

I  have  for  many  years  urged  at  this  time  the  various  inter- 
ests of  the  diocese  in  her  works  of  charity,  institutions  of 
learning  and  missionary  agency.  I  shall  at  this  time  simply 
renew  all  that  has  been  said,  especially  in  my  last  address, 
and  commend  them  to  your  continuous  and  increasing  in- 
terest. 

For  many  years  past  I  have  urged  the  importance  of  an 
episcopal  endowment  for  the  diocese,  and  after  long  ex- 
panses of  inactivity  a  fund  of  about  $25,000  was  secured  in 
1887-88.  I  now  quote  from  my  convention  address  of  1898, 
hoping  that  its  repetition  may  fasten  more  securely  in  your 
minds  statements  that  many  seem  to  have  forgotten.  These 
were  my  words: 

"No  further  efforts  (since  1888)  have  been  made  to  increase 
the  endowment,  nor  have  any  bequests  been  received  for  this 
purpose.  No  diocese  on  this  continent  of  the  rank  and  strength 
of  tnis  has  so  meager  a  provision  for  this  purpose,  and  my 
conviction  is  firm  that  the  only  reason  why  this  stigma  con- 
tinues to  rest  on  us  is  that  there  is  lacking  the  determination 
of  two  or  three  or  four  of  our  laymen  to  take  this  matter  up 
and  make  it  their  special  devotion  for  a  year.  I  should  feel 
ashamed  to  harbor  the  suspicion  that  such  an  appeal  would 
fail.  Personally  it  would  matter  little  or  nothing  to  the 
Bishop,  for  he  has  no  fear  of  his  support  under  the  present 
system,  but,  in  urgently  asking  your  attention  to  this  ques- 
tion, I  am  pleading  for  my  clergy,  none  of  them  overpaid, 
and  many  of  them  not  paid  what  they  might  be  if  there  were 
a  diminution  or  abolition  of  assessments. 

"It  would  be  to  me  a  most  gratifying  thing  should  a  large 
addition  be  made  to  the  fund  during  my  lifetime.  It  would 
be  a  geat  joy  to  leave  to  my  successor  the  foundations  of  an 
adequate  support,  so  that  the  churches  shall  in  his  day  be 
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free  from  the  charges  which  they  are  now  bearing  so  uncom- 
plainingly. Having  said  this,  I  transfer  the  subject  to  you 
wisdom  and  judgment." 

The  response  was  the  passage  of  the  following  resolution: 

''Resolved,  that  the  Special  Committee  on  the  Endowment 
Fund  of  the  Diocese  be  continued  with  power  to  act  during 
the  ensuing  year." 

Subsequently  a  numerously  attended  general  meeting 
appointed  a  Special  Committee  to  have  charge  of  the  whole 
matter,  of  w^hich  committee  Mr.  Edwin  Walker  is  chairman 
and  Mr.  Gch).  H.  Webster  treasurer.  The  very  strong  and 
well-considered  efforts  which  have  followed  under  the  guid- 
ance of  this  able  Special  Committee,  which  will  report  to  this 
Convention, have  not  been  based  upon  any  formal  or  informal 
request  on  my  part  for  help,  but  simply  and  solely  upon  the 
evident  necessity  of  making  suitable  provision  for  such  help 
if  it  should  become  necessary,  or  for  the  support  of  my  succes- 
sor in  the  case  of  my  death.  W^hen  necessity  puts  in  its  claim 
there  will  be  in  me  a  glad  mind  and  will  to  obey  the  mandate 
of  Providence. 

But  at  present  it  seems  to  me  that  we  must  bend  all  our 
energies  to  the  practical  question  which  is  before  us,  without 
encumbering  its  progress  and  jeopardizing  its  success  by  pre- 
mature discussion  of  aspects  of  the  question  which  have  not 
yet  been  presented  to  our  minds.

To  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Chicago: 

The  convocation  of  greatest  interest  the  past  year  was  that  held  at  Farm 
Ridge  in  October  last,  on  the  occasion  of  the  fortieth  anniversary  of  the  pas- 
torate of  the  Rev.  H.  T.  Hiester.  I^rge  numbers  of  friends,  neighbors  and 
parishioners  joined  in  the  cxjngratulatory  exercises  in  the  grove  on  the  beauti- 
ful autumn  afternoon  after  the  crowded  religious  services  in  the  old  church. 
The  venerable  priest  still  continues  his  work,  and  none  among  us  is  held  in 
greater  esteem,  or  is  more  deserving  of  it. 

I  regret  to  say  that  the  numl)er  of  Tesident  clergymen  in  the  Southern 
Deanery  is  smaller  than  at  any  previous  time  during  the  twenty  years  in 
which  I  have  served  as  Dean.  We  have  twelve  parishes  and  missions,  at 
which  services  are  regularly  held,  and  only  six  rectors  or  missionaries.  But 
it  does  not  appear  that  there  is  any  lack  of  service,  or  that  it  would  be  any  gain 
to  have  a  man  at  each  place.  The  added  burdens  of  supi)ort  would  probably 
overbalance  advantages.

To  the  Rt.  Reverend   the  Bishop  of  Chicago; 

During  the  tenth  academic  year  ending  Jime  (Uh.  lS99,Waterman  Hall 
has  had  seventy  pupils  in  the  l)oarding,  and  twenty-seven  in  the  day  and 
special  departments. 

The  educational  standard  and  discipline  have  l>een  maintaine<l  through 
the  co-operation  of  a  loyal  and  efficient  facidty . 

Forty-tive  of  our  boarding  pupils  came  from  the  Diocese  of  Chicago, 
twent>'-one  of  whom  were  meml>er8  of  church  families. 

The  morning  and  evening  offices  authorized  by  you  have  been  said  daily, 
and  the  Holy  Communion  administered  ever>'  Sunday  and  other  Holy  Day. 

For  one-half  hour  every  Sunday  morning  all  the  pupils  are  retinired  to 
meet  in  the  Study  Hall  and  recite  the  collect  for  the  day,  together  with  a  por- 
tion of  the  catechism,  to  the  vice-principal.  In  the  afternoon  they  meet  wth 
me.  in  the  same  place,  for  half  an  hour's  instruction  in  the  Holy  Scriptures  or 
Church  History.  I  have  baptized  nine  of  the  pupils,  presented  seven  for  Con- 
tirmation,  and  officiated,  through  the  courtesy  of  my  brethren  in  three  in- 
stances, at  five  weddings  of  our  "old  girls." 

The  inimbor  of  communicants  in  our  school  family  has  l>een  forty-eight; 
the  average  attendance  at  early  celebrations  fourteen,  and  on  the  first  Sunday 
of  the  month,  thirty. 

Tiie  Guild  lias  carried  on  its  work  of  looking  after  the  altar,  and  provided 
means  for  various  purposes.

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REPORT  OF  ST.  LTKE'S  HOSPITAL. 

To  the  Right  Rev.  William  Edward  McLare:iD.D.,D.C.  L.,  Bishop  of  Chicaj^o: 

'J'he  Trustees  of  St.  JiUke's  Hospital  present  herewith  their  Ihirty-tifth 
annual  report,  th?  statis-ic:*  b.'ing  for  the  year  ending  in  October  last,  the 
hospital  year  ending  at  that  time.  The  hospital  treated  during  the  year  1,761 
patients,  being  an  increase  of  2<>0  over  t)ie  year  precerling.  Over  one-half  of 
this  work  was  entirely  free.  The  cost  of  maintenance  was  $G6,5yr).(>9,  being 
$11.55  per  diem  for  each  patient. 

The  free  Dispensary  received  a!id  treated  11,843  visits,  an  increase  of  5(K) 
over  the  year  preceding. 

The  magnitude  of  tlie  work  under  the  control  of  the  Church  in  this  institu- 
tion needs  only  the  figures,  as  given,  to  illustrate  it. 

During  the  six  months  which  have  elapsed  since  the  bicipital  year  closed, 
all  the  additions  and  improvements  provided  for  by  the  Stickney  and  other  be- 
<iuests  have  been  cM)mpleled.  These  include  the  Eiiwibeth  Hammond  Stickney 
Memorial  Building  for  Xurses,  which  is  one  of  the  most  complete  constructions 
of  its  kind  in  the  country.  Thi  s  building  was  dedicated  by  the  Bishop  of  the 
DicKjese  in  January  hist,  in  the  presence  of  a  large  number  of  the  Clergy  and 
laity,  and  is  now  fully  furnished  and  occupied. 

The  hospital  itself  has  b^'en  largely  remcMleled  and  entirely  renovated 
according  to  modern  requirements  and  is  in  a  very  satisfactory  condition 
physically. 

At  the  time  of  our  hist  report  we  had  the  gratification  of  informing  the  Dio- 
cese t'nat  our  debt  had  been  paid.  We  now  regret  to  have  to  report,  that  during 
the  fifteen  months  whicli  have  elapsed  since  such  pasment,  our  ordinary  r»in- 
ning  expenses  have  exceeded  our  income  by  over  $1,(K)0  per  month,  thus  creat- 
ing a  fresh  floating  debt  of  nearly  S20,()()o.  ]t  is  a  truism  to  say  that  the  ex- 
penses of  <i  great  hospit^il  cannot  be  suddenly  re-adjusted,  and  he?  le  a  less  of 
income  can  only  result  in  deficit.  Tlie  items  of  income  and  the  decrease  are  as 
follows; 

Parish  donations,  $l,KU).Ol.  This  is  less  than  one-half  the  amount  of 
Parish  donations  sortie  years  ago—  every  year  tl.e  anc>ui:t  grows  It  ks.  Only 
eleven  parishes  and  three  missions  ol)served.  Hospital  Sunday  during  18J>S, 
and  of  the  total  amount  contributed,  all  but  $1»4.22  was  contributed  by  three 
parishes. 

Individual  donations,  for  current  expenses,  were  Sl,(:01.41,  a  shrinkage 
of  some  S4,5(M)  from  the  average  of  the  past. 

The  income  from  endowments  was  $r),8()4.23,  this  it<^m  having  steadily 
diminished  each  year,  owing  to  the  times,  from  Sl(i,000  in  1S93  and  189  i,  to  the 
above  figure. 

These  it^ms  represent  a  loss  of  income  durirg  the  jast  few  years  of  over 
$ir),f)f)()  per  annum.  The  Trustees  have  done  all  in  their  ])ower  to  cut  down 
running  expenses,  and  recently  have  had  to  curtail  largely  the  free 
patients.     This  affords  but  partial  relief. 

The  Truste*'s  feel  sure  that  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  has  confidence 
in  their  efforts  to  conduct  St.  Luke's  as  a  Church  institution,  and  they  contiTUie 
to  express  the  hoi)e  that  our  parishes  may  hereafter  show  an  increased  interest 
in  the  hospital,  both  by  the  olxservance  of  Hospital  Sunday  and  by  every  other 
means  in  their  power.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  CHURCH  HOME  FOR  AGED 

PEOPLE. 

To  the  Right  Reverend  the  Bishop  of  Chicago: 

The  Trustees  of  the  Church  Home  for  Aged  People  beg  leave  to  report  that 
the  past  year  has  been  one  of  great  improvement  in  the  financial  condition  of 
the  Home.  We  have  paid  off  nearly  all  of  the  pressing  floating  debt  which 
has  been  carried  for  several  years  with  an  ever  increasing  sense  of  burden. 
This  desired  result  has  been  attained  through  the  generosity  of  some  good 
friends,  one  of  whom  gave  us  $500,  and  the  exercise  of  careful  economy  in  the 
expenses  of  the  Home. 

But  we  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  friends  of  the  Home  to  the  fact  that 
we  need  at  least  $3,000  a  year  for  current  expenses.  We  trust  we  have  earned 
the  confidence  of  the  Chiurch  in  oiur  management  of  the  institution,  and  we 
hopefully  ask  for  a  continuance  of  the  favors  extended  to  the  Home  since  its 
inception.     . 

The  internal  affairs  of  the  Home  are  in  the  hands  of  the  Board  of  Lady 
Managers,  who  deser^'e  and  receive  our  most  hearty  thanks.  Mrs.  Matthews, 
the  president,  and  the  other  ladies  who  are  associated  with  her  have  given  a 
great  deal  of  valuable  time  and  care  to  the  Home,  and  without  their  noble  and 
devoted  assistance  the  doors  would  have  been  closed  long  since. 

At  the  last  annual  election  of  Trustees  it  was  decided  to  make  the  Treas- 
urer and  Financial  Agent  of  the  Diocese  the  Treasurer  of  the  Home.  This 
was  done  that  it  might  be  easier  for  intending  donors  to  remember  where  to 
send  their  gifts. 

The  future  of  the  Home  would  be  more  assured  if  wo  possessed  a  habita- 
tion specially  built  for  the  purpose.  It  is  the  aim  of  the  Trustees  to  obtain 
such  a  building  as  soon  as  possible.  The  present  arrangement  of  the  sepa- 
rate houses  requires  more  fuel  and  labor  than  we  feel  able  to  bear. 

The  Home  owes  mucli  to  its  matron.  Miss  Rathbone,  whose  careful  man- 
agement and  excellent  tact  in  pro\iding  for  the  needs  of  our  inmates  have  won 
for  her  the  love  and  respect  of  all  connected  with  the  Home  and  of  the  many 
who  visit  it. 

We  have  again  to  thank  the  clergy  of  the  Northeastern  Deaner>'  and  other 
friends  for  yearly  donations  and  subscriptions.  We  very  much  desh'e  to  see 
these  increased  by  other  generous  offerings  to  enable  us  to  carry  on  the  work 
of  the  Home  without  debt  or  the  lack  of  necessary  comforts. 

The  House  contains  twenty  women  and  three  men,  all  of  whom  speak 
most  highly  of  the  comfort  and  care  they  receive.  When  it  is  remembered  that 
for  $500  the  Home  provides  for  its  inmates  for  life,  it  will  be  readily  seen  that 
we  need  the  constant  assistance  of  our  friends  to  pay  our  expenses.

REPORT  OF  SOCIETY  FOR  RELEIF  OF  WIDOWS  AND  ORPHANS. 

To  the  Right  Reverend  W.  E.  McLaren,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Chicago: 

I  take  pleasure  in  reporting  that  the  Societ>'  for  the  Relief  of  Widows  and 
Orphans  of  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of 
Chicago,  at  the  close  of  its  ninth  year  lias  invested  funds  amounting  to  $68,- 
467.67,  an  increase  during  the  past  year  of  $9,654.53.  This  substantial  gain 
is  largely  due  to  the  bequest  of  $4,838.05  under  the  will  of  the  late  Mrs.  Eliza- 
beth H.  Stickney,  receipt  of  which  we  most  gratefully  acknowledge. 
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Six  widows  and  eight  minor  children  are  now  under  our  care,  and  it  is  with 
mucii  pleasure  tiiat  we  are  able  to  report  that  the  income  of  the  Society  permits 
us  to  disburse  $300  per  year  to  each  widow,  and  $60  per  year  to  each  minor  child. 

We  shall  be  grateful,  indeed,  if  the  continued  contributions  of  the  members 
of  our  churches  in  this  Diocese  enable  us  to  maintain  this  "liberality  in  distribu- 
tion."
